GODAVARI DISTRICT. 

General Copper Plates. 

1 . C.P. 76 of Mr. Sewell’s Llsl.~(Tehigu.) In the Collector’s 
olfice. Records a grant of land to a Brahman in S. 1606 (A.D. 1684), 
Raktakshi, by a chief styling himself “Maharaja SiT Raja Ganapati 
Raja Jagannatha Raja.” 

2 . C.P. 77 of Mr. Sewell’s List. —In the same place. Records a 
grant by a descendant of the Eastern Chalukya kings. [An examin- 
ation of the contents of this inscription shows that it was issued by 
a chief of the Beta Vijayaditya line, referred to in the third Pitha- 
puram inscription. The donor was Srlsena Sarathi, between whom 
and Mallappa III there were four chiefs named . . . BhCipa, 
Pratapa BhQdara, Vishnuvardhana (IV) and Mahadeva. The 
inscription thus carries the genealogy five generations further. 
Mr. Sewell confounds this line with the E. Chalukyan line proper, 
considering it to be subsequent to Vikrama Chola. He is of course 
wrong.] 

3 . C.P. 78 of Mr. Sewell's List . — In the Collector’s office. Records 
that in the twenty-fifth year of his reign, a chief named Sri Prithivl- 
mula Raja, son of Prabhakara Visruta Maharaja, granted the village 
of Chuyipaka to his household priest and the members of the latter’s 
gotra as an agrahEram, after having assembled the RashtrakOta 
and other families of the district of Tarupaka. The order is issued 
from the city of Kandali. No date of any kind is given. The 
characters of the plates are similar to those of the E. Chalukya 
plates. 

4 . C.P. I^I of Mr. Sewell’s List . — Records grant of lands to a 
Brahman in S. 1500 (A.D. 1578) by “Raja Sri Vitarana Raya.” It 
is very badly executed, much damaged, and dated in Durmati, which 
is inconsistent. 

4 -A. The Korumilli Plates of Rajaraja I, the Eastern Chalukyan 
sovereign (l022 — 63), the son of Viraaladitya and Kundava Devi, the 
daughter of the Chola Rajaraja the Great (985 — 1013). The record 
is important for the fact that it mentions the date of the king’s 
coronation as Thursday, August 16, A..D. 1022. See lod. Antq., Vol. 
XIV, p. 56; Ibid., Vol. XXIII, p. 131, No. iro and Kielhorn’s Simtheru 
List, No. 569. 

5 . Naduphru grant of Anna Verna Reddi (which is included 
here as the exact topography of Nadupuru is not known). A record 
of Anna Verna of the Kondavidu Reddis, dated in a day of lunar 
eclipse, Karttika, S. 1296 (A.D. 1374 )- It records the grant to 20 



Brahmanas of the village of Nadupani or VOmripiirani by the king 
for the iiieril of his sister Vemasani (stated to i3c the ciueeji of a 
certain Nalianahka). The place was in Konasthala {the Della ^ 
The grant gives the Reddi genealogy as it is in the Vanapalli 
grant. [See Ep, hid., Vol. Ill, pp. 286 — 92. The dates arc not cjiiite 
consistent as lunar eclipse did not, according to Dikshit, fall on 
that year. This is Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 593.] 

6. The Nagpur Museum Inscription of Somei^vara. A Telngu 
record dated S. 1130, discovered at Sironcha in IJpiter (loclavari dis- 
trict, recording that Gahga mahadevi, the chief (lueen of SoincA'ara 
deva, gave the village of Keramaruka to two temples of Siva she 
built. The date of consecration of these was Sunday, 12th titbi, of 
the bright fortnight of Phalguna, S. II30, which corresponds to the 
7th February, A.D. 1210. (It should however be S. 1231.) Some:^- 
vara has the titles of Jagadekabhushana Maharfija, descendant of 
the race of Naga, Lord of the city of Bhogavati, of the Kasyapa 
g^otra. Mr. Krishna Sastri suggests that he might belong to the 
Sinda family. See Ep. hid., Vol. Ill, pp, 314 — 8. 

7. The Nandampundi grant of Rajaraja I (Sanskrit and Telugu). 
At first in the Collector’s office and now in the Madras Miiseuni. 
Records a grant by king Rajarajadeva (I) of the F. Chahikyan 
family, the son of Vimaladitya and Kundavudevi, in the thirty- 
second year of his reign, during a lunar eclipse (probably according 
to Kielhorn, on November 28, A.D. [O53). It is addressed to the 
cultivators (headed by the Rashtrakutas) in the Renderiihi- 
nadimivishaya (the district between the two rivers) in the presence 
of the Mantrin, Purohita, Senapati, Yuvaraja, Danvarika and 
Pradhana. The object of the grant is the village of NandampCindi. 
The donee is Nanni Narayana Kavirajasekhara (evidently the 
celebrated translator of the Mahfjbhdratd) whose birudas and geneal- 
ogy are given. The date of the king’s coronation was Thursday, 
l6th August, A.D. 1022. See Ep. hid., Vol. IV, pp. 300'--9. Kielhorn 
draws attention to the resemblance of the epigraph to (id. 4-A and 
Gd. 48 in the introductory, legendary and historical parts. Was 
Nandampuncli the same as Nandanpudi in Amalapuram taluk ? 
See also Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 570. 

8. The Ranastepimdi grant* of Vimaladitya [included here 
owing to the uncertain topography of the village]. (Sanskrit and 
Telugu.) A grant of the E. Chalukyan Vimaladityan Mummudi 
Bhlma to his minister Vajra, of the Kaunclinya gotra, a resident of 
Karemchedu (nine miles west of Bapatla in Kistna district). The 
epigraph gives the date of the king’s coronation which corres'ponds, 
with some correction, according to Kielhorn, to 'Phursday, totli 
May, A.D. lOll. See Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 567 and Ep. hid.. 
Vol. VI, pp. 347“36 i, where Venkayya edits it. See also Ep. kEp.] 

*The plates were originally discovered at Amalapuram taluk iind “ arr now in 
posse-ssion of Valavala Jaggauna who lives at Amalapuram.” Ep. hut.. Vol. Vi, p. p],; 
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1900, pp. 14-15, where it is pointed out that between loii and 1015 
Vimaladitya should have been a prisoner in the Chola court and 
that his real accession, as other records show, should have been 
after his return from there about A.D. 1015. 

Amalapuram Taluk. 

Palivela. 

Mr, Sewell gives thirteen inscriptions in this place, but he is not 
sure as to their accuracy. His suspicion seems to be well grounded 
as 12 of the 13 cannot be identified with any in the following list. 
No. .10 of his list is the same as the first of this. For an account 
of the place see Local Records, Vol. II, p. 204 f.j_ and Godavari Gazr., 
pp. 203-4. 

9 . 498 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a slab lying in the KoppSsvara 
temple. Records in S. 1094 the f grant of land by a minister of 
Velananti-Choda. 

10 . 499 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the Asthanamantapa 
of the same temple. A record in Afigirasa refers to a certain 
Vamanalaka-Odeya, who conquered the fort of Rajamahendravara, 
and to two Mussulman officers. 

11 . 500 of 1893. — (Telugu.)^ On the east wall of the shrine in 
the same temple. Records in S. 1345, Subhakrit, a gift by a queen 
of Virabhadra to the Koppe^vara temple at Palivela, 

12 . 501 0/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Belongs to the 
reign of the K^katlya king, Pratapa-Rudradeva, Records in S. 
1239, Pihgala, a gift. Mentions the minister Annaya-Preggada. 

13 . 502 0/1893. — (Telugu.) In the Kalyana-Mantapa of the 
same temple. A record of Vishpuvardhana-Ballahadsva. Mentions 
the king’s son, BhlmadSva. [Do these refer to Ammaraja I and his 
sonBhImall?] 

14 . 503 of 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar of the 
same mantapa. The Reddi king, Allada, son of Doddaya-Reddi 
(servant and successor of Kataya Verna of Rajahmundry), records 
in S. 1338, Durmukhi, the building of the mantapa. 

15 . 504 0/ 1893, — (Telugu.) On the “ Kanakadurga stone.” A 
record dated in S. 1345, Sobhakrit. Mentions Vema-Reddi, son of 
Katarna-Reddi, and Allada-Reddi (the son of Doddaya). See the 
above No. 

16 . 505 <?/ 1893. — (Telugu.) On the wall of the garden of the 
temple. Dated in the time of the Kondavidu Reddi king Ana- 
Vemaya-Reddi. Records in S. 1299, a gift of land for a garden. 
See No. 18. 

Tottaramudi. 

17 . A C.P. grant of Kataya Verna of Rajahmundry dated in 
S. 1333, Khara, Karttika Paurnami. It records a grant by Kataya 
Vema, the minister of KurnSragiri of Kondaviclu, who received from

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nis master the eastern country of Rajahmmidry for his distinguished 
services. The genealogies of both Kumaragiri and Kataya Verna 
are given and the inscription is thus of great value in connecting 
tlie two Reddi lines. The object of the grant was the village of 
Mallavaram (named after his wife MallSmbika, who was sister of 
Kumaragiri) on the Vriddha-gautami, in the vicinity of Muktlsvara 
in Konadesa, to Narisimha, son of Ahobala and grandson of 
Appayarya, of theKa^yapa gOtra andKanva Sakha. [The genea- 
logies are the same as in Gd. 5 and l8 and in Kataya Verna’s com- 
mentary on Kalidasa’s Sahmtala called Kimiara-girirajijayam. See 
Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 318-27, where Mr. Ramayya Pantulu edits the 
inscription See also Gd. 50, 60 and 66^ and Kielhorn’s Southern List, 
No. 596.] 

Vdnapalli. 

18 . A C.P. grant (now in the Madras Museum) of Anna- 
Vsma of the Kondavidu Reddi dynasty, dated 14th tithi of the 
dark fortnight of magha, in year Siddharthin, S. 1300, corre- 
sponding, according to Mr. Dikshit, to Monday, the 6th February 
A.D. 1380. The king granted the village of Anna-V 5 mapura 
or Immadi-Lahka as an agrahSra to a certain Immadi of the 
LOhita gOtra, the son of the minister Mallaya, and apparently the 
spiritual preceptor of the king. See Ep. hid., Vol. Ill, pp. 59 —66, 
where Dr. Hultzsch edits it. The inscription quotes from Hema- 
dri’s Ddnakhanda. It is No. 594 in Kielhorn’s Southern List. 

Cocan ADA Taluk. 

Bhtmavaram. 

Mr. Sewell mentions three epigraphs in this place. Two of * 
them are the same as 20 and 22 below. The other is stated to be a 
private record in S. 1336. For an account of the place see Godavari 
Gasietteer, pp. 207-8. 

19 . 460 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
mantapa in front of the BhTme^vara temple. Records in S. 
1348, Parabhava, consecration of an image of Parvati by the 
minister Surya or Surana. [The temple is famous for its architec- 
tural beauty, its sanctity and its huge lihgam.] 

20 . 461 of 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) (No. I of Mr. Sewell’s 
three local inscriptions.) On another pillar in the same man- 
tapa. Records in S. 1356, Ananda, a gift of land by the queen 
of Vgma Redcli, son of Allada of Rajahmundry. 'iBhlmavaram is 
called Skandarama and- its temple Chalukya BhimSsvara, which

pp. »I3— 30). They also give a C.P. grant of Katama Verna Retjcli to the Narayanasviimi 
temple in A.D, 1393. See Godavari GaneU^er^ p. 208, 
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enables us to identify it with the temple built, according to the 
third Pithapuram pillar inscription, by the E. Chalukyan Chalukya- 
Bhlnia I See No. 26 below and 15 above. 

21 . 462 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
lower verandah of the same temple. Records in S, 1344, 
Subhakrit, the construction of a mantapa by the minister Surya 
or Surana. 

22 . 463 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) (No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s 
local list) On a pillar near the same verandah. Records in 
S. 1416, Ananda, the digging of a channel from the river Yela 
by Yerama-Nayaka. 

23 . 464 of 1893. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On a pillar in 
the upper verandah of the same temple. Records in S. 1346, Kro- 
dhin, the construction of a mantapa by the minister Surana or 
Surya. 

24 . 465(5/1893. — (Sanskrit) On a pillar of the Virabhadra 
shrine in the same temple.^ Records in S. 1366, Raktakshi, the 
consecration of an image of Siva by the minister Pegada. 

25 . 466 of 1893. — (Tamil language and in Telugu charac- 
ters.) On the south wail of the same temple. A record of the Chola 
king, Rajendra-Choladeva (I). An incomplete, usual historical 
introduction. 

26 . 467 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a pillar lying in the same 
temple. A record mentioning Allada, son of Doddaya. See 
No. 14 above. 

27 . 468 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the Bhairava shrine in the 
same temple. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja (VII or 
Kulsttuhga I ?) in his forty-second year. 

28 . 469 <?/ 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in a mantapa in the 
garden of the same temple. A record of the Western Chalukya 
king Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VI). (Date doubtful.) 

29 . 470(5/1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the same mantapa. 
A record in S. 1009, referring to a Mahamandalesvara of the 
Nagavam^a. (An incomplete record.) 

30 . 471 of 1893. — (Telugu,) On a buried stone near the 
same temple. A record in very archaic characters. Mentions a 
certain KedararaM Pandita. [Evidently different from Kedara- 
bhatta, the author of the Vrittaratnakara. See Hultzsch’s Rep., 
Srm5.' MRS., ni, No. 1775 and II, No. 847.1 

31 . 472 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the mantapa in 
front of the Narayanasvamin temple. Mentions Vishnuvardhana 
Maharaja and the REjanarayaija-Vinnagara temple, founded 
by a certain Mandaya in the time of Rajanarayana Kulattuiiga I, 
[See R/./., Vol. i, p. 59, verse 12.] 
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32 . 473 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another pillar 
in the same mantapa. Records in the reign of the Chalukya- 
Chola king Vislinuvardhana Maharaja (KulOttuhga I) in his forty- 
fifth year and S. 1037, the gift of a lamp by Madhava, minister of 
Parantaka, to the temple of Narayana, founded by the Vai^ya 
Mandaya. See ii/>. I«ri./Vol. VI, pp. 219-20. 

33.474 <?/■ 1893.— (Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
of Narendra, son of Vijayaditya of Vehgi, son of Malla, in S. 1098, 
describing the gift of two lamps to RajanErayana. [Dr. Hultzsch 
believes that Narendra was the son of Vijayaditya III and brother 
of Mallappa III. See the genealogy of the Beta Vijayaditya branch.] 

34 . 475 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records 
in Chalukya-Vikrama year 46, Plava, a gift of land to the Raja- 
narayana-Vinnagara temple. 

35 . 476 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja (Kulottuhga I) 
in his thirty-seventh year and S. 1019, regarding the gift of two 
lamps by a minister of Tribhtivanamalladeva. See No. 32 above. 

36 . 477 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
containing a prasasti of a certain Mallachari. 

37 . 478 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja in his thirtieth 
year. 

38 . 479 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. Records in the tenth year Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja 
and S. ITO5, a gift by the daughter of a Nayaka. [This Vishnu- 
vardhana came to the throne in A.D. 1173, It is difficult to say 
who he was.] 

39 . 480 of 1893.-— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. A record of 
the Western Chalukya king Bhulokamalladeva (i.e., Some^vara 
III) in Chalukya-Vikrama year 9 (for 59 ?), Rakshasa, concerning 
a gift by the DandanEyaka Lakshmarasa. 

40,481 0/1893. — (Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
of Vira-Choda. (Date doubtful.) See No. 48-A below. 

41 . 482 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja. Records a 
number of different dates without the corresponding Saka years. 

42 . 483 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. [A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja in 1 ^. 1145 (A.D. 
1223). The chief has not been identified.] See No. I03. 

43 . 484 a/ 1893.— (Sanskrit.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record giving a genealogy of the Chalukya from 
Taila to Tribhuvanamalla (VikramEditya VI). (An incomplete 
record.) 
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44 . 485 (9/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 

the ninth year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, the gift of a lamp by 
the granddaughter of a Nayaka. ^ 

45 . 486 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja alias Mallapa- 
deva in his third year and S. IO99. [See^No. 38 where the same 
chief is referred to. Was he a prince of the Beta Vijayaditya line ,?] 

46 . 487 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the south enclosure of the 
same temple. Records in the third year of Vishnuvardhana- 
Maharaja, S. 1098, the gift of a lamp by Mallapadeva. [See Nos. 
38 and 48.] 

47 . 488 <9/1893.— (Telugu.) In the same place. Records in the 
thirteenth year of Rajaraja, the gift of a lamp. 

48,489 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) In the same place. An incom- 
plete record mentioning Mallapadeva, son of Vijayaditya. [Was 
he Mallappa III of the Beta Vijayaditya line ? II24.] 

Cliellur. 

48 -A. A C.P. grant of Vishnuvardhana Vlrachoda (now in the 
Madras Museum). An abstract of this has been published by Sir 
W. Elliot in his Coins of S, Ind., pp. 88 and 150, and in Ep. Rep., July 
1888, p. 2. It is a very important inscription as it throws light on 
the connexion between the E. Chalukyas and the Cholas. 
Records that Vlrachocla, the son of Kulottuhga I (1070— 1118) and 
Viceroy of Vehgi, issued an order to the inhabitants of the Gud- 
diva4n vishaya that he gave a village (name indistinct) to the 
Vishnu temple at Chellur, founded by his Brahman SSnSpati 
Medamarya, or Gunda ratnabhushana in his twenty-first year. 
Among the executors were the five pradhanis {Panchd pradhanis). 
The plates have been edited in SJ.L, I, No. 39, pp, 49 — 62, , and in 
Ind. Antq., Vol. XIX, pp. 423-36, by Dr. Fleet. The latter fixes from 
the details of the date given that Thursday, 23rd August A. D. 
1078, was intended. See also Kielhorn’s Southern List, No- 573 -] 

4 8-B. The Chellur plates of the E. Chalukya Kulottunga II (now 
in the British Museum). Records a grant by his Dandadhinatha 
Kata or Kolani Katama Nayaka (i.e., Kafama Nayaka of Kolanu) in 
S. 1056 (1065 ?) ardra, pQrvapakslia, etc. See Ind. Antq., XIV, p. 56, 
and Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 574 . where it is shown that the 
date regularly corresponds to 24th March A.D. 1143 - See also Ep. 
/«J., Vol. VII, pp. 9— See No. 109 below. 

Sarpdvarani. 

This place was in Prolunandu, a subdivision of Gangaikon- 
dacholavalanadu. In Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives twenty- 
five inscriptions in this place. Of these Nos. 3 and 17 seem to be 
the same as Nos. 50 and 49 below. The others are not, e'ther 
identifiable or copied. The other inscrintions of Mr, SeV ;U are 
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not included in this list because it is impossible to say how many 
of the “ undated and private ” grants of his are the same as 
those of the following list. For an account of the place see 
Godavari Gazetteer, pp. 214-5 Mack. M 55 ., No. 686 (No. 8, C.M. 
690), section I. 

49 . 452 <9/1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a stone behind the Bhavana- 
rayana temple. A record of Goggayadeva in S. 1321. [The temple 
is called Vlrachoda-vinnahar and was evidently founded by him.] 

50 . 453 0/ 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) At the entrance to 
the same temple. A record of the Reddi king Verna Reddi, son of 
Katama Recldi, in S. 1336, Jaya. [This chief was the founder of 
the Rajahmundry Reddi line. He was the author of a learned 
commentary on the dramas of Kalidasa. See Gd. 17.] 

51 . 454 of 1893, — (Tamil) On a pillar in the mantapa in front 
of the same temple. A Tamil record of Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I) 
in his forty-sixth year. 

53 . 455 t/ 1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar.^ A record of 
Vishnuvardhana Maharaja in his ninth year and S. 1123. [Was 
he identical with Vishnuvardhana IV of the Beta Vijayaditya line ?] 

53 . 456 of 1893. — On another pillar in the same maptapa. 
Records in the twenty-seventh year of Vishpuvardhana Maharaja, 
the gift of a lamp by MlnavanmahadSvi. . See No. 52. 

54 . 457 <9/1893.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by Chbdamahadevi. See No. 52. 

55 . 458 <7/1893.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishpuvardhana-Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by a queen of Vira-ChOcladSva. See No. 52. 

56 . 459 (9/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by a queen. See No. 52. 

57 . A C.P. mentioned by Mr. Sewell. It is said to be in the 
temple and record a grant of lands to it by a private person in

Tirupati. 

Mr. Sewell gives twenty inscriptions in this place of which 
Nos. 7, 15 and 17 are evidently the same as 60, 59 and 58 of the list 
below. The remaining inscriptions are yet to be copied and have 
been however included here under Nos. 62- A— Q. 

58 . 4940/ 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar at the entrance of the 
^rihgararaya temple. A record of Kapile^vara in Bahudhanya 
showing that that a minister of his was governing Rajamahendra 
vara (Rajahmundry). 
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59 . 495 of i893.“(Telugu.) On a pillar in the Miikha-Mantapa 
of the same temple. Dated in the reign of Pratapa-Vatsaraya- 
Ayyapadeva-Maharaja. Records in S. 1364, Dundubhi, a gift of 
land. 

60 . 496 of l893.~(Telugu.) On a pillar in the Asthana- 
Mantapa of the same temple. Records in S. 1330, Sarvadharin, a 
gift by a relation of Verna Reddi, son of Katama Recldi, to the 
SrihgSraraya temple at Komaragiripura (i.e,, Tirupati). See Nos. 50 
and 17 above. 

61 . 497 of l893.~(Sobhakrit in Telugu.) On another pillar in 
the same mantapa. Records in S. 1347 a gift for the merit of 
Allada-Reddi and his family. See No. 14 above. 

62 . A — Q. I — 6, 8 — 14, 16 and 18 — 20 of Mr, SewelVs list—- 
Except one or two all these are said to record private grants, and 
range from S. 1322 to S. 1566. Nos. O and Q are undated and 
record grants by Raghudeva Mahgndramahadeva of Rajahmundry 
(then under the rule of Kapile^vara Maharaya) anti by Vehkatapati 
Raya Narendra Maharayaluiigaru. No. 62-P is dated K. 4955

PiTHAPURAM Division. 

Pithdpiiram. 

That Pithapuram is a very ancient place is proved by the fact 
that it is mentioned in Samudragupta’s inscription at Allahabad 
and that it was captured by the W. Chalukyan Satya^raya, the 
elder brother of Kubja Vishnuvardhana in A.D. 584. hid, Antq,, 
Vol. V, p. 67. Mr. Sewell refers to three inscriptions and these are 
identical with 63, 64 and 65. See also Local Records, Vol. II and 
Vol. XIX and Godavari Gazetteer, pp. 233 — 9. 

63 . 490 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
Kuntimadhava temple. Records in the reign of Velanandu 
Prithivl^vara grant of a village in the district of Prohmandu in 
S. 1108 by his mother Jayambika. The inscription traces the 
genealogy from the mythical Indrasena and the first historic figure 
Malla I to PrithivT^vara, the twelfth of the line and the present 
donor. See Ep, Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 32 — 54 and Kielhorn’s Southern 
List, No. 582. 

64 . 491 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar. 

A record of the Kona (Haihaya) kings Mallideva and Manma 
Satya II in S. II17 describing the grant of OdiyQru (near Draksha- 
rama) to the Pithapuram temple. [Gives a genealogy of the 
Eastern Chalukyas and of the KOna chiefs who profess to be the 
descendants of Kartavirya. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 83 — 97 and 
Kielhorn’s No. 583.] 

65 . 492 of 1893.-— (Sanskrit in Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
A record of the Eastern Chalukya feudatory king Mallappa III in 
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1124. [Gives the genealogy of the Eastern Chalukyas down to 
Vikramachoda Tyagasamudra and then the genealogy of the Beta- 
Vijayaditya branch descended from the seventeenth of the line (i.e., 
Vijayagaditya V) up to Mallappa III, the son of Vijayaditya III, 
whose coronation was on January ll, A.D. 1158. The object of the 
record is the grant of the village of Gudivada in the district of 
Prolunadu to the temple. Set Ep, Ind., Voh IV, pp. 226 ---“42, and 
Southern List, Nos. 575"6. Kielhorn fixes the date on Sunday, the 
l6th June, A.D. 1202.] 

66. 493 of 1893.— (Sanskrit and Teliigu.) On the same pillar. 
A record of the Reddi king, Vema-Reddi, son of Kntama Reddi in 
S. 1313, Prajapati, regarding the building of an enclosure of the 
temple. The record gives the genealogy of the Rajahniundry 
Reddis as in Gd. 17. Kielhorn calculates the date of the inscription 
(S. 1313, Prajapati, Makar asaiikr anti) to be Thursday, the 29th 
December, A.D. 1391. See Ep. Tnd., VoL IV, pp. 328-29 and 
Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 595. Also Nos, 50 and 17 above. 

67. The DonepQndi grant of Pithapuri NSniaya Nayaka. 
(Sanskrit and Telugu.) Records a grant on Sunday, full moon, of 
Bhadrapada in S. 1259, by Samanta Namaya Nriyaka of Pithapurj 
(Pithapuram). The object of the grant was DrmepCiijdi, called 
after his father PrOlOra, as an agrahara, with the eight enjoyments 
and powers, to one Gapapati of the Bharadvaja Gotra. [The date 
is irregular. Sunday, the 30th August, A.D. 1338, is the probable 
date but, says Kielhorn, the Saka date should be 1260. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. IV, pp. 356— -360, and Ibid., Vol. V, pp. 265—66, for Kielhorn's 
note on the alphabet of the grant. See also Southern List, No. 60I.] 

68. The Pithapuram plates of Vlrachoda (Sanskrit and 
Telugu.) A grant of Virachoda, the son of KulSttunga Choia I, 
who ruled at Jananathanagari (which has been identified with 
Rajahmundry) and who was, for some time, recalled by his 
father after his rule of five years (1078—83). The object of the 
grant was the village of Vlrachodachaturvedimangalam, in the 
twenty-third year of the king’s reign. [Mr. H. Krishpa Sastri who 
edits the inscription in Bp. Ind., Vol. V, pp. 70—96, compares 
this with Gd. 48-B of the same ruler. See also Ep, Rep., 1890, 
October, p. 2; Burnell’s S. Ind. PaM., second edition, Plate XXIX 
and Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 573. Vrrachoda’s vassal Vedura 
II is referred to in the Velanandu and Kopa genealogies.]

Mr. Sewell mentions two inscriptions in this place, which are 
identical with 70 and 69. In the latter, however, he gives the wrong 
date of S. 1371.

S. 1453, Nandana. Mentions Mallayya Chinna-Bommu Nayaka. 
[Mack. MSS., Bk. XVIII, p. 104 and Loc. Rec., Vol, 57, pp. 255-6, 
This says that Bommaya was a servant of Rayasam Ayyappayya, 
Governor of Kondavldu, and gives the details of date as Bhadra- 
pada^uddha 10, Monday.] 

175 to 177 . 120 to 122 of 1893.— (Telugu.) In the Venugo- 
pala temple.* The first of these is said to be a record in S. 1 1 90, 
Vibhava. The second continues the record of Ganapamba and 
describes her as the ruler of the 6,000 villages on the south bank of 
the Krishna. It is dated in S. 1 172. The third records the grant 
of the village of Chintapalli for her father’s merit. 

178 . 123 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a pillar in front of the 
Ramasvamin temple. A record dated in 1310, expired, Vibhava. 

179 . 124 of 1 893, —-(Telugu.) On a stone in the Anjaneya 
temple. A record in S. 1217, Jaya. [The Mack. MSS. say that

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the details of date are Pitshya 4 uddha 8, Sunday, and that the people 
gave various paraphernalia, etc., to the deity.] 

180 . 125 £»/ 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a stone in the 
VenugOpala temple. A record of the daughter of the Kakatiya 
king Ganapati, named Ganapamba who was married to Beta, the 
son of Rudra and grandson of Keta, a chief of Dhanyakapura (i.e., 
Amaravati). The record says that after the death of her husband 
she performed a number of pious works, e.g., placing golden 
pinnacles on the shrine of AmarSsvara at Amaravati, building two 
other Siva temples, named Bete^vara and Ganapesvara in the same 
village. See Kistna Manual^ p. 13 and Ep. Ind., VoL III, pp. 94—' 
103. Dr. Hultzsch edits it here. He also refers to the other 
Telugu inscriptions on the pillar. ^ See 175 to 1/7 above. The Mack. 
MSS. seem to attribute this to S. Ill3i Vaisakhadukla, Monday, 
Giriduhitatithi. 

181 to 183 . An undated grant of 25 cows for a lamp to 
Bgte^vara ; (2) Grant of a herd of sheep by a brother of Narapa 
Raja Mallayya to the same in S. 1192, PramSda, Pushya Suddha 13, 
Friday, Makara-Sahkranti ; (3) A grant of twenty-five buffalo-cows 
by Bemma Nayudu in S. 1196, Bhava, Asvayuja, Sukla I, Sunday ; 
and (4) exemption of taxes on the temples and Brahmanas in sixty 
villages connected with Yenumandalasthala (i.e., Enumandala). 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. Ill, p. 96. Also Loc. Rec., Vol, 57, p. 252 ff., 
where these are given.

On the fourth face of the same 
pillar. Records a gift of tolls to the temple of Chennake^avadeva 
at Cherakuru by Dochiraju-Ganapaya for the merit of the Kakatiya 
king Ganapati.

186 . On a pillar in one of the temples of the village. A record 
in S. 1740 (A.D. 1818). Antiquities, p. 68.

188 . 155 of 1899. — (Sanskrit.) On a slab set up in front of the 
central shrine in the same temple. A record in archaic characters ; 
much worn ; mentions the daughter of king Kandara of the Ananda 
gstra. ■ 

189 . 156 of 1899.— (Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
place. A record in S. 1169 mentions Chefijerla and the god 
Kapotesvara who is surrounded by 4,444 lingas* 

190 . 157 0/1899. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near the east 
wall of the same temple. Records in S. 1085, Svabhanu, gift of a 
lamp by Retired di of the Manumakula. 

191 . 158 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On a slab close to the dvajas- 
tambha in the same temple. A damaged record in S. IO62, Raudri. 
Records the gift of a lamp. 

192 . 159 of 1899.— (Telugu.) On a slab near the Msdhava- 
svamin shrine in the same temple. A record in S. 1087. 

193 . On a stone near the dvajastambha of Kapotesvara. A 
record of S. 1440. Aiitiqiiities, 

194 . On a stone close to the Madhavasvami temple. A private 
grant in S. 1551. Ihid. 

195 . In the same temple. Another grant in S. 1 168. Ibid.

196 . Inside the courtjrard of the Mallikarjuna temple, on a 
Naga stone. A grant in S. 1002 by “ Sri Nanni Choda Maharaja,” 
son of “ Tribhuvana Mallideva Choda.” [Nanni Choda belonged 
to the Konidena branch of the Telugu Choclas and lived about 
S. 1070, 1073, etc.] Ajttiguities, p. 69. See No. 184 above. 

Gdvindapiiram. 

Mr, Sewell notes two inscriptions in this place, one dated in S. 
1092 and the other in S. IO82, recording a private g'rant. The 
first of these is probably the same as No. 197 in the list, but it is 
impossible to say whether the second is a mistake for the next 
epigraph or a different one.

201 . In the same place. An epigraph of the same year 
relating grants to temple and Brahmans by the same sovereign. 

202 . In the Mallikarjuna temple. Records that in S. 1048, 
Aivija, Suddha, Thursday, Mallinayaka gave a lamp for the merit 
of Mahamandale^vara Kulottuhga Rajgndra. Mack. MSS., Bk. 
XVIII, p. 21.' ■

203 - 204 . 109 lio £t/i893.--(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a 
pillar in front of SOme^vara temple, A record in S. 1057, relating 
the building of the temple at Irraluru and the construction of a tank 
north of the village by Mandallka Manda who belonged to the 
Durjaya family. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, p. 276, and Gt. 276. 

205 . Ill of 1893, — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in front 
of the Some^vara temple. A record of Chodaraju in S. 1057, 
Records gift of land and of a lamp to the SomS^vara temple at 
Irralaru. [Chsda is said to have belonged to the Durjaya family 
and to be a bee at the divine lotus-feet of Kulottuhga Choda dSva. 
Choda’s titles are enumerated. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, p. 276.] 

Jonnalagadda. 

206 . 545 0/1909.— (Telugu.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Vsnugopalasvamin temple. A damaged record of the KakatTya 
king Maharaandalesvara PrataparudradSva-Maharaja (1295 — 1 323) 
in S. 1215, Nandana. Records gift of land to the temple of Gopi- 
natha at Jonnalagadda. The slab also bears a record, dated in 
S. 1241, Siddarthin, which appears to record a gift of land to the 
same temple. [For a local account see Loc. Rec,, Vol. 56, p. 419 f.] 

Kondakdviirii. 

207 . Near a figure of Hanuman west of the village. Records 
an act of worship done by Timmarasa, Pradhani of Krishnadeva 
Raya in S. 1313 (wrong)* Bahudhanya. Antiquities, p. 70. [This 
epigraph is in Mach MSS., Bk. 18, pp. 27-8, and curiously enough it 
gives the same wrong date.] 

Kondavidu. 

The celebrated capital of the Reddis who ruled from 1328 to 
1427 (when they were overthrown by the Muhammadans. For the 
Mackenzie collections of the local inscriptions see Loc. Rec., 
Vol, 23, pp. 281—441. See alsQ VqU. 18, 49 and 57. I have not 
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had time to examine these in detail and compare them with the 
departmental list. 

30 S, 242 of 1892, — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar. A 
record of NadincUa Gopa, the governor of Kondavldu, in the reign 
of the Vijayanagara king Krishnaraya in S. 1442, expired, Vikrama. 
See Ep. Lid., Vol. VI, pp. 230—39, where Dr. Luclers edits it. The 
inscription has much in common with Nos. 144 and 148 above 
and grants, for the benefit of Saluva Timina, -ornaments, etc,, to 
the Rama temple at Kondavldu. The inscription is of fiscal interest 
as it enumerates the taxes which were assigned to the temple for 
its expenses. These are said to ' be the fnidavisas in all parts of 
Kondavldu country, where tolls were paid, viz., at vasanta garuvas, 
water-sheds, salt-beds, market-towns, roads to towns of pilgrimage, 
at the rate of half padikamu on every bag of certain articles, one 
padikamu on every bag of certain other articles, one damma on every 
bag of some goods, two dammas, three, four, six, etc., on still others. 
A double-bullock-load of women’s garments had to pay a chdvela. 
Prof. Kielhorn calculates the date of the inscription to be Wednes- 
day, the 2nd May, A.D. I $20. Gopa was the brother of Nadendla 
Appa and author of the Chandrika, a commentary on the Prahodha- 
chandrbdaya. 

309 — 213 . 243 to 246 of 1892. — (Telugu.) On four pillars in 
the mosque. A record in S. 1337, expired, Manmatha. Records 
private grants to the temple of Mailaradeva. [Mr. Sewell says 
that these were made in the reign of Komati Venka Reddi (1395 — 

1423).] 

313 . 247 of 1892. — (Telugu.) Left of entrance to the north wall 
of a deserted temple in the front. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king RamarajuTirumalarajayy a, vassal of Sadasivadsva in S. i486, 
expired, Raktakshin. 

314 . 248 of 1892. — (Telugu.) Right of entrance to the same 
wail. A record of the Vijayanagara king Sadasivadeva in S. 1468, 
expired, Parabhava. 

215 , The Kondavldu plates of Rauta Raya or Ganadeva, the 
son of Guhideva and the grandson of Chandradeva, a descendant 
of Kapila Gajapati of Cataka (Cuttack) in S. 1377, Yuva (A.D. 
1455), giving the village of Chavali (Repalli taluk) to a number of 
Brahmans. Kapilendra ruled, according to Hunter, from 1452 — 79. 
See Ep. Rep., Oct. 1890, p. 2. ^ 

316 . 537 <9/l909.--(Uriya.) On a pillar of a ruined temple on 
the top of the hill. Two short Telugu inscriptions on other pillars 
in the same temple refer to the building of a mantapa, and to the 
god Narasimhadeva and Lakshmipati. 

317 . 538 of 1909.— (Sanskrit.) On a pillar of a ruined mantapa 
called Varahalakottu on the same hill. A mutilated record of the 
Reddi king Peda-Komati-Vema in S. 1330. Records that the king’s 
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treasurer (bhandari) t)amana set up a pillar in the temple of 
Visvapati, for the merit of his maternal uncle Ranasahi surnamed 
Ripurayabandi-Choda. [Pedda Komati was the author of Sriiiga- 
radtpika, commentary on XYie Amartisataka.] 

218 . 539 of i909.--(Telugu.) On a beam of the same mantapa. 
Records in S. 1327, Parthiva, that a certain Damalapati Cheniia- 
manenimgaru presented the stone beam in the gOpura of the 
Visveisvara temple, for the merit of his spiritual teacher Srlgiri- 
ayyariigaru who was the grandson of Panclita Aradhyadeva. 

219 . 540 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On another beam of the same 
mantapa. A much damaged record in S. 1331, Sarvadhari. 
Twelve other short Telugu epigraphs not dated, on pillars and 
beams of the same ruined mantapa, record that these latter were 
presented to the temple of Visvesvara by certain merchants and 
Reddis. 

220 . On a stone west of Vemalamma temple. A record of 
S. 1447, in the reign of Krishnadeva Raya. Ep. Rep., Oct. 1890, p. 2. 

221 . On a pillar of a mantapam in the Ramalihga temple. A 
record of S.. 1588, relating to its erection. Ibid. 

222 . Near a blackstone 500 yards north of the village. A 
record of S. 1460. Antiquities, p. 70.

223 . 163 tfi/ 1899.— (Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat- 
form in front of the Sarhkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, east 
face. Records in S. 1072, that a subordinate of KulOttuhga-ChOda- 
Gohka ( 11 , 1133 — 57) built the temple of BalMvara at Kotyadona. 

224 . 1644/1899. — (Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat- 
form in front of the Samkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, west 
face. A record of Kama-Chodamaharaja (of the Konidena branch 
of the Telugu-Chola line) in S. IO59. Records gift of land to the 
same temple. 

225 . 165 4/1899.— (Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat- 
form in front of the Samkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, west 
face. Records in S. 1085, gift of land to the Kamisvara temple by 
Sriyadevi, queen of Kama-Choda. For Kama-Choda, see No. 224. 

226 . 166 4/1899.— (Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat- 
form in front of the Samkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, south 
face. A record of Tribhuvanamalladeva-Chodaraaharaja, in S. 
1069. Records gift of the village of Gundiyapundi to the BallTs- 
vara temple. [Tribhuvanamalla was the son of Kama-Choda 
mentioned in the previous epigraph.] 

227 . 167 of 1899.— (Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat- 
form in front of the Samkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, south 
face.

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Sriyadevi, the daughter-in-law of Chodaballaya-Chodamaharaja, 
father of Kama.

467 . In front of VenugOpalasvami temple. (Teiugu and 
Sanskrit.)

Records a charitable edict granted by Rudrapanayaniiigaru, son of 
Hindira Bhunari SobhamgSru of Hiragaluru on Thursday, the 
thirtieth of the dark fortnight of Magha of the year Isvara.

473 . East of village. (Sanskrit in Teiugu character and 
Teiugu.) Records that on Wednesday, the seventh of the bright 
fortnight of Karttika of the year Durmukhi, S. 1340, Sri Ramanaii- 
garu granted to Chandre^vara and Some^vara some land.

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PALNAD Taluk. 

Readers of Mr. SewelPs Antiquities should be acquainted with 
the famous Palnad heroes and the widespread cult which exists in 
the taluk in connection with them. The origin of this strange cult 
is obscure, but there are a number of epigraphs which show that it 
came to be in vogue in the time of the later Kakatlyas. See 
Karempudi, Macherla and Gurizala inscriptions. None of these, 
however, show “when and on what particular occasion these heroes 
of Palnad so gloriously distinguished themselves as to justify the 
existence even today of a number of sudras of their following who 
almost deify them.”

On the west wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. Mentions in S. 1216, Jaya, the “ learned 
men ” of Gudipadu and two other individuals. 

On a slab set up near a wall 
outside the same village. Records in S. 1457 ? Parthiva (wrong), 
the digging of the well in front of the temple of Kale^vara.

Records in S. 1699, Hevilambi, the 
reconsecration of the Ahjaneya temple at Juvvulakallu 'in Bellam- 
konda-sima during the rule of Mallaraju Gundarayanihgaru and a 
gift of land to it for offerings. Another slab in the same place 
records that twelve years later the temples of Gopalasvamin and 
BhTmesvara at Juvvulakallu were repaired and reconsecrated. 

On a slab set up in front of the 
Bhimalihgesvarasvamin temple in the same village. Records in 
S. 1635, Nandana, gift of land by a certain Ambaraju to the temple 
of Mulasthanam Bhlmanatha^vamin at Julakallu. 

On another slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the Kakatlya king Mahamandale^vara

Rudradeva to the temple of Mulasthanam-Bhimanathadeva at 
Juvvulakallu.

Kdrempudi. 

This place figures largely in the chronicle of the Palnad heroes. 
Even now it is the seat of a Brahman Guru who presides over the 
Sudra community wdiich professes the hero-cult and the epigraphs 
which follow, though not informing as to the origin of the cult, 
yet concern it. The place is also architecturally very interesting. 
See Fergusson’s Ind. and E. Arch., -g. 274. Mr. Sewell mentions 
fourteen inscriptions here. Of these twelve alone are definite. Of 
these twelve, six are noted by the department also. The other six

Machaya 
was evidently connected with Gunda Nayaka referred to in 
Vappicherla inscriptions, and ruled till S. 1233 (A/D, 1311).

[The Badagulavaru represented themselves as natives of 
Pali-na( 3 u and secured from the Acharya the right to observe the 
huhkuma-vasanta like other classes, and on the protest of the 
natives of Pali-na(lu, the teacher inquired into the dispute, withdrew 
the privileges granted on the ground that it was an innovation, and 
communicated the fact to the SrT-Vaishnavas of the eighteen 
countries. The Government Epigraphist suggests that the 
Badagalavarti were probably northerners, who immigrated in the 
time of the Kakatlya Viceroys, to the dislike of the orthodox 
Vaishnavas of Palnad.]

See Podili 27 of Nellore inscriptions 
which shows that this chief was the feudatory of Srtrarigadeva

On a slab set up to the right of 
the entrance into the same temple. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Bukkanna-Odeya (I) in S. } Mentions Sariikaradeva*

— (Kanarese), On a slab set up in the Siva 
temple at the same village. Records in the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Vira-Immadi Devaraya (II) in Piiigala, a gift of land.

98 . 56 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a pillar set up in the 
YYiaXm^vxx-matha. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Virapratapa-Devaraya ( 11 ) in S. 1355, Pramadin, gift of land to 
Rajarajesvaratirtha of the Badagana-matha at Kantara. 

99 . 57 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up behind the 
kitchen in the KantSsvara temple at the same village. Records 
in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vira-Hariyappa-Odeya (I) 
in Sarvadharin, a gift of money. 

100 . 580/1901. — (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king VlrapratSpa- 
Krishnaraya. (A damaged record ; the date is lost.) 

101 . 59 of 1901 .—(Kanarese.) On a broken slab lying in the 
same place. A fragment of a record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlra-Hariyappa-Odeya (II) in S. 1301, Siddartin. 

102 . 60 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up to the right 
of the entrance into the Kante^vara temple. Records in S. 1/3 1, 
Vibhava, repairs to the temple made by a private person uncler 
orders from the “ company ” (Kampini). 

Mudahidre ( Miidabidri), 

An excellent account of this highly important Jain centre is 
given by Dr. Hultzsch in his Ep. Rep,, 1901, p. 3. It was called 
formerly Bidire or Venupura or Vamsapura and belonged to the 
province of Tuludgsa. The earliest inscription in it belongs to 
the Alupa king Kiilasekhara, dated in A.D. 1205. The remaining 
belong to the Hoysala and the Vijayanagara dynasties. Dr. 
Hultzsch points out that it is the seat of the Jain priest Charuklrti 
Panditacharya and his matha, of sixteen Jaina shrines or hastis 
dedicated to Tirthamkaras, Yakshis, etc., the latest of which is 
dated A.D. 1429. For descriptions of these see Ep. Rep., 1901, p. 30. 
Ferguson’s Hist., hid., E. pp. 270— 8, and Buchanan, Vol. II, 

p. 254, The members ^ of the local Jain dynasty called the 
Chautars even now receive pension, and have got a ruined palace. 
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103 . 28 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the north wall of the 
Gaddigemantapa in the Hosabasti, right of entrance. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vira-Devaraya ( 11 ) in S. 1351, Saumya. 
Refers to Perumaldeva-Dannayaka and to Devaraja-Odeya of 
Nagamahgala, who was ruling the Mahgalura-rajya, and to the 
building of the hastu (This is the largest and finest in the place.) 
[Peruinaldeva was a famous General of Devaraya II. For reference 
to him and his two sons as well as Devaraja Udaiyarsee Mys. Arch. 
Rep., 1908, p. 17.] 

104 . 29 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the same wall. A. record 
of the Vijayanagara king Prauclha-Devaraya (II) in S. 1373. 
Prajapati. Mentions Ganappanna-Odeya and refers to the building 
of a miikhamantapa of the basti, called Bhaira devi mantapa. 
Dr. Hultzsch draws attention to sculptures round its base amongst 
which is a giraffe. 

105 . 30 ofl^cyi. — (Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records in 
the reign of the Vijayanagara king Virupaksha in S. T394, Khara, 
a gift of land in the time of Vitthara^a. 

106 . 31 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records 
in 1409, Parabhava, a gift of land. 

107 . 32 0/ 1901.'* -(Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1383, Vikrama, gift of money for offerings, 

108 . 33 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 
entrance. A record of the Vijayanagara king Dsvaraya (II) in 
S. I 35 I> Saumya. Mentions the building of the hasti and contains 
a long genealogy of a chief named Bhaira va. 

109 . 34 of l90l.~(Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 
entrance. Records in S. 1384, Vishu, gift of paddy in the time of 
Hiriya-Bhairavadeva-Odeya or Nagararajya. 

110 . 35 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 
entrance. Records a list of merchants who built the second storey 
of the hasti. 

111. 36 <7/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) In the same place, left of entrance. 
Records the names of merchants who built the third storey of 
the basti. 

112 . 37 of 1901. — ’(Kanarese verses.) On the east, ’north and 
west faces of a pillar in the Bhairadevimantapa of the same 
basti. A record in praise of the Mahamandalesvara Salva-Malla, 
Incomplete. 

On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. Records five verses in praise of the Tlrthamkaras, 
arranged in 25 octagons ; see Ind. Antq., Vol. V, p. 44 f. 

114 . 39 <?/ 1901.— (Kanarese.) On a slab built into the wall 
of the Kshetrapala shrine in the Hosabasti. An inscription 
of the Vijayanagara king VirQpaksharaya (II, 1465 — 86) in S. 1398,

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Durroukhin. Mentions Siiigappa Dannayaka and Vittharasa- 
Odeya. A damaged record. 

115. 40 a/ l90l.~'(Kanarese.) On a slab leaning against the 
south wall of the inner enclosure of the same basti. Records in 
S. 1493, Prajotpatti, a gift of land, and mentions the Chauta 
family which had its seat at Mudabidri. 

116 . 41 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On a slab setup in the Guru- 
galabasti at the same village. An epigraph of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Bukkaraya (II, 1399— 1406), son of Hariharaya (II, 1377 — 
1402), in 1 1329, Vyaya. Mentions Bachappa-Odeya and a gift of 
land. 

117 . 42 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Krishnaraya in S. 1437, Yuva, the gift of paddy, and mentions 
Ratnappa-Odeya who belonged to the family 'of Vaicha-Dapda- 
dhipa. 

118 . 43 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Hoysala king Vlra- 
Ballala (III), son of Vlra-Narasimha (III), in Vishu, a gift. Mentions 
Devappa-Dannayaka. 

119 . 44 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On a pillar in the GadcligSman- 
tapa of the Gurugalabasti. A record of S, 1460, Bahudhanya 
(wrong), mentioning the building of the mantapa. 

130 . 45 <5/ 1901 —(Kanarese.) On a broken slab in front of 
the Nayibasti at the same village. Records the death of a Jaina 
teacher named Chandraklrti and the building of the mantapa 
(i.e., the Nayibasti) in his memory. See No. 128 below. [A 
Chandraklrti under date A.D. 1605 is mentioned as one of the 
teachers of the Sarasvati gachcha andBalatkaragana in the Jaina-' 
Siddhanfa Bhaskara. See Epitome of Jainism^ p. LXXIII.] 

131 -A — D. 46 to 49 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On stones built into 
Jaina tombs at the same village. No details given. 

133 . 50 <?/ i90l.~(Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the court- 
yard of the Gauri temjDle at Prantya, a quarter of the same place. 
A damaged record in S. 1318, mentioning Vtra-Pandyadevarasa. 

133. 51 of 1901,— (Kanarese.) On another slab lying in the 
s^ame place. A damaged record of the Alupa king Kulasekhara- 
AlupSndra in Yuva, See the next epigraph. 

134 . 53 of l90l.--(Kanarese.) On the third slab lying in the 
sjime place. Records in the reign of the Alupa king Kula^ekhara 

Ajupendra in S. 1127, Krcdhana, a giftof land. 

^ 53 Af 1901.— "(Kanare On the fourth slab lying in the 

same place. Records in the reign of the Alupa king Kulasekhara 
Aliipendra in Raktakshin a gift of land, 
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126 . 55 (?/ l90l.-^(Kanarese.) In a field one mile south-east 
from the travellers’ bungalow. Records in the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Vira-Hariharaya (II) in S. 1312, Sukla, a gift of land 
to the Gurugalabasti at Bidire. Mentions Mahgarasa-Odeya as 
governor of Maiigalura-rajya.

127 . 54 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of 
the Somanatha temple._ A record of the Vijayanagara ^ king 
Krishnaraya in S. 1434, Angirasa, mentioning the minister Salva- 
Timmayya, Ratnappa-Odeya and the Chauta chief Tirumalaraya. 

Venur. 

128 . 72 of 1901, — (Sanskrit.) On the right side of the colossal 
statue of Gummata on the hill. Records in S. 1525, Sobhakrit, the 
setting up of the image of Bhujabalin (i.e., Gommatesvara) by 
Timmaraja of the family of Chamunda, at the instance of the 
family teacher Charukirti of Belgola, [The inscription has been 
published by Rice in his Sravana Belgola inscriptions and by 
Dr. Hultzsch in Ep. Ltd., Vol. VII, pp. II2-13. According to 
Prof. Kielhorn the date corresponds to Thursday, 1st March, 
A.D, 1604. Dr. Hultzsch points out that this inscription mentions 
Timma Raja’s mother (Queen Pandyaka) and uncle Rilyakiivara 
(i.e., Rayakumara) and not his father, and that it can be inferred 
from this that the family practised the aliyasantana system. 
Charukirti was, like Lalitakirti, the Pontiff of Belgola and MUda- 
bidri, just as DSvendraklrti was the Pontiff of Humcha. From a 
list in the Jaina Siddhanta bhaskara I find no Charukirti under this 
date, but one in A.D. 1207. See Nahar and Ghosh’s Epitome of 
Jainism, p. LXXII, in the appendix and bid.

On a slab set up in front of the 
Akkangalabasti within the Gummatabasti, Records in S. 1526, 
Sobhakrit, that Pandyakadevi alias Vardhamanakkagalu and 
Mallidevi, two queens of Vira-Timmaraja-Odeya, built a Chaitya- 
laya of Chandranatha and granted land to it. See No. 128. 

131 . 75 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Binnanabasti within the Gummatabasti. Records in S. 1526, 
Sobhakrit, that Binnani, a queen of Vlra-Timmaraja-Odeya, built a 
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Chaityfiiaya of SSntT^vara and granted land to it. [An inaccurate 
translation of this is given in Vol. V, p. 38.] 

132 . 76 of i90l.~(Kanarese.) On a slab built into the floor of 
the Mahaiiiigesvara temple at the same village. A record in 
5. 8(90], Prabhava, in archaic characters. 

133 . 77 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the Nandi-pillar in front of 
the same temple. Records that a merchant set up the manastamhha^ 
a big monolithic column set up in front oi the bastis. From the 
fact that almost all of them are known as Settdrabastis it is inferred 
that the Jain merchants constructed them. See Ind, Antq,^ Vol. V, 
pp.38-9. 

134 . 78 oj 1901.— (Kanarese.) On a slab set up close to the 
east wall of the Tirthahkarabasti within the Santlsvarabasti at 
the same village. Records in S. 1544, Durmati, the gift of land to 
the basti by Ramanatha ara^a, while Madhurakadevi was ruling 
over the Punjalikeyarajya. [This is. also mentioned in 2 and 9 in 
the list] 

135 . 7^ of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the south- 
east corner of the mantapa in front of the Santlsvarabasti. 
Records in S. 1459, Hemalambin, the consecration of the 24 
Tlrthariikaras in the basti. See S. Kanara Manual, Vol. 11 , p, 260. 

136 . 80 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up to the right 
of the entrance into the same mantapa. A record dated in 1411, 
Saumya, mentioning a chief of Punjaliyarajya. [This is the 
earliest inscription in the Santiivarabasti.] 

Udipi Taluk. 

Barkur ( nine miles north of Udipi). 

This is the traditional capital of Tuluva, known formerly as 
Barahakanyapura. Formerly a seaport, now an inland town, 
tradition represents it as one of the seats of Brahman governors, 
when Brahmans were introduced into Malabar, and later on as 
scene of a mosque erected by the royal convert Cheraman Perumal. 
Epigraphy furnishes, us with a list of the early Alupa kings, the 
Hoysalas and then of the Vijayanagar rulers who had it as their 
provincial capital. Amongst the Aluva kings may be mentioned 
Kavi about A,D. II50 (Nos. 189 and 194) ; Soyideva about 1315 
(No. 175). For the Hoysala inscription see No. 4. The rest are 
Vijayanagara ones. 

137 . 119 1901- — (Kanarese.) On the first slab setup close 
to the west wall of the SOmesvara temple at Miidakeri near the 
same place. ^ The Vijayanagara king Vlrapratfipa-Devaraya (II) 
records in S. 1353, Sadharana, the settlement of dispute among 
certain merchants of BarakQm, while Chandarasa-Odeya was 
ruling the Barakura-Talu-rajya. For a previous Vijayanagar 
feudatory in the time of Dgvaraya I see next epigraph ; for another 
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in the reign of Harihara II see No, 144 ; and for still another in the 
time of Bukka I, No. 148, 

138 . 120 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-DevarSya- 
Odeya (l), dated in S. 1335, Nandana. Mentions Samkharadeva 
Odeya as governing the Barakura-rajya and a gift of paddy. See 
No. 161. 

139 . I 2 I<?/I 90 I. — (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab set in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa- 
Devaraya (II), dated in S. 1353, VirOdhikrit, making gift of 
paddy. Mentions Chandra-Odeya as governor of the BSrakura- 
Tulu-rajya. See No. 137. 

140 . 122 0/ igoi.— (Kanarese.) On the seventh slab set up in 
the same place. Records in the reign of Hoysala king Vira-Bailala 
(III) in S. 1258, Dhatri, gift of paddy. Mentions Vayichappa 
Dannayaka and the pradhani Ajjana-Sahani. [The record shows 
that the Alupas were overthrown by the Hoysalas in the Govern- 
ment of the district] 

141 . 123 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the eighth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
GajabStegara-Devaraya (II) in S. 1362, Siddharthin, gift of paddy. 
(A damaged record.) 

142 . 124 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the ninth slab set up in 
the same place. A damaged record mentioning Gagana-sivE- 
charya who belonged to the spiritual lineage of Durvasas and an 
Alva king. [Durvasa is generally supposed ^o be the founder of 
the earliest of the Saivite mathas, called the Amartaka.] 

143 . 125 of 1901, — (Kanarese.) On the tenth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
VirapratSpa-Mallikarjuna (1449 — 65), in S. 1380, Bahudhanya, gift 
of money. Mentions Sidappa-Dannayaka. The record shows 
that the Vijayanagar hold over the west was strong even in the 
weak reigns following Deva-Raya 11 . See also Nos. 148 and 
162. 

144 . 126 e/igoi, — (Kanarese.) On the eleventh slab set up in 
the same place. An epigraph of the Vijayanagara king Vira- 
Hariyappa-Odeya (II) recording in S. 1301, Kalayukta, gift of 
paddy. Mentions Bommarasa-Odeya as the governor of the 
Barakurarajya. See No. 153. 

145 . 127 (?/ 1901,— (Kanarese.) On the twelfth slab set up in 
the same place. Records a gift in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Harihara-Maharaya ( 11 ) in S. 1308, Kshaya. (Damaged.) 
See No. 151. 

146 . 128 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On the thirteenth slab set up 
in the same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Gaja- 
betekara-Dgvaraya II recording in S. 1362, Siddharthin, gift of gold 
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to a Brahmana. Mentions Lakhanna-Dannayaka. [Was this the 
same as the chief governor of the south, the Lord of the southern 
ocean and the brother of Madanna Nayaka ?] See No. l8l. 

147 . 129 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fourteenth slab set up 
in the same place. Records in^the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vira-Bukanna-Odeya (I) in S. 1293, Virodhikrit, gift of land. 
Mentions Goparasa-Odeya who was governing the Baraktira-rajya. 
See No. 150. 

148 . 130 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fifteenth slab set up in 
the same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-VirOpaksha-Maharaya-Odeya (II, 1465— -86), in S. 
1387, Vyaya, a gift of paddy. See No. 143. 

149 . 1310/’ 19OL — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the outside 
close to the west wall of the same temple. Records in the reign 
of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa-SadaMvaraya in S. 1 507, 
Parthiva, gift of land. Mentions Ramarajanayaka, grandson of 
Sadasivaraya Nayaka of Kslacli. 

150 . 132 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying near the tank 
at Mudakeri near the same temple. Records in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Vira-Bukanna-Odeya (I) in S. 1282, Sarvarin, 
the gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Dannayaka who was govern- 
ing the Baraktira-rajya. Malleya was evidently a predecessor of 
Goparasa mentioned in No. 147. The inscription shows that the 
Vijayanagar arms reached South Kanara as early as A.D. 1360. 
See No. 157 below. 

151 . 133 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the house 
of Subbanna adigal in the same village. A record of the Vijaya- 
nagara king VlrapratSpa-Harihara-Maharaya (II), dated in 1324, 
Chitrabhanu, mentioning Basavapna-Odeya who was governing 
the BarakQra-rajya. (Damaged.) See No. 145 for another feu- 
datory of Harihara II. 

152 . 134(7/1901. — (Kanarese.) On another slab lying the same 
house. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa- 
Harihara-Maharaya (II) in S. 1324, Chitrabhanu, gift of paddy. 
Mentions Basavanna-Odeya who was governing the Barakfira- 
rajya. See the previous epigraph.

Thsang, its Buddhistic and Hindu antiquities see Antiquities^ VoL I, 
p. 47, and references given therein. Mr- Sewell gives 28 inscrip- 
tions in this place while the department has got epigraphs of 
nearly 75.

On a pillar in the 
mantapa in front of the east entrance of the Mallesvara temple 
in the same place. Records dated in S. 1348 and I475. Former is 
No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s local list and latter No. 3 of ibid. The latter 
of these is given in Mack.MSS., Bk. XVI (15-3-4) P- It gives 
the details of the date as S. 1475, Paritapi, Phalguna Suddha 3, 
Wednesday, and records that the people of all lands from Kopda- 
palli to Rajahmahendrapuram decided that the 5 li (?) maryada in 
a first marriage should be 2I chinnam of gold, that the bridegroom’s 
party should give 12^^ of silver and the bride’s party 20^^ of gold- 
The former record is also given in the Mack. MSS. and the details 
are to the effect that in S. 1348, Parabhava, Magha Suddha 2, 
Monday, Sravana punyakala, the people of several villages repaired 
the gopuram and mukhamantapam.

Registers some 
legends (See Ep. hid., 1910, for details) in connexion with the 
Mallesvara temple and refers to the chief as being born in the 
family of king Kaduvetti and being subordinate to the Chalukya 
king of Verigidg^a. The inscription refers to a certain Panclita- 
radhya who came to this place, and proclaimed the superiority of 
Sivabhaktas to Brahmans by holding live coal in China muslin 
with the tender twig of a Sami tree.]

Another part records the king’s building, for the merit of his 
grandfather Mallappa Raju, a mansion for the God- A third part 
says that, at the king’s coronation, a certain Mallandu, son of Tri- 
nayana, came to Bezwada, saw a manifestation of Kartikeya and 
raised a temple for Him. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the 
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Kartikeya temple here referred to was the same as the Siva temple 
that the transformation of it into the latter was perhaps the work 
of the Panditaradhya mentioned in 79 above. If so, the real 
builder of the Mallesvara temple was Mallandu. The epigraph 
has been a.ttributed to the ninth century, and it is of great literary 
interest as it shows that Telugu literature flourished even before 
the time of Rajaraja I, the patron of Nannaya Bhatta, at such a 
high stage of culture as to cause public records to be written in 
poetry.]

Re- 
cords that Bhogam NambQri Annasami’s daughter-in-law built the 
east gopura of the Mallikarjuna temple in S. 1313, Prajotpatti, 
Sravana Suddha 13, Tuesday. Ibid., pp. 11-12.

92 -K. A record of Velanati Gohka, son of Chetana, son of 
Rajendra G9hka. Records that he gave to the God Gohke^vara at 
Damalur in S. 1054, frf?rr%) 3 puttis of land and 55 buffaloes.

Mr. Sewell gives five inscriptions in this place of which three 
alone, identified with the following, are definite.

On a boulder near the fort on the 
hill. No details given. 

101 . On an inscribed slab let into the wall of the first gateway 
of the lower fort. Records in S. 1358 the erection of a temple on 
the banks of the Kistna by private person. Antiquities, I, 49. 

102 . A C.P. grant in the village which “is dated in the reign 
of Ana Verna Reddi of Kondavidu, S. 1272 (A.D. 1350). It records 
a grant of a village to a Brahman.”

States that 
Masanada Eli Kutumana-Malka-Odaya, a friend of the Sultan, 
reduced by his prowess Kondapalli and other hill fortresses and 
established a feeding-house (la 7 igara) which he had 

founded near Peyyalagallu, south of Kondapalli, for the helpless, 
blind and cripple and for dervishes. For the maintenance of this 
(langara)y he gave the two villages KavurQru and Kedarabada.

On another face of the same 
pillar. Records in 931 A.H. (= 1524-5. A.D.) that “ Malik Qutb- 
ul-Mulk set aside the income derived from certain villages for the 
maintenance of a langar, in memory of Khwaja Khizr.”

106 . On a stone in the Fakir Takya Mound. Records in S. 
1079 (A.D. 1157) a grant by Prolammadevi, daughter of Maha- 
mandalesvara Psta Raja. Antiquities, I, p. 50. See No. II4 above.

107 . On a stone near the deserted temple in the Vasanta- 
rayalagattu hill. A private grant dated in S. 13 12 (A.D. 1390). 

Velagaleru. 

108 . 149 0/ 1913.— (Telugu.) On a slab bearing the figure of 
Anjaneya, near a well. Refers to the god Anurnanta (Hand- 
manta) near the well Veri kata dri-koneru and to the gift of a lamp- 
stand by a certain Siiigadasiri of Reddipalle. 

109 . 150 of l9l3"~(Telugu.) On a slab near a tank in the same 
village. Records that this is the charity-well of the son of Garigi- 
pati Venkanna.

Registers that the 
king granted lands in the neighbourhood of Yenikepadu to the 
temple of Ke 4 avadeva at Bezwada. The grant was intended for 
providing oblations, offerings, perpetual lamps, dancing girls and 
other servants.

I have not examined the originals, but have given references 
to their summary as given by Taylor in Ins., Ced. Dts. How 
far the summary is accurate and how many of the originals 
are not included therein are yet to be discovered by a comparison of 
them, which will take much time. My belief is that the originals 
contain too many repetitions of the same epigraphs and that the 
summary as given in Ins., Ced. Dts., is a fairly full one. I have to 
state that some of the records are not inscriptions in the strict 
sense of the term but grants in paper ; but as in the case of Ganjam, 
having once made the list, I have thought it better to retain them.

Records a gift by Chinna- 
panayaningaru, son of Komara-Timmanayaningaru and grandson 
of Veligoti-Peda-Timmanayaningaru of the Racherla-gotra, a 
subordinate of the Mahamandalesvara Ramaraja-Tirumalarajayya- 
deva-Maharaju.

form in front of the same temple. A damaged record of the

251 . A C.P., dated in S. 1464, recording the grant of a village, 
for temple purposes, by Sadasiva Raya of Vijayanagar. [See 
Mr. SewelVs Antiquities,!, p.S6.] 

252 . On a stone at Markapuram. Records that Virapratapa 
Dsvaraya Maharayalu granted sonie land to Dapdamaha^iva at the 
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time of his installation at Vijayanagar, in S. 1329, Sarvajit. See 
Ins., Ced. Dts., 212), No. 2. 

353 . On the wall of the kalyana mantapam in the pagoda. 
Records that Salaka Raja Pina Tirumalayya granted the villages of 
“ Carvepulla and Achyutarayapurani ” as free gift for the annual 
festival of the God in S. 1455, Vijaya, in the reign of Achyutadeva 
Maharaya.

360 . On a stone in a field of a Reddi. Records grant of two 
kuchalas in the village to Machareddi, a native of the place. Ibid., 
p. 229, No. 48, 

Tripurdntakam. 

The Mack. MSS. {Ins., Ced. Dts., pp. 214—20, Nos. 4 — 20 and 
Nos. 41 and 49) mention nineteen inscriptions in this place, while 
the departmental list contains I16. I have therefore not thought it 
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desirable to compare the two lists. I have however given a C.P. 
found in the Mack. MSS. 

261 . l68 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the TripurS-ntakesvara temple. Ambadeva-Maharaja 
records in S. I194, Srimukha (A.D. 1272), gift of land to the 
priests who offer mantrapushpa (i.e., consecrated flowers) to the 
god Tripurantakadeva. Ambadeva who defeated several Telugii 
chiefs including a certain Srlpati Ganapati Deva and practically 
for a time usurped the Kakatlya dominion between Rudramba and 
her grandson Prataparudra, was the greatest of the Turaga Sahini- 
kas who bore the titles mandalikas, Brahmardkshas and Genda- 
petidera B.n6. were later on feudatories of Kakatlyas. He is said 
to have defeated Eruva Mallideva, Kesava with SOnii deva and 
Allugariga, Mallikarjuna (who is called an enemy of Brahmans and 
Gods), DamSdara, Kadavaraya, and established Manmaganda- 
gopala at Vikramasimhapura (Nellore) of which he had been 
deprived. He was also a friend of the king of Devagiri. See No. 
266 below. 

262 . 169 £)/ 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Kakatlya king Ganapati (I199-—1260) in Ananda 
(i.e., S. 1177). Records that the central shrine {vimclna) was built 
of stone, under the orders of the king by Santa 4 ambhu, son of 
Viivgsacharya. See N.A. 155, 166, 190, 191 and 194 for a Saivite 
teacher of this name. 

263 . 1700/ 1905. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the same wall. 
Vikramottuhga Rajendra records in S. 1214 (A.D. 1292), Nandana, 
gift of a golden trumpet to the temple of Tripurantaka. [He was 
evidently another feudatory chief who took advantage of the 
Kakatlya weakness to establish liis power.] 

264 . -171 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Grantha.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Kakatlya king Ganapati. Records in Ananda 
(i.e., S. 1177) that the central shrine {vimdna) was built of stone, 
under the orders of the king, by Santa^ambhu, son of Vi^vei^il- 
charya.

265 . 172 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record in S. 1215, Vijaya, mentioning the construction of 
two tanks.

have been on friendly terms with the Pandya and Devagiri kings.

267 . 174 f?/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
Ambadeva-Maharaja, dated in S. I2I2, Vikrita (A.D. 1290). Records 
that the king, who bore the titles Gandapendara and Mandaiika- 
Brahmarakshasa, belonged to the Kayastha family. On the same 
stone is another damaged inscription — apparently of the same 
king. See Nos. 261 and 266. 

268.1750/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Telugu Choda king Siddhayadeva-Choda Maharaja, dated in 
S. 1189, Prabhava. Records gift of fifty cows for a lamp by the 
king for the merit of his father, the Mahamandalesvara Perumadi- 
deva-Choda-Maharaja, and his mother Damaladevi. [It will be seen 
that he does not recognize the sovereignty of Queen Rudramma.] 

. 269 . 1760/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Belongs to 
the reign of the Kakatrya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja in S. I177, 
Rakshasa. Records that Gangayya-Sahini, who belonged to the 
Kayastha family, bore the titles Gandapendara and Mandallka- 
Brahmarakshasa, and who claims to have defeated a certain DamO- 
dara of the west, granted, for the prosperity of the king and of 
himself, the village of Pulachervu in the district of Mottavadi on 
the day of a lunar eclipse. 

270 . 177 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. Records in 1190, Vibhava, gift of fifty cows for a lamp by 
a private individual on the day of a lunar eclipse. 

, 271 , 1780/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1242, Ratidri, in the reign of the Kakatlya king Pratapa-Rudra- 
deva-Maharaja (II) gift of taxes from a garden of areca palms, 

272 . 1790/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the time of the Kakatlya king Pratapa-Rudradeva Maharaja ( 11 , 
grandson and successor of Rudramma), in S. 1216, Jaya. Records 
a gift by the general Adidamma, who bore the title misaraganda 
and who claims to have “ cut off the head of Manma-Gandagopala,” 
[Ambadeva of the Gangaya Sahini line claims to have established 
Manma Ganda at Nellore or Vikramasimhapura,] 

273 . 180 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine, A record, dated S. 1244, Nandana, in which the Vira- 
Balahjya (merchants) are mentioned with a long string of titles. 
They claim to belong to the Manumakula and to have immigrated 
from Ahichchatra. See No. 367 below. 

274 . 181 <9/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the man- 
tapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the Kakatlya king 
Ganapatideva Maharaja in S. I181, Siddharthin, sixty-first year. 
Records gift of fifty cows for a lamp by Kumara-Ganapatideva- 
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Maharaju of Natavadi. [The inscription shows that the king- 
ascended the throne in I199-1200 and that he ruled till 1260. See 
Nos. 289, 306 and 313. 

275 . 182 0/ 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1214, Nandana, a gift by Ravinuntu-Timmapparaju. 

276 . 183 a/i905.-~(Telugu.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Tripurantakesvara temple near 
Tripurantakam. Records in S. 1213, Khara, gift of fifty cows and a 
metallic lampstand by Mummadi-Nayundu, who is called “ lord of 
the Ammanagallu city.” Mentions at the end the gift of two 
umbrellas called Vlrarajendra-Cholagodagulu. At the end of the 
inscription the syllable sri is engraved in Telugu, Nagari and 
Grantha characters. 

277 . 184 0/ 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1275, Vijaya, a gift for the merit of Rama-Nayaka by another 
Nayaka, who was the lord of the town of Alakuntala, and who 
claims to have captured the forts belonging to king Karikala-Chclja 
and cut off the head of Manuma-Mallideva. 


278 . 185 0/ 1905,— (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the time of the Reddi king AnavOta-Reddi (the father of Kimiara- 
giri), in S. 1278, Durmukhi. Records gift of a lamp by Adapa- 
VSmana. 

279 . 186 ^/I905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record, dated S. 1192, Pramoda. 

280 . 187 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of 
twenty-five cows for a lamp. Traces exist of some birudas like 
Gapdapendara, which may connect the inscription with the 
Kayastha family to which Ambadeva Maharaja belonged. 

281 . 188 of 1905. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the west wall of 
the same mantapa, right of entrance. A record of S. I193, Praja- 
pati. Mentions a Brahmana resident of Madhurantaka (per- 
haps Madhurantakam in the Chingleput district), who^ bore the 
title Choclamandala-pratishthacharya, and a certain Srlkantha- 
siva, probably a Saiva ascetic. Was he the author of the Brahma- 
mimdmsdbhdshya ? See Hultzsch’s Smts. MSS., 1896, p. 46, No. 1229.] 

282 . 189 ^?/l905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall, left of entrance. 
A damaged record, the date of which is doubtful. The king’s 
birudas are nearly the same as in the next epigraph. 

283 . 190 of 1905.-- '(Telugu.) In the same place. A record of 
a certain Eruva-Manumilidevaraja, in S. 1189, Prabhava. The 
king’s name is preceded by a list of birudas ivom which it appears 
that he belonged to the Kasyapa gotra and to the family of 
Karikala. He- was also the-lord of OrayQr (UraiyQr near Trichino- 
poly). [He docs not recognize the sovereignty of Rudramma.J 
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384 . 191 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
mantapa close to the blocked up doorway. An inscription 
of the Reddi king Vemaya Reddi. Mentions in S. 1268, Vyaya, 
Anavota-Reddi (Verna’s son and father of Kumaragiri). 

. ^ 385 . 192 0/ 1905. — (Telugu.) In the same place. Records in 
S. 1192, Pramoda, a private agreement among merchants. 

386 . 193 6>/I905. — (Telugu.) In the same place. A record of 
Parichchheda-Alladanathadevaraj%and his younger brother Bhnna- 
raja, in Pramadin. Allada was a local chief called “the lord of 
Vijayavatika (Bezwada)” and “the lord of the (district) called 
Shadsahasra (i.e., six thousand), situated to the south of the 
Krisiinaveni (Krishna) river.” 

387 . 194 of 1905, — (Telugu.) On the same wall, right of 
entrance. A record of the Kakatlya sovereign Rudradeva-Maha- 
raja (Rudramba), dated S. 1183, Durmati, second year. The temple 
at Tripurantakam is called the eastern gate of Sriparvata (i.e., 
Sri 4 ailam). The donor was a Kakatlya general who served under 
king Ganapati and claimed to belong to the Chalukya family. 
He also fought battles on the banks of the Godavari and took the 
head of GontQri-Nagadeva. 

388 . 195 <7/1905. — (Telugu.) On the base of the south wall of 
the kitchen (called) vantamidde in front of the same mantapa. An 
unfinished record of the Kakatlya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja, 
dated S. 1174, Paridhavin, fifty-fourth year. ^ The existing portion 
of the inscription mentions the hirudas of a Saiva teacher in charge 
of the Golagi-matha, whose influence extended over three lakhs of 
villages. See N.A. 201. 

389 . 196 <?/ 1905.-- (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the east wall of 
the same kitchen. A record of the Kakatlya king Ganapatideva- 
Maharaja (1199 — 1260), dated in S. II82, Raudri, sixty-second year. 
Records gift of two villages, viz., Chetalapaclu on the north bank 
of the river Gunderu (Gundlakamma) in the district of Kamma- 
nandu and Redumallapalli on the bank of the Mu^i in Puiigi- 
nandu. 

390 . 197 of 1905, — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Pallava king Sarvajnakhadgamalla, Nissaiikamalla 
Maharajasimha. Venkayya identifies this king with Kopper- 
unjlngadeva. 

391 . 198 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Grantha.) On the same wall. 
The record of the Pallava king Maharajasimha. Is almost identi- 
cal with No. 290. The king is said to be the son of Jlyamahipati 
by his wife Sllavati. Jlya is Tamil Siya or Alagia Siya, and it is 
found prefixed to Kopperunjingadeva in inscriptions. 

393 . 199 of 1905, — (Sanskrit and Grantha.) On the base of the 
same wall. Partially damaged record. Seems to register the 
names of the god Siva. 
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293 . 200 of 1905 —(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
kitchen. A damaged record. 

294 . 201 1905.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
Maharajadhiraja Narapati Rajendra-Chola (III). Refers in fifteenth 
year, Raudri (i.e., A.D. 1260-61) to a tank at Tripiirantakam. The . 
king claims to have taken the heads of two Pandyan kings. His 
power in the Kurnool district shows that he perhaps extcntled his 
arms there about the time of the death of the KakatTya Ganapati 
which took place in 1260. 

295 . 202 0/ 1905.— (Sanskrit and Nagari.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Paliava king Maharajasimha, [The king claims 
to have destroyed the Hoysala king’s pride, been like a sun to 
the lotus-tank of the Chola line and to be the established Pandyan. 
His gifts to various shrines from Draksharama to Madura are 
then enumerated.]

296 . 203 of 1905, — (Telugii.) On the top of the doorway in the 
same wall. Records in S. 1 179, Piiigala, gift of a village on the 
bank of the Mu 4 i (river) by the Mahamandale^vara Vishnuvar- 
dhana (Bhlma)-raju-SiddhhayadCiva-Maharaja who was a worship- 
per of the god Bhimesvara of Draksharama and was the lord of the 
city of Vehgi. 

297 . 204 tf/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On four faces of a 
pillar set up in front of the liiiga on the north side of the kitchen 
(called vantamidde) in the Tripurantakesvara temple near Tripu- 
rantakam. A record of the KakatTya king Ganapati, dated in S. 
I131, Sukla. Records that the king’s sister Melambika, who had 
married Vakkadimalla Rudra, second son of Natavadi Buddha, 
built and consecrated the temple called Melambikesvara near that 
of Tripurantaka. She granted some land below the tank of the 
village called Tlrtalu and also gave 25 goats for a lamp. [The 
marriages of the Natavadi chiefs with the princesses of the Kaka- 
tlya line explain the presence of their epigraphs at Tripiirantakam. 
See Nos. 318, 320 and 321 below. 

298 . 205 <7/ 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the south wall 
of the dark room (called chikatbnidde) in the same temple. An un- 
finished record giving an account of the Kondavidu Reddis. The 
first was Ksraati-Prola. His wife was Anyamamba, daughter of 
Doddaya. Their sons were Macha, Vema, Dodda, Anna. The 
epigraphist believes that Doddaya might be the same as Dodda 
Sainya-nayaka mentioned in the Telugu poem Harivamsdtn. 

299 . 206 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the west wall of the same 
room. Records in S. 1205, Chitrabhanu, gift of land by a private 

individual. 

^ 300 , 207 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1188, Kshaya, gift of 25 cows for a lamp by a servant of the 
minister of Ganapatideva-Maharaja. 
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301 . 208 0/1905. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Kakatiya king Ganapatideva in S. 1181, Sicldhar- 
tliin. Records a gift by the Mahamand ales vara Gandapcndera 
Jannigadeva-Maharaju. [He belonged to the Kayastha family of 
Gahgaya Sahini.] 

302 . 2090/1905. — (Telugu.) On the base of the same wall. 
Records in S. I172, Sadharana, gift of cows. 

303 . 210 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same base. Records in 
S. 1177, Rakshasa, gift of cows for a lamp, 

304 . 211 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base, A damaged 
record dated S. 1177, Rakshasa. Records gift of two lamps. 

305.212 0/1905.' — (Telugu.) On the same base. Records 
gift of cows for a lamp. 

306 . 213 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base. The Kaka- 
tlya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja (1199 — '1260) records in S. Il8r, 
Siddharthin, sixty-first year, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

307 . 2140/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base. Records in 
S. 1183, Durmukhi (for Durmati), gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

308 . 215 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base. Records in 
S. 1180, Kalayukti, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

309 . 2160/1905, — (Telugu.) On the same base. Records in 
S. 1175, Pramadin, gift of cows for a lamp. 

310 . 217 of 1905, — (Telugu.) On the same base. Records that 
the Pallava king Immadi-Basavasamkara Allada-Pemmayadeva- 
Maharaja^gave in S. Il8l, Siddhartin, twenty-five cows for a lamp. 
He was one of the numerous local chiefs of the period and called 
“the lord of Kanchipura ” and a devotee of Kamakotyambika (i.e., 
Kamakshi temple). 

311 . 218 of 1905, — (Telugu, verse and prose.) On the north wall 
of the same room. A record of the Kota king Kota-Ganapatideva- 
Maharaja (son of Keta III), dated in S- 1185, Rudhirodgarin. 
Records gift of 25 cows for a lamp by Machi-Nayudu, brother of 
queen Komarambika. The king is said to have been the son of 
Bayyamambika. [The close relationship of the Kota chiefs to 
Kakatiya Ganapati explains the existence of their epigraphs at 
Tripiirantakam.] 

312 . 21Q of 1905, — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1175, Pramadin, gift of fifty cows for a lamp by the brother-in- 
law of the Mahapradhanin Bhaskaradeva of Motupalli. [Was this 
minister the author of the Bhaskara Ramayana ?] 

313 . 220 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. The Kaka- 
tiya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja (1199— 1260) records in S. Il8l, 
Siddhartin, sixty-first year, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

314 . 221 0/ i905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. The Kaka- 
tiya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja records in S, II72, Saumya, gift 

118 , . . 
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of tax on salt payable by ryots manufacturing it in the village of 
Tripurantakam. 

315 . 222 of 1905.— -(Telugu.) On the same wall. An incom- 
plete record dated S. I192, PramSda. Records gift of a lamp by 
the Mahamandalesvara Ranarahgabhairava Parichchheda Vada- 
mani (?) Kotadevaraju. [Did he belong to the Kota or Parichcheda 
lines?] 

316 . 223 o/l905.--{Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
Records in S. I174, Paridhavin, in the reign of the KakatTya king 
Ganapatideva-Maharaja, gift of gold by Visvesvarasiva-desika, 
the pupil of Dharma^ivacharya of the Golagi-matha. The 
inscription gives the names of eleven Siva shrines around the 
main temple. See N.A. 166, 190 and 194, etc., for a teacher of the 
same name in the Bhikshamatha.] 

317 . 224 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the base of the same wall, 
first tier. A fragment of record of the Kakatlya king Ganapati- 
deva-Maharaja, dated in S. II75, Pramadin. Refers to the village 
of Visvanathapuram and to a tank, both of which were founded 
after clearing the forest. 

318 . 22^ of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base, second tier. 
Records in S. II70, KTlaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp' by 
Rudradeva, son of Rudradsva-Maharaja of Natavadi and of the 
Kaketa princess Mailala-Mahadevi (i.e., Melambika, Ganapati’s 
sister). See Nos. 297 and 329. 

319 . 226 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in S. 
1172, Sadharana, gift of cows for a lamp by the Mahamandalesvara 
Murari-Ganapadeva-Maharaja of the Kondapadumati (family). 

320 . 227 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 
S. 1170, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by Mahadeva- 
raju, son of Rudradeva-Maharaju of Natavadi and of the Kaketa 
princess MailEia-Mahadevi. See No. 318 above. 

321 . 228 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 
S. 1170, Kllaka, a gift by Mummadi-Ganapadeva, another son of 
the same chief and queen. See No. 318 above. 

322 . 229 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the base of the north wall of 
the dark room {chikatlmidde) in the Tripurafitakesvara temple near 
Tripurantakam, first tier. Records in S. 1174, Paridhavin, gift of 
twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

323 . 230 of 1905. — (Telugu, verse and prose.) On the east wall 
of the same room. An incomplete and damaged record, dated 
S. 1264, Chitrabhanu. Mentions some Telugu-Choda chiefs. The 
hill on which the temple is built is called Kumaradri. Records the 
putting up of a golden flagstaff. 

324 . 23I <7/1905. (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the KakatTya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja (1199— 1260), ruling at 
Orugallu (Warangal), dated in S. II76, Ananda. -Records a gift 
by Namadevapandita, the , minister of the Mahamandaiika 
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Gangayya-Sahini, who had the title GandapendSra and who claims 
to have defeated Damodara of the west and Rakkasa-Gahgarasa. 
He was the first of the influential Kayastha dynasty. See No. 373. 

325 . 232 oj- 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1170, Kllaka, gift of a lamp. 

326. 233 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. An epigraph 
of the Kakatiya^ king Pratapa-Rudradeya-Maharaja, dated in 
Parldavin (i.e., S. 1235). Mentions the Saiva teacher Chandra- 
bhiishanasivacharya. 

327. 234 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1168, Parabhava, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the 
Mahamandalesvara Chagi-Ganapayaraju, who bore the title 
Narasimhavardhana. 

328 . 235 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 

5. 1168, Parabhava, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the 
Mahamandalesvara Chagi-Muppaladevi-Ammangaru, whose titles 
are the same as those of Ganapa in the above epigraph. 

329 . 236 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wail. Records in 

6. 1164, Subhakrit, gift of cows for a lamp by the same queen whose 
titles, however, are not mentioned here. Below this is the beginning 
of an incomplete record, which mentions Vakkadimalla-Rudradeva- 
Maharaja of Natavadi and his queen Mailala-Mahadevi. See No. 
318 above. 

330 . 2370/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
Vyaya gift of cows for a lamp. 

331 . 238 0/1905 —(Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1213, Khara, gift of fifty cows for a lamp by Annaladeva, son of 
the Mahapradhanin Gannayapregada of ImdalQru. 

332 . 239 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall Records in 
Khara gift of one hundred and sixty-five cows for lamps by 
Manuma-Ganaya. 

333 . 240 of 1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
Records in S. 1 170, Kliaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by 
Dandenapeggada, a subordinate ? of Ponungoti Ganapaya. The 
Sanskrit portion is left unfinished. 

334 . 241 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1168, Parabhava, gift of fifty cows for a lamp. 

335. 242 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
Mahamandalesvara Gandapendara Ambadeva-Maharaja in 
S. 1210, Sarvadharin, relating gift of fifty cows for a lamp by 
Ambaya-Reddi. 

336 . 243 a/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall.^ A record of 
the Kota king Kota-Mummadi-Potaraja, dated in S. 1168, Para- 
bhava. Records gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the king 
for the merit of his father ChSdaraju, his mother Vimjamadevi, and 
his younger brother Rajaya. He has almost all the titles of the 
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Kota chiefs of Amaravati {Ep. hid., Vol. VI, p. 1 52), who had inter- 
marriages with the Kakatlya line. See No, 31 1 above. 

337 . 244 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record in 
S. 1 168, Parabhava, of a subordinate of Chagi Dhorayaraju. 

338 . 245 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
reign of the Kakatlya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja, in S. 1167, 
Visvavasu. Records remission of tolls for the merit of the king, on 
the three hundred pack bullocks used for importing articles into 
the' village of Tripurantakam, by Dachena-Preggacla-Ganapaya. 

339 . 246 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the base of the same wall. 
A damaged record of the Kakatlya sovereign Mahamandalesvara- 
Rudrayyadeva-Maharaja, dated S. 1192 (1270 A.D.), PramOda. 
Mentions Sri'kanthasiva. The sovereign is the celebrated queen 
Rudramma who was given a male name by her father. See 
No. 281 above. 

340 . 247 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall, left of 
entrance. Records in S. II89, Prabhava, gift of cows fora lamp by 
Narapa, son of Siddhamaraju and pupil of Somacharya. 

341 . 248 of 1905 —(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the door-post of 
the same room. Records in the reign of Gandapendara Tripurari- 
dgva-Maharaja (of the Gaiigaya Sahini family) in S. II94, 
Ahgirasa, gift of gold ornaments and vessels to the temple of 
Tripurantaka by the king. Ambadeva was Tripurari’s younger 
brother. 

342 . 249 £»/ 1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar at the 
entrance into the same room, right side. Records in S. 1171, 
Saumya, gift of fifty goats for a lamp by Jayasani, the wife of 
Choda-Boya, who was a servant of the VelanSnclu chief Rajendra- 
Ghoda (Prithvli^vara ?) 

343 . 250 071905.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. 1269, Sarvajit, in the time of the Reddi king Annama-Reddi gift 
of one hundred cows for lamps in the temple of Tripuranta’kadSva 
and fifty cows for lamps in the temple of Tripura-Parame^vari. 
The king bore the titles Jaganobbaganda and Koladiraya. 

344 . 251 0/ l905.--(Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. II 73 » Virodhikrit, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by a 
merchant. 

345 . 252 of l905.-(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
place, left side. Records in S. 1 173, Virodhikrit, gift of twenty-five 
cows for a lamp by a merchant. 

346 . 253 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On a pillar at the entrance into 

the dark room ( chikatimidde) in the Tripurantake^vara temple near 
Tripurantakam, left side. Records in 1169, Plavariga, that 
Dharmaiivacharya, pupil of Bhlmala^ivacharya of Golagiri in 
Navalaksha-Dahala-Tripuri, built a matha for the temple treasury 
This is probably the chikatimidde, where the temple treasure i« 
said to have been located. ^ 
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347 . 254 <?/l905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up to 
the east of the same dark room. Annadeva records in S. 1310, 
Vibhava, gift of the village of Kanchanapalli. The King’s father 
is called Bhaktesa, which seems to be a Sanskrit translation of 
some Telugu name like Annadeva or Annaraja. 

348 . 255 0/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another slab set 
up in the same place. An epigraph of the time of the Vijaya- 
nagara king VTra-Bukka (III). Records in S. 1345, Sobhakrit 
(A.D. 1423), gift of rice fields on the bank of the Gandhavati tank 
by Nrigayamantrin, son of Chaundapamatya of the Harlta-gotra 
(who had been patronized by Vira Bhupati, son of Bukka LI). 
Chaundapa was apparently. 

349 . 256 of 1905. — (Telugu verse.) On the third slab setup 
in the same place. Records in S. 1761, Vikarin, the setting up 
of a flagstaff by a chief named Seshanripa who belonged to the 
family of bayapaneni. 

350 . 257 0/ 1905.— (Telugu.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vrra- 
Harihararaya in S. 1308, Kshaya, gift of land by the Mahapra- 
dhanin-Bhavadura-Odeya, who purchased it for 200 Sihgaya-mada, 
at KSsaripadu from Bhikshavritti-Siddhayadeva. 

351 . 258 of 1905. — (Kanarese, prose and verse.) On the fifth 
slab set up in the same place. Belongs to the reign of the Western 
Chalukya king Tribhuvanamalladeva Vikramaditya VI, in Cha- 
lukya-Vikrama year 51 (A.D. 1126-27), Parabhava. Records that 
Govindara^a-Dandanayaka, who was ruling over the Kondapalli 
three hundred district and who was the nephew of the famous chief 
Anantapala, was the donor. Mentions the village of Chapala- 
maduge. Govindarasa claims to have burnt Bengipura, defeated a 
prince at Jananathapura and conquered Gonka (perhaps the 
Velanandu feudatory of the Eastern Chalukyas). For a reference to 
Govindarasa see Ep- Ind., Vol. V, p. 215. [Evidently Govindarasa 
re-established the Western Chalukyan power in 1126 after the 
temporary mastery of Vikramachola between 1123 and 1126.] 

352 . 2590/1905. — (Kanarese.) On three faces of a pillar set 
up in the same place. Dated in the reign of the Western Chalukya 
king Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VI). Records in Cha- 
lukya Vikrama year 47 (A.D. 1122-23), Subhakrit, gift of 44 villages 
in the Mottavadinadu for the requirements of the temple of 
Tripurantakadeva, for feeding and clothing Vedic students, reli- 
gious teachers and ascetics, and 54 visitors ; for repairs and for 
oblations to be offered during the day in the Svayambhu-temples 
of the sacred place {tirtha)- 

353 . 2600/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the fourth face of the same 
pillar. A record of the Kakatlya king Pratapa-Rudradeva- 
Maharaja, dated in S. 1230, Kllaka- Mentions Vollaya-Reddi, 
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elder brother of the Sarvadhikarin Ellaya-Reddi, and refers to 
import of articles on pack bullocks. 

354 . 261 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On a Nandi-pillar set up in front 
of the same room. Records in S. 1257, Yuvan, a gift by two 
Reddis for the merit of Ambadevaraju and Lokanayaniiigaru, sons 
of Chelinayuni-Komma-Nayudu. The latter was the champion of 
Rudra, the right arm of Tenuhgu-bhupala, lord of the. town of 
Revaniiru and worshipper of the feet of Kalesvara, 

355 262 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On another Nandi-pillar set up in 
the same place, east face. Dated in the time of the Giiola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I). Records in 
S. 1033, Khara, forty-third year, gift of fifty buffalo-cows for a lamp 
by Bhimaya, the Peggada of Pottapi-Kamachocla-Maharaja (of the 
konidena section ?), The priest of the temple was a Nanni- 
Dlkshita. 

356 . 263 0/ 1 905.— (Telugu.) On the same face. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Chodadgva (I) 
dated in S. 1033, Khara, forty-third year. Records gift of fifty 
buffalo-cows by Ramana, the dandanayaka of Kamadeva-Choda- 
Maharaja. Ramana was the son of the dandanEyaka Gunclaya. 

357 . 264 0/ 1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar, 
west face. The VslanEndu king Rajendra-Choda records in S. 
1095, gift of cows for a lamp. Rajendra-Choda was the son of 
Volananti-Gohka and SabbEmbika. 

357 -A. 265 0/ 1905.-— (Telugu.) On the same face. A record 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Chodadeva 
(I). Mentions in thirty-seventh year, Vyaya, the MahEmandalOsvara 
KarikEla-Chola-Maharaju and the MottavEcla district. 

358 . 266 of l905.“lTamil.) On the same pillar, north face. 
Mentions a certain Kirtinarayana-VelEn. 

359. 2670/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same face. Records in 
S. 1028, that the pillar was set up by SrTdhara-Bhatta, the priest of 
Pottapi-Kamadeva-Choda-MahErEju (of konidOna ?). 

360 . 268 0/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up to 
the north of the same room. Records that Gandapendara Amba- 
deva-Maharaja, in S. 1212, Vikrita (A.D. 1290), remitted all taxes 
in the villages owned by the temple on a representation made by a 
certain Nandasiva, For this service Nandasiva, in return, got from 
Tryambakasivacharya and other temple servants the village of 
Gahgavaramu, east of Penukonda. [Ambadeva, the younger 
brother of TripurEri MahEdeva, was the greatest of the Gaiigaya 
Saliini line. 

361 . 269 (?/ 1905.— (Sanskrit.) On another slab set up to the 
north of the dark room ( chikatimidde ) in the Tripura ntakes vara 
temple near Tripurantakam. ; A record of the Vijayariagara king 
DevarEya (II). Records in S. 1363, Durmati, that MallanErya, a 
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Brshmana from Udayagiri, built a tank at the village of Mandana- 
pati, and gave some land for a flower garden. 

363 . 270 <7/1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the third slab 
set up in the same place. A damaged record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Harihararaya (II), dated S. I307, Krodhana. Mentions 
Bhikshavritti-Siddhaya, the tank GandhEvatT and the king’s son 
Vira-Devaraya (I), for whose merit the gift was made. 

363 . 271 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On four_faces of a pillar set up 
in the same place. Records in S. II34, Angirasa, gift of several 
villages by the Maharaandalesvara Manma-Ramachandra, son of 
Gohka and grandson of Ramadev-araja. This chief calls himself 
“ Lord of OrayOru, the best of towns.” 

364 . 272 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On a slab built into the south 
wall of the Ramadeva shrine in the prEkEra of the same temple. 
A record of Vijaya-Gandagopala in S. 1185, Rudhirodgarin 
(A,D. 1263). Records gift of land below the tank called Ganapa- 
samudram built at Abhinava-Ganapavaramu by Santa^iva, a 
disciple of the Rdjaguru presiding over the famous Golaki-matha 
whose spiritual influence extended over three lakhs of villages. 
The donor was a chief named KarumEnikka-PerumSdi-Nayaka. 
See No. 262. 

365 . 273 <7/1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab lying on the roof of a 
small mantapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the 
Kakatiya king Rudradeva-MaharEja (I), dated in S. II07, VisvEvasu, 
gift of a village on the bank of the river Krishnavena in the 
district of Kondapalli-nEndu for the temple of TripurEntakadeva 
at KumSragiri, which was the head jewel of Sriparvata. 

366 . 274(7/1905. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in front of the Siva 
shrine north of the same shrine. Records in S. 1099, a gift by 
Vyasarasipandita, the manager ( sthanadhipaH) of the temple of 
Tripurantaka. 

367 . 275 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up close to the 
prakafa on the right side of the blocked up western entrance into 
the same temple. Records in S. 1 309, Prabhava, gift of tira- 
mada and mtda-visa by the guild of merchants, who followed the 
Vira-Balanjya doctrine and who claimed to have immigrated from 
Ahichchhatra. See No. 273 above. 

368 . 276 <7/ 1905. — (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the reign of the Western Chalukya king 
Tribhuvanamalladeva (VikramEditya VI), dated in Chalukya 
Vikrama year 51 (A.D, II26-27), Parabhava. Records gift of the 
village of Chapalamaduge in the Mottavadi-naclu by the Maha~ 
pradhana Anantapala-Dandarasa, 

369 . 277 of 1905. — ’(Telugu.) On the third slab set utp in the 
same place. The VelanEdu king Gonkaraja records in S. 1028, 
Sarvajit, gift of the village of ChetalapSdu in Kamma-nandu, on 
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the bank of the Gunderu. Gonka is called the chief supporter of 
the Chalukya kingdom and was ruling over the thoiisand-tliree- 
hundred (district). 

370 . 278 0/ 1905.— (Telup:u.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in S. II57, Manmatha, in the reign of 
Aniirigudeva-Maharaju (unidentified) that a cavalier gave twenty- 
five cows for a lamp on his success in a combat at ChintalapQndi. 

371. 279 < 9 / 1905.— (Telugu.) On the fifth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in S. 1 138, Dhatri, gift of twenty-five cows for 
a lamp. 

372 . 280 (?/ 1905.-- (Telugu.) On the Nandi pillar set up at the 
main entrance into the same temple from the south. Records in 
S. 1371, Sukla, the setting up of the pillar.

Records in S. 1544, Dimdubhi, gift of the two villages Sirigarikonda 
and Battapatti, both in the district of Kochcharlakota, to the Chenna- 
kesava temple at Vehkatadrinagara, by Malla, son of Vlrappa and 
grandson of Malla of the Ravela family, in the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Ramadeva (1620— 30).

447 . 11 of 1915. — (Sanskrit and Telugii.) On two pillars in the 
southern porch of the mukha-maptapa of the same temple ; right 
and left of entrance. Records that Vijayanagara king Virapratapa 
Harihara-Maharaya ( 11 ) presented in Kali 4505 and S. 1326, Tarana, 
Magha., ba. di.

Demarasa and of himself in that mantapa, and for meeting the 
expenses of worshipping the god in that mantapa, gave the village 
of Sivapura in Mosalimadugu^Ima which was included within 
his jurisdiction.

453 . 16 <?/l9l5. — (Sanskrit.) On the right and left pillars of 
the eastern porch of the same mantapa. Records in Kali 4611 and 
^.1433, Prajptpatti, Magha, ba. di. 14, Monday (corresponding to 
6th February, 1512), a lengthy account of the gifts made to the 
temple of Srl^ailam by a certain chief Lihga, the son of Santa, 
who was evidently a Vlra^aiva, one of his pious acts being the 
beheading of the ^vetambara Jainas. 

453 . 17 of 1915. — (Kanarese.) On the west face of the right 
pillar in the same place. Records that Madaya and Mallarasa in 
the service ( uUga) of king Krishnaraya worshipped the god. 

454 . 18 <7/1915. — (Telugu.) On stones built into the floor of 
the platform in the same porch ; right of entrance. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Krishnadeva-Maharaya, dated 
in S. 1438, Yuva, ^ravana, ^u. di. 1$, Wednesday, lunar eclipse, 
stating that after his conquests Krishnaraya made gifts at Ama- 
resvara, came to Sriparvatam and had mantapas constructed in the 
car street. Prior to this in the year Srimukha (Vaisakha, su. di. 
II, Thursday) he had made a gift of the villages of Porumahchala 
and Atukuru to the temple of Mallikarjuna. He also remitted 
tolls on kavadis, pack-horses, bullocks, asses and head-loads. For 
the date see next inscription. [See M<2<;^. ikr 55 .. Ins., Ced. Dts., 
p. 462, No. 145, for this record] 

455 . 19 of 1915. — (Kanarese.) In the same place; left of 
entrance, A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Krish- 
nadevaMaharaya, dated in S. 1438, Yuva, Sravana, su. di. 15, Wed- 
nesday, lunar eclipse. An exact translation of the above. The 
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date corresponds to Wednesday, July 25, A.D. ISIS- Ced. Dts., 

p. 462, No. 146.] 

456 . 20 o/* 1915.-— (Sanskrit and Telugii.) On the right and 
left pillars of the mantapa adjoining the Nandi-mantapa in 
the same temple. Records in the reign of the Reddi king Jaganob- 
baganda Anna-Vema in S. 1299, Pihgala, Magha, ki. di. 7, Wed- 
nesday (corresponding to January 6, A.D. 1378), the building of 
the Viramantapa for the merit of his father Annaya-Reddi. 
Supplies a genealogy of the Reddis of whom the first was Pola. 
It is stated that in this mantapa many heroes voluntarily cut off 
their heads and tongues. The two faces of the right pillar which 
contain a long list of the birudas of Anna-Vema give the date 
S. 1298, Pihgala, Magha, su. di, 7, Wednesday. Annaya was not 
the father but the uncle of Anna Verna. He calls him father 
because of the affection hebore him. Amongst Anna Verna’s 
titles,, are mentioned “ the I-ord of the eastern ocean ” ; the destroyer 
of Rajamahendra, Niravadyapura and other sthaladurgas. He 
belonged to the Vellacheri gotra. 

457 . 21 — (Kanarese.) On the west face of the third 

pillar in the same mantapa. Mentions in S. 1448, Sarvadhari, 
Magha, ba. di, TO (a date which “ can be calculated but not verified)” 
Mallapanna of Alabaragi, a household servant of Krishnaraya. 

458 . 22 0/1915. — (Kanarese.) On the south face of the same 
pillar. A record of the Vijayana^ara king Vlrapratapa Praudha- 
dSvaraya MaharSya recordingin S. 1379, Jsvara, Magha, ba. di. 5, 
Thursday, that Demarasayya, a servant of the palace, purchased 
some land and presented it to the temple for providing one plateful 
of oblation to the god and feeding ^v^jahgams every day. [The date 
corresponds to Saturday (not Thursday), 4th February, A.D. 1458. 
The inscription is also given in Ins,, Ced. Dts., p. 462, No. 147.] 

459 . 23 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record ^ofVijayanagara king Vmipratapa Achyuta- 
raya recording in S. 1452, Vikriti, Pushya, ba. di, II, Friday, 
corresponding to 19th August, A.D. 1530, that a certain Mallappa- 
Nayanclu presented a bell to the temple of Mallikarjima and a 
lace cloth to the goddess Bhramaramba, for the merit of the king 
and his brother (Krishnarajadeva-MahEraya). 

460 . 24 1915— (Kanarese.) On the west face of the fifth 

pillar in the same mantapa. Records in S. 1381, Pramathin, 
Phalguna, su, di. 3, Monday, corresponding to February 25, A.D. 
I_46 o, a gift of land by purchase to the same temple by Lakhumaji- 
Ayi, wife of Pandya-Perumaldeva and daughter of VlrapratEpa 
Vijayaraya-MaharEya for feeding five jangams every day with 
one plateful of oblation, [The epigraph is given in Ins., Ced. 
Dts., p. 463, No. 149.] 
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461 . 250/ 1915. — (Kanarese.) On the north face of the same 
pillar. A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Praudha- 
devaraya Maharaya {1449—65), dated in S. 1379. Records gift of 
land for the same purpose by a female servant of the palace. 
[This is evidently the same as Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 463, No. 148,] 

462 . 26 of igJS - — (Telugu.) On a broken slab set up in the 
eastern courtyard of the same temple. A record of the Saliiva 
king Peda-Mallapparaju, son of Yaram-Kampayadeva-Maharaja in 

1407, Visvavasu, Bhadrapada, su. di. 15, Thursday, lunar 
eclipse, corresponding to August 25, A.D. 1485, recording the gift 
of a tank (with lands below it) for providing offerings, to the same 
temple. [See Ct. 9-H. and Ct. 13, the Sirumallayyadeva of which 
was perhaps Peda Malla’s younger brother.] 

463 . 270/ 1915. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set .up in the same 
courtyard. Records that in the reign of the Kakatlya king Prata- 
parudradeva-Maharaja (1295 — 1323), in S. 1234, Paridhavin, Phal- 
guna, ^u. di. 5, Thursday, corresponding to February I, A.D. 1313, 
a gift of land, in Kam-nadu for providing midday offerings to the 
same temple was made by the chief minister (mahapradhani) 
Vepeti Kommayya. 

464 . 28 a/ 1915. — (Telugu.) On a broken image lying in the 
same courtyard. Records that this image of Bhairava was setup 
on the Srigiri hill by the gavare (merchant) Muddama-Setti Ganga- 
Malli-Setti of Rajamahendravaramu. 

465 . 29 0/ I9I5< — (Telugu.) On the image of Bhrihgi in the 
same courtyard. Records that this image of Bhrihginatha was 
set up by the same merchant, here stated to be the son of Gavare- 
Muddama-Setti Malli-Setti. 

466 . 30 of 1915. — -(Telugu.) On a slab _set up in the .same^ 
courtyard. Records in S. 1382, Vikrama, Ashadha, ki. cli. 15, 
Thursday, lunar eclipse, corresponding to July 3, A.D. I460, a 
long but incomplete eulogistic account evidently of certain kings. 
One-half of the slab from top to bottom is occupied by a Uriya 
record. 

467 . 31 a/ 1915. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the southern 

courtyard of the same temple. Records in Virodhin, Sravana, ba. 
di. 30, that a certain Mallasani Annapa Ayapa provided for daily 
oblations in the shrines of Mallikarjuna and Bhramaramba, built 
the mukhamantapa in front of-Siddhesvara, repaired the southern 
prakara wall, set up the iron pillars, and inscribed stones in their 
proper places and repaired the mantapa of the southern gOpura. 
The east face of the pillar contains the usual long prasasti of 
Krishiiaraya which breaks off with the verse K'lrtya yasya sdmantah, 
etc. [i«6'., Df5., p. 465, No. 154?] 

468 . 32(9/1915. — (Kanarese.) On the iron lamp-pillar set up 
in the same courtyard. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
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king Veiikatapatiraya (1586—1616), in S. IS24, Subhakrit, Magha, 
ba. di. S (?), Sivaratri, the setting up of this iron lamp-pillar (with 
chains) for the merit of Mudiyapa-Nayaka by a certain Chikaiya, 
son of Doda-Halagaiya, a carpenter of Henjera in the Midugalla- 
slme where a golden shower is said to have fallen for the merit of 
the Chola king. “ The date can be calculated but not verified.” 
See Ins,, Ccd. Dts., p. 461, No. 141, 

469 . 33 of 1915. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another pillar in 
the same courtyard. Records that the Saluva king Mahaman- 
dale^vara Saluva Parvatayyadeva Maharaja provided, in S. 1389, 
Sarvajit, Magha ba. di. 14, Monday, Sivaratri, corresponding to 
February 22, A.D. 1468, for daily offerings in the temple by grant- 
ing wet lands below the tank called Gahgasamudra which he had 
built at Siddhapura.^ He also gave a garden near theSiddhasamu- 
dram tank on the Srlparvata hill, milch-cows and two buildings 
for feeding 30 Brahmanas and 30 Jahgamayyas. See Ct. 12. 

470 . 34 0/ 1915.— (Telugu.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records in S- 1426, Raktakshi, Magha, ba, di. 14, 
Monday, corresponding to 3rd February T505, the gilding, with 
gold plate, of the southern entrance into the mukha mantapa of 
the Mallikarjuna temple by a certain Vlrayya, son of Nagisetfi and 
Lakkamma. 

4 !^; 1 . 35 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On the fifth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records in S- 1452, Virodhin, ^ravana, ^u. di. 1 5, 
Monday (which is .wrong for Wednesday), corresponding to 2lst 
July 1529, that the sons of Yalikanti Kamaraju, the sthalakaramm 
of Srlparvata, set up an image of Annapurna-Bhavani within the 
kitchen of the temple and a Nandi-pillar in the place intended for 
chandi. 

® 472 . 36 1915.— (Telugu.) On the sixth pillar in the same 

courtyard. Records that in the reign of the Kakatlya king Prata- 
parudradeva-Maharaja (II) in S. 1235, Pramadicha, Chaitra, 
di. I, Monday, corresponding to February 26, A.D. 1313, that 
Isvara^ivacharya of Arasa-matha and Anldhya-Preggada gave a 
deed of declaration in the presence of all the great MahSsvaras of 
Sri-Kailasa (i.e., Srisaila) who had met together in the miikha- 
mantapa of the Vlrabhadra temple attached to the Gana-matha, 
for the purpose of managing the affairs in the temple of Mallikar- 
junadeva. Mentions seventy villages granted to the temple by 
emperors, Mahamandalesvaras and others, in former times, for 
worship and for feeding lay devotees and ascetics. Noticed 
vaguely by Mr. Sewell in his Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 91. See also Ins.,

473 . 37 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On the bali-pita in the northern 
courtyard of the same temple. Records that this balipTta in the 
north-eastern corner of the temple was erected by Gaiiga-Malli 
Setti of Rajamahendravaramu. 
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47 4 . 38 of I9I5*~( Telugu.) On a hero stone in the same court- 
yard. Records that this figure represents the killing (in fight) of a 
tiger by Nagaraju-Timmana, a servant of Bandaru Vlramaraju. 

475 . 39 0/ I9I5.-— (Telugu.) On a stone set up in the plantain 
garden of the same temple. Records in S. 1384, Svabhanu, Bhadra- 
pada, siL di. 15, Monday, gift of a flower garden to the temple by 
Vairagi Santayya for the merit of his wife Siddhama. An irregular 
date. See E/f. Rep., 1915, p. 84. 

476 . 40 of 1915* — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near the eastern 
gopura of the same temple. Records in S- 1370, Vibhava, Asha- 
dha, su. di. 15, Monday, gift of voluntary fees by the guild of 
merchants for conducting the Sivaratri. festival in the temple of 
Mallikarjuna. [An irregular date as Monday is a mistake for 
Sunday. The date would then correspond to l6th June, A.D. 1448. 
See also Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 466, No- 159.] 

477 . 41 <3/ 19 1 5. —(Telugu.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Vlrabhadrasvamin temple on the same hill. Records in S- 1237 
Rakshasa, Sravana, ba. di. 10, Tuesday (?), that the Mahesvaras 
residing on the Srl-Kailasa (i.e-, Sri^aila) having met together in 
the mukha mantapa of the Virabhadra temple attached to Gana- 
matha, the presiding priests and the preggadas of Arasa-matha and 
Kalu-matha made a declaration (before them) that they would 
conduct worship and festivals in the temple of Mallikarjuna 
regularly. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that the week day ought 
to be Sunday. 

478 . 42 of 1915. — (Sanskrit, Nagari.) On the lintel of the 
entrance into a small shrine in the Vlrabhadrasvami-raatha on the 
same hill. Records that this shrine of Ghanta-Siddhesvara (was 
constructed) by the pupil of Mallikarjunacharya. 

479 . 43 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near a tank 
west of the Mallikarjuna temple on the same hill. Records that 
in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Ramarajayya- 
cleva-Maharaja, son of Vlra-Tirumalayyadeva-Maharaya, in S- 
1499, Bhava, Vaisakha, ba. di. 30, Friday (an irregular date) 
that the bund across the stream Bhogavati on the west side of 
the temple, which was out of repair, was repaired by the king’s 
agent Dantikanti Lingappana. He caused the bund to be %e- 
constructed and made a gift of it together with the tank for raising 
a flower garden to the temple of Mallikarjuna. Ramaraja is 
generally known as Rama III.

Saranga-matha on the same hill. Records in S. 1507, Parthiva, 
Asvija, ba. di.

1585, an agreement (samdkhya) made among themselves, by the 
presiding priests of the five including Bsla-Siddaya of the 
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Sarariga-matha, the five houses and temples (on the SrisaiJam hill), 
such as those of Nandinatha, Bhringinatha, Virabliadra and others. 
The agreement evidently consisted in not allowing the successive 
priests of the Sarahga-raatha to have any attendants ( ancha-pancha- 
parivdrafX 

481 . 45 of l9I5.-^(Telugu.) On a sandal-slonc in the verandah 
of the same matha. Records in Ananda, Asha da, su. di. 2 , Sunday, 
that this is the sandal-stone (sana) presented by Siiiguyya, son of 
Puli Annama-Nayudu, to the temple of Mallikarjuna. 

482 . 46 of 1915.— -(Telugu.) On a slab set up on the way 
leading to Patala-Ganga from the Mallikarjuna temple. Records 
in S. 1567, Svabhanu, Phalguna, ba. di. lO, that the chief Vehkata- 
pati-Nayanihgaru of the Madala-gOtra remitted all taxes and tolls 
payable by metal-dealers (kanchara) who sold their wares in 
Srigiri during festivals or other days, 

483 . 47 ofl^lS- — (Sanskrit, Nagari.) On three sides of a pillar 

set up in front of a ruined shrine on the same way. Records in 
S. 1315, Srimukha, the construction of steps to the Pfltrila-Ganga by 
the Kadamba princess Vitthalamba, wife of Harihara (ll ?), under 
orders given by god Mallikarjuna in a dream. Ccd. Dis,, 

p. 467, No. 161.] See No. 487. 

484 . 48 6*/ 1915. — (Telugu.) On two faces of another stone set 
up on the same, way. Records in Sarvajit, Phalguna, isii. di. II, 
Thursday, that a certain Davala Darama Sahibu and Timaji-Pantulu 
remitted, for the merit of Hajarati-Navabu, the fee (p^anachdra) on 
beggars who begged on the Srisaila hill, as originally it had been 
remitted by Vehkatapati-Nayudu, son of Sayapa-Nayudu. 

485 . 49.9/1915. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On four faces of a 
pillar set up on the same way. Records in S, 1318, Srimukha, a 
copy of No, 483 above. 

486 . 50 6/ 1915. — (Sanskrit, Grantha.) On four faces of another 
pillar set up on the same way. Records in S. 1315, Srimukha, a 
copy of No. 483 above. 

487 . 51 of 1915. — (Sanskrit, Nagari.) On a boulder by the side 
of the steps on the same way. Records in S. 1318 that Vitthalamba, 
th^princess, consecrated an image of Vitthalesvara near the flight 
of steps. See No. 483 above. 

488 . 52 f?/ 1915.— (Telugu.) On a pillar set up on the way to 
Peddachemvu on the same hill. Records in S. 1344, Subhakrit 
Karttika, su. di. 5, Thursday, that a certain Udayagiri Appanayyam- 
garu, son of Devanayyamgaru, built the steps from the Nandi- 
piilar at the soutkern main entrance (gavani) right up to the shrine 
of Durgidevi. The week day should be Tuesday, and the date 
corresponds to October 20, A.D. 1422. 

. 489 . C.P. Nh. 96 of Mr. SewelVs /wf.—Records the settlement 
of a dispute between the Vai^yas and the two upper classes of the

489 -D. On the south gilt wall at the bottom of the Chatur- 
mukha Brahma in Sri^ailam. Records that Siiigayya, son of 
^Sntalihgayya, built the mantapam in S. 1435, SrTmukha, in the 
reign of Krishnadevaraya. Ibid., No. 135. 

489 -E. On the eastern gilt gate of the same pagoda. Records 
that Mallanayadu, son of Tippanayaclu, had the gate and doors gilt 
and granted the village of Pallivoli to God Mallikarjuna. Ibid.,

1 1, the gift of 120 
mrahas by Narasaramarigaru, wife of the Mahamandalesvara 
Goburi Obayadeva-Maharaja of the Kasyapa-gotra for providing- 
offerings to the god Ahobalesvara during festivals when he was 
installed in the vasanta-mantapa which she had constructed on 
the north side of the temple at Diguva-Tiriipati. Date “ can be 
calculated but not verified.” 

578 . 64 c/ 1915.— (Telugu.) On a slab set up at the entrance 
into the Narasimhasvamin shrine in the same temple. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Vira-Krishnadeva-Maharaya, 
dated in S. 1438, Yiiva, Pushya, su. di. 15, Friday, corresponding 
to December 21, A.D. 1515. Refers to conquests of Krishnaraya in 
the east and states that on his second campaign against Kalinga 
he visited Ahobala and presented to the god a necklace, a pendant 
set” with diamonds and an emerald, wristlets set with rubies, a 
golden plate and 1,000 varahas. His queen also gave one pendant 
to the god. The village Maduru in Changalamari-sima was also 
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granted for providmg:^esrm^s to the god. See Ced. Dts., 
p. 439 , No. 66. " 

579 . 65 of 1915.— C^elugu.) On a slab setup in the courtyard 
of the same temple. Dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Yirapratapa Vlra-Sads^ivadeva-Maharaya. Records in S. 1477, 
Ananda, Murgaiiira, ba. di. 5 (a date which “can be calculated 
but not verified ”), that the Vaishnava teacher Parahkusa Van- 
Sathagopa-jTyamgaru, the trustee of the Ahobala temple and 
the agent of Aliya-Rfimappayyadeva Maharaja, granted a dam- 
vanda-manya to Avubalaraja, son of Koneti-rajayya and grandson 
of Ramaraja-Peda-Kondayyadeva-Maharaja of the Atreya-gotra 
and the lunar race, for having built at Alamuru, which was a 
village of the temple (tiruvalayatu), the tank Konasamiidram, 
otherwise called Narayanasamudram. Ibid., p. 438, No. 65. 
See Ep. Ind., IV, p. 4, for reference to Pedda KondarEja. Parah- 
ku^a was the_ sixth of the apostolic line of the Ahobala ?natha 
founded by Adivan-SathakOpa who lived from A.D. 1379 to 1459. 
Shashfa Parahku 4 a is said in the Satsampraddyamuktavali to be the 
contemporary of Sads^iva Raya but under the wrong date of 
1498 — 1511 for his spiritual headship. It further says that he 
healed the Raya’s daughter who had become possessed and that he 
received from Sada 4 iva the village of Bhashyapuram on the 
Pinakini. Parahkusa was the uncle of Panchamata-bhanjanam 
TatEcharya and the author of a number of works including Sid- 
dlidntamanidipam, Panchakfdadipikd, Prapattipraydga, and Nrisiniha- 
stma.

Records a gift of land 
for offerings by a certain Rahgappa of the Maudgalya-gotra to the 
god Vira-Narasimha of Ahobala at Diguva-Tirupati. The date.

Records that Ramanuja-Jiyyamgaru, the agent 
( mtidrakarta) of Van-Sathagopa-Jlyyamgaru, the trustee of the 
Ahobala temple and the agent of the Mahamandalesvara Ramaraja 
Tirumalarajayyadeva-Maharaja sold five marutus of land to Obal- 
raju, son of Obalraju and grandson of the Mahamandalesvara 
Pochiraju Ramarajumgaru of the solar race and the ViSvamitra- 
gotra.

On a stone standing near a well outside the village is an 
inscription, dated S. 1429 (A.D. 1507), “recording a gift of land by 
a private person in the reign of Narasimhadeva of Vijayanagar 
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{Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 102.) Narasimha was the son of Narasa 
Nayaka and the predecessor of Krishnadgva Raya.

622 . On a stone near the ChennakSsava temple, east of the 
village. Records that Bukkaraja Timmaraja erected a mantapam 
in front of the temple and granted one putti of dry field for its 
repair, in 1440, Bahudhanya. Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 484, No. 21 7. 

623 . On a stone near the same. Records that Timmaraja, the 
Karanam,^ erected a temple of the Alvars and granted 2^ tmns of 
land in S. 1460, Vilambi, in the reign of Achyutaraya. Ibid., 
No. 218. 

Rdchaveli. 

624 . On a stone near the Mosafar Khana. Records that Rama- 
raja Tirumalarajayya exempted the local barbers from tax in S. 
1479, Piiigala, in the reign of Sada^ivaraya. Ibid., p. 435, No. 52. 
Tiruraala was afterwards the founder of the Chandragiri dynasty, 

625 . On the east of the above. Records that the same chief 
exempted the tax on the local Karnams from S. 1470, Kllaka. 
Ibid., No, 53. 

626 . On a stone near the Gopalasvami temple. Records that 
the same chief gave in 1466, Krodhi, to a Brahman Mamillapilla^ 
Narasimhabhattu, one piiffi of land at Gotlilru. See Ibid., p. 436, 
No. 54.

627 . On a stone near the Narasimha pagoda. Records that 
Aubalaraja, grandson of Nandyala Singaraja (I), remitted the tax 
of] the district of “ Servole in favour of the temples in 1469, 
Plavanga, in the reign of Sadasivaraya. Ibid., p. 430, No. 34. 

628 . Near the above. Records that Sayud Khan “Turun" 
exempted the tax of the village in S. 1587, Krodhi, in reign of 
“ Khandvijumkharum ” ? Ibid., No. 35. 

Yadavada (Yadade). 

629 . On a stone in the village near a well. Records that 
Nandyala Chinna Aubalaraja granted the village to Brahmans in 
free gift in S. 1469, Plavanga, in the reign of Sadasivaraya. See 
Ibid., p. 432, No, 40. 

630 . West of the above. Records that Obala, the Dalavay of 
Sri-Rangaraya (II), dug a tank at Almur in S. 1494, Angirasa, 
Ibid., No. 41. 

Yerragudidinne. 

631 . On a stone near the local Isvara pagoda. Records that 
Gundaraja erected the temple of MalaraundidSva and granted lands 
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for daily worship in S. 1293, Sadharana, in the reign of Bukkaraya. 
Ins., Ced. Dts.,V’ 43l> No. 37- [Gun da was evidently the Saluva 
chief Gunda IL] 

633 . On a stone in the Rahgamaijtapam in front of the above. 
Records that Tippa Reddi and another repaired the temple and 
built a mantapam in S. 1590, Kllaka. Ibid,, No. 38. 

633 . On a stone near the Vehkatesvara pagoda. Records 
that Chinna Aiibalaraja gave the village to Brahmans in S. 1469, 
Plavahga, in the reign of Sadasivaraya. Ibid., p. 432, No. 39.

The following plates have not been assigned to particular 
districts. They are therefore given here with summaries of their 
contents : — 

176 . C.P. No. 31 of Mr- Sewell's List . — This is “an unimportant 
but rather curious document, drawn up b}' one of ‘ three dismissed 
chieftains of Kafichlvaram Kamakshi Ammal, Rarii of the Akhanda 
Kaveri,’ who had settled down in VadamattQr. Their names as 
given in the Tamil are ‘ Vannikkan, Manitakkan, and Pulukkan 
The terminations appear to be the common Mussulman title Khan. 
The document states that one of the three chiefs (name not men- 
tioned) decided a dispute between some thieves and some people 
who had settled at the village, and received some land for his 
services,” in S- T525 (A.D. 1603), in the year /ay«. The boundaries 
of the land were scrutinized by the Kavundars, Ambalakaras, 
Kallas and ^srvaikkaras of the surrounding villages, and the whole 
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was then engraved in a copper-plate. [The inscription is interesting 
for the insight it gives into the movements and organization of the 
Kallas and other criminal castes. See Tam, and Sans, Ins,^ pp. 62—5. 
Vadamattur is believed by some to be a village six miles north of 
the road leading to Kumbakonam, but it is evidently in South Arcot 
and the birth-place of Madai Tiruvghgada Aiya of Tamil literature.] 

177 . C.P. No, 174 of Mr, SewelVs List. — A grant by a certain 
Srrkantha who does not bear royal titles, but who claims descent 
from Brahma and Karikala. Resembles Eastern Chalukyan grants 
of the tenth or eleventh century and later. After Karikala the 
names mentioned are Sundarananda, NavarEma, Ereyamma, Vijaya 
Kama, Vlrarjuna, Aganipidugu, Kokili Mahendravarma, Elajola, 
Nripakama, Divakara and Srikantha. See Ep. Ind., VoL V, p, 123 ; 
Ep. Rep., 1900, p. 21 and Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 888. 

178 . C.P. No. 175 of Mr, SewelVs List, — A grant in Sanskrit 
and Tamil (Vatteluttu of the eleventh century) of the Panclya king 
Jatilavarman, son of Maravarman, in his seventeenth year. No 
details of date. The record gives an account of the king Neduh- 
jadayan’s achievements. The agnapti or Dutaka of the grant was 
Mahasclmanta Dhlrataran MOrtiEyinan of the Vaidya community, 
chief of VTramahgalam. See Ind. Antq., Vol. XXII, p. 57 ff. and 
Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 937. 

179 . C.P. No. 176 of Mr. SewelVs List, — An Eastern Chalukyan 
grant in three plates. Records the grant of Kotalaparru in the 
Karniarashtra country by a donor whose name cannot be ascer- 
tained, but who appears to be Saktivarman Vijayaditya 
Bhaftaraka. S- Ind. Pal.ee., p, 21. 

180 . C.P, No. 181 of Mr. SewelVs List. — A grant of Bhaktiraja, 
a descendant of Karikala and son of Gahganrivara (Gahgadhara ?), 
who bore the titles Gandabendara and Rayave^yabhujahga. Sent 
by the Nuzvid Zamindar. 

181 . C.P. No. 221 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Originally in the 
hands of the Collector and now in the museum- A Vijayanagar 
plate, modern in character, but professing to date from A.D, 1410 
and recording grant of the town of AdavEni (Adoni) as an agrahE- 
ram to a number of priests of the Vlrabhadra temple there by the 
Vijayanagar king DevarEya II. 

182 . C.P. No. Ill of Jufte iSgi, pp. 5-6. — Originally with the 
Sub-Collector of Cuddapah and now in the museum. It is in very 
faulty Sanskrit and NandinEgari character. It gives a confused 
genealogy of the Vijayanagar dynasty and records a grant by 
Achyuta in S. 1203, which is absurd and which indicates the 
record to be a forged one. 

183 . C.P. No. 1 of igos. — ^Fromthe Collector of Nellore and now 
in the museum. It is an ancient Pallava record, recording that 
Simhavarman ( 11 ), the son of YuvarEja VishnugOpa, gave from his 
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victorious camp at Menmatura, in the fifth year of his reign, the 
village of Pikira in the Mundarashtra, to a Brahman named 
Vilasasarman. See Ep. M., VoL VTII, pp. 159—63, and p. 989 below. 

184 . C.P. iVi?. 10 0/ 1905 -06.— (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in S. 1459 , Hemalamba. Records 
gift of a village in Kundravardhanakotaka, a district of Tundira- 
mandala, which was a subdivision of the Chandragirirajya, to the 
Vishnu temple at Venkata dripura, which was founded near Veda- 
ranyam on the bank of the Vedanadi river by a chief named Vara- 
nasi Varadappa. 

185 . C.P. No. 11 of 1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in S. 1456, Jaya. Records gift of 
the villages of Tenguru and Vallagulam in the same district by the 
king at the request of his minister Pedda Timma of the Salaka 
family. No. ii of 1905-06. 

186 . C.P. No. 12^/1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Western Chalukyan king Vinayaditya Satyakaya S. 520, Kala- 
yukti (wrong). 

187 . C.P. No. 13 of igos-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in S. , Vikari. Records gift 
of a village in Chandragirirajya to a Vishnu temple. 

188 . C.P. No. IS of 1905-06.— (Sanskrit.) Records the grant 
of the village of Tamara cheru in Varahavartlni by the Eastern 
Gaiiga king Anantavarma-Vajrahasta (III), in S. 984 (20th June, 
A.D. 1061) to 500 Brahmans. See Ibid., Vol. IX, p. 94 ff. Also 
Gj. 143-A. 

189 . C.P. No. 16^/1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Grantha.) A record 
of the Vijayanagara king DevarSya (II) in ^.1346, Krodhin, Utthana- 
dvadaM. Records gift of a village (called Nipatataka) by the 
king’s brother SrTgiri, who was governing Maratakanagara 
(Virihchiparam), to a learned doctor named Sampatkumara Pandita, 
The date corresponded to Friday Nov. 3, A.D. 1424. See 
Vol. VIII, p. 306 ff. 

190 . In possession of M.R.Ry. Seshachari, Madras. A record 
of the Vijayanagara king VehkatapatidSvaraya in S. 1527, Visva- 
vasu. Records gift of the village of Vlangadu surnamed Kasturi- 
rangapuram. 

191 . C.P. No. 2 of 1907-08. — This is the same as No. 66 in Mr. 
Sewell’s List. It is a Telugu grant of the village of Tiruvldu in S. 
1357 by DevarEya Vodeya of Kasyapa Gotra to the local temple of 
Ahobalesvara, for the merit of his father Parvata Raya, his mother 
Parvati Devi, etc. It was received by the priest Purushottamayy^a 
of ParEsara gOtra. The chief was an ardent devotee of Sri 
Ramanuja. 

192 . C.P. No. S of 1907-08. — A Sanskrit grant of Mallikarjuna 

Immadi PraudhabhQpa in S. 1383, Vfisha. • - - : 
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193 . C.P. No. 6 o/ 1907-08. — A grant of Sada^iva Raya in 
S. 1470, Plavariga. 

194 . C,P. No. 4 of 1908-09. — A Gan jam plate. No details 
given. 

195 . C.P. No. 5 of 1908-09. — 'A C.P. grant of Tala II in 
Sanskrit. This is very interesting as it refers to a king of the 
Eastern Chalukyan family who does not belong to the regular line 
of accession. It gives the usual genealogy from Kubja Vishnu- 
vardhana to Amma I and then, after some unusual accessions, comes 
to Tala I, a younger brother of Chalukya Bhima 1 . Taja’s son was 
Yuddhamalla II and his sons were Badaba and Vishnuvardhana 
Tala 11 , the donor of the present grant. He made a grant of a 
village in Velanandu vishaya to a certain Kuppanayya of the 
Pallavamalla family who was a grandson of Kalivanna. [Tala II 
was perhaps the Velanandu viceroy in Eastern Chalukyan times. 
For Kuppanayya see also Vandram plates of Amma II (Kt. 127). 
Bp. Rep., 1908-09, pp. 109-10. 

196 . C.P. No, 6 (?/ 1908-09. — A grant of the village of Alapadi 
in Velanandu to a certain Vi 4 ve 4 vara by Pedda KOmati Verna in 
S. 1334, Nandana. The record is in Sanskrit. 

197 . C.P. No. 7 0/1908-09. — An incomplete Vijayanagara grant 
in Sanskrit, received from the Kistna Collector in 1902, No details 
given. 

198 . The Madras Museum Plates of Mahgi Yuvaraja, the 
Eastern Chalukyan king, the son of Vishnu Vardhana 11 . Records 
a grant in his twentieth year. See hid. Antq., Vol. XX, p. 105, 
and Kielhorn's Southern List, No. 552. 

199 — 226 . There are about twenty-seven other copper-plates 
in the museum (of which five belong to 1917-18). The summaries 
of these I have not been able to get. They are, however, I under- 
stand, about to be published by Mr. Srinivasaraghava Ayyangar of 
the Madras Museum, to whom I am indebted for the knowledge 
that there are 226 inscriptions on the whole in the museum. 

227 . 290 of l895.~(Tamil.) On a stone in the Government 
Central Museum, Madras, A record in the ninetieth year of the 
Ch 5 la king Ko-Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias Raja-Rajadeva (I). 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

228 . 291 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On the same stone. A record in 
the nineteenth year of the Chola king Ko-Rajaraja-Rajakesarivar- 
man alias Rajaraja (I). Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

229 . 292 <?/ l895.~(Kanarese.) On another stone in the same 
j^lace. A damaged record of the Kalachurya king Ahavamalla in 
Sarvarin (A.D. 1180-81). Vijaya Pandya is mentioned. Records a 
grant of land by a Nayaka on the day of a solar eclipse. 

230 . 294 of 1895.— (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place 
from Chingleput. A damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
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Vlra-VerikatapatirSya (I, 1586—1616), dated in S. 1530, expired, 
Saumya. 

S31. 29s of 1895* — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place. 
Records a grant of land to a Vaishnava temple in the time of 
Nllagarigaraiyan, See No. 312 below. 

233 . 296 0/ 1895.— (Vatteluttu.) On a stone in the same place. 
A mutilated record. The king’s name is lost. 

233 . 297 ^>/i 895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place from 
Chingleput. Records in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhii- 
vanachakravartin Vlrarajendra-Choladeva (i.e., Kulottuhga III), 
gift of land by Nlla-Gangaraiyan. See No. 312 below. 

234 . 298 of 1895. — (Persian.) On a stone in the same place, 
A record dated A.H. 1104, 

235 . 299 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place from 
Chingleput. A much damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
Achyutadevamaharaya. 

236 — 269 . 536 — 569 of 1907. — On slabs recently removed 
from Amaravati to the Madras Museum. These have been noticed 
already under Amaravati. 

270 , 35 <9/1912. — On a slab lying near a godown in the Museum. 
A Greek and Latin inscription, dated in A.D. 1727, forming 
an epitaph on the tombstone of a certain John Constantine, a native 
of Greece, born in Transylvania, who died on May 17th, A.D. 1727. 
It was erected by his brother. According to Mr, Cotton “it is the 
only Greek tombstone found in South India and the most ancient 
Greek tombstone anywhere in India.” 

271 — 282 , 473 -"483 of 1913. — (Pali.) On inscribed slabs from 
Amaravati preserved in an undergroun_d room of the Central 
Museum. One of these mentions the Andhra king Gotamiputa 
Araka Arhat Siri-yana-Satakani and another, the Upasaka Ura. 
For the last see Ep. Rep., July 1888, p. 3. 

283 . 484 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
room. A record of the Kota king Mahamandalesvara Manma- 
Ketaraja in S. 1157, Thursday. Records gift of a lamp to the 
temple of Buddha. The king was evidently a grandson of Keta II, 
for whose inscription see Gt. 635. 

284 . 485 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
room. Records the nisidhi (tomb) of ChOchi Setti, son of Honnisetti, 
a merchant of Penugonda, 

285 — 302 . 486—503 of 1913. — (Pali.) On another slab in the 
same room. One of the slabs mentions a Vakataka gahapati and 
another a certain Maha-Chadamukha. A third registers the gift of 
a rail bar f'w/n'j by Juka. 

303 . 504 0/1913. — (Telugu and Sanskrit). On another slab in 
the same room. R.ecords that the temple Chalukya-Vishnugriha 
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was built for a certain Nandaputra, native of Borikapiira, by the 
learned artisan Jayakirti, son of AdQracharya. 

304 . 505 <?/ 1913.— (Nagari and Sanskrit) On another slab in 

the same room. Records that the image of Kirtinarayana, was made 
for the same person, perhaps also by the same artisan, here men- 
tioned to be a brother-in-law of the former. 

305 . 506 0/1913. — (Nagari and Sanskrit) On another slab in 
the same room. Appears to record the visit of a pilgrim named 
Padmavarichandra Kusalakarin. 

306.5070/1913. — (Telugu.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A damaged record in Akshaya, Sivaratri. 
Mentions the temple of Vi 4 v 64 vara at Visvanathapura. 

307 . 508 <?/‘l9l3. — (Kanarese.) On a slab in the grounds out- 
side the Museum building. A damaged record in . . . Sarvari, 
Ashadha, Amavasya, Monday, Solar eclipse. Seems to record 
grant of lands on this occasion to the temple of Gopaladeva with 
the permission of the great men of Hosavadahgilu which was an 
ancient agralnlra of the time of Janamejaya. The temple is stated 
to have been founded by the Ekadandi-vrati Gopalapriyasvriini. 
Refers at the beginning to Vijaya Pandyadeva who was ruling the 
Nonambavadi 32,000 country. Details of date “ not enough for 
calculation.” 

308 . 509 </ 1913. — (Kanarese.) On a slab in the grounds out- 
side the Museum building. A record of the Western Clnllukyan 
king Tribhuvanamalladeva Vikramaditya VI, in Chalukya Vikrama 
year l 8 , Srlmukha, Ashadha, Amavasya, Vaddavara, Wednesday 
(wrong for Sunday), Dakshinayana Sariikranti (= June 26, A.D. 
1093). Records that 1,000 men of KukkanQr met together to make 
a grant of land to Vasudeva-Ghaisasa. 

309 . 510 0/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A mutilated record in the twenty-third 
year of the Chola king Rajakssarivarman RajarajadSva 1. Men- 
tions KOvQr in Mahgadu-naclu and seems to record gift of a 
lamp. 

310 . ^/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A mutilated record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Kampana Udaiyar (II) in Kali 4472, S. 1293, Virodhikrit, 
Mithiina, ba. di. 5, Wednesday, Dhanishtha, corresponding to 4th 
May, A.D. 1371. Seems to register the gift of the village Tiiaik- 
karanai to Brahmanas, by a certain Timmaiya-Nayaka. 

311 . 512(7/1913. — (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum buildings. A record in the nineteenth year of the 
Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarinan alias Rrijarajadeva I. 
Records gift of ninety ^sheep for a lamp to the temple of . . . 
at TanniyalattQr in Surattur-nadu, a subdivision of Puliyur- 
kOftam, by a ipember qf the Qq:nattqr who were administering 
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that village. Another record in continuation, of the same king 
and of the same date, provides also for a lamp, and a garden. 

3 IS, 513 1913- — (Tamil.) On a stone set up at the entrance 
into the Museum, A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Virarajendracholadeva (i.e., Kulottuhga-Ghola III) in his 
fifth year, Rishabha, su. di. 3, Sunday, Punarvasu. Records gift 
of the village of TanniyElattur in Surattur-nadu, a district of^ 
Puliyur-kottam alias Kulottunga-Solavalanadu in Jayahgonda^Ola- 
mandalam, to the Ariyaviratam-konddn-rnatha of Tiruvannamalai. 
The order was issued by Panchanadivanan Nllagaiigaraiyan. 
Diwan Bahadur Swamikannu Pillai says that Rishabha is a mistake 
for Mithuna and Sunday for Thursday, and then calculates the date 
to be 26th May, A.D. 1183. 

313 . S14 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On another stone in the same 
place. A much damaged _ record of the Vijayanagara king 
Achyutadeva-Maharaya in S. 1452, Virodhin, Vrischika (mistake 
for Kumbha), 4 u. di. 13, Monday, Pushy a. Refers to the village 
Polichchalur of Tanniyalattur-slrmal in Surattur-kottam, a district 
of Puliyur in Jayahgonda^ol.a-mandalam. 

314 . 515 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On a third stone in the same 
place. A much damaged record in the second year, Margafi. 
Mentions the temple of Nirvanna Perumal at Tirunirmalai. 

315 . 516 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On a fourth stone in the same 
place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Veiikatapatiraya- 
dsva Maharaya, in S. 1535, Saumya (wrong), Rishabha, RSvati, 
II, Friday, presumably 19th May, A.D. 1609. Registers that a 
certain Kala Vaiyyappar having built a temple for AgarS^vara- 
Uclaiyar at Polichchalur in Surattur-nadu, a subdivision of 
Puliyur-kQttam in Jayangonda-Tondamandalam, Katti-Yellappa- 
Nayaka made a grant of land to the temple for the merit of king 
Vehkatapatiraya (I, 1586 — -1616). 

316 — 323 . 517 — 5240/ 1913. — (Pali.) On slabs in the Arch- 
eological show room of the Madras Museum. (Will be forwarded 
to Dr. Luders for publication in the Epigraphia Indica) One of 
these mentions the thera Mahadhamakathaka. 

324 . 525 of 1913. — (Kanarese.) On the base of a Jaina image 
in the same place. This is the image of ^antinathadeva of the 
temple Yeraga Jinalaya, founded by the Mahapradhana Braha- 
devana, a lay disciple of Sakalabhadra Bhattaraka entitled Maha- 
mandalacharya and belonging to Mula^ahgha, Kundakundanvaya, 
Kanurgana and Tintrini-gachcha. 

325 . 526 of 1913. — (Kanarese and Sanskrit.) On the base of 
another Jaina image in the same place. Records that king Salva- 
deva, a great lover of Sahitya, got an image of Santi-Jina made 
according to rule and set it up. 
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Triplicane. 

An ancient temple. Its Chsla and Pandya inscriptions were 
later on misplaced and scattered in the course of renovation in 
Vijayanagar times. There are fragments of tombstones in Roman 
characters near the garbhagriham, the presence of which is 
unaccountable. 

326 . 334 0/1903, — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor at 
the entrance into the garbhagriha of the Parthasarathisvrimin 
temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Pallava king Danti- 
varma-Maharaja. Records that the temple priests mortgaged one 
of the fields of the temple, that the offerings to the God in conse- 
quence fell short and that a certain Pugul.ttunai-Vi^aiyaraiyan 
redeemed the field and arranged for the usual quantity of rice 
offerings every day. [The inscription corroborates the testimony 
of Tirumangai Alvar’s PeriatiriimoU which attributed the founda- 
tion of the temple to the Tonda king (i.e., Pallava).] See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. VIII, pp. 290 — 6, where Venkayya edits it. 

327 . 235 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vira-Venkatapatideva-Maharaja (Venkata I) in S. 1 527, Vikarin. 
Refers to the king as seated on a jewelled throne at the city of 
Perurigondai. 

328 . 2360/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-VerikatapatidSva** 
Maharaya ( 1 , 1586 — 1616), in S. 1525, ^obhakrit. Refers to the king 
as seated on a jewelled throne at the city of Pejuiigonclai and to 
the consecration of an image of Tiruraali 4 ai-A]tvar and a gift of 
twenty varEhas to this shrine. 

329 . 237 <9/1903. — (Telugu.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Rangarayadeva-Maharaya (I, 15^8 — 86) in 

1507, Tarana. Records the gift of the villages of Sembiyam 
and Nidambaram (Nadumbarai), besides a garden by Tirumala- 
Nayaningaru, the general of Ramaraj a Venkatapatiraju (Venkata 
I?). The revenue from these two villages was 180 rekha chakra 
gadydna and fiPm the garden 20 chakra gadyana^ 

330 . 238 of 1903.— (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. A mutilated record in the forty-ninth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
dekharadeva. Records a sale of land. Mentions God Telliyasinga 
Nayanar. 

331 . 239(9/1903. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Mahamandale^vara VirapratSpa Sada^iva- 
deva-Maharaya in S. i486, Raktakshin. Records that a private 
individual built certain portions of the temple (e.g., shrines of 
Pollikopdaperumal, Krishna, Vedavalli Nachchiyar, the Tiruvay- 
moli mantapa, the kitchen and enclosure wail and set up a number 
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of images and granted three villages, PuduppSkkam, Vepperi and 
Vesharupadi (Vyasarpadi). 

332 . 2400/ 1903 .—(Tamil.) On the east and north bases of the 
mantapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Virapratapa Vlra-Vehkatapatideva-Maharaya (I, 1586— 1616), 
in Krodhin (i.e., S. 1527). Built in. 

333 . 241 0/1903. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor of 
the same mantapa. A fragmentary record of the Choja king 
Tribhuvanaviradeva (Kulottunga III), the date of which is lost* 
Mentions Tiruvamiyur (i.e., Tiruvamur near Mylapore) in Kottur- 
nadu. 

334 . 242 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On another stone built into the 
same place. A fragmentary record in the twenty-third year of the 
Chola king Rajarajadeva. Four other similar fragments are built 
into this mantapa and a number of others in other portions of the 
temple. 

335 . 243 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the south and east walls of the 
Alagiya^inga-Perumal shrine in the same temple. Records certain 
arrangements referring to temple servants made while Etiraja- 
nEyakar was the manager. 

Supplementary note to No. 183 above. 

The Uruvapalli and Mangalur grants. 

It may be pointed out that Yuvaraja Vishnugopa and his son 
Simhavarman II are the respective sovereigns of the Uruvapalli 
and Marigalur plates. The former says that Yuvaraja Vishnugopa 
was the son of Skandavarman II, grandson of Viravarma and great- 
grandson of Skandavarman 1 . It records that Vishnugopa granted 
in the eleventh year of Siriihavarman I (evidently his elder 
brother and the then actual ruler) 200 nivarttanas of land to the 
temple of Kandukur founded by SSnapati Vishnu^arma. It was 
issued from Palakkada. See Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 6 [ 9 , and 
Ind. Antq., Vol. V, pp. 50 — 3. The Maiigalur plates belong to the 
eighth year of Dharma Maharaja Simhavarman II, and record the 
grant of the village of Mangalur in Vengirashtra to certain Brah- 
mans. The grant was issued from Dasanapura. See Southern 
List, No. 620, and Ind. Antq., Vol. V, pp. I 54 ~ 7 . The exact places 
where these plates were discovered are not known.

2 . C.P. No. 160 of Mr. Sewell’s List.— Records a grant by Sinna 
Kadirappa Nayakka, a chief of the Kamivadi estate near Dindigul, 
of some lands to some priests of the temple at Anaipatti, in A.D. 
1729. The grant was made to a Brahman for temple service. The 
genealogy of Sinna Kadir for nine generations is given. [Compare 
No, 33, the genealogy of which _corresponds for five generations 
with that of the present one. Anaipatfi is a village in Dincligul 
taluk.] 

Attur. 

3 . Mr. Sewell gives a C.P. grant in the possession of one 6iva 
Rama Avadhani, recording gifts of lands to the Dindigul 
choultry, 

BMipalasamiidra near Dindigul. 

3 -A. C.P. No. 33 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Records grant and sale, 
made in S. 1651 (A.D. 1729), Kaliyuga 4830, Saumya, by Sinna 
Kadirappa Nayakkan, a chief residing near Dindigul, of the 
village to a number of pandits in Saundararajapuram, otherwise 
called Anaipatti. The grant was made during the reign of Vijaya 
Raiiga Cliokkanatha (1705 — 31) at Madura, and it states that he 
was governing the country as viceroy for the Vijayanagar 
sovereign Sri Rariga Raya. The grant gives lists of the ancestors 
of Sri Raiiga Raya, Vijaya Ranga Chokkanatha, and the grantor. 
Edited by Burgess and Natesa Sastri in Tam. and Sans. Jns^, 
No. 27, pp, II7 — 121. The inscription enumerates the Vijayanagar 
kings and the Madura Naiks and the Poly gars of Kannivadi. 
The Polygar, in return for 300 Madura hilipanams, gave the village 
in proprietorship. The purchasers and donees were to enjoy the 
wet fields and had to pay, in case of new fields, one-fourth of the 
proceeds, one-third of the proceeds in the next crop, two-fifths of 
the third crop and one-fourth of the proceeds of sesamum, pulses 
and puvarasa trees. On the dry lands they had to pay eight pons 
for lands sowing one kalam of seeds. They were, however, to 
enjoy free the public paths and cowstalls. The palace had the 
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right to collect the tax with interest in case of failure. Otherwise 
they had all the eight characteristics of property.

The departmental list gives one inscription in this place, and 
the Mack. MSS. (Ins., S. Dts., p. 70) give four more. I have given 
the latter under Nos. 5-Ato 5-D. 

B. 30/1894. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Gariida shrine 
in the Sundararaja-Rerumal temple. An incomplete record of 
Ramadeva-Maharaya, dated S. 3 551, expired, Sukla. See Ins., 

S. Dts., p. 70, No. I. Rama IV ruled from 1620 to 1630. He came 
to the throne as a result of the victory over his opponents in the 
succession war which followed the death of Verikatapati 1 (1586 — 

1616). The full details of these struggles, as based upon all avail- 
# able authorities, are given by me in Ind. Antq., 1916. 

5- A. On a stone in the Sundara Pandya mantapam. Records * 

the performance of the marriage festival of God Alagar by 
one Ramanujachariar and a worshipper. Ibid., No. 2. 

5-B. On a stone in the v/est of the sixteen-pillared mantapam 
in the Mutyalamma temple. Records that Rayasam Kondamara- 
sayya granted twenty-four shares in a villag'e and erected 
twenty-four houses in it and gave it to the people, in S. 1444, 
Chitrabhanu, in the reign of Krishnadevaraya. Ibid., No. 3. See 
Ap. 47- 

5-C. On the eastern wall of the inner temple of Sundara- 
raja Perumal. Records that one .Sundaresvara appointed the 
priests and granted lands to them. Ibid., No. 4. 

5-D. A C.P. in the hands of “ Paryan mteedaiiyangar. ” 

(Tamil.) Records that in S. 1502, Vikrama, in the reign of 
Praudhadeva-Maharaya, his prime minister Chakrarayan granted 
to a Brahman Timmaiyangar ? thirty-three ?nds of land in Pudup- 
puram village, two inds in Alagar-Samudram, and an allowance 
of a pagoda. Ibid., No- 5. [The record seems suspicious.]

6. I <7/1894. — (Tamil.) On the wall of a shrine in the fort. 

An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva-

7 -B. A C.P. in the hands of GurumCirti Giirukkal in the temple 
of Padmagiri^vara. Records that Baruki Veiikataraya gave seven 
villages to the God and Goddess in S. 1665, RudhirOdgari. See 
Ins., S, Dts., p, 72, No. 8. 

7 -C. A C.P. in the hands of Ramakrishpa Giirukkal. Records 
that Dalavay Narayanappayya re-established certain temple 
villages in S. T672, in the reign of Vijaya Rahgachokkanatha 
Nayakar, Knd., p. 72, No. 9. [The date is inconsistent, as 
Vijayaranga was the Naik king of Madura from 1705 to 1731.] 

RdmanatHapuram. 

8.690^/1905. — (Tamil.) On a rock near Dindigul. Belongs 
to the reign of the Pandya king Marahjadaiyan. Records the 
building of a tank by Parantakapalli-Velan alias Nakkambullan, 
who accompanied the Pandya king in his expedition against 
Idavai in the Chola country. [Venkayya identifies Idavai with 
the village of the same name in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of 
Rajendra-Simhavalanadu on the northern bank of the KavSri. 
See S.Z.J., Vol. II, p. 53 - Maranjadaiyan was the Varaguna 
Maharaja who ascended the throne in A.D. 862. See Ep. Ind.t 
Vol. IX, p. 84 ; Ibid., Vol. XI, p. 253; also the inscriptions at 
Ambasamudram, Tricliinopoly, Tiruvellarai and Tillaisthanam.]

Anaimalai. 

9 . 63 of 1905.— (Vatteluttu.) On a rock to the left of the 
entrance into the central shrine of the rock-cut temple of Nara- 
4 inga-Perumal. Records in the thirty-third year of the Chola king 
Madiraikonda Parakesarivarman (i.e., Parantaka I (906—- 47) the 
digging of a tank called Kaliyaneri, the donor being Arunidi 
Kaliyan, an officer of the king. Refers to Kll-Iraniyamuttam and 
the village of Narasingamangalam included in it ; also to the 
temple of Narasinga-Permanadigal on the Tiruvanaimalai hill. 
[Iraniyamuttam is known in Tamil literature and included 
Perungunrur, the native place of Poet Perunkausikanar, the 
author of the Malaipadukaddm.] 

10 . 64 <?/i905.~(Tamil.) In the same place. Records in the 
twenty-first year of the Chola-Pandya king Jatavarman alias 
Uclaiyar Sundara-Pandya-Soladeva, Viceroy of Madura under 
Rajendra Chola I, gift of sheep for a lamp. Mentions Kip 
Iraniyamuttam and Tiruvanaimalai, 

11 . 65 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the rock to the right of the en- 
trance into the central shrine of the same temple. A damaged 
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record of the Chola-Pandya Jatavarman alias Udaiyar Sundara- 
Sola-Pandyadeva (the Viceroy under RajSndra Chola I), dated 
twenty-first year. _Records gift of a lamp. The shrine is calied 
after Narasimha Alvar on the Tiruvanaimalai in- Kll-Iraniya- 
muttam in Rajendrachola-Valanadu (a subdivision) of Rajaraja- 
Pandinadu. 

12 . 66 of 1905. — (Vatteluttu.) At the entrance into the 
mantapa of the cave near the same temple. A partly mutilated 
record. Mentions SomSsiparivirajakar. 

13 — 20 . 67^074 «>/i905. — (Vatteluttu and Tamil.) On a rock 
with sculptures overhanging a natural cave in the same village. 
Mentions Narasingamarigalam, Ajjanandi, Ten-kalavalinadu 
Porkodu, Tinaikalattar, Venbaikudi-naclu. [For mention ot 
Ajjanandin see N.A. 710-D.] 

21 . 454 of 1906. — On the left side of the entrance into the 
central shrine. (Grantha.) Records that Madhurakavi, the son 
of Mara, resident of Karavandapura, and minister of the 
Pandya king Parantaka made this stone temple, gave away 
this rich agrahara to Brahmans and set up the image of the God in 
K. 3871, on the day. of the sun in the month of Karttika. Madhura- 
kavi is called a Vaidya. [See Ep. Ind., Vol. VIII, pp. 3I7“20, 
where Mr. Venkoba Rao edits the inscription.) 

22 . 453 of 1906. — On the right side of the entrance. (Archaic, 
Vatteluttu and Grantha.) Records that Maran-Kari, the minister 
di the Pandyan king Sadaiyan (son of Maran), excavated the cave 
at Anamalai, but ascended heaven before consecrating it, and 
his younger brother Maran Eyinan Paiidimangalavi^aiyaraiyan, 
who became prime minister made the mukha-mantapa and 
consecrated the image. [Ibid., Mr. Venkoba Rao identifies 
Maran-Saclayan with a predecessor or probably grandfather 
of that Maranjadayan who was known as Varaguna and who, 
according to the Trichinopoly cave inscription (414 of 1904), 
ascended the throne in A.D. 862. Mr. Venkoba Rao further 
surmises that Namma.lvar, the teacher of Madhurakavi, who 
was known as Kari-Maran, was probably the son of the minister 
Maran-Kari. This is however inconsistent with the Vaishnava 
Guruparampara which says that Kari-Maran, the Alvar, was a man 
of the fourth caste, while his elderly contemporary and disciple 
Madhurakavi was a Brahman. The names Maran, Kari and 
Madhurakavi seem however to show that by about A.D. 770 the 
Alvars Nammalvar and Madhurakavi were well known.] 

23 . 455 a/ 1906. — (Grantha.) On the west wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record of Krishnadeva Raya of 
Vijayanagar, dated S. 1441, Pramathin. Mentions TimmabliQpa as 
the king’s door-keeper and a certain Madhura-Ramnnatha as his 
agent.

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24 . 456 of 1906. — On a stone built into the platform in front of 
the shrine of the goddess in the same temple. A record of the 
sixth year of Sri-Vallabha Papdya. Mentions Kandadai Kaia- 
meghabhattan of Apastamba sutra. See No. 160 below. 

25 . 457 0/ 1906.-— (Pali.) At the entrance into the natural cave 
known as Panchapdndavarpadiikkai in the same village. In the 
Brahrai character. The cave and beds have been described in Ep. 
Rep., 1907, pp. 60-61. 

Goripdlaiyam. 

26 . 77 of l905.--(Tamil.) On a pillar set up within the 
Muhammadan masjid. Records in the reign of the Nayaka king 
Krishnappa-Nayaka Virappa-Nayaka in S. 1495, expired, Bhava, 
gift of land. Mentions a number of names of Vijayanagara kings 
and refers to Kuna-Pandya. [The inscription records that a 
considerable area of land was presented by Kuna Pandya to 
Muhammadans and that it was confirmed by Vlrappa Naik in 
A.D. 1573. Nelson translates it in his Madura Manual, p. 67.] 

Kalugimalai Hill ( Mdhgulam). 

27 — 32.460^04650/1906. — (Pali.) On four boulders. In the 
Brahmi characters. See for description of this place and similar 
antiquities in the neighbouring village of Arittapatti, Ep. Rep., 
1907, p. 61. The Epigraphist assigns the inscription which 
resembles the alphabets of the A^oka edicts to the end of the third 
and the beginning of the second century B.C. These are amongst 
the earliest lithic records of the Tamil country and the presence of 
Pali shows that it was understood in the Pandya country even in 
that early period. Its connection with the origin and development 
of the Tamil Vatteluttu is still to be ascertained. 

Kiladi. 

33 . 447// 1906. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Arjune^vara temple. Records in the twenty-third 
year of the Pandya king Mara varman «/mTribhiivanachakravartin 
KulasekharadSva (I, 1268 — 1308), “ who was pleased to take every 
country,” that Kupakaraya, the son of Malavaraya, rebuilt the 
temple and gave different names to the God and his consort in 
order to secure merit for his parents. The temple is called 
Muchukunda Tiruviramlsvaramudaiya-Nayanar at Srl-Kuntidevi- 
chaturvedimahgalam, a brahmadeya to the east of the tank (kulakkil) 
at Veiur in MadhurOdaya-valanadu. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, pp. 223. 

34 . 448 n/ 1906.— (Tamil.) On the north, west and south walls 
of the same shrine. A mutilated record. Seems to register a sale 
of land. 

35 . 4490/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
thirty-first year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhiivana- 
chakravartin KulasekharadSva (I, 1268—1308), “who was pleased 
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to take every country/’ sale of land to Kuttan Tennadan alias 
Tribhuvanasingadeva of Kannantir in Maiaimandalam by the 
sabha of Srl-Kuntidevi-chaturvedimangalanL a brahmadeya to the 
east of the tank at Vslur in Madhurodaya Valanadu which was 
a devadana of (the temple of) Mudivalahgu-Pandya-isvaramudaiya- 
Nayanar ; refers to the executive committee ( nirvaha sabhaij of the 
village and to the twenty-fourth year of the king’s reign. See 
Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, pp. 224, where it is pointed out that the date 
(Karkataka 8, Aparapaksha, Ekadasi, Rohini) corresponded to 
Saturday, 5th July, A.D. 1298. 

36 . 450 of 1906. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On a stone set up near 
a channel in the same village. Records in the twenty-second year 
of the Panclya king Kula^ekhara the construction of the channel. 
This is the “ unreadable ” inscription referred to by Mr. Sewell. 

37 . 451 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On another stone set up in the same 
place. A much damaged and mutilated record, the date and the 
king’s name of which are lost. 

38 . 452 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up in a field, near 
the same village. In modern characters. [Referred to by Mr. 
Sewell.] 

Kjlakliudi. 

In the natural cave called Settippodavu near this village are Jain 
images and beds described in detail in Ep. Rep., 1910, pp. 77-8. 
The sculptures are of great iconographical interest and Mr. Krishna 
Sastri believes that they are different from those sketched by Dr. 
Burgess in his article on Digambara Jain iconography in Ind^ Antq., 
Vol. XXXII, p. 459 ff. The following Vatte|.uttu inscriptions have 
been copied. 

39 . 330 of 1908.— On the pedestal of one of the Jaina images. 
Records that the image was cut at the instance of Gunasenappe- 
riyadigal, the pupil of Varttamanava Panditar who was the pupil 
of Gimasenadeva presiding over Kurandi-Tirikkattamballi Venbu- 
nadu. [No information is available about the teachers mentioned 
here. See N.A. 385 and 744 for teachers with similar names. The 
Jainasiddhiintahhcislmra gives two Gunasenas in the apostolic line 
of the Sena Gana, founded by Jinasena I about 16 B.C. These are 
the fifteenth and forty-fifth of the list. The same treatise gives a 
Gunasena as the fifty-fifth from Mahavira in the Kashtha Sarigha 
line of teachers.] 

40 . 331 of 1908. — On the pedestal of another Jaina image on 
the hill. Records that the image was cut at the instance of a pupil 
of Gimasenadeva who was in charge of this palli. See the above 
epigraph. 

41 . 332 of 1908, — On the pedestal of a third Jaina image in the 
same place. A damaged record. Mentions Gunasenadeva who 
presided over this palli. See No. 39 above. 
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42 . 63 0/ 1910.— Below the Jaina figure cut on the boulder out- 
side the cavern. Damaged in the beginning. Records that 
Abinandan Bhatara, a pupil of Arimandala Bhatara, who was the 
pupil of Abinandan Bhatara, who in turn was the pupil of Kanaka- 
nandi Bhatara, caused this image to be cut. It also refers to 
Kurandi Tirukkattamballi. [I have not been able to get informa- 
tion about these in any of the Jain Pattavalis. Kanakanandi 

> Bhatfira is, I suppose, different from Kanakavira mentioned in N. A.

The names Sevandiyappa Pifiai, Alagiri Nfiik, Piratani (Pradhani) 

Naiken, Annavipperumal Pillai and Kuppayancli (son of Alagappa 
Pillai) are recorded. pp. 2-3. 

50 . On a stone to the north of the village in front of the 
Kumarasvami temple. A record of K. 4774, Pramadicha, Puratta 4 i, 
making gifts of lands and revenues to God Kuniara by the Karttds.

57 . 60 <7/ 1905.— (Tamil.) On the same pillars. A record of 
the fifteenth year of Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara Pandya deva I “ who took the Chola country and was 
pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and anointment of 
victors at Muclikondacholapurann” [He ruled from 1216 to 1235. 
The date corresponds to Tuesday, 3rd December 1230. See Ep. 

VoL VIII, p. 276.] 

58 . 60 ^7/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same pillars. An incom- 
plete and mutilated record of the tenth year of Maravarman Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya deva “ who was pleased to 
re-present the Chola country ” (1216—35). 

59 . 62 of 1905. — On the fifth pillar in the same place. A record 
of the second year of Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
^ekharadeva (1190 — 1217) making a gift of land. 

60 -A. In the east gopuram. First inscription at the southern 
wall at the entrance. A record dated S. 1501, Pramathi (PurattSsi), 
granting exemption of tax to the Sedars of the province of Rama- 
nathapuram who brought the first betel-leaf and nut to the palace. 
Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns., No. 22, p. 109. 

60 -B. In the east gOpura, a Httle before the south door-jamb. 
Records that in S. 1532, Saumya (Ani, pilsam) VisvanStha-Virappa 
Naiker exempted the Mudaliyar servants of the Chokkanatha 
temple at Anakkudi and other villages from the levying of 
brokerage. Ibid., No. 23, pp. 109-10. Virappa was the predecessor 
of Tirumal Naik and reigned from 1609 to 1623. See Ind. Antq., 
1916, p, 132 f. 

60 -C. On the east gopura on the north door-jamb. An inter- 
esting record dated in S. 1632, Khara, Panguni 20, Saturday, in the 
time of Vijaya Ranga Chokkanatha Nfiik (1705 — 31 )* Refers to a 
temple servant’s falling down from the temple tower as a protest 
against undue collection of tax from some tax-free villages and the 
yielding of the State officials. See Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns., 
No. 24, pp. IIO-II. 

60 -D. 502 of 1907. — (Vatteluttu.) On a detached stone lying 
in the Madanagopalasvamin temple. A fragment of record, dated 
thirty-eighth year. The king’s name is lost. Mentions Tirutturutti- 
Mahadevar and Perumtir in Anda-nadu ; seems to record the gift 
of a lamp. 

61 . 503 1907. — (Vatteluttu.) On another stone in the same 
place. A, fragmentary record of Kochcha, the date of which is 
lost. Seems to record the gift of a lamp. 
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63 . 504 of igoy, — (Vatteluttu.) On a third stone in the same 
place. Records gift of a lamp by Kunranjundari of Korravayir 
cheri in Vada~Madirai to the temple at Tirutturutti, a devadana in 
Anda-naclu. King’s name and date lost. 

63 . 505 a/ 1907. — (Vatteluttu.) On a fourth stone lying in the 
Madanagopalasvamin temple. A fragment. Seems to register gift 
of cows. 

64 . 5060/1907. — (Tamil.) On eight other stones in the same 
place. Fragment of a record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin, dated twelfth ^ year. Mentions Para- 
krama-Panclyadeva and the Saivacharya Sivagochari-Mahadeva of 
the Bhclradvaja-gOtra. 

65 . 507 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the thirteenth stone in the same 
place. A record of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Srl- 
Vallabhadeva in his second year. Records a gift by the queen 
Ulagamulududaiyal. [Was he Maravarman Sri Vallabha who was 
apparently a predecessor of Jatavarman Kula^ekhara I (1190—1217) 
or the Jatavarman Srlvallabha who is mentioned in the third year 
of Maravarman Sundara Pandya I (1216 — 35) ?J 

66. 508 0/1907. — (Tamil.) On the fourteenth stone in the same 
place. The stone bears at the top the Pandya crest, i.e., two fish 
with a trisula _between them. Records the gift of a flower garden 
by the queen Elulagumuludumudaiyah 

, 67 . 509 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the fourteenth and sixteenth 
stones in the same place. A fragment of record. 

68. 5100/1907. — (Grantha and Sanskrit.) On thirteen other 
stones in the same place. Purports to be the genealogy of the 
Mahamanclalesvara Ramaraja-Tirumalaraya-Maharaja, dated 
Kaliyuga (mistake for 4647), S. 1468, Parabhava. 

69 . 5000/1907. — (Tamil and Grantha.) On the west wall of 
same temple. An unfinished record dated S. 1520, expired, Hevi- 
lambi. 

70 . 35<?/I9o8. — (Telugu.) On one of the pillars in the Kam- 
battacli-mantapa in the Simdare^vara temple. Records in the reign 
of the Nayaka king Vlrappa-Nayaka (1572 — 95), son of Visvanatha- 
Nayaka-Krishnappa-Nayaka, in S. 1505, expired, Subhanu, the con- 
struction of the mantapa. A Tamil copy of the document is added 
below the inscription, [See Ind. A?itq., 1916, pp. 90 — 2, for an 
account of Virappa’s reign.] 

71 . 360/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On a stone set up in front of the 
Perumal temple in the same town. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king VlraWenkafa-Maharaya (I, 1586 — 1616). Mentions in S, 1523, 
expired, Subhakrit,^ the temple of Madanagoprda at Madura and 
Bhashyakara, i.e., Sri-Ramanujacharya. Venkata was, it is well 
known, a disciple of Kotikanyadanam Tatacharya and an ardent 
Vaishnavite. 
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72 . 557 < 7 /l 9 lI.-“On the south wall of the mantapa in front of 
the Kuclal-Alagar temple. Records that stones were supplied for 
the building of the Ardha-manfapa and the garbhagriha of the 
Kiidal-Alagiya-Perumal temple, by fCandadai Konamman for the 
merit of Kandadai-Annan and states that the work -was finished 
during the administration of Yellappa-Nayakkar. Mentions 
Ramaraja Vitthaladeva-Maharaja and his subordinate Tiinmappa- 
Najmkar, son of Vasavana-Nayakkar. Kandadai Annan was a 
descendant of Mudaiiyandan, the uncle and contemporary of 
Ramanuja. It was this family that first broke the Acharyic 
tradition and embraced the creed’ of the Prabandhic teacher 
‘Varavaramuni. The present Annan was probably the son or 
grandson of the disciple of Manavala-Mahamuni or a member of 
the same family. 

73 . 558 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north, west and south 
walls of the central shrine in the same temple. A damaged 
and unfinished record. Records gift of money and a house for 
offerings to the same temple by Vasavana-Nayakkar-Timmappa 
Nayakkar. 

74 . 559 i?/ 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same walls. Dated in the 
reign of the Vijayanagara king 'Vrrapratapa Sada^ivadgva-MahE- 
raya in S. 1473, 'Virodhikrit. Records gift of three villages for 
offerings and festivals to the temple of Kudal-Alagiya-Perumal by 
Tlmmappa-Nayakkar, son of Vasavana-Nayakkar for the merit of 
Ramaraja-Vitthaladgva-Maharaja. [He was the Viceroy of the 
south which he reconquered for Vijayanagar in I 545 -] 

7 5 . 560 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On a pillar set up in the Collector’s 
bungalow in the village. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konerimslkondan in his fourteenth year. Records that a certain 
JnanamurtT deva of the Nandike^varadevar-santana in the Amunda- 
matha, built in the name of Annan Viluppadarajar of Vadagarai 
Varanavasi-pattinam in Malaikkudinadu, a matha called Manant- 
periyan-madam and endowed it with lo ma of land, which the king 
made tax-free (iraiyili). 

76 . A, of 1915. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the third gopura 
in the Sundaresvara temple. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konerinmaikondan in his thirteenth year, three hundred and sixth 
day, describing gift of land for the maintenance of a flower garden 
and for feeding Mahe^varas in the Naralokasuryan-tirumadam. 
The land was situated in Paganur-kurram. Built in at the begin- 
ning. 

77 . 5 <?/ 1915. — (Tamil.) Oh the south wall of the first gopura 
in the same temple. A damaged record dated S. 1469, Kilaka, 
Dakshinayana, 12, Friday, Purva-Phalguni. Seems to record a gift 
of land for the matha presMed over by Jnanakuttar alia^ Sattijha- 
naderisanaigal. 
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78 , 6 of l9i5.~(Tamil.) On a pillar in the same gopiira. 
Dated in the reign of the Nayaka king Vijayarahga-Chokkana- 
tha Nayaka (1705— 31), son of Muttu-Vlrappa-Nayaka (1680 — 89). 
Records in S. 1633, Khara, Pahguni, tenth day, su. di. il, 
Aslesha, Siikarma-yOge, Bhadravakarana, Saturday, corre- 
sponding to March 8, A.D. 1/12, remission of taxes on four 
villages granted to the bearers of the image of the god Sokka- 
nathasvamin. Mentions the commander-in-chief Kumara Dala- 
vay KastOri Rahgayyan and the pradhani Verikatakrishnayyan. 
See my Naik king. Madura in Ind. Antq., 1^17 , pp. 186 — 90 * 

79 , 7 a/ 1915. —(Tamil verse.) On the east wall of the third 
prakara of the Mlnakshi-Amman temple in the same village ; right 
of entrance. A much damaged record. Two verses in praise of a 
Pfindya king (valudi) who had the surname valal vali tiranddn. A 
second set of two verses evidently in praise of the same king who 
is here called Kudalar-koman, mentions the damming of the sea 
with his sword. 

80 , The Dalavai agraharam plates of Veiikatapati I (so 
called because it was obtained from one Anantacharya of the 
Dalavai Agraharam, ^Madura). A record of Vehkatapati I of 
Penukonda, dated S. 1508, Vyaya, UtthandvadaH of the bright half 
of Karttika, recording the gift of the village of Garigavarappatti 
or Virabhvipasamudram to a number of Brahmans at the request of 
Virabhupa (Vlrappa Naik) of Madura (1572— -95), the son of Krish- 
nappa (1563--73), and grandson of Visvanatha (1559—63). See Ep. 
bid., Voi, Xn, pp. 159—87, where Mr. Gopinatha Rao edits the in- 
scription. The inscription mentions Tatacharya, the preceptor of 
Venkata I and Mr. Gopinatha Rao traces his connexion with the 
Vijayanagara dynasty on the basis of the Prapanndmruta. Pie also 
enumerates from the Tinippaninialai of the Madura temple, the 
holy works of Vlrappa Naik. 

80 ' A. Dalavai agraharam plates of Varatmiga Rama Pandya. 
Records that on Wednesday, Magha Krishnapaksha chaturdasi, in 
Chitrabhanu, S. 1504, Varaturiga granted the village of Muruganeri 
to Chandrasekhara, son of Chokkappa Pandita, a doctor. Trav. 
Jrc/?. 5 ^, Vol. I, pp. 117—25. 

80 -B. Another C.P. from the same place. Records on 
Ashadha 30 of S. 1510, Sarvadharin, that king Varatuhga Rama 
Vira Pandya granted the village of Silarippatti to Govindabhatta, 
son of Udayambhatta. Ibid., -pp . J 2 () — 33. 

C.P. No. 22 of Mr. Sewells List. — (Tamil.) In the District 
Court of Madura. Records a grant of property in some lands to a 
Siva temple dedicated to the god. Visvesvara and the goddess 
Akhilandesvari, in S. 1691 (A.D. 1769) == Kaliyuga 4780, ViiTxlhi, 
by Htranyagarbha RagunStha Sstupati Kattar Avargal, lord of 
Tevainagara. The grant is said to have been made when “the 
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Asvapati. Narapati, Gajapati and Sgtupati kings were reigning over 
the countries of Cholamandalam, Tondamandalam, Yapanapatta- 
nam (Jaffna) and Yerumandalam (Ceylon),’* 

82 . C.P, No. 2 ^ of Mr. Sewell's List. — (Tamil.) Records a grant 
of some lands by Muttu Kumara Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, son 
of Kumara Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, and son-in-law of 
Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha Setupati Kattar, to a Brahman 
in S. 1658 (A.D. 1736), Nala. 

83 . C-P. No. 27 of Mr. SeweWs List . — (Modern Tamil) This is 
the same as No. 20 in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns,, pp. I07~8. Records 
a private document drawn up between two brothers, after a dispute 
as to which was the elder. The younger, Sinna Vadavada Na3mk- 
kar Tummisi, having been declared in an assembly consisting of 18 
Kodangi Naiks and Polygars, that he was junior, the elder, Rama 
Raya Tummisi Nayakkar, granted him some lands. Rama Raya 
Tummisi calls himself head of Sillavars .and assumes great titles. 
The document is dated in S. 1455 (A.D. 1533), ^Obhakrit (wrong) 
in Makara, new moon day. [The record is of singular value as 
illustrating the nature of caste decisions and methods of decision.] 

84 . C.P. ISo. 59 of Mr. SeweWs List . — Records grant of lands for 
a charitable purpose, viz., for an Annadana matkam, or place where 
food is cooked and distributed gratis, by the chief of Punnalpalai- 
nadu, Muttu Vaduganatha Periya Udaya TSvar, son of Vijaya 
Raghunatha Sevaran Periya Udaya Tevar, in S, 1681 (A.D. 1759), 
Pramadi. 

85 . C.P. No. 63 of Mr. Sewell’s List.— In the Collector’s office. 
(Tamil.) Records in K.A. 775, Sarvari (A.D. I599)> that the Sudra 
priests of a certain “Todukulai Mutta Raja,” created one Kup- 
payandi Pillai Karanam of seven villages, and endowed, besides 
some lands for his and his descendants’ maintenance, the right 
to collect tsNO panams from each large family and one paiiam from 
each small family. See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., No. 25, pp. 111-2. 

86. C.P. No. ig 7 of Mr. SeweWs List .^ — Records grant by Tiru- 
mala Nayakka (1623 — 59) of Madura to Sri Raiiga Nayakka, lord of 
Vellikurchi ( VeUiJmrichisimdiltku Kartar), as a reward for his services 
in slaying tigers, in Jaya, which must have been A.D. 1654. 

87 . C.P. No. 198 of Mr. Sewell’s List . — Records an order signed 
by Kodi Nagama Nayakka, commanding Muttumiivaraittevan, lord 
of Kodi Kulattukkottai and Ara 4 irippu in the province of Muduku, 
to pay tribute to the Karnata Samasthanam (the Carnatic). The date 
of the grant was in the reign of Tirumaia Nayakka of Madura. 
The date is K.A. 821, Ptrthiva (A.D. 1645). A succession of Naiks 
is given, but these do not correspond to the Naiks of Madura. 

88. CP. No. 199 of Mr. SeweWs Awl “Records a grant by 
Tirumaia Nayakka of Madura to a private individual in the year 

126 
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Khara. “No other date is given, but the document must have 
been executed in A.D. 1651.” 

89 . C,P. No. 62 of Mr. SewelVs List . — (Modern Tamil.) Records 
a document drawn up by two people of the Kaundar caste conferring 
certain privileges on the watchmen of the village of Amandur in 
Krodhana, Vaikasi 12 (but without any other guide to the period). 
One Pichchan of the Nattukkallar community was appointed by 
them as village watchman and he was entitled to the gift of a 
woman’s sadi ( 4 elai), a duppatti, a turban, and handful of gruel and 
of alms. See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., No. 33 , p. 136. Mr. Sewell 
calls the village Amatur. 

89 -A. A CP. grant of Vijaya Rariga Chokkanatha (1705—31) of 
the Naik dynasty of Madura, in 1639, Karttika 21, recording gift 
of a matha at Tirukkalukkunram in Chingleput district. The plate 
has been deposited in the Madras Museum. 

90 . C.P. No. 108 of Mr. SewelVs List . — Records grant of some 
lands, by a private person in S. 1638, Kaliyuga 4827, Plavaiiga 
(A.D. 1716), to the Ramagiri temple in the “ Tattainadu.” No 
sovereign is mentioned. [The dates are not consistent.] 

91 . C.P. No. of M 7 \ SewelVs List. — (Nandinagari.) Records 
a grant of two villages in the Madura district, Marudahgudi and 
Karupuram, otherwise called " MadanagOpalapuram, to several 
Vaishnava Brahmans in S. 1519 (A.D. 1597), Hevilambi. The 
grant was issued by Vehkatapati T) of Chandragiri at the request 
of Krishnappa Naik of Madura who is styled Patidya Parthiva 
Krishna Nripati. 

93 . C.P. No. 211 of Mr. SewelVs List.-— {GreLnihz. and Sanskrit.) 
Records that, at the request of Ramakrishnappa, “ sitting on the 
lion throne of Vallabha Narendra after 33 years have passed, and 
after S. 1517,” King Ativira Rama Pandya granted the village of 
Nadikkudi or Ativiraramapuram to a number of Brahmans. The 
figure of a boar with a dagger standing on its nose is engraved 
at the end. See Trav. Arch. Ser., Vol. I, pp. 133—146. This is the 
same as the third Dalavai agraharam plates. 

93 . C.P. No. 1 of 1911. — A record of Vijaya Ranga Chokka- 
natha of Madura, dated in S. 1643, Subhakrit, recording gift of 
land to a certain Narasapantulu, probably a physician, who “ was 
to enjoy lands rent free, by offering prayer to Dhanvantri.” 

94 . C.P. No. 3 of 1911. — A record of Rani Marigamnial, dated 
S. 1623, Vrisha, while “ Vira Venkatadeva Maharaya was ruling 
at Ghanagiri (Penukonda). Records gift of land for a feeding 
institute to a certain Subbayya Bhagavata. The inscription gives 
an instance of the formal acceptance of Vijayanagara suzerainty 
long after it ceased to exist. 

94 -A. C.P. No. 40/1910-II. — Originally in the hands of the 
District Judge of Madura and now in the museum. A Tamil 
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record dated in 1 105, Aiigirasa (wrong), but in modern charac- 
ters thereby showing that it is a forgery. Records gift of a matha, 
a flower garden and a well to a certain Nllakantha Pandarakkutti 
of Tondipattanam by the Mudaliyandi Pannattar of Iravusari. 

95 . CP. No. 9 of Appendix A, Mad. Ep. Rep., 1906. — Now 
preserved in the Madras Museum. This is a grant of the reign of 
Veiikatapati Deva Raya in S. 1531, Saumya, recording the gift of 
the village of Naganailuru surnamed Muttuvlramahlpalasamu- 
dram to Brahmanas by the king at the request of the Naik of 
Madura, Muttu Virappa. [The record shows that in 1609 the 
Naik kingdom acknowledged the supremacy of Chandragiri. See 
my Hist. Naik. king., Madura, in Ind. Antq., 1916, p. 104. 

Muituppatti ( hamlet of Vadapalangy). 

96 — 98 . 58 — 60 of 1 (^ 10 . — (Brahmi.) On the pillow side of a 
stone-bed on the hill and on a boulder of the same hill. Unread. 
[For the description of the Jain images and beds see Madr. Ep. 
Rep., 1910, p. 77.] 

99 . 61 of l9l0.“(Vatteluttu.) On the same boulder below a 
Jain figure. Records that Kanakavira Periadigal, a disciple of 
GunasSnadeva who was a disciple of Kurandi Atta-upavasi-Bhatara 
of Venbu-nadu, caused this image to be cut in the name of the 
inhabitants of Kuyirkudi. (Modern Kljakkudi.) See No. 42 above. 

100 . 62 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that Maganandi, a disciple of Kurandi Ashta-upavasi, caused this 
image to be cut in the name of the inhabitants of the district. 

Pasumalai. 

100 -A. With Rev. Mr. Jones of this place. A Tamil C.P. 
grant of the fifteenth year of Konerinmaikondan. Records gift 
of land to a Vaishnavamatha at Tirumalirunjolai (Alagarmalai), 
and to Vikrama Pandya Vinnahar Alvar at Kilaikodumalur, 

Pechchi-pallam. 

The findings in this place are akin to those at Kohgar-Puliyah- 
gulam, Kllakkudi, etc. Foundations of ruined buildings and Jain 
relics are still to be seen here. The Government Epigraphist points 
out in hi^Mad. Bp. Rep., 1910, p. 78, that there is a large courtyard 
in front of a rock which “ bears a row of Jaina sculptures all facing 
east. Five of these are standing naked figures with a canopy of 
five serpent-hoods spreading overhead and attendant deities on 
the sides. They are undoubtedly representations of the seventh 
Tirthankara Supar^va.” The following inscriptions have been 
copied:— 

101.640/1910. — (Vatteluttu.) Below a Jaina figure. Records 
that Gunamatiyar, mother of Ajjanandi, caused this image to bq 
cut. See N.A. 7I0-D. 
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102 . 65 of l9lo.—{Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was caused to be cut on behalf of a certain 
Achchan SrTpalan, nephew of Anattavan Ma^enan, a disciple of 
Gunasenadeva who was in charge of this Pallu See No. 39 above. 

103 . 66 of 1910.— (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was cut by Kandan Porpattan of Sirukadaippuram, 
a pupil of Gunasenadeva who was in charge of this PaUL See No. 
39 above. 

104 . 67 of 1910.— -(Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was cut on behalf of Velan Sadaiyan, a shepherd 
of Parur in Milalai-kurram, by his wife. 

105 . 68 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was caused to be cut by Kanakanandi, a servant of 
Tirukkurandi of Venbunadu. See No. 42 above. 

106 . 69 £>/ 1910, — Records that this image was caused to be 
made on behalf of his younger brother by Araiyahgrividi, pupil 
of GunasSnadeva, who was in charge of this Palli. 

Tirtimogur.'^ 

107 . 75 £1/1905. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
of the Kalamegha-Perumal temple. Records in S. 1473, expired, 
Virodhikrit, gift of land by Basavana-Nayaka Timmappa-Nayaka. 
See No. 72 above. 

108 . 76 of l905.--(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
connected with the above epigraph and dated in S. 1473, expired, 
Virodhikrit, 

Tiruparahkunram. 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives a list of eleven inscriptions in 
this place, but with no details. 

109 . C.P. No. 61 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Tamil.) Records that 
Virasimha Taittu, a descendant of Mahgammal (presented some- 
thing ?) in S. 1765 (A.D. 1843), Bahudhanya, to the Subrahmanya 
temple, four miles south of Madura. The dates are inconsistent 
and the first part of the inscription is in old Tamil while the latter 
part is in quite modern Tamil. 

110. 49 a/ 1890. — ^On the east wall of the rock-cut cave, now 
called Umaiyandan koyil, on the south side of the local rock. A 
record of the seventh year of the Pandya king Ko-Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya deva (I, 12 16 — 35), 


* In his A-ntiqtiities Mr. Sewell says : “ An ancient Siva temple with many inscrip- 
dons, copies of two of which have been sent me. One is dated S. 1473 (A.D. 1551) 
and records a private gift of lands to the temple. The other records repairs carried out 
by Dalavai Sctnpati in S. 1622 (A.D. 1700).” The first of these is evidently the same 
as No. 107 in the above list. 
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who boasts of having burnt Tanjore and Uraiyur and presented 
the Chola country to a favourite of his (evidently Rajaraja III). 
[Edited by S. M. Natesa Sastri in Tam, and Sans. Ins., Anch. Snr., 
S, Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 43 — 55. The inscription refers to Madakkulakklj. 
Madurai of the Madhursdaya valanadu and says that the king 
gave, at the instance of Malavarayar, the village of Sundara 
Pandyapuram or Pulinkunruru, situated to the east of the tank of 
Vlranarayanakkulani, for temple worship, service, etc., to the 
Sthanapatis, Siva-Brahmanas, etc., of the temple of Sri Sundara 
Pandya Isvaramuclaiyar. Nelson gives a summary of the 
inscription in his Madura Manual. See also Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 
295, for Mr. Sewell’s remarks which are of course antiquated. 

111 . On the inner gopuram of the Subrahmanya temple. A 
record of S. 1714, Paritapi, Pahguni 4, Wednesday, Suklapaksha 
dvitrya, Revati, saying that when “ Asata Kepila Napapu ” was 
ruling and “ Amir Katar Sayapu ” was local Governor, and Raja- 
gOpal Rayar was diwan, a regiment of Europeans came to Madura, 
destroyed the temple, seized the town and were advancing 
further, when at the instance of the temple managers and local 
people, a certain Kutti, son of VairSvi Muttukkaruppan, threw 
himself down, in order to stop the enemy from further progress, 
from the tower and that the grateful people gave his descendants 
some lands and shares in temple food offerings as a reward, 
themselves undertaking to pay the tax on the endowed lands. 
See No. 60-C above. Tam. and Saiis. Ins., No. 28, pp. 41 — 43. 

111 -A. On the north side of the tower. A record dated S. 1593 
(A.D. 1671). {Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 295.) 

111-B. 37 of 1908. — (Vatteluttu.) On one of the pillars in the 
rock-cut cave. A record of the Pandya king Maranjadaiyan, dated 
sixth year. See Ind- Antq., Vol- XXII, p. 67 ff. The king has not 
been identified. He might be the same as the sovereign who 
figures in Md. 2I and 22 above. 

112 . 333 of 1908. — On the pillow side of the Pahcliapandava 
beds on the eastern slope of the hill. Records in Brahmi charac- 
ters. Unread. 

Varichchiyur. 

113 . 38 of 1908. — (Brahmi.) On a rock overhanging the 

Pahchapandavar-padukkai. See 1908, p. 58. 

114 . 39 q/ 1908. — (Tamil.) Near the same rock. Records in 
the reign of the Saluva king Immadi-Nara^ihga-Maharaya a gift 
for the merit of Narasana-Nayaka by the governor of Madurai- 
mandalam, to the temple of Vlrabhadra-Nayinar at Varuchchiyur. 
Immadi Narasimha was the son of the usurper Saluva Narasihga, 
to be ultimately overthrown by the Tuluva Narasana Nay aka. 
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114 -A. On the ardhamantapa of the Siva temple, A private 
gift of lands to the temple in S.' 1400 (A.D. 1478). AntiqiiitieSy 
VolI,p.2Q5.

AlagarkbviL 

115 . C.P. No. 164 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Records a document 
belonging to the Alagarkovil temple, professing to be executed 
in S. 1311 {A.D. 1389), Saumya. [The inconsistency of the dates 
and the nature of the inscription have made Mr. Sewell think that, 
it is a modern forgery.] 

116 . C.P. No. 165 of Mr. Sewell’s List — Records another grant 
belonging to the same temple, and the same remarks as No. 164 
apply to it. As it stands, it professes to have been executed in 
S. 1135 (A.D. 1213), Ananda. 

117 . C.P. No. 166 of Mr. Sewell’s List.—AnoXhet document, 
precisely similar in its rough, clumsy execution to the above. It 
comes from the same temple. It professes to have been executed ,, 
in S. 1394 (A.D. 1472), Virddhi, during the (imaginary) reign of 
"Mallikai Rayar, Arjuha Rayar, Virupakshi Rayar, Srirahga Rayar, 
^iva^ahku Rayar, Sapasiva (? Sadasiva) Rayar, Gopala Rayar 
and Ramadeva Rayar. ” 

IIZ-A. Tamil and Sanskrit Inscriptions, No. 26. — A C.P. grant, 
dated K. 4707, Ananda, Tai 15, saying that an assembly of the 
Naiks, Ambalakaras, Kavundas, etc., met, inquired into a suit 
between two cousins .who were employed as watchmen in the 
AJagar temple, and divided the income incumbent upon their 
offices equally. The inscription is very interesting for the method 
of administering justice in those days. It refers to a father’s killing 
his son for suspicion of theft- See pp. II2 — 117. The inscription 
is said to be in the Collector’s office, Madura. 

118 . 334 of 1908. — On the pillow-side of one of the beds in the 
huge cavern known as Panchapandava-beds on the hill. A record 
in Brahmi characters. 

119 . 80 of l9I0.~(Tamil.) On a pillar of a mantapa in the 
temple of Simdararaja-Perumal. A damaged record of the Choi a 
king Rajarajakesarivarman alias Srl-Rajarajadeva I, dated twenty- 
second year. Seems to register a gift of land. 

120 — 129 . 70—79 of 1910. — (Brahmi.) On the roof of the 
cavern called Panchapandavar-padukkai. “The inscriptions,” 
says Mr. Krishna Sastri, “ are difficult of interpretation, being 
neither Pali nor Dravidian.” The numerous Jaina figures and beds 
and the Brahmi records “ existing in one and the same cavern, raise 
the suspicion that these caverns, once occupied by the Buddhists, 
were -in a subsequent period appropriated by the Jaina ascetics.’’ 
{Mad. Ep. Rep,, 1910, p'. 80.)

130 , 561(3/1911. — (Brahmi.) On a rock of the cavern in the 
Panchapandavarkuttu hill. Not read. 

131 , 562 of 1911. — (Vatteluttu.) Below the pedestal of a Jaina 
image on a rock to the left of the same cavern. Records that 
‘‘ this image ( tiriimeni) was caused to be made by the glorious 
Ajjanandi.” See Nos. 13 — 20 above. 

133 . 563 of 1911- — (Vatteluttu verse.) On one of the stone 
beds in a second cavern on the same hill. Registers the several 
acts performed by a certain Pallidaraiyan, while he was in the 
service of the Pandya king (Valudi, Mmavan). Amongst his 
services were the building of a bright vimana, stopping the sea, 
protecting sacrifices at Tiruppodiyil by the powers of his scholar- 
ship, asceticism and saintliness. [The Government Epi graph ist 
says that there is an apparent reference here to Agastya and the 
Podiya mountain, but no information about the age of the Pandya 
and Pallidaraiyan mentioned here is available. “ The Vatteluttu 
characters however suggest a period approximating to the ninth 
century. A.D.” 

133 . In a Muhammadan tomb (“the tomb of Chandasa ”)> on 
another part of the same hill- A much damaged Tamil record of 
S. 1704, Sobhakrit-

134 . 395 of 1907.— (Vatteluttu.) On a boulder of the^ Pancha- 
pandavamalai near Melur- Records that a certain Sangaran 
Sirivallavan caused an image to be cut on the rock and gave thirty 
sheep for a lamp and an endowment for daily offerings. [A 
description of the Jain images of the place is given in Bp- Rep-, 
1910, p. 78. They are, in the Government Epigraphist’s opinion, 
remnants of a Jain temple or hermitage as at SettippO(iavu and 
Pechchippallam.] 

135 . 135 of 1903. — A Brahmi inscription. Unread. 

Kottampatti. 

136 . C-P. No. 162 of Mr. SewelVs List. — In the local choultry. 
Records grant of lands for the erection and maintenance of 
two choultries, in S- 1703, Kaliyuga 4882, Plava (A.D. 1781) in the 
village. 

Kdvilpatti. 

137 . C.P. No. 210 of Mr. SewelVs List.— ’In the local Siva temple. 
A record authorizing the local temple authorities to collect tax 
from visitors. Dated in S. 1663, Durmati, A.D. 1741.

In archaic 
characters.

141 -A. In front of one of the two local choultries. Records that 
it was erected in S. 1703 (A.D. 1781). 

141 - 6 . AC.P. grant in the “ Appar choultry ” recording gift of 
lands. 

Pulippatti. 

143 . 564 of 1911. —(Tamil.) On a rock near the Ayyanar 
temple. An unfinished and damaged record of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva (T, 
1268 — 1308), “who was pleased to take every country,” dated 
thirty-eighth year. Seems to record the gift of the village Sirigan- 
kulamto Puliyfir-udaiya-Nayanar by the residents of Padirikkudi, 
in Teriparappunadu. 

Tiruchchunau 

Ancient Sulivaraganda. Besides the inscriptions given below 
Mr. Sewell gives two modern inscriptions, dated A.D. 1782, in the 
temple. 

143 . 122 of 1903.— -(Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the local Agastyesvara temple. A record of the sixth 
year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Panclya who conquered 
the Chola country. (Was it Maravarman, who ruled from 1216 to 

1234 ?) 

144 . 123 of 1903.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the eleventh year of Sundara Pandya, making a gift of land. 

145 . 124 of 1903.— (Tamil.) In the same place. A record of 
the ninth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva record- 
ing gift of land. 

146 . 125 of 1903.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. An incomplete epigraph of the fourteenth year of Jatavar- 
man Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya “ who conquered 
every country,” regarding a gift of land. [Mentions a certain 
Vaidyadhiraja. This king ruled from 1251 to 1264,] 

147 . 126 of 1903— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the second year of Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara 
Pandya (|, 1216—35), making a gift of land. 
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148 . 127 of 1903. — (Tamil.) At the entrance into thtgarbha- 
griha of the same shrine. An incomplete inscription of the seventh 
year of Parakrama Pandya recording gift of paddy for offerings to 
a shrine of Ganapati. 

149 . 128 (7/1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. An epigraph of the eleventh year of 
Sundara Pandyadeva about a gift of land.^ Mentions a Samanta 
named Vlrasirigadeva, and a village called Sulivaraganda in Suravi 
nadu. 

150 . 129 . (?/ 1903. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A similar 
record as the above. 

151 . T30 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the fourth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara Pandyadeva. Mentions the thirteenth year of Kula- 
4 ekharadeva. 

153 . 131 of 1903. — On the same wall. Dated in the twenty- 
seventh year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekharadSva 
(Jatavarman, 1190 — 1217). A gift of land mentions Tiruvarapati 
nadu. Date corresponds to Wednesday, 29th March 1217. See 
EpAnd., Vol. VIII, p. 275. 

153 . 132 <7/1903. — On the front of the same temple. A record 
of the thirteenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^SkharadSva 
(Jatavarman, I190 — 1217), corresponding to Thursday, 6th October 
1216. Gift of land. Ibid. 

Tiruvadavur.. 

154 . 136 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up at Tiruvadavur. 
A damaged record of the sixteenth year of Maravarman Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara Pandya ( 1 , 1216^35), who took the Chola 
country and performed the anointment of heroes and victors at 
Mudikonda^Olapuram. 

155 . 137 <7/ 1903.— (Tamil.) On a slab lying in the big tank 
in the same place. A damaged record of Visvanatha Naik, record- 
ing gift for the merit of Muttu Virappa Naiker Aiyan. 

Velampatti. 

156 -A. C.P. No. 163 of Mr. Sewells List. — Records grant of a 
choultry in the village in S. 1571, K. 4750, Virodhi (A.D. 1649). 
Mr. Sewell doubts its genuineness- 

156 -B. On a stone in front of the choultry. Records grant of 
lands in S. 1571 by Muttulihga, son of Tondiliriga Nayaka.

Krishndpiiram. 

157 . C.P. No. 20 of Mr. Sewells Aw?.— (Telugu.) Records a 
grant of the village to a Brahman in S. 1600, Kalayukti, by Muttu 
Alakadri, younger brother of the Madura Nayaka Chokkanathas 
127 
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who reigned from A.D. l66o to 1682. The grant was made in the 
year in which Alakadri was in power in the place of his brother. 
[For the circumstances under which this happened see Madura 
Manual, Tjiylor’s O.H. MSS. and my Hist., Ndik King, Madura, in Ltd. 
Antq] Alakadri recognizes the nominal suzerainty of Sri 
Vlrapratapa SrT Rahga Raya Maharaja. 

Kuriivitturai. 

158 . 3180/1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Chitrarathavallabha-Perumal temple. Records in 
the eleventh year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Srivallabhadeva that a native of Mahgadii, a village in 
Marigadu-naclu in Puliyur-kottam, a district of Tondai-mandalam, 
made a gift of a number of lands collectively named Kula^ekhara- 
mahgalam to the temple of Tiruchchakkarattalyar at Solantaka- 
chaturvedimahgalam in PaganQr-kurram and registers an order of 
the king regarding certain changes to be made in these lands. 
Mentions Pardkkiramapandiyan-luillanai. 

159 . 319 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the twenty-second year the confirmation of a previous grant made 
to the Sri-Vaishnavas of the temple, by order of Kaliiigarayan. 
[The throne of Maravarman Kiila^ekhara I was named after 
Kalingarayan.] 

160 . 320 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the twenty-second year (of ?) confirms a previous grant made to the 
SrT-Vaishnavas of the temple, by order of Kalingarayan. 

161 . 321 of l908.--(Tamil.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
seventh year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Srivallabhadeva. Records gift of gold by a mer- 
chant of Keralantakapuram in Nerkkuppai-nadu, for offerings to 
the image of Uyyakkondalyar set up by him in the temple of 
“ Paramasvamin who was pleased to stand ” at Tiruchchakkara- 
tirtham in Paganur-kurram. [Srivallabha was a contemporary of 
Maravarman Sundara Pandya [, I2l6 — 35.] 

1 6 S. 322 <?/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
reign of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Srivallabhadeva. Records in his twenty-second year that 
the grant mentioned in No. 159 above was issued while the king 
was seated on his throne in his palace at Madura on the eastern 
side of Madakkulam. 

163 . 323 of l908.~(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. Records in the second year of the Pandya king Jata- 
varraan alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Srivallabhadeva gift of 
money for a lamp to the temple of the god (emheruman) at 
Tiruchchakkaratirtha. [This inscription apparently is the one 
referred to in Burgess and Natesa Sastri’s Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., 
No. 16, pp. 8-9.] 
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164 . 324 £?/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the west and south wails of 
the same shrine. Records in the sixteenth year of the Pandya 
king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Srivallabhadeva 
that further changes were made in the lands granted under the 
name Kulasekharamahgalam by a native of Mahgadu (see No. 158 
above), on account of a mistake committed by the ryots, which 
was reported by the assembly of Solantaka-chaturvedimangalam.

Registers the lease to a Brahmana of a specified 
temple land in Parakkiramapandiyan-kattalai, situated to the east 
of Parakkiramapandiyan kallaiiaL [No. 17 of Burgess and Natesa 
Sastri’s Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., p. 9.] See No. 158. 

166 . 326 of 1908. — ^^(Tamil and Grantha.) On the same wall. 
Dated in the reign of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Srivallabhadeva. Refers in his ninth year to the 
same lease which is here stated to have been made at the instance 
of Kaliiigaraya. See No. l6l above. 

167 . 327 of 1908. — (Tamil and Grantha.) On the south and 
east wails of the mantapa in front of the same shrine. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kula^ekharadeva (I, ? II90 — 1217), dated fifteenth year. 
Refers to the construction of a mantapa and a maligai named 
after the king. The work is said to have been undertaken at the 
instance of a native of Tirunelveli alias Kulasekharachaturvedi- 
mangalam in Kllyembanadu. See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., No. 13, 

pp. 6-7. 

168 . 328 of 1908. — (Taniil, verse.) At the entrance into the 
kitchen of the same temple. A record of the Pandya king Para- 
krama-Papdya in his ninth year. Mentions Srivallava-Vinnagar. 
Below the inscription is engraved an incomplete introduction 
beginning with the words tirimagal jayamagal, etc. 

169 . 329 of 1908. — (Tamil, verse.) On a pillar lying in the 
courtyard of the same temple. Records that the pillar was the 
gift of Sirrambalamudaiyan Pandarangi-Vanan. 

169 -A. On the south side door-jamb of the mani-mantapam. A 
record of Sundara Pandya Brahmadhi SomaySji Srivallabha 
of Tirunilaikal-Punnamangalam. Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., No. 14, 
PP* 7-8. 

169 -B. On the door-jamb of the kitchen. A fragmentary record 
of the ninth jmar of Tennava Parakrama Pandya, Sirivana-vahji- 
vallava, etc. Ibid., No. 15, p. 8. 

Mettuppatti. 

170 . 44 /9/1908. — (Tamil.) .On the north, south and east walls 
of the temple, on the hill. Records in S. 1410, expired, Kilaka, a 
gift by Timmachchi-Nayakar Tirumalaiyan of Tondai-mandalam, 
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Va feudatory of Mahabali-Vanadhiraja. The hill is called Siddha- 
malai. Mahabali Vanadhiraja was not improbably the son of that 
Mahabali Vana who embraced the creed of Prabandhic Vaishna- 
vism as taught by Sri Manavala Mahamuni.] 

171 . 45 of 1908. — (Brahmi.) On the beds in the Pahcha- 
pandavar-padukkai in a cavern on the same hill. Unread. 

172 . 46(7/ 1908. — (Tamil.) In the same cavern. Contains the 
name Tripuradeviyar with the syllable ^ri prefixed to it. [The 
name might have been cut at the instance of the Tantric Teacher 
referred to in the next epigraph.] 

173 . 47 of i908.“(Tamil.) On the rock near the sandals 
engraved close to the same cavern. Records that a native of 
Vikramacholapuram named Selvagnanasambandar got the sandals 
engraved of Sahajanandanatha. JThe latter was “ author of the 
Manoramd, a commentary on the Anandalahahf In the colophon 
of this work he is described as the pupil of the ascetic Sachchi- 
danandanatha, who, according to the Catalogus Catalagorum, was 
also the teacher of Vidyanandanatha, author of the Tantric work 
Sauhhdgya-ratndkara. As Vidyanandanatha is said to have been a 
native of the Tamil country (Drdvidavishaya) at the end of the 
Saiibhdgya-ratndkara (Dr. Hultzsch’s Rep.y Sans. MSS., Ill, p. 59) it 
is not unlikely that his fellow-disciple Sahajanandanatha also 
belonged to Southern India.” Bp. Rep., 1908, p. 91, para. 99. See 
also Tn. 304-M. 

Sdlavanddn. 

174 . 118 i9l0.--(Vatteluttu.) On a slab set up on the plat- 
form of the railway station. An epigraph of the fourteenth year 
of the Pandya king Sadaiyamaran. Records gift of 25 cows for a 
lamp, to the “big temple” at Tirumayghanam which was a 
brahmadeya in Paganur-kurram, by the wife of Tennavan Anuk- 
kapperaraiyan alias Panaiyan Manikkan who was a native of 
Perum-Paganur. [He was an early chief, but the materials are 
not sufficient to identify him with any in the Velvikudi list. Pie 
might be either Jatilavarman who was the donor of the Velvikudi 
grant or his grandfather.] 

17 5 . 78 of 1905.— On the west wall of the central shrine in 
the Janakanarayana temple. Dated in S. 1530, expired. Gift of 
land. 

176 . 79 of l905.-(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A damaged inscription of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KOnerinmaikondan. 

177 . 80 of 1905.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the second year of Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara Pandyadeva(I or II?) remitting certain taxes on the occasion 
of his coronation. 
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178 . 8i £>/ 1905.— (Tamil.) In the same place. Records in the " 
second year of Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Kiilasekhara- 
deva (I ?, Iigo — ^1217) a fresh settlement of the assessment in certain 
lands. 

179 . 82 of 1905. — (Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. 
A record of the second year of Maravarman Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara Ptndya. Registers a grant similar to the above 
epigraph and refers to the twenty-seventh year (apparently of 
the king’s predecessor). 

Teiikarai(nearSdlavanddn). 

180 . 5 <7/1894. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Mulanatha 
shrine. Records gift of land in the reign of the Pandya king Ko-

reign of the Pandya king Ko-Jatavarman alias SrT-Vallabhadeva.

The king might be the same as the contemporary 
of Maravarman Sundara Pandya I, 1216 — 35.] 

182 . 70/1894. — (Sanskrit and Tamil.) On the west wall of 
the same shrine. A record of the Pandya king Parakrama Pandya 
recording in his third year gift of land. 

183 . 8 of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same shrine. 
Dated in the second year of the Pandya king Kd-Jatavarman alias 
KulaiekharadSva. Records gift of gold by a chief from southern 
Kongu. [Was the king the sovereign who ruled from 1190 to 1217 .?] 

184 . 9(7/1894. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Pandya king Ks-Maravarman alias Parakrama- 
Pandya-deva. [Is this identical with the inscription of nine lines 
beginning with Parakrama Vikrama Pandya which Burgess and 
Natesa Sastri refer to ?] 

185 . 10 <?/ 1894. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
fourth year of the Pandya king Ko-Jatavarman alias SrT-Vallabha- 
deva gift of a lamp. See No. l8l above. 

186 . 11 of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the inside of the north wall 
of the second prakara of the same temple. An incomplete record 
of the Pandya king Ko-Jatavarman alias Vikrama-Panclyadeva, 
dated fourth year. [There was a king of this name who was the 
contemporary of Virachampa and who lived about A.D. 1315.] 

187 . 12 of 1894.— (Tamil.) On the same side of the same wall. 
A damaged record of the Pandya king Ko-Maravarman alias 
Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216—35), “ who distributed the Chola 
country (among Brahmanas),” dated ninth year. 

188 . 13 <?/ 1894.— (Tamil) On the inside of the south wall of 
the same prakara. Records in the second year the Pandya king 
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Ko-Jatavamian alias Kula^ekharadeva gift of land. See No. 183 
above.': ■ • ■ 

189 . 14 of 1894.— (Tamil.) On the same side of the same wall.

A frag- 
ment at the end of an inscription written by Tiruvitipillai alias 
Vidividahgan Maninayakan and testified to by “ Ssndappiran, 
the barber attached to this temple.” Ibid., p. 5, No. 10. [This may 
be the end of one of the inscriptions above.]

Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konermaikondan records in his fourth year gift of land to the 
ascetics in the Vananayakan-;«n^^Zi2 situated south of the temple of 
MQlasthanam Udaiyar in Ten-Kallaga-nadu, by certain residents 
of Solakulantaka-chaturvedimangalam in PaganQrkurram.

A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulasekharadeva (I), “ who was pleased to take all countries,” 
dated twenty-eighth year. Quotes the tenth year of Sundara- 
Pandyadeva and mentions the Alalasundaran-tirumadam in the 
same temple. Ibul, p. 263. Mr. Sewell calculates the date to be 
Sunday, 27th November A.D. 1295. 

196 . 1250/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragment 
of record of the Pandya Kulasekharadeva, “who was pleased 
. . , dated twenty-seventh year. Mentions Ten-Kallaganadu. 
[Most probably the same king as in the above epigraph is 
referred to.] 

197 . 126 6/1910.— (Tamil) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulasekharadeva (I), “who was pleased to take all countries,” 
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dated fourteenth year. Mentions the TiTujnanasambandan-tiruma- 
dam in the same temple. See Ep, Bid., Vol. XI, p. 263, where Mr. 
Sewell fixes the date to be Sunday, September 2lst, A.D. 1281, The 
matha was presided over by the MudaliySrs of the Pandarariga- 
vanar Santana, one of whom was UmayOrupagar of Kulasgkhara- 
puram or Atkondan. 

197 -A. 127 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. Dated in the eighth year of the Pandya king Maravar- 
man alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama-Pandyadeva. 
Mentions a resident of TirupputtQr, the twelfth hamlet of Sofa- 
kiilantaka-chaturvgdimangalam, which was a hrahnadeya in 
PaganQr-kurram ; also refers to the temple of Molasthanam 
Udaiyar at Kattikkallur in Ten-Kallaga-nadu, a subdivision of 
Mahurodayavalanadu. The king has not been identified.

On a pillar of the mantapa in 
front of the central shrine in the same temple. An unfinished 
record, dated fifteenth year. Records a gift of land for offerings 
to the temple of Srl-vallava-Vinnagar-Alvar on the western bank 
(of the Vaigai river), at Sola-Kulantaka-chaturvedimangalam in 
Paganur-kurram, The remainder of the record is stated to have 
been continued on a pillar (to the west of this). This pillar, 
however, does not now exist.

Records gift of land situated at Perunds- 
nur by Jananatha-Pallavaraiyan alias Kodandan-Solai to the god 
Naduvil SrikOil Srl-Vlrakerala-Vinnagardevar at Jananatha-chatur- 
vedimaiigalam in Paganur-kurram. 

205. 135 of 1910. — (Tamil) On the fifth pillar in the same 
place. Dated in the second year of the Pandya king Jatavarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva. Records gift of 
land by the assembly of Solantaka-chaturvedimaiigalam to the 
servants of the yogasthana of Karravar-dasar situated in the ninth 
hamlet of the village. See Bp. Ind., Vol XI, p. 261, where Mr. 
Sewell discusses the details of the date (Mithuna 20, Purvapaksha, 
Wednesday, Anuradha). He says that it is regular ; that it suits 
neither Jatavarman Kulasekhara I nor Maravarman Kula^ekhara II ;

Dated in the twenty-first year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Srivalla- 
bhadeva. Mentions in his twenty-first year the merchants of 
Ayyapolil [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the reference is to 
the guild called “ 500 of Ayyapolil ” (i.e., Aiyavole or Aihole in 
Bijapur District) “who are known from a large number of epi- 
graphical records, to have run a flourishing trade in the early 
centuries of the Christian era both in land and on sea.” Ep. Rep.^ 
igio, p. 97.

— (Tamil) On a pillar in the gopura of the 
same temple. A mutilated record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I ?), date of 
which is lost.

Avapi 18, Trayodadi, establishing a band of trumpeters and 
drummers in the Siva temple of their village. The inscription 
has been edited in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., No. 30, pp. I24”25. 
The band consisted of six men, and these were to be paid six pons 
and seven panams each month. This sum was to be collected in 
this manner : — one pon from the palace endowments, three p07is 
from the wages of the inhabitants, and iwo panams from the temple 
endowments. The payment was to be made by the responsible men, 
in kind, “ at the rate at which paddy is then sold in the village.”

Records an 
agreement drawn up by eight men who represented the eight 
communities of banker, Nattamai, Komatis, Muhammadans, 
Kayundas, Weavers, Nadars, Vaniyars of the village near Madura 
in S. 1641 (expired) (A.D. 1719), Vikari (Tai 13, Wednesday, pusa, 
Dasami) promising to give a share of their gains annually to 
support the ritual of their village temple. The shares are enume- 
rated and of an interesting kind. The grant is stated to have 
been executed with the consent of the Sabha, the “ Palace agent ’* 
Kulappa Naik, Kaval Ettilappa Naik, etc. Vijaya Rahga Chok- 
kanatha (1705 — 31) was then in power at Madura. See Tam. and 
Sans.

227 . C.P. No. 65-5 of Mr. SewelVs List. — ^(Tamil.) Records a 
deed drawn up in S. 1650, Ananda (A.D. 1735), by the village 
authorities, permitting a Kailasa Mudaliyar to take, for certain 
temple purposes, one panam a day from the toll income due to the 
palace. No king is mentioned. The maniya of the five villages, 
whether he is a Brahman officer orStldra, is authorized to pay one 
panam every day to the Mudaliyar land descendants. [Mlnakshi, 
the last of the Nayakkas, was then "ruling at Madura, which 
finally fell under sway of the Muhammadans in the ensuing year.]

312. 155 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On a rock west of the village. A 

much damaged record of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerimai- 
kondan, dated thirteenth year. Refers to Deviyarturai in Anda- 
nadu. ,

313. C.P. No. 13 of 1911.— A record of Fasli 1213 {Krddhana, 
1805-6), recording the construction of dirndl (palace?) for Rasayya

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charter by him to four Manradis of the village of Agamalai. [For 
the history of the BodhinEyakanGr chiefs see Taylor’s Restored 
Mack. MSS., Vol. If, pp. 228—35.]

313 -A. A C.P. grant in the possession of the temple priest, said 
to have been executed by Tirumal Naik of Madura (A.D. 1623— 
59). Antiquities, I, p. 290.

314 . 420 of 1907 —(Tamil) (Noticed by Mr. Sewell.) On a 
slab set up in the Alagiri-Perumal temple. Records in the reign of 
Kula^ekhara-Perumal, in S. 1591, expired aridK.A. 844, Kllaka, gift 
of land in Gudalur by the king to Nedumakkal-Panikkar in order to 
provide for worship at the following temples. Mahgaladevi- 
Amman, Alagar, Vanmlkanathasvamih, Periyarru-Sasta, Punai- 
yarru-Sasta and Nadaikkal Bhagavati.

315 . 421 a/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Subrah- 
manya temple. Records in the tenth year of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana-chakmvartin Vlra-Pandyadeva, 
" who took ilain (Ceylon), Kohgu and Sola-mandalam”, gift of land 
to the shrine of Sevagattevar alias Tiruchchendapidittapillai. [He 
was evidently the sovereign who came to the throne in A.D, 1253.]

316 . 389 of 1914. — (Tamil) On a pillar set up near the Gane^a 
temple. A mutilated record of the Pandya king Tribhuvanacha' 
kravartin, dated sixth year. Mentions TuraiyQr-nadu. Two sides 
of the pillar bear no inscription. 

317 . 390 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the pillar set up near the 
dhvaja stambha of the same temple. A damaged record. 

318 . 391 of 1914. — (Tamil) On a pillar set up in a street of 
the same village. An incomplete record of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Pandyadeva, dated 
eighth year Arpasi 13, Monday. Mentions TuraiyUr nadalvari. 
See No. 315 above. 

Kullapuram, 

319 . 141 of 1908.— (Tamil) On the west wall of the central 
shrine in the Sundararaja-Perumal temple. The historical intro- 
duction begins pumalar-tirimim, dated second year. End built in. 

320 . 142 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman seeming to record the gift of a flower 
garden. The historical introduction begins pumaruviyd tirumadan- 
dai. End built in. 

321 . 143 of 1908.— (Tamil) On the north wall of the same 
shrine.- Records in the nineteenth year of the Panclya king Mara- 

- varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Papdyadeva, “ who 
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took the Chsla country and was pleased to perform the anoint- 
ment of heroes at Mudigondacholapuram ” gift of lands for the 
maintenance of two flower gardens belonging to the temple of 
Alagiyamanavalapperumal; one of the two donees iwas a native 
of Idavai. The king was the first of this name and ruled from 
1216 to 1235. 

323 . 144 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
and mutilated record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tn-’ 
bhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva, “ who took the Chola 
country and was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes at 
Mudigondacholapuram, dated nineteenth year. Seems to record a 
gift of land. See the above epigraph. 

323 . 145 {)/I908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. Built in at the beginning. Mentions 
Kadur in Malai-mandalam. 

324 . 146 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Nllakanthesvara temple 
in the same village. Records in the nineteenth year of the 
Pandya king Sundara-Pandyadeva gift of land for conducting 
festivals, etc., in the temples of Tirumarudanduraiyudaiya Naya- 
nar, and Rajaraja-Kvaramudaiya Nayanar at KhdalGr alias'RR’idi- 
chQdamani-chaturvedimangalam in Ala-nadu. 

325 . 147 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the nineteenth year (of a certain king) gift of land to the same two 
temples by the donor of the above epigraph. 

326 . 148 tf/1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Vinayaka 
shrine in the same temple. A damaged record of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
(I, 1216 — 35), “ who was pleased to take the Chsla country,” dated 
fifth year. Mentions Rajaraja-isvaram-Udaiyar at Rajachudamani- 
chaturvedi-mahgalam in Alanadu. 

327 . 149 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up on the bund of 

the tank in the same village. Records in the ninth year of the 
Pandya king Vira-Pandyadeva the remission of fishing ( pdsip- 

pdttam) to those who remove silt from the tank at Rajachudamani- 
chaturvedimangalam.

328 . 409 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the central 

shrine in the Rajendrachole^vara temple. Records in the twenty- 
sixth year of the Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvana- 

chakravartin Kulasekharadeva “ who was pleased to take every 
country ” gift of lamps. Built in at the end. The temple is called 
Rajendra-Chollsvaramudaiya-Nayanaf. Mentions Alangulam in 
Menedungala-naclu and the muppaduDattam of the temple.

On the south wall of the Subrah- 
manya shrine in the same temple. A fragment of record of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara 
Panciyadeva (I or II .?), dated fifteenth year. 

331 . 412 of 1907.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the sapie 
shrine. A fragment of record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva, dated fifteenth 
year, [it is difficult to say, whether the king is identical with 
the one who came to the throne in 1216 or 1239— probably the 
former.]

A fragment of record of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (I, 1216—35), “who was pleased to perform the anoint- 
ment of heroes.” Date uncertain. 

334 . 415 of 1907.— (Tamil.) On a stone built into the west wall 
of the Kailasanatha temple on the hill near the same village. 
Records the gift of the stone. 

On the west, south and north 
bases of the same temple. Records in the nineteenth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (I, 1216 — 35), “who took the Chola country and was 
pleased to perform the anointment of heroes at Mudigondacho|a- 
puram,” gift of land to the temple of Tirumalaiyil-Nayanar at 
Velakiilarama-nallur in Meneduiigalanadu.

338 . 419 c/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up in a field near 
the same village. Dated in Sarvarin. On the same slab is another 
Tamil record, dated in the Parthiva year.

339 . 428 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Rajasiraheivara temple. Records in the third or 
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thirtieth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartiri Kiila^ekharadeva (I, 1268— 1308) “who was pleased 
to take every country ” a sale of land. Mentions the temple of 
Rajasimhesvaramuclaiya-Nayanar in Sri Arikesari-nallur, a hrah- 
niadeya in Ala-nadu. [See Ep. Ind., Vol. X, p. 140, where it is 
pointed out that the date (Rishabha, Ptirvapaksha, Chaturthij 
Thursday, Punarvasu) corresponded either to May 14th, A.D. [271 
or May 15th, A.D. 1298.] 

340 . 429 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulasekharadeva (I, 1268 — 1308) “who was pleased to take 
every country,” dated forty-first year. Refers to the tenth year of 
SrI-Sundara-Pandyadeva, 

341 . 430 <?/ 1 907.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
twenty-sixth year of the Pandya king JatEvarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva gift of the proceeds of contributions 
on the sale of certain articles of merchandise. Mentions Pillai- 
Kula^Skhara-Mahabali Vanarayar, also the temple of Vikrania- 
Pandl^varamudaiya-Nayanar at Sivallavanpadaividu. The Gov- 
ernment Epigraphist points out that the name Kula^gkhara 
Vanarayar was perhaps taken from either the son or father of ' Vira 
Pandya and that as Maravarman Kula^Skhara I was preceded by 
a Jatavarman Vira Pandya, we have to identify the ruling king of 
this epigraph with him. 

343 . 431 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. An unfinished record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin KulasgkharadSva (I, 1268 — 1308),

Rajasimha-ChSlisvaramudaiyar at Arikesari-nallur. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. X, p. 141, where it is pointed out that the details of the date (Ani, 
14, Ptirvapaksha I, Monday, Punarvasu) corresponded to Monday, 
9th June, A.D. 1309. Mr. R, Sewell remarks that this is the latest 
date of the king thus far available ; and that the present epigraph 
further proves “ that the king’s reign could not have begun before 
the loth June 1268, and gives us as the limit of possible accession 
the period June lOth to 27th, 1268 A.D.” 

343 . 432 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 

the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula-

On the south wall of the shrine of 
the goddess Sivakami in the same temple, A damaged record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
sekharadeva {I, 1268—1309), “ who was pleased to take every 
country,” dated third year. Seems to record a gift of land. 

347 . 436 <7/1907. — (Tamil.) On stones built into the mantapa 
in front of the same temple. A record of the Pandya king Mara- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-PandyadSva (I? 
1216—35), “who was pleased to present the Chola country,” in his 
tenth year. The stones are out of order. 

348 . 437 <7/1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Lakshmi- 
narayaiia-Pemmal temple in the same village. Records in the 
fifteenth year of the Panclya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Parakrama-Pandyadgva gift of money for a lamp. 

349 . 438 <7/ 1907. — (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. Records 
gift of lamp to the temple of Tirunaduvur-Pattalagar in Ari- 
kesarinallur. Mentions Vadavur in Ten-Parappu-nadu. 

350 . 439 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias kri- 
Rajendra-Chola deva (I, 1012 — 43) in his fifth year. Sale of land for 
a lamp to the shrine of Durga-Parame 4 variyar by the assemblies of 
three villages, viz., Arikesarinallur, Arapadasekharamarigalam and 
Mandaragauravamarigalam. It seems that the price of one 7 nclkdni 
of land was fifteen /e<2iM5. 

351 . 440 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the forty-sixth year of the Pandya king Sadaiyamaran an 
agreement referring to a channel called Srlkandavayklcal. [It is 
not improbable that the king was the same as the donor of the 
Velyikudi grant who lived about A.D. 770.]

352 . 441 of 1907.— (Vattel.uttu.) On the same wall. Records 
in the tenth year of the Pandya king Sadaiyamaran gift of gold 
for a lamp to the temple of Tirunaduvu-Pattalagar in Arikesari- 
nallar, a bralmadeya in Ala-nadu. [Was he the son of the king 
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of the above epigraph and the father of Varagunavarman who 
ascended the throne in A. 0:862 ?j 

353 . 442 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the ninth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kiilasekharadeva gift of fifty sheep for a lamp to the Naduvilkoyil 
at Tinipputtur (a hamlet of) Arikesarinallur, a brahmadeya in 
Ahi-nadu. 

354 . 443 0/1907- — (Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. An incomplete record of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman, dated thirty-sixth year. Records gift of a lamp. Mentions 
Arikesarinallur. 

355 . ^ 444 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragment of 
record, dated second year (of a certain king). 

356 . 445 of 1907. — (I'amil.) On the same wall. A fragment of 
record of the Pandya king Jatavarman of/msTribhuvanachakravar- 
tin Kiilasekharadeva (I ?), dated thirty-first year.

On a stone lying in front of 
the same temple. A fragmentary record. 

365 . 454 of 1907.— (Vatieluttu.) On a pillar lying in the same 
place. A fragment of record. Seems to mention Tirupputtur. 

366 . C.P. No, 13 0/1907.— A record of the Pandyaking (whose 
name is lost) in his eighteenth year. It is in Sanskrit and Tamil. 
Opens with two verses in Sanskrit, of which the first contains an 
invocation to Vishnu and the second a prayer for the prosperity of 
the Pandya kings. Then follows a Tamil passage in the Vatteluttii 
alphabet describing in general terms the achievements of Pandyan 
kings. The first historical person is Jayanta Varman. His son 
was Arikesarin Maravarman, a friend of the Brahmans, performer 
of tulabham, etc. His son (name missing), who is called the 
remover of the Kali, age, fought a battle at Marudur. The last 
plate shows that the object granted was land and the executor was 
one Tayan Sihgan, theUttaramantrin of Kundtir in Kundur Kurram 
in Andanadu. 

367 . C.P. No. 14 0/ 1907. — “The larger Chinnamanur plates.” 
Four plates in Sanskrit and three in Tamil. The historical part 
gives the genealogy of the early Pandyan dynasty from Arikesarin 
to Rajasimha II, Abhimanameru Maravarman. In his eighteenth 
year he gave, while encamped in the village of Chiilal in Rajasim- 
hakulakll, the village of Narcheygai Puttur in Alanadu to a Brah- 
man of the Kausikagotra. The Tamil portion gives more details of 
the same line of kings. See Ep. Rep., 1907, pp. 64 — 69, for a detailed 
discussion of the value and importance of this and the previous 
epigraph. See the Pandyan genealogy.

378 . 732 of 1905 — (Vatteluttu.) On a boulder near the same 
rock. Records a gift of money by Anantavira-Acligal for a lamp 
to the shrine of Tirukkunagiridgva. 

3 ? 9 . 733 of l905.-{Tamil.) On a slab set up at the main 
entrance into the Kalahastl^vara temple in the same village. The 
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Nayaka queen Maiigammal (1689—1705) records in Kaiiyuga 4794, 
S. 1615, Srlmukha, gift of land. [Mr. Sewell evidently misreads 
the date as S. 1415 or A.D. 1493.]

380 . 422 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a stone lying near the Kannrs- 
vara temple. A record of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravar- 
tin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Mentions in his thirteenth year one of 
the sons_or disciples of AghOradeva of the Nandikesvara santana 
and the Amundamadam. See Cd. 72. 

381 . 423 0/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On a second stone in the same 
place. A record of the Pandya king Vikkira-Panclyadeva in his 
fifth year. Mentions the temple of Kannudai-ichcharamudaiya- 
Nayanar. 

382 . 424 of 1907. — ^(Tamil.) On a third stone in the same 
place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva-Maharaya 
in S, 1451, Sarvadharin. The temple is called Udaiyar Kannl^ura- 
mudaiya-Nfiyanar at Pullai-nallur alias Vlra-Panclya-nallCir. 

383 . 425 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a fourth stone in the same 
place. A fragment of record of the Pandya king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vikrama-Pandyadeva, dated sixth year.

Vaiyasi and Ani for the merit of Tirumalai-Nayakkar (1623 — 59),

399 . On the back wall of the prakaram of the temple. .(Old 
Tamil.)

Maharaja 
constructed a temple to Alahapurapatidgva of AtukOr (Atmakur). 

Ibid, 
No. II, pp. 213-4.] 

12 . From the same temple. (Telugu.)^ Records the worship of 
Alaganathasvami by a karanam of the AtmakQr village, the son 
of Tirumalayya, on ^ukla 2 of ashadha in Bhava. Ibid.

13 . .From the same temple. (Telugu.) Dated in S. 1199, 
isvara, Phalguna, Sukla 13, Sunday. Records that one Atukuri 
Vamana Prichudevadu gave to Nambi Upuredi Suraya, the temple 
servant, certain gifts. Ibid. No. 13, pp. 214-5. 

14 . From the same temple. (Tamil.) Dated in S. 1198, Bhava. 
One Karaikkilan Bhattan gave (some lands) free of tax to, God 
Alagapperumal. Ibid. No. 14, p. 215. 

15 . From the tank bund. (Telugu.) The name of Velidandu 
Koneru Manapati Timmarasu given. He is called the worshipper 
of Sri VehkatSovarasvami. 

16 . From the same place. (Telugu.) Says that the tank was 
constructed by Koneti Tiihmarajayya in 6. 1471, Nala (?), Pushya,

Dated 
in the thirty-fifth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kiilotturiga 
Chola (I). Seems to record a gift of Madhurantaka Pottappichola 
alias Nallasittiyarasan of Nellur.

19. North of the village. (Teiugu.) A fragmentary record, 
mentioning the gift* of some fields by a certain Gontappa Nayadu 
to a deity, [Ibid.

“On Friday, 
the thirtieth of the dark fortnight of Isvara, S. 1609 (which does 
not correspond), on a solar eclipse, Srimat (Davu Suratrana ?) Mara- 
dattam Garu gave to God Chennake^ava of Chezerla and to 
Naganathani Timmavojihalu of the Yajus Sakha and Kaundinya- 
gOtra, a village with its eight species of enjoyment and eight 
species of ownership. [Ibid. No. 23, pp. 228 — 30.] 

2 3- A. C.P. No. 87 of Mr. Sewell’s List and C.P. No. 18 0/ Nellore 
Inscrns. — (Sanskrit in Nandina^ari script.) A record of Pratapa 
Deva Raya (II), dated on the Sivaratri day of the month of Mdgha 
in the year Kilaka in S. 1351 (A.D. 1429). The grant W’-as made 
in the temple of Virupaksha, at the request of Panta Mai- 
lara, great-grandson of Stira, grandson of Pota and the son of 
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Mumbamba and Mummadindra, a valiant lieutenant of Deva Raya 
in battle, -who had the binidas of DharanTvaraha, Ghantanada and 
Chauhatimalla. The object of the grant was Chezerla in Puiiginadu 
on the Kundi (Gundlakamma) river in 8o shares to 54 Brahmans, 
See Gt, 355.

24 . Near a well to the north of the village. (Sai^skrit and 
Telugu.)

36 . Near the Siva temple. (Sanskrit in Telugu character and 
Telugu.) Records that on Monday, the twelfth of the dark fortnight 
of Karttika, in Paritapi, S. 1534, when Sri Vehkatapati Raya (I, 
1586 — 1616) was ruling the earth, his feudatory Vehkatapati Naya- 
niiigaru of the race of Padmanayaka and Recherla gotra, the 
grandson of Velugoti Pedda Kondama Nayadu, and son of Kumara

An incom- 
plete record of Narayanaraju, dated on the twelfth Margaiaira, re- 
garding a hamlet of Minagallu. Ibid. No- 41, pp. 258-9. 

Maliimaluru. 

39 . On a fallen stone by a small tank north of the village. 
Records that on the fifteenth of the bright fortnight of Marga^ira, 
year Vyaya, Madhura Perumalla Raju, the emperor of the three 
worlds, and Kalati Raju, son of Kulaiekhara Kaveri, gave 100 kuntas 
of land in Mahimaluru in Giribhavivgliboyavila “ which is 
attached to our chief dom,” to the Gods Molasthana TssayadSva and 
NagS^varadeva of MahimalQrii.

Records 
that Srlman Mahamandale^vara Rajadhiraja Paramaku^alava 
Proshi Errasiddhi Raja, Hari Bairapa Nlyaka, Ammanayaka and 
PahinclinEyaka, all of Gandavaranamupadu, having consecrated 
Siddha nathadSva in the name of their fathers, gave a number of 
pattis of land as vritfis for enjoyments and decorations to that deity.

47 . Near tank sluice. A record under water and so not copied.

A parti- 
ally defaced record of Srimat Ko . . . . nayaniiigaru on the 
fifteenth of Vaisdkha of the year Prabhava, in S. I409. Records the 
construction of something at Pratapadu. Ibid. No. 47, pp. 263-4. 

49 . In front of the Sita temple. (Telugu.) Records that on the 
fifteenth day of the bright half of Sravana in S. 1544, Durmati, 
in the kingdom granted by Srimat Rajadhiraja Raja Paramesvara 
sri Vlra Pratapa Sri Vlra Verikatapatideva Maharaya, to Veligoti 
Komara Timmanayaningaru, in NellQru sIma, Verikatapatinayanifi- 
garu gave the village Pellerlu as an amaram to Chintagumpalli 
Basappa Nayaniiigaru. The produce raised on dry fields should be 
divided into four shares, of which three should go to the ryot and 
one to the estate every year ; and the grain raised under the tanks 
should be divided into three shares of which two should go to the 
ryot, a ad one to the estate everj'' year. “ In this manner whoever is 
the ruler should cause to be done.”

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Wednesday, Sravana, of the Pandya king . . . varman alias 
TribhuvanaGhakravartin Sundara-Pandyadsva (I, I2l6 — 35 ) “ who, 
having taken the Chola country, was pleased to perform the anoint- 
ment of heroes at Mudigondacholapuram.” Records gift of land for 
offerings by Alagan Arulalapperumal Ulaganarayanachakra- 
vartin at the service of Ulaganarayanan- 4 andi called after the donor. 
[Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that there is no date suiting the week 
day in the fourteenth year, but there is a regular one in the fourth 
year, viz., December II, A.D. 1219.] 

8. 409 <?/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
eleventh year, Margali, fifth day of the Pandya^ king Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (unidentified). Quotes an order of Solagangadevan. 
Records gift of land for offerings to the images of Inakkunalla 
perumal (set up in the name of Solagangan), the (stone) goddess 
and the goddess which is taken out in procession through the 
streets. “ It is stated that, while the right of cultivating these lands 
(kdrdjpnai) belonged to certain persons who were donors, the taxes 
accruing on them were paid to the temple. The rate at which the 
taxes were paid was fixed at 3 on each md oi land or one- 
half of what prevailed in other devaddna lands. In doing this, 
crops of full yield alone were taken into consideration,’’ those v/ho 
had sustained damages or failure being excluded- 

9 . 410 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records gift 
of land to the temple of Eduttaduvaliya-Pillaiyar in the same 
village. Quotes the eighteenth year of Kula^ekharadeva “ who was 
pleased to take every country,” and an order of Solagangadevan. 

10 . 41 1 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara-Pandyadeva (I, I2l6 — 35) “who, having taken the Chola 
country, was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes at Mudi- 
gondacholapuram.” Records the setting up of an image of 
Durgaiyar in the temple. 

11 . 412 of 191^. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva{I, 1216 — 35) “who distributed the Chola country ” in 
the fourteenth year, Mithuna, ba. di. 13, Monday, Rohini (corre- 
sponding to Monday, lOth June, A.D. 1230). Records a gift of land 
to the temple of Viniyaka-Pillaiyar called Eduttaduvaliya-Pillai- 
yar at Iclattuvali. Refers to sale of land by temple authorities to a 
person who was thereby entitled to receive payments in paddy and 
tiramand (i.e,, dramma), See Ep, Rep., I909, p. 80, and ibid., 1910, 
p. 97 - 

12 . 413 of 1^14. — (Tamil verse.) On the east wall of the central 
shrine in the Valavanda-Amma temple in the same village. 
Records in S. 1090 the setting up of the God Ajagiya-Alvar by 
Solagangan. 
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13 . 414 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall, A damaged 
record in the fifteenth year of the Pandya kings Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kula^ekharadeva, Records gift of paddy to the 
temple of Alagiygi-Alvar in Sengattirukkai Idattuvali in Venbiila- 
nadu, a subdivision of Madhurodaya valanadu which was a district 
of Pandi-mandalam. 

14 . 415 of 1914. — (Tamil verse.) On a stone of the well opposite 
to the choultry in the same village. Records in S. 1 1 54, the con- 
struction of the well. 

15 . 416 6)/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up in a field two miles 
east of the same village. Records in Dundubhi (A.D. 1664) gift of 
land in the village of Bommakottai for the daily worship of Valavan- 
dal-ammai at Aruppukkottai by an agent (Tambi Udaiya Tevar) 
of Tirumalai Setupati Katta Raghunathadeva for the merit of the 
latter. The Government Epigraphist apparently thinks that the 
Tambi referred to in this epigraph was the opponent of Dalavai 
Setupati, for whose sake Ramappaiya, the General of Tirumai 
Naik, led his celebrated campaign against Rame^varam. But as 
a matter of fact the Tambi of the present epigraph was, it seems 
to me, a later man. See my History of the Naik Kingdom of Madura 
in hid. Antq., Dec. 1916, p. 201. 

Kdvilahgulam. 

16 . 396 of 1914. — (Tamil verse.) On the south base of the 
Ambalappasvami temple (of which the basement alone now 
remains). A record in praise of a certain Solakon who was the 
lord of KumbanQr, Kurandi, Kunrattur and Puttur, 

17 . 397 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the west and south bases of the 
same temple. A record in the fort3'--eighth year of the Ch5la 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Chdladgva (I ?). Re- 
cords that a golden vimdna with a mantapa to Mukkuclaiyar was 
constructed by 25 Jains at KumbanUr in Sengattirukkai, a sub- 
division of Venbu-valanadu. Two copper images of “ the god of 
the three umbrellas ” and Yakshi were also presented. It is also 
stated that land for a temple site and a watershed for the use of 
Jain devotees were given. The Government Epigraphist notes the 
unique literary style of the inscription and considers that some of 
the donors should have been well versed in the Tamil language. 

18 . 398 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the Engu- 

malagiya-Perumal temple in the same village. A record in the 
eleventh year of the Pandya king -Maravarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin . . . Pandyadeva. Records gift of land to the 

temple of Gunaganabharana-Vinnagar-Emberuman at Sehgat- 
tirukkai Kumbanur ^zZm^Gunaganabharananallur in Venbulanadu. 

19 . 399 of 1914.— (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A record in the seventeenth year of the Pandya king 
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Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekhara. Records gift of a cow for 
a lamp to the same temple. 

20 , 400 of 1914.- (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kiilasekharadeva. Records gift of money for a lamp. 

^ 21 . 401 0/ I 9 I 4 « (Tamil.) On the same base, A record in the 
thirteenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulasekharadeva. Records gift of a palangdsii (old kdhi) and two 
drmmnas for a lamp. See No. ii above for the mention of drammas 
and Cg. 217. 

Pallimadam. 

This place, called in inscriptions Tiruchchuliyal Pallimadai, 
was a devadana village in Paruttikkudinadu. The temple was 
named after a certain Sundara Panclya, apparently a close relation 
of the Vlra Pandya who is referred to in the inscriptions below. 

22 . 420 of 1914- (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the south base of 
the Kahlnathasvamin temple. A record in the seventh year of the 
Pandya king Vira-Pandya, “who took the head of the Chsla. ” 
Records gift of 75 sheep for a lamp to the Bhatarar of the temple 
of Simdara-Pandya-i^varam at TiruchchuUyal Pallimadai, a 
demdana_ in Parittikkudi-naclu, by Solantakap-Pallavaraiyan alias 
Maran Adichchan of PoliyOr. [The Government Epigraphist 
identifies this Vrra_Pandya with the opponent of Sundara Ch5|a 
Parantaka II and Adiya Karikala II. The latter is said to have 
beheaded him, but as Vira- Pandya also boasts of having beheaded 
a Chola we have to infer that “ before he wr s beheaded by Aditya 
n he would probably have killed a Chola.” 

23 . 421 of 1914.— (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. A 
record in the seventh year of the Pandya king Vlra-Pandya, “ who 
took the head of the Chola.” Records gift of 25 sheep for a lamp 
to the same temple. Mentions Venbu-nadii. See No. 22. 

24 . 422 of l9l4.--(Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the north base of the 
same temple. An incomplete record in the twenty-sixth year of 
an unknown king. 

25 . 423 a/ 1914.— (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. A 
record in the eleventh year of the Pandya king Vira-Pandya “ who 
took the head of the Chola.” Records gift of twenty sheep for a 
lamp to a matha of the Mahavratins. Mentions the liquid measure 
called Solantakan-nali. See No. 22. The Government Epigraphist 
suggests that Solantaka might have been a surname of Vira- 
Pandya in consequence of his victory over the Cholas. For another 
reference to the mahavratins or Kapalikas see Cg. 965 and 1037. 

26 . 424 of 1914— (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. An 
incomplete record of the Pandya king Vira-Pandya, “ who took 
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the head of the Chola/’ in his ninth year. Records gift of sheep 
for a lamp. See note to 22 above. 

27 . 425 of 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu). Qn the same base. A 
damaged and unfinished record of the Pandya king Sadaiyamaran 
in the second year. Seems to provide for a lamp. Mentions 
Vanavanmadevi, a hrahmadeya in Venbunadu, named evidently 
after the queen of king Vira Narayana Sadayan, [The king might 
be the father of Jatilavarman of the Velvikudi grant,] 

28 . 426 of 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. A 
record in the thirteenth year of the Pandya king Vira-Pandya, “ who 
took the head of the Chola.” Records gift of lOO sheep for two 
lamps to the same temple by Poliyur-nattu Muvendavel.an alias 
Arangam Pudi, a native of Suduvur in Poliyur-nadu, 

29 . 427 0/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A damaged 

fragmentary record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Panclyadeva in . . . su. di. Ii, 

Monday, Rohini. 

30 . 428 of 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. 
Records gift of fifty sheep by Sattarigari for a lamp to the temple 
of Tirukkattamballideva at Kurandi in Venbunridu. Kurandi was 
evidently a very important Jain centre in the south of the penin- 
sula. See Md. 99 . 100 and 105. 

31 . 429 <9/ 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. An 
incomplete record in the ninth year of the Pandya king Vira 
Pandya, “ who took the head of the Chola.” See No. 22 above. 

32 ‘ 430 of 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the parapet stone 
of the entrance into the same temple, right side. A record in the 
twenty-sixth year of the Pandya king Maranjadaiyan. Built in at 
the right end. Records gift of 100 sheep for a lamp by a native of 
Kunniir in Nilakkudi-nadu. Mentions Kurandi Tiriikkattamballi 
in Venbunadu. [Was Maranjadayan the donor of the Velvikudi 
grant or his grandfather ?] 

33 . 431 q/" 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) In the same place, left 
side. A record in the thirty-fifth year of the Pandya king Maran- 
jadaiyan. Built in at the bottom. Mentions Kurandi Tirukkattam- 
balli in Venbu-nadu. See the above epigraph. 

34 . C.P. No. 5 0/1911. — A record of the time of Tirumal Naifc 
of Madura, dated in Vikriti (A.D. 1650-51). Mentions that the king 
and Mutturamalingatorai met at Pallimadam, when they gave a 
C.P. charter to Paluttandi Kuppachchi Ambalakaran. See Ind. 
Antq., December 1916, p. 201-2. 

35 . C.P. No. 6 of 1911. — (Tamil.) A record of the same king 
under the same circumstances, making a similar gift to the same 
person. 
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36 . 417 of 1914.— (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of 
the prakara of the Sahayavalli shrine in the Tirumulanathasvamin 
temple. A fragment of record in the tenth year of the Chola king 
Rajakcsarivarman (Rajaraja I). Records gift of a lamp. 

37 . 418 of 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A 
fragment of record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Raja- 
kesarivarman (985 — 1013), “who destroyed the ships at Kandalur.” 

38 . 419 0/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the door post of the Pralaya- 
vitahkar shrine in the same temple. An unfinished record of 
S. 1152. Seems to refer to the defeat of a certain Jananatha.

Kodumalur* 

39 . 399 <3/1907. — (Tamil.) On the door post of the Kumiil^vara 
temple. A record the beginning of which is mutilated. Records 
in the fourth year gift of land to the temple of Uttama-Pandya- 
Mvaramu(daiyar at MelaikkodumalQr ^z/Z^z^Uttama-Pandyanalltir in 
Vaclatalai-Sembinadu. 

40 . 400 <3/1907. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same temple. 
A record of the Vijayimagara king Vlrapratapa Immacli Achyuta- 
deva Maharaya, in S. 1456, expired, Jaya. Records the gift of 
the village^ of MelailkkodumalQr alias Uttama-Pandyanallur in 
Va<3atalai-Serabinadu for worship in the temple of Setumadhava- 
Perumal and for repairs to the temple of Ramanatha. 

Koyil-Mariyiir. 

41 . 96 <3/1905. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central shrine 
in the Pushpavanesvara temple. A record in the sixth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Paijclyadeva. Records gift of land. 

42 . 97 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the Pavala- 
niravalli Amman shrine in the same temple. Records in Dhatri 
gift of money. 

Md-Kidaram. 

43 . 91 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the deserted Isvara temple. A mutilated record. Seems 
to record a gift of land. 

44 . 92 <3/1905. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same shrine. 
A mutilated record in the fifth year of the Pandya king ... 
Sundara Pandyadeva. 

Mr. Sewell says that the Siva temple here was built by Varaguna Paiidyan, It 
needs confirmation. 
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45 . 93 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhiivanachakra- 
vartin, the date of which is lost. 

46 . 94 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Simdara-Pandya, “who was pleased to take the Chdla 
country,” the date of which is lost. The king was evidently 
Simdara Pandya I (l2i6 — 35). 

47 . 95 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A mutilated record in the sixth year 
of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvan 4 chakravartin 
Sundara-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. The temple is called 
Tiruvanandlsvaramudaiyar. 

Peruhgarimai. 

48 . 401 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the door posts of the I^vara 
temple. An incomplete record in the forty-fourth year of the Chola 
king RajakSsarivarman alias Chakravartin srl-Kulottuhga-Chola- 
deva (I, 1070—1118). Seems to record a gift of land to the temple 
of Tiruvelaikkara-munrukai-isvaramudaiya-Mahadevar. Mentions 
Madhurantaka Valanadu in Rajaraja-Pandinadu. 

49 . 402 0/1907. — (Tamil.) On stones built into the base of the 
same temple. A fragment of record of the Pandya king Tribhu- 
vanachakrayartin Vlra-Pandyadeva, “who took Ilam (Ceylon), 
Kohgu and Sola-mandalamin his fourteenth year.” [Was this king 
the same as Jatavarman Vlfa Pandya who came to the throne in 
1253 and who was known as the conqueror of Ilam, Kohgu and 
^Olamandalam and anointer of victors at Perumbarrappuliyur ?] 

50 . 403 ofigof — (Tamil.) On the west and south walls of the 
Pattabhiramasvamin temple in the same village. Registers in S. 
1480, expired, Siddharthin, the gift of the village of Sirugudi alias 
Tiruvalanallur in Peruhgarunaipparru to the temple of Nayinar 
Perurigarunai-Perumal. 

51 . 404 ^7/l907. — (Grantha.) On the door post of the mantapa 
in front of the Varadaraja-Perumal temple in the same village, 
right of entrance. A fragment of record in Manmatha (A 1513). 
Mentions Krishnabhilpa, son of Virabhupa (i.e., Kumara 
Krishnappa II, son of Peria Virappa, 1572 — 1595). See my article 
on the Naik kingdom of Madura in Ind. Antq., June 1916, p. 100. 

52 . 405 of 1907. — (Grantha.) In the same place, left of 
entrance. A record of Sundare^a (Sundara-Pandya). Records 
gift of land in Kalisekhara-marigalam to Brahmanas. 

53 . 406 <?/ 1907.— (Tamil.) On a stone built into the base of 
the gopura of the same temple, right of entrance. A fragmentary 
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record in the second year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kula^ekharadeva (unidentifiable). Seems to record a gift 
of land. 

54 . 407 ofl<)07- — (Tamil.) On a second stone built into the 
same base, left of entrance. A fragmentary record in the third 
year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva. To the right of this is another much worn fragment 
belonging apparently to Maravarman Sundara-Pandya I (1216 — 

1235).

55 . 392 0/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the Emanl^- 
vara temple at Emanisvaram hamlet. Records in S. 1489, 
Prabhava, Kanya, Monday, Magha, I2, Subhayoga, Varaha 
karana, gift of the village Mavilangai Sembinadu to the temple 
of Tirukkayila^am alias lyamanlsuram-udaiya-Nayanar, by a 
member of the Sammatti family. According to Mr. Swamikannu 
Pillai the date corresponded to Monday, September 29, A.D. 
1567. 

56 . 393 0/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Amman 
shrine in the same temple. A fragmentary record of the sixth 
year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216 — 39) “who was pleased to 
take the Chola country.” 

57 . 3940/1914. — (Tamil.) On a stone lying near the same 

temple. A mutilated record of the Pandya king . . . alias 

Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva, “ who was pleased to 
take every country, ” the date of which is lost. Mentions MattiyQr 
Sivapuri in Kgrala^inga-valanadu. 

Ramnad Taluk. 

Devipattanam. 

This place is famous as the holy navapdshdnam. See Mad. 
Journ., Vol. V, p. 376 ; Antiquities, Yol. I, p. 298. 

58 . 117 0/1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Tilake^vara temple. A record in the fourth year of 
the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-Pandyadeya. Records gift of taxes levied within the 
four boundaries of Sivallavapattanam. 

59 . 1180/1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the fourth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
PandyadSva. Records gift of land. 

60 . 119 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the mantapa in 
front of the same shrine. A mutilated record in the third year of 
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the Pandya king . . . alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 

^ekharadeva, “ who conquered every country.” 

61 . 120 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the thirteenth year of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. 
Appears to record an agreement among thepujarins of the temple. 
Built in at the end. 

62 . 1210/ 1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kadala- 
daitta-Perumal temple in the same village. An incomplete record 
of Sundarattoludaiya Mahabali-Vanadarayar, in S. I 455 > Man- 
matha (wrong). 

Kilakkarai. 

63 . 3960/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On the door-post of the niantapa 
in front of the Sokkanathasvamin temple. Registers in S. 1453, 
expired, Vikrita, an agreement by which half a panam was to be 
given on every 100 pearls sold in Kilakkarai and the proceeds to 
be utilized for worship and repairs to the temple of Ninaittadumu- 
ditta-Pillaiyar. 

64 . 397 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up in the same 
temple. A damaged record of the Setupati king Tirumalai- 
Setupati-Maharaja. Mentions Kodaimahgalam alias Ninait- 
tadumuditta-Vinayagar-pattanam. 

65 . 398 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a second slab in the Sokka- 
nathasvamin temple. Mentions in S. 146... Achyutarlya and 
Tummu 4 i-Nayakkar. 

66. A C.P. No. I of 1912. A Muvaraivendan grant of Abhi- 
rama Ativlra Rama (II), the son of Ativlra Rama Pandya, who is 
said to have resembled his father both in character and in name. 
It is to the effect that, at the request of one of his officers Aiyah- 
karappa, son of Peddappa and grandson of Nagama Nayaka (who 
bore the titles of MokElipattavardhana and Kanchimahapuradhisa). 
Abhirama gave to 69 Brahmans the two villages of MOvaraivendan 
and Sattaleri, clubbing them together under the new name of 
Peddanayakan-Samudram. 

Periyapatnam. 

67 — 70 . 565 to 568. — (Arabic.) On four slabs kept in the 
courtyard of a mosque. Examined by Dr. J. Horovitz, PH.D,, 
Epigraphist for Moslem inscriptions, Aligarh. Two of these 
contain verse 26 of Sura 55 of the Quran, and the third and fourth 
refer to a woman who died a martyr for some cause. 

Ramesvaram, 

A history of this important and historic temple has been given 
in Burgess and Natesa Sastri’s Tamil and Sanskrit Inscriptions, pp. 
55-7. See also Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 300, Fergusson’s

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71. No. I of Tamil and Sanskrit Inscriptions, p. 5/.— Over a 
figure of a Ramnad Zamindar between the third prakaram and 
the entrance to the Amman temple, leftside. Records the name 
Hiranyagarbhayaji Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar. . 

7% No. 2 ibid. — In a pillar in the Amman temple outside 
porch, over a statue. The same name recorded. 

7 3 . No. 3 ibid. — In front of the same. The same name. 

7 4 . No. 4 ibid. — On the bracket of the same. The same 
name recorded. 

7 5 . No. S ibid. — On the right side of the same. The same 
name recorded. 

76 . No. 6 ibid. — -A small inscription in the same place, over 
a cow, “ The Kamadhenu and the Kalpaka tree.” 

7 7 . No. 7 ibid . — On the west side of the door leading out of 
the Svami’s first prakara. Records that in Kalayukti the ruined 
prakara was repaired by Ramanatha, the prince of sages, who is 
versed in all the rites and dgamas of the Saiva system. 

78 . No. 10 ibid. — On the west wall of the first prakara to 
the south of the Vinayaka temple. A record of S. 1530 in the 
days of Vlisu Bhupati, saying that the temple was repaired by 
sage Ramanatha. 

79 . No. 13 ibid. — On the front of the silver swinging cot in 
the Palliyarai. Records that it was the gift of Vijaya Raghunatha 
Setupati Katta Tevar, son of Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha 
Setupati Katta Tevar. The amount of silver and its cost given. 

80 . No. 14 ibid. — Over the figure of a zamindar on the left 
side of the passage from the third prakara to the entrance of the 
Amman temple. The name of Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha 
Setupati Katta Tevar recorded. 

81 . No. 15 ibid.— On the west wall of the first prakara. A 
record of S. 1545 , Rudhirodgari, Masi 21, W_ednesday, uttiram, 
saying that the Nadamalikai mantapam and “ Arudhamantapam ” 
were built by Ktittan Setupati Katta Tevar, son of Uclaiyan Setu- 
pati Katta Tevar. 

82 — 87 . Nos. 16, 17, 18, 19, 20 and 23 fftzW.—Records the 
names on their respective statues of Vaduganatha Tevar, Peria 
Udaiya Tevar, Raghunatha Servaikaran, Pradhani Muttu Tiru- 
malappa Pillai and Rajarajesvari Amman and Sinnana Tevar. 

On the dhvajastambha 
of the Parvatavardhani Amman temple. A record of Gopa-Tippa 
in S. 1390. Records the setting up of the guilt dhvajastambha, 
A Grantha copy of it is engraved on another side of the same 
pillar. This is the same as Nos. ii and 12 of Tam. and Smts. 
Inscrns., p. 59. [Tippa or Tirumalayya deva was Viceroy of the 
South from 1453 to 1468 and gave great donations to Srirangam, 
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Jambukesvarara and Ramesvaram shrines. He was the contem- 
porary of poet Kaiamegha.] 

89 . 90 of 1905. — (Vatteliittu.) On the halipitha close to the 
dhvajastambha of the Ramanathasvamin temple in the same 
village. A much damaged record. 

90 . 97 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Ramalirigesvara temple. Records in Chitrabhanu 
gift of land for the merit of Visvanatha Nayaka VTrappa Nayakkar 
Ayyaii. See No. 95 below. 

91 . 98 <7/1903. — (Tamil.) On the west and south walls of the 
same shrine. A mutilated record in S. 1 500, Vikrama (wrong). 
Mentions the Nayaka referred to in the above epigraph. 

92 . 990/1903- — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the_same shrine. Records in S. 1520 the building of 
the mantapa (Adal-mantapa) by the learned sage RSmanatha. 
Referred to in Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities (No. I of the Local List). 
Also No. 8 in Tam. and Sa 7 is. Insmis., pp. 58-9. 

93. 100 <7/ 1903. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Kotitirtha 
mantapa in the same temple. Records in 1530 the building 
of the mantapa by the same Ramanatha. See Tam. and Sans. 
Inscrns., No. 9 , P- 59 and Antiquities, Local List, No. 2 . 

94. lOl of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. Records in S. 1545, RudhirQdgarin, 
the building of the first prakara. 

95. 102 <7/ 1903. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
1530 the building of a shrine at Ramg^varam during the time of 
VirabhQpati [i.e., Virappa Naik (1609 — 23) of the Madura dynasty. 
See Ind. Antq., 1916, August, pp. 132 — 6.] 

96 . 103 of 1903. — (Grantha.) On the north wall of the Chidam- 
baranara^am in -the same temple. Records in Kalayukta the build- 
ing of the first prakara, 

97 . T04 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Chidam- 
baresvara shrine in the same temple. A record of the Pandya 
king Vlra-Pandyadeva. There is also another fragmentary Pandya 
inscription. 

98 . 105 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On a pillar near the Anjaneya 
shrine at the eastern gopura of the same temple. A damaged 
record in S, 1549, Prabhava. 

99 . No. 21 of Tam. and Sans. Inscrns. — On the west side of the 
“ Chavukai ” in the Amman temple. Records that it was built by 
Periyanayakam Pillai Avargal, the manager cind dharmakarta in 
S. 1786, Raktakshi, Adi 30. 

100 . No. 22 ibid. — On the west step of the dhvajastambha 
of the Amman temple. Records that on Vaikasi 15 of S. 1785, 
Periyanayakam Pillai planted the dhvajastambha.

A 
damaged record of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-Pandyadeva in the eleventh year, Kanya, fifteenth day, 
Saturday, 13 , Magha. 

103 . C.P. No. 7 of 1911. — (Tamil.) A record of Muttu Rama- 
lihga Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar, dated S. 1692, 
Vikriti, making gift of land for feeding people and providing a 
water-shed. [This Setupati was the adopted son of Hiranyagar- 
bhayaji Raghunatha Setupati and an opponent of the Nawab of 
Trichinopoly and the English. He was defeated by the latter near 
Trichinopoly in 1773, made prisoner and deprived of his posses- 
sions. Pie was restored by the Nawab in 1780, but deposed in 
1794 and sent as State prisoner to Madras. See Antiquities, Vol. I, 
p. 228.] 

104 . C.P. No. gofigii. — (Tamil.) A record of Mutt u Vijaya 
Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar (A.D. 1709 — 23) who performed 
the Hiranyagarhha ceremony, dated S. 1635, Vijaya, m 3 .\dng gift of 
houses and lands at Attiyuttu to 14 Brahmana families. [He was 
known as Tiruvudaiya Tevar.] 

105 . C.P. No. 10 oj I911. — (Tamil.) A record of Tirumalai 
Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar (1645 — 1670), dated S. 1579 
(A.D. 1656), making a gift of land to Ahobalaiya of the Kaundinya 
gotra. 

106 . C.P. No. II <5/1911.— A record of Da|avai Setupati Katta 
Tevar (A.D. 1604 — 21), dated S. 1529 (A.D. 1607), 7^«r<jZ5/i!(:2‘U(2, making 
gift of five villages to the temple of Ramanathasvamin at Rame 4 - 
varam. [This is No. 30 of Mr. Sewell’s C.P. list. He has however 
read the date wrongly as S. I $21. It has been edited in Tam. and 
Sans. Inscrns., pp. 66 — 8.] 

107 . C.P. No. 12 of 1911, — A record of Dalavai Setupati 
(A.D. 1604 — 21), dated S. 1530 » Plavariga, registering gift of eight 
other villages to the same temple. This is No. 32 of Mr. Sewell’s 
list and edited in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., pp. 68 — 70. 

108 . C.P. No. 14 of 1911. — (Tamil.) A record dated in the 
year Nandana registering an agreement between the Dharmakarta 
Ramanatha Pandaram and the 512 Arya mahdjanas of the Rame 4 - 
varam temple. 

109 . C.P. No. 16 <5/1911. — (Tamil.) A badly engraved record 
of a . . . Vijayan Setupati in the year 

110 . Setupati grant No. 2 {in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., pp. 65-6). — 
In the possession of Raghunatha Gurukkal of Rame^varam. 
Records in S. 1529, expired, Plavahga, fourth lunar day in 
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Adi, gift of lands by Timnialai Udayan Setupati, on the occasion 
of his pilgrimage to the people of “ the five countries ’’ who served 
as priests and cooks in the Ramesvaram temple. 

111 . Setupati grant No. 5 {in Tam. and Sans. Incrns., pp. 70 — 72). — 
A grant of land by Raghunatha Setupati in S. 1581 (A. D. l659)> 
to a “ Mahratta Brahman Sankara Guriikkai and others,” The 
donor is called the son of Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha Setupati. 
The object of the grant waste provide for the comfort of Mahratta 
and other pilgrims who had now a priest of their own. 

112 . Setupati grant No. 6 {Ibid., pp. 72 — 4). — A record of 
S. 1580, expired, Hevilambi (Uttarayana, Hemanta Ritii, Sukla- 
paksha, new moon, Monday) recording a grant by Raghunatha 
Tirumalai Setupati Katta Tevar, son of Tirumalai Setupati Katta 
Tevar, to Sankara Gurukkal and others for conduct of Navaratri 
festival.

Ramesvaram temple for the merit of Tirumalai Hiranyagarbhayaji 
Raghunatha Tgvar, son of Dalavai Setupati Katta Tevar, The 
objects of grant were the two villages AnandQr and Papahkucli. 

114 . Setupati grant No. 8 {Ibid.,pp. 79-80). — A record of S. 1601, 
expired, year Chitra, Uttarayana, Purvapaksha, dvitlya in Makara 
Thursday and Sataya. Records the grant of villages by Raghu- 
natha Setupati Katta Tevar, son of Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha 
Setupati Katta Tevar, for festivals and offerings. These were 
placed under the mirds of Raghunatha Gurukkal, son of Sankara 
Gurukkal. His functions, privileges and honours are enumerated. 
[The record is interesting for the insight it gives into the position 
and emoluments of the priesthood,]

Katta Tevar, to God Visvesvara and Goddess of Eluvapuri in 
Tennalainadu, in Kajayar koil Simai. The objects of the grant 
were the three villages Pudukkottai, Kallikkudi and Edayanvayal. 

116 . Setupati grant No. 10 {Ibid., pp. 83— 7).— A record of 
S. 1636, expired, Jaya (Chitrai 12, Monday, Sravana, Dasami) by 
Hiranyagarbhayaji Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar, son 
of Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar. [This 
is a very interesting document which enumerates the various 
sources of revenue granted to the deities of Ramesvaram.] 

117 . Setupati grant No. II {Ibid., pp. 87 — 9). — A record of 
S. 1637, Manmatha, Masi 2, Monday, giving the details of an agree- 
ment between Ramanatha Pandaram and Vitthala Nayakar, son of 
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Anailta Nayakar of Parakkadu^ in regard to the measures of oil 
to be presented to the temple in interest for money borrowed. 
[The inscription is interesting for the rate of interest and price of 
oil, etc., given therein.] 

118 . Setupati grant No. I3 {3id., pp. 90—92). — A record of 
S. 1655, expired, Saturday, full moon, Karttikai 10, Rohini (year 
Pramadicha), recording the grant of the village of Kulattur to God 
Sabhapati of Tevai (Ramnad). 

119 . Sejupati grant No. 14 {Ibid., pp. 92 — 5). — A record of S. 1656, 
expired, Ananda, Karttigai, Aparapaksha Trayodasi, Monday, 
Svati. Records a grant of villages by Hiranyagarbhayaji Kumara 
Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, son of Hiranyagarbhayaji 
Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar, to God Velayudhasvami of 
Palni. 

120 . Setupati grant No. IS {Ibid., pp. 95— -8).— A record, dated 
in S. 1659, Nala, Uttarayana, Hemanta Ritu, Pushya Krishnapaksha, 
Amavasya, Thursday, Sravana nakshattra, made by Muttu Vijaya 
Raghnatha Setupati Ayyar Avargal, the son of Kumaramuttu 
Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati Avargal who was the nephew of 
Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha Setupati Avargal. Records the 
gift of the village of MudalQru or Govindarajasamiidram to Rama- 
pay y a, the son of Kalanidhi Konayya of the Kasypagotra, Asva- 
layana SQtra and Rig Sakha. 

121 . Setupati grant No. 16 {Ibid., pp. 98 — 100). — A record, 
dated S. 1585, expired, Subhanu Pushya, Aparapaksha- Amavasya, 
Monday, Uttira nakshattra.

122 . Setupati grant No. 17 {Ibid., pp. 100— 3).— A record, 
dated S. 1706, expired, Sobhakrit, Chaitra Suklapakslia, Guru- 
vasara-Ashtami-Punarvasu. Records grant of the village of 
Seppodukondan or Mutturamalirigapuram to Krishna Aiyaiigar, 
son of Seshadri Aiyahgar of the Harltagotra, Apastamba sutra and 
Yajus sakha, during Mesha-Saiikranti, by Muttu Ramalihga Vijaya 
Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar, descendant of Ravikula 4 ekhara 
Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar. The 
village was in Kaiki nadu.

[The inscription proves conclusively 
the conquest and occupation of the Pandyan kingdom by the 
general of Vi jay anagar by S. 1293.] 

A record in 
the twenty-second year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva (I, 1268 — 1308), “ who 
conquered every country.” Records gift of sheep for a lamp. The 
date corresponds to Monday, 27th June, A.D. 1289. See Ep. hid., 
Vol. VIII, p. 277. 

126 . 1080/ 1903. — (Tamil.) In the same place. A damaged 
and incomplete record in the fifth year of the Pandya king Mara- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I) ? 
1216 — 35), “ who conquered the Chola country.” 

127 . 109 of 1903. — (Tamil.) In the same place. A damaged 
record of Sundarattoludaiyar Mahavali-Vanadarayar * in S. 1450, 
Vijaya (A.D. 1528.) [This seems to be No. 3 of Mr. SewelPs Local 
List but date misread as S. 1400.] 

128 . 1 10 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the same gOpura, left of 
entrance. A mutilated record in the thirty-seventh year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
sekharadeva (I, 1268—1308), “ who conquered every country.” 
Records an order of a certain Aryachakravartin. 

129 . Ill <7/1903. — (Tamil.) In the samevplace. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Kampana-Udaiyar (II) in S. 1293, Viro- 
dhin. Records gift of land. Built in. See No. 124. 

130 . 1 12 <7/1903 {No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List.) — (Tamil.) In 
the same place. A damaged record in the fifth year of Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikondan. Records gift of land. 

131 . I13 <7/1903. — (Tamil.) In the same place. _ A damaged 
record of Mahabali-Vanadaraya-Nayakar in 1440, Lvara. [This 
seems to be No. 4 of Mr, Sewell’s Local List.] See No. 127 above. 

132 . II4 of 1903 {No. 5 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List).— {Tamil.) 
In the same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king

A record in 
the eighth year of the Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Simdara Pandyadeva (I ?). Records gift of land. 

Tiruttardkosamangai. 

This important seat of Saivite worship is traditionally famous 
as the place where Siva appeared before Manikkavasaga in the 
guise of his teacher.

Records in Ss. 1393, expired, Khara, a private gift to the temple. 

On 
the same wail. A record in S. 1505, expired, Chittrabhanu, of the 
Nayaka king Sevvappa-Nayaka-Achyutappa-Nayaka. Records 
the gift at RamasStu by the king of a village in the Chola country 
to the temple at Tiruvuttarakosamahgai in Srlde^am, a subdivision 
of Sembi-nadu. See Tanj. Gazr., pp. 38—9. 

137 . 85 of 1905 {No. 6 of Mr. Sewell's Local List). — (Tamil.) 
On the same wall. Records in S. 1425, expired, Dundubhi, gift of 
money. The village is described as in the above record. 

138 . 86 0/1905. — (Tamil.) (This is No. 5 of Mr. Sewell’s Local 
List, but date misread as 1305.) On the same wall. A record in 
S. 1355 and twelfth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Pandyadeva, Records gift of land. 
Mentions Mutturru-kurram. [So this king came to the throne in 
A.D. 1421,] 

139 . 87 of 1905 {No. I of Mr. Sewell’s Local List). — (Tamil.) On 
the east wall of the kitchen of the same temple. Records in S. 1 530, 
expired, Kilaka, gift of money for celebrating certain festivals for 
the merit of Muttuvirappa-Nayaka (1609 — 23). 

140 . 88 of 1905 {No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List). — (Tamil.) On 
the same wall. A record in the twenty-seventh year of the Pandya 
king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerimelkondan 
Srl-Kaliyugaraman TirunelvelLPerumal Vlra-Pandyadeva. Re- 
cords gift of land. Mr. Sewell misreads the date as the twenty- 
fifth year. [This king was the joint ruler with the celebrated 
Arikesari Ponnum-Perumal Parakrama Pandya Jatilavarman, the 
founder of the Tehkasi temple, who ruled from 1422 to 1464.] 
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Edirkdttai. 

141 . 474 c/igo9. — (Vatteluttii.) On a rock close to the Sunai- 
Kanthesvara temple. A damaged record in the nineteenth year of 
the Pandya king Vlra-Papdya, “ who took the head of the Chola.’* 
Mentions Venbaikkudi-nadu and appears to record a gift of sheep 
for a lamp. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that Vira Panclya’s con- 
quest of the Chola should have earned for him the title Gholantaka ; 
for No. 65 of 1896 at Suchindram which refers to this Vlra Pandya 
refers to a signatory Solantaka Brahmamaraya. Later on the 
epithet was adopted by Jatavarman Srivallabha.] 

142 . A 7 Sofigog. — (Vatteluttii.) Onthe same’rock. A record in 
the thirteenth year of the Pandya king Sadaiyamaran. (Evidently 
one of the egrly kings referred to in the Velvikkudi grant.) 
Records a gift to the temple of Simaikkudi-PadErar and mentions 
Kuttaiikudi in Venbaikkudi-nadu. 

143 . 476 of 1909. — (V atteluttu.) On the south wall of the 
VenugOpalasvamin temple in the same village. A much damaged 
record of the Panclya king Jatavarman alias Sundara-Pandyadeva, 
the date of which is lost. In continuation of this slab, is a frag- 
ment in Vatteluttu characters which records a portion of the 
historical introduction of Rajaraja I and the twenty-second year of 
his reign. Sundara Pandya has not been identified. 

144 . 477 (9/1909.— (Vatteluttu.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A much damaged record of the Ch 5 |a king Rajaraja- 
kesarivarman alias ... In continuation of this is a fragment 
of a Pandya inscription in Tamil characters. 

145 . 478 of igog, — (Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. A damaged record of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman 
(i.e., Rajaraja I), the date of which is lost. Begins with the his- 
torical introduction tirumagal, etc. Mentions Narayana-Vinnagar- 
tevar. [The existence of Vatteluttu in Rajaraja’s inscriptions 
shows that it was not yet replaced by Tamil in the Pandyan country 
in this period.] 

146 . 479 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up to the east of the 
same village. A damaged and unfinished record in the ninth year 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land to the temple of 
KulanagaikkavalTsvaramudaiya-Nayanar at Pullanaikkuruchchi, a 
devadana village of Vikramapandlsvaramudaiya-nayanar at 
Venbaikkudi in Venbaikkudi-nadu. [It is not known which of 
the kings of this name is referred to.]

147 . On a copper plate fixed to the eastern wall of the temple. 
Records the British proclamation (like that at Ettiyapuram) in A.D. 
1799 in the course of the great Panjalamkuruchchi war. 
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148 . 480 <?/ 1909. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the mined 
Siva temple, A damaged and incomplete record in the eighteenth 
year. Appears to record a gift of land to the shrine of the goddess 
in the temple of Sundarapandl^varamiidaiya-Nayanar. 

149 . 481 (3/T909.--(TamiL) On the north wall of the same 
temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Panclya king Vira- 
Pandyadeva. Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
of Simdarapandi^varamudaiya-Nayanar at Maramaiigalam alias, 
Sundarapandyanallur in Karunilakkudi-naclu.

150 . On a stone in front of the temple of Anantaraja Svami. 
Records the grant of a tank to the temple in S. 1583 (A.D. 1661) in 
honour of Chokkalihga Nayakkar of Madura and -others.

151 . On a stone north of the Perumal temple. Records a grant 
in honour of Chokkalihga Nu^'akka "and others in S. 1587 (A.D.

Records gift of land to the temple of Kanapper by Aghorasiva 
Mudaliyar alias Vaidyachakravartin. Mentions also a certain 
Pushpavana^iva. Bp. Jnd.y Vol. VIII, p. 279. [Saivite legends say 
that Kanapper or Kalaiyar Kovil was one of the fifteen Saivite 
holy places in the Pandyan land. It is associated with sage 
Kaundilya and also with Sundaramurti Nayanar. The Sun-god 
is also said to have worshipped Siva here.] 

153 . 5760/ 1902. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
temple. A damaged record in the fourteenth year of Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Konerinmelkondan. 

154 . 577 a/1902. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the lOO pillared 
mantapa in the same temple. An incomplete record in the fortieth 
year of the Panclya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulasekharadeva (I, 1268 — 1308), “ who conquered every 
country.”

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156 . 579 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
kitchen. A much damaged record of the Pandya king Maravar- 
man alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekharadeva “who con- 
quered every country ”, the date of which is doubtful. See No. 140 
above. 

157 . 580 0/1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record o£ 
the Pandya king- Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara-Pandyadeva, the date of which is doubtful.

A record* 
in the tenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. 

A record of 
the Pandya king Kula^ekharadeva, the date of which is doubtful. 
Mentions gifts by Vikrama-Pandyadeva and Vrra-Pandyad6va. 

A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara-Pandyadeva, the date of which is lost.

On the south wall of the same 
shrine, right of entrance. A record in the twenty-fourth year 
of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Pandyadeva- 
Records gift of land. 

165 . 587 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall, left of entrance. 
A record of Mavali-Vanadarayar in S. 1454, Hevilambin (wrong)* 
Records gift of land. See No. 127 above. 

Kondagai ( Kmitipura). 

166 . No. 21 of Sanskrit and Tam. Jnscrns., pp. 108--9, — An 
inscription of the time of Sadasiva Raya of Vijayanagar, dated on 
Thursday in the month of Dhanus in Visvavasu, S. 1467 (expired)- 
Records that, in the presence of Visvanatha Naiker, Dimmappa 
Naiker, the agent of Sadaiiva Raya, settled some disputes between 
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the two sections of the inhabitants of Kondakai. [The great Pra- 
bandhic teacher Srisailg^a or Tiruvaymoljpillai, the preceptor of 
the celebrated Manavala Mahamuni, was according to the Guru-^ 
parampara, born at Kuntinagara, and we can be sure that this is 
the place referred to. For ^rlsail 64 a’s career and teachings see 
my article on the History of Sri Vaisknavism from the death of V Manta 
Desika to the preseiit day in Mythic Society four nal, 1917.] 

Sivagahga. 

167 ’. C.P. No. 28 of Mr. Sewell* s List. ~Da.ted in S. 1706 (A.D. 
1784), K. 4885, Sohhakrit, Chitrai 5. By this document the then 
Zamindar of Sivagahga makes over certain lands in sarvamanyam 
(freehold) to a Muhammadan named Mottai Fakir Saheb of Siva- 
gahga. The ZamindaPs name is given as “ Muttu Vaduganatha 
TSvar, son of Vijaya Raghunatha Sivanna Periya Udaya Tevar.” 
[The dates are not quite consistent. This is the same as C.P. 19 
in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., pp. 105 — 7.] 

Sdlapuram. 

168 . 88 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the north, west and south bases 
of the ruined Gane^a temple. Stones out of order. Seems to 
contain portions of the historical introduction of Maravarman 
Sundara Pandya (I, l 2 l 6 -- 35 )» which begins pii-mariruiya, etc, 

168 -A. On the steps of the south gate of the Vikrama 
Pandyesvara temple. Records that Konerinmaikondan granted to 
the deity, in his fifth year, a village which he purchased for 
1,000 panams.

[One of fifteen ^aivite holy places of the Pandyan kingdom.) 

169 . 17 of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the mantapa in 
front of the Pushpavanesvara shrine. A record in the eighth year 
of KoiiSrinmaikondan. Records gift of land. 

170 . A copper-plate grant (Sanskrit and Tamil) in the pos- 

session of the temple authorities, recording a gift of lands to 1, 080 
Brahmans well versed in Vedas, etc., by Sri Kdchchaclaivarman 
Tribhuvanachakravartigal Sri Kulasekhara Deva Rajagambhira- 
deva (I, 1190— 1217) in the twenty-fifth year of his reign. The plate 
— .. hv Caldwell in Ind. Antq., Vol. VT, T42 ff., but 
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only facsimiles of five out of the ten plates were given. Burgess and 
Natesa Sastri have published the whole together with the transla- 
tion in their Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns., pp. 21 — 36 (No. 23).

171 . Another copper-plate grant of the same temple (Tamil) 
recording an order issued by Kononalaikondan ” to the assembly 
of Rajagambhirachaturvedimarigalam to the effect that the 
twenty-five kdhis which were the share of the temple from three 
villages were to be paid half in paddy and half in coin. Certain 
men bind themselves to carry out the order and give an agreement 
to that effect to the assembly. This plate was also published first 
by Caldwell in Ind. Antq., VI, and then by Burgess and Natesa 
Sastri in Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns., No. 24, pp. 37-8 ; see also Mad. 
Ep. Rep., 1899, p. 15. [The king’s name Sundara Pandya “ who 
presented the Chola country ” occurs incidentally in the inscription. 
He is said to have conquered the Chola country and then given 
it back to the Chola who prostrated himself at his feet] Venkayya 
points out that both this and No. 170 are closely connected, and 
were evidently written during the reign of Sundara PEndya, the 
former being perhaps a little earlier in time. From the fact that 
a minister, Raman Pallavarayar by name, is simply referred to in 
the earlier grant but signs the later, Venkayya concludes that both 
were issued during the lifetime of the same man and that Maravar- 
man Sundara Pandya I, 1216 — 35, was in ail probability the 
successor of Kulasekhara. [See Mad. Ep. Rep., 1899, p. 15.] His 
Chola opponent should have been Ra jaraja III who ruled from I2l6 
to 1248.

Pudukkdttai. 

173 . No. 7 of Appefidix A, Ep. Rep., 1906— This is a copper- 
plate grant (Sanskrit and Grantha) of Sri Vallabha and Varatimga 
Rama Pandya in S. 1505, Subhdnu, which “ gives a short account of 
the later Pandyas and records the gift of the village of Pudukkottai 
by a certain Tirumala Nayaka with the approval of Vlrapa 
Nayaka ” of Madura. The date S. 15105 is said to be the twenty- 
first year after the coronation of Sri Vallabha Ativlra Rama 
Pandya and thereby shows that his coronation took place in 
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I562--“63. The whole grant is excellently summarized by Venkayya 
in Ep. Rep., 1906, pp. 7I--2. He refers to the various kings of the 
line as given in the grant, the previous epigraphical references 
to them, Dr. Caldwell’s description of them, and above all to the 
literary ^^irks of Ativira Rama and Varatuh-ga Rama. The 
inscription has also been edited by Mr, Gopinatha Rao in his 
Travancore Archmlogical Series, Vol. I, pp, 6l — 89, together with the 
plates. Mr. Gopinatha Rao differs from Mr. Venkayya in regard 
to the relation between Ativira Rama and Srivallabha and holds 
that the latter was the younger brother of the former, Mr. Ven- 
kayya, on the other hand, believes them to be identical. The 
whole is referred to in detail in my History of the Ndik Kingdom of 
Madura, Ind. Antq., 1915. The inscription is thus of the greatest 
value in regard to the political and literary history of South India 
in the sixteenth century. 

Puduppdlaiyam. 

174 . 503 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the 
ParannahgattaruUyasvarain temple. A much damaged record of 
the Pandya king Srivalladeva, dated in his sixth year. Appears 
to record a gift of money for a lamp. 

On the east wall of the same 
temple. Dated in the eleventh year of the Pandya king Mara- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva whom 
the Government Epigraphist identifies with’Maravarman Sundara 
Pandya I who ruled from 1216 to 1235. Refers to his palace at 
Madakkulakkil-Madurai and to the seat called Malavardyan, and 
seems to register a gift of land for feeding the ascetic I^anadeva 
and his pupils who were residing at Nalla perumal-madam at 
Karungalam alias Sadavachakanallur and had emigrated from 
Krishna-Golaki matha atTiruvarur. [SeeEp. Rep., 1909, p. 1 04, for 
another matha called the Achdramalagia in the same place,] 

176 . 505 £>/ 1909* — (Tamil.) On the lintel of the entrance 
into the same temple. ^ Records that the door posts and the step 
stone were the gift of Srlvala-Pandyadeva (Ativira Rama ?). 

Srivilliputtur. 

See Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities, I, 305, for a short description of this 
important place. It is celebrated as the birth-place of Perialvar 
and Goda and is therefore one of the most sacred places of 
Vaishnavism. For its religious structures and its figure in later 
history see my Hist. Ndik Kingdom of Madura, in Ind. Antq., 1916 
(September and October). Mr- Sewell gives three inscriptions here, 
but the Mack. MSS. contain as many as forty-six inscriptions.

180 . A CP. grant in the possession of a local Brahman, edited 
by Mr. T. A. Gopinatha Rao in his Trav. Arch. Series,!, 106 — 14 
(No. XI). Records that Abhirama Pandya (i.e., Varatuhga Rama), 
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the son and grandson respectively of Parakrama Pandya and 
Abhirama Pandya, gave in S. 1474, Virodhikrit (Uttarayana, 
Hemantaritu, Makara, new moon, Sravana Naksliato^ during a 
solar eclipse, the village of Kshirarjunapura in Mallinadu to a 
number of Brahmanas. 

Tiruppattur Taduk. 

Kimnakkiidi, 

This village is noted for its cave temples adjoining the 
modern temple of Tenarrlsvara at the foot of the hill. The icono” 
graphical features of the place have been described by Mr. Krishna 
Sastri in Ep. Rep., 1910, p. 79. Of the five inscriptions which 
Mr- Sewell mentions in this place, three have been identified, but 
not the two others which are attributed to ^ the twentieth year of 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Pandya and S. 1442 (A.D. 1550).

Records that VirasSkharan alias 
Virudarajabhayamkara Adalaiyur-Nadalvan granted a remission 
of taxes on all the devadana lands belonging to the same temple. 

193 . 366/1909. — (Tamil.) On the second and third pillars in 
the same place. A damaged record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyacleva (I, 1216—35), 
“who was pleased to distribute the Chola country.” The record 
gives a long historical introduction. [This may be No. I of Mr. 
Sewell’s list, where it is attributed to the eighth year of the reign. 

194 . 37 of 1909. — (Vatteluttu.) On the third pillar in the same 
place. The record bears the single word Masillchchuram. 

195 . 38 6/I909.-— (Tamil.) On the fourth pillar in the same place. 
A, record in the eighth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin SrI-vallabhadeva. Records gift of land for 
the maintenance of a garden to the temple of Tenarru Nayakar by 
Katti-ara^a, a resident of Tirpkkunrakkudi. See No, 187 above. 
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196 . 39 <3/1909* — (Tamil.) In the verandah of the same cave, 
below two images. A much damaged record in the seventh year of 
the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva, 
“who was pleased to distribute the Ch 5 la Country." Seems to record 
a gift of land to Aludaiya-Pillaiyar. The king was most probably 
Maravarman Simdara Pandya I, I2l6 — 35. 

197 . 40 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On a wall in front of the same cave. 
A. much damaged record in the sixteenth year of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
(I, 1216 — 35), “ who took the Chola country and was pleased to 
perform the anointment of heroes and the anointment of victors at 
Miidigondasolapuram.” Seems to record a gift of land for offerings 
to the temple of Tenarru-Nayakar. 

198 . 41 fl/1909. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Agastyes- 
vara shrine at the foot of the hill in the same village. An incom- 
plete record in the twenty-second year of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulai^ekharadeva 
(1, 1268 — 1308), “ who has pleased to take every country.” Mentions 
the temple of Tenarru-Nayakar. 

199 . 42 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Panclya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajan 
Sundara-Pandyadeva. Built in at the end and damaged. [The 
king has not been identified.] 

200 . 43 0/1909. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the Madhuna- 
dl 4 vara shrine at the foot of the hill. A damaged record in the 
seventeenth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216 — 35), “ who took 
the Chola country and was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes at Mucligondasolapuram.” Records gift of land to a private 
person, Mentions Niyamam “ irrigated by the river Tenaru ” in 
KOralasihgavalanadu. 

201 . 44 of 1909. — On the roof of a natural cavern called 
Jfianiyarmadam on the same hill. In Brahmi characters. [The 
huge boulder here is similar to that at Panchapandavamalai near 
Kllavalavu and “ must have contained below it a number of the 
usual stone beds. The whole space under the boulder is, however, 
now converted into a building with several compartments and is 
occupied by mendicant beggars who call it Gnanidr-madam. In 
the madam they have placed figures of a naga, a Hanuman and a 
seated image which they call Gnaniar.” {Mad. Ep. Rep., 1910, 
p. 80,) 

Pirdnmalai. 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives ten inscriptions in this place 
of which Nos. 2, 3, 5 and 6 have been identified with 203, 204, 
205 and 212 of the following list. The other inscriptions of 
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Mr. Sewell are not identifiable. Two of them are attributed to the 
thirteenth and tenth years of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulase- 
khara and the other four are given under Nos. 220 to 223 below. 

203 . 138 f?/l903, — (Tamil.) On the rock in the central shrine 
of the Mahgainatha temple. An incomplete record in the thirty- 
fifth year of the Chola king Chakravartin Kulottufiga-Choladeva 

(I?). 

303 . 139 0/1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the kitchen 
belonging to the Maiigainatha temple. A mutilated record of the 
Saluva king Immadi-Narasirfiharaya (son of Narasiiiga), in S. 1422, 
Raudri. Appears to record a gift for the merit of Tipparasar 
Ayyan. Mentions Eppuli-Nayakar and Keralasinga-valanadu and 
the district of Piramalai-^lmai. 

304 . 140 0/1903. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same. A 
record in the thirty-eighth year of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin KulasSkharadeva (I, 1268 — 1308), 
“ who conquered every country.” Records gift of cows to the 
temple of Kodungunramudaiya-Nayanar. 

305 . 141 0/1903. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Sundara- 
Pandyan mantapa in front of the central shrine of the same 
temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vira-pratapa Dgvaraya 
( 11 , 1422 — 49) in S. 1360, Kalayukta. Records gift for the merit 
of Madana Udaiyar, younger brother of the minister Lakshmana 
Dannayaka, who calls himself “ the lord of the southern ocean.” 

306 . 142 {a) of T903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the 
Lakshmi mantapa close to the same shrine. A record in the third 
year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216 — 35), “ who took the Chola 
country.” Records gift of sheep for a lamp. 

307 . 142 (&) <7/ 1903. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
(I, I2t6 — ^35), “ who took the Chola country,” the date of which 
is doubtful. Records gift of sheep for a lamp. 

308 . 143(7/1903. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-seventh of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula^ekharadeva. Records gift of a lamp stand. Mentions 
Kara van dapuram. 

309 . 144 of 1903. — -(Tamil.) On the north wall of the s x- 
pillared mantapa in front of the same shrine. A record in i le 
third year of the Pandya king Jatavarman (r/mj Tribhuvanachaki i- 
vartin Vlra-Pandyadeva. Records gift of money for offerin# 
Tirukkodungunru was situated in Tirumalai-nadu. Mention!' 
made of Alagapuri Seliyanarayanapuram in KeralasingavaU ; 
nadu. [According to Saivite legends Tirukkoduiigunram I 
Piranmalai was one of the fifteen Saivite centres in the Pand3|>| ' 
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kingdom and renowned as the place where Mahodara Rishi 
performed worship.] 

310 . 145 0/1903. — (Tamil.) On the base of the same mantapa. 
A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kongrinmaikondan. Records 
gift of land. Mentions Tuvarapati-Velar and BhCipala-Puramdara. 
The latter was probably a title of the king. Contains also a 
fragment of an inscription of Simdara-Pfmdya “ who performed 
the anointment of heroes at Nellur,” i.e., Jatavarman Simdara 
Pandya I who ruled from I251 to 1264.] 

311 . 146 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Visva- 
natha shrine in the same temple. An incomplete record of the 
Vijayanagara king VTrapratapa Krishnadeva Maharaya “who 
conciiiered Ilam and every country and witnessed the elephant 
hunt,” in S. 1440, Chitrabhanu (wrong) ,* Venkayya points out that 
this inscription is “a unique ” record among the Tamil inscriptions 
of the Emperor in claiming the conquest of ilam for KrishnarEya. 

313 . 147 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Mentions Tuvarapati-Velar and BhQpala Puramdara. 
Records in the thirty-fourth year gift of land. [This is evidently 
inscription No. 2 in Mr. Sewell’s list assigned to the thirty-fourth 
year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekhara.] 

313 . 148 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the sixteenth year of the Pandya king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Built in at the 
end. Records gift of land. Contains the Sanskrit introduction 
beginning with Samasta-jaj^^adadluJm, etc. 

314 . 149 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the steps lead- 
ing to the Marigainatha shrine. An incomplete record. Records 
an order of Malavachakravartti. 

315 . I50(?/I903. — (Tamil.) On the east wall* of the same. A 
record in the tenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama-Pandyadeva. Records a sale 
of land. [Was he the king who came to the throne in 1334 ?] 

316 . 151 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the steps 
leading to the Maiigainatha shrine in the same temple. A record 
of the Saluva king Immadi Narasihgaraya (son of Nara 4 ihga, the 
usurper) in S. 1422, Raudra. Records gift of land for the merit 
of Tipparasa Ayyan by Eppuli Nayakar. 

317 . 152 (?/ 1903.— (Tamil.) Inside the Subrahmanya shrine in 
the same temple. A record in the sixteenth year of the Pandya 
king Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva 
(1,1268- — 1308), “ who conquered every country.” Records gift of 
money for offerings. 

318 . 153 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Records in fifteenth Vibhava, gift of land. 
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219. 154 £)/ 1903. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the south wall 
of the Sokkanatha temple in the same village. An incomplete 
record. Mentions a. corporatmi of 7 nerchants. 

220. A record dated in S. 1424 (A.D. 1502), No details given.

221. A record dated in S, 1452 (A.D. 1530). Ibid., No. 8.

A record 
of the Vijayaiiagara king Mahamandalesvara KrishnarSya, in 
S. 1^32, Pramoda. Records gift of land to a native of TiriipputtQr 
by Sirigama-Nayaka for the merit of Vlra-Narasimharaya-Nayaka 
alias “ the lord and the prosperous Sellappa.” This chief figured 
afterwards as a rebel. For details see my History of the Ndik 
Kingdom in Ind. Aniq^ 19T4. 

230 . 92 (?/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record of the Vijayanagara king^ Mahamandalesvara Vlrapratapa 
Krishnayadeva Maharaya, in S. 1432 , Pramoda. Records gift 
of the two villages Naranamarigalam and KaraiyQr in Keralasiiiga- 
valanSdu, a district of Pandimandalam for the merit of Vlra- 
Narasiiiiharaya (Nayakkar alias) Sellappar. These two villages 
were clubbed together under the name Sellappapuram. 

On the east wall of the mantapa in 
front of the central shrine. A record in the twenty-first year of the 
Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Srlvallabhadeva, Records 
gift of 50 sheep for a lamp by RajendrasOlan Keralan Nichula- 
raja to Sritalipparamesvara at Tirupputtur, a brahmadeya in 
Keralasliiga-valanadu.

Records gift of paddy by RajendrasOlan 
alias Nishadharaya of Ponnamarapadi in Puramalainadu, for a 
festival in the temple of Tiruttaliyandar.

A record in 
the third year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
iekharadsva. ' Records that some lands belonging to the temple of 
Kailasamudaiya-Nayanar were made rent-free for money received 
by the sablia of Tirupputtur in order to provide for offerings on a 
festival in the same temple.

Begins 
with the usual historical introduction. Mentions the meeting of the 
sabha at the foot of UrangapptilL An incomplete and damaged 
record. 

244 . I06 <7/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Pandya king . . . ma Pandyadeva. 
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Built in at the beginning. Records gift of manes'- for a lamp by a 
Brahma ni. 

A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhiivanachakravartin 
PaiTikrama-Pandyadeva. Records gift of gold for offerings to the 
goddess Tiriippal|iarai'Nachchiyar by the same Brahmani. 

A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Srivallabhadeva.

A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Srivallabhadeva. Records gift of 25 cows and one bull for a lamp.

A record of the Chola king Rajakgsarivarman Udais'^ar Srl-

part of the historical introduction of the king is preserved, and a 
reference is made to ayyar (father) Rajendra-Chola “ who took 
Gahgai, Purvadesam and Kidaram. [Virarajendra was evidently

Records sale of the 
right of Kanlnmai by a temple tenant in favour of the goddess Tiruk- 
kamakkottamiidaiya-Nachchiyar who was set up by Kandiyadevar. 

262 . 124 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Vikrama-Psndyadeva in the twenty-second year 
and S. 1344, Subhakrit, Dhanus 19, Purva 3, Wednesday, Sravana, 
Records grant of a lease of certain temple lands to three private 
individuals, viz,, Senbagaraiyar, Parakrama-Pandya Vijayalaya- 
devar and Ariyarayar. [See Ep. Ind.^ Vol. XI, p, 139, where it is 
shown that the date corresponded to Wednesday, r6th December, 
A.D. 1422, after changing the third tithi to the second.] 

263 . 1250/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasaekharadeva (I, 1268 — 1308), “ who 
was pleased to take every country.” One of the stones is misplaced. 
Continuation not traceable. Seems to record a list of temple lands 
acquired by sale and refers to the misbehaviour of a temple 
servant. 

264 . 126 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in S 
1309, Prabhava, sale of rights and privileges attached to the place 
of the temple accountant, by the priests, 

265 . 1270/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
S. 1309, Prabhava. Similar to the above. But, here, the sabha 
takes the place of the temple priests. 

266 . 128 d/igo8. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
twentieth year of the Pancjlya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vira-Pandyadeva, Records that certain temple 
lands were leased out by the priests. [Vide Ep. hid., Vol. XI, p. 137, 
where it is shown from the details of the date (Rishabha 4, Purva 2, 
Rohini) that it corresponded to Sunday, 3rd May, A.D. 1318. The 
solar day, however, was the eighth and not the fourth,] 

267 . 129 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record in the twenty-first year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva ( 1 , 1216 — 35), “ who was pleased to distribute the Chola 
country.” Records a sale of land to SrTkantha 4 iva, one of the 
Acharyas residing in Tiriijnanasambanda-matlia at Tirupputtur, by 
Malayamanikkam TirukkanaippSrudaiyan alias Malavachakra- 
vartin of Sembonmari in Talaiyur-nadu. 

268 . 130(9/ 1908, — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the first 
prakara of the Agastyfsvara shrine in the same temple. A record 
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in the second year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-Pandyadeva, in Dhanus II, Purva 10, Wednesday, AsvinL 
Records sale of land for the maintenance of a flower-garden which 
was founded by Ponparriyudaiyan Viluppadaraiyar of Pullurkudi 
in Naduvir-kurm in the district of Milalai-kurram. [See Ep. Ind.y 
Vol. XI, p. 135, where it is shown that the date corresponded 
to 7th December, A.D. 1239.] 

269 . 131 of 1908, — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. - A record in the twelfth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Para- 
krama-Pandyadeva. The record gives a list of the gifts made by 
Uyyavandan Kandideva alias Gahgeya to the temple of Tiruttali- 
yandar at Tirupputtur. 

270 . lyi of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record in the ninth year of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kiila^ek'haradeva (I, 
1268 — 1308), “ who was pleased to take every country.” 

271 . IZl of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the thirty-sixth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasgkharadeva (I, 1268 — 1308), “who 
was pleased to take every country.” Records gift of land to a 
certain PerumbarrappuliyQr-nambi by the temple priests. Records 
that in the thirty-fourth year of the reign of the king a certain 
Valluvanadalvan took possession of the village and dispossessed 
the donee of his lands. 

272 . 134 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the store 
room in the same temple. An incomplete record in the tenth year 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vlra-Pandyadeva. Refers to the shrine of Suryadeva in the temple 
of Tiruttaliyanda-Nayanar and to the Kannadiya horsemen from 
a foreign country. 

An incom- 
plete record in the twenty-third year of the Pandya king Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva. Seems to record a gift of 
four water-pots for the sapred bath by Avanimulududaiyar, wife of 
Devara'gandan. 

On a slab built 
into the floor of the first prakara of the same temple. A record in 
the tenth year of the Pandya king Maranjadaiyan. Records gift 
of ten dindras (kdsu in Tamil) for a lamp to the temple of 
Tiruttalipperumanadigal by a Brahmani. 

275 . 137 of 1908. — (Grantha and Vatteluttu.) On a second slab 
built into the same floor. A damaged record in the fourth year and 
4,535th day of the Pandya king Varaguna-Maharaya. Records gift 
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of money for one lamp and eleven flower garlands by Maravan- 
Aniikkapperaraiyan alias Kadamban-Vejan to the temple of 
Tiruttalipaclarar, at TiruppnttGr, a brahrnadeya in Koluvurkurram. 

376 . 138 of 1908. — {Vatteluttu.) On a slab lying in the 
Aiigalamman temple in the same village. A record of the Pandya 
king Maranjadaiyan, the date of which is lost. Records gift of 
sheep for a lamp to the temple of Jala^ayanattuppadErar at 
Tirupputtur, a brahrnadeya in Koluvur-kurram, by Manomayan 
Maran of Venbaikkudi-nadu. 

377 . 1390/1908. — (Tamil.) On the second slab set up in the 
same temple. A much damaged record in S. 14/6, Ananda. 
Mentions Aiigalamman. 

378 . 1400/1908. — -(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Ninra- 
Narayana Perumal temple in the same village. A record in the 
twenty-first year of the Pandya king Sundara-Pandyadeva. 
Records gift of land to the temple of Kolavarahavinnagar-Emberu- 
man by the chief Gangeyan.

379 . 4080/1907. — (Tamil.) On stones lying in front of the

in Muttooru-kurram and Anjukottai in the same kQrram. 

380 . In the local masjid. A stone epigraph recording gift of 
lands to a Mussalman in S. 1595 (A.D. 1673) by Tirumalai Setupati 
Katta Tevar. \_Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 298.] 

381 . A C.P. grant in the masjid. Records gift of lands to a 
Mussalman in S. 1666 (A.D. 1744) by Muttukumara Vijaya 
Raghunatha Setupati, son of Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati 
and grandson of Hiranyagarbhayaji Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha 
Setupati. {Ibid,, p. 298,]

383 . 1190/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north, west and south walls 
of the central shrine in the Kailasanathasvamin temple. A record 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin, the 
date of which is lost. Stones out of order. Mentions Rajasimha- 
mangalam, a in Varaguna-valanadu.

383 . 433 </ 1914, —(Tamil.) On the main gopura of the Adi- 
ratne^vara temple, right of entrance. Registers in S. 1557, Yuva, 

Paurnami, Pushy a, corresponding to 
January 12, A.D. 1636, an order of Tirumalaiyan that each village 
had to pajr one Msu, one panam and one kala 7 n of paddy to the 
temple of Aclanai Nayakar for the merit of Setupatidevar, [The 
local ^od was so called because, it is said, Bhrigu got relief from 
God Siva from the goat’s head and elephant’s body with which 
he had been cursed by sage Durvasas.] 

284 . 4340/1914. — (Tamil.) In the same place. A record in 
the seventeenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikon- 
dan. The stone is cut off at the right end. Seems to register 
gift of paddy. 

285 . 435 0/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same gopura ; left of en- 
trance. A record in the sixteenth year of the Pandya king Mara- 
varman /2lias Sundara-Pandya “who having taken the Chola 
country was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and the 
anointment of victors at MudigondachOlapuram.” The stone is 
cut off at the right end. Seems to register a gift of land. 

286 . 436 0/ 1914. — (Tamil.) ^ On a slab set up near the tank in 
the same temple. Records in S. 1642, Vikari, th^e digging of the 
SCiryaputkarani tank in front of the temples of Adanai Nayakar 
and Anbirpiriyada-Amman for the merit of Muttuvayiravanatha 
Setupati Kattadevar. 

287 - 288 . Mr. Sewell mentions two C.P. grants in the teniiple, 
dated S. 1601 (A.D. 1679) recording gift of lands by Hiranya- 
garbha Setupati.

Aragal ( Aragalur). 

AragalCir was in Arrurkiirram, a subdivision of Magadai 
Mandalam in Maladu or Jananathavalanadu (which extended into 
modern South Arcot district). 

1 . 408 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Kame 4 vara temple. An incomplete record of the 
Vijayanap'ara king Kumara Vlra-Narasimha Bhujabala Vasanta- 
raya in S. 1430, Vthham, KumNia, hi. di. 7, Friday, Stibhayoga, 
corresponding to Friday, January 26, A.D. 1509. Registers that 
Eramanchi Timmaya-Nayaka’s son Tulukkana-Nayaka, provided 
a car which had not existed since the time of the Pandya king to 
the temple of Tirukkamisvaram-udaiya-Tambiranar at AragalQr in 
Arrur-kiirram, a subdivision of Magada mandalam in Maladu alias 
Jananatha-valanEdu. [Bhujabala was Nuniz’s Busbal Rao and the 
elder brother of Krishnadeva Raya. His title Vlravasanta is met 
for the first time in this epigraph. The Koyilolugu refers to 
Eramanchi Timma Nayaka and says that Uttamanambi, the 
manager of the Srirahgam shrine, received in S. 1409 as many 
as 20 villages from him. He is styled the inspirer of fear in the 
Chera, Chbla, Pandya and Vallala kings, the establisher of 
Yridavaraya and enemy of Sambuvaraya.] 

2 . 409 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva-Maharaya in S. 1435, Bhdva, Simha, 
hi. di. II, Wednesday, Svati. Registers that Eramanchi Akki- 
Timmaya-Nayaka rehabilitated the deserted village of Panattalai, 
a devadcina and sarvamanya of the same temple, under the name 
Immadi-Tulukkana Nayakkan pettai and fixed certain taxes which 
were evidently collected by the temple. [The date is irregular 
and inconsistent. The Kaikkolars and other classes who took the 
village as Kattukkiittagai had to pay 3 panams for each loom and 
3 for each plough, but were free from obligations and assessments 
like ecdchoru, varisoru, dlamanji, etc.] 

3 . 4100/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the ChOla king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva (III ?). Records gift of the village Naraittalai Navalur to the 
temple of Tirukkaralivaram-udaiya-Nayanar at Aragalur in Arrur- 
kurram, a subdivision of Magada-mandalani, for burning 150 
lamps in the shrines of the god and goddess and the subsidiary 
shrines. 
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4 . 411 0/ l9i3*~(Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrine. Records in S. 143O) Vibhava, Kumbha, su. di. lO, Sunday, 
Aslesha, that Eramaiichi Tulukkana-Nayaka, _seeing that the 
temple of Tirukkamlsuram-Udaiya-Nayanar at Aragalur was not 
provided with festive processions since the time of the Pandya, 
constructed a car for it and fixed the days for the festivals. Also 
registers a grant of land by the temple authorities and a house to 
a certain kaikkolan called Parayan of Tamadanallur. The date is 
irregular. See Ep. Rep., 1914, p. 73, for details. 

5 . 412 <9/1913. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the same shrine. 
A record of the Saluva king Dharmaraya (Immadi Narasimha), 
son of Saluva Nara^iiiga Bhujabhala Deva-Maharaya (i.e., the cele- 
brated usurper Naraiihga) in S. 1426, Rahtakslii, Simha, su. dl 13, 
Friday, Svati. Registers that Pakkambadi, a village in Tenkarai 
Naraiyur-kurram, a district of Magadai-mandalam in Maladu alias 
Jananathavalanadu, was for a long time a devadana of the temple 
and that subsequently taxes (rdjdgaram Mnikkai) were collected 
from it ; Eramaiichi Tulukkana-Nayaka restored the village to the 
temple with all its income for worship and repairs. [Mr. 
Swamikannu Pillai calculates the corresponding date to be Friday, 
April 26, A.D. 1504, but the solar month was not Shnlia but Mesha\ 

6. 413 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. Registers in Raktakshi, Karttigai, twenty-seventh day, 
the decision of Tirumalli Nayaka regarding the right of worship in 
the temple of Tirukkaml^varam-udaiya-Nayanar. 

7 . 414 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
thirteenth year, Tai, of the Hoysala king Ramanathadsva. Regis- 
ters an order of Rahuttarayan that the village Nattamahgalara in 
Sela-nadu which was given to him as B-fivita by the king, was now 
granted with all its income as a rent-free devadana to the temple of 
TirukkamIsvaram-udaiya-Nayanar at Aragalur, for maintaining 
worship and repairs. 

8. 415 £1/1913. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa in 
front of the same shrine. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva (III) in his fourteenth year Rishabha, ha. 
di. f, Monday, Dhanishtha (corresponding, according to Mr. Swami- 
kannu Pillai, to Monday, 6th May, A.D. 1230). Records grant of 
15,000 by a certain Nachchi for maintaining worship, sacred 
bath, garlands, cloths, lamps, oil, offerings and festivals in the 
shrine of Kariyana-i 4 varamudaiya-Nayanar set up in the north- 
west corner of the first enclosure in the temple of TirukkamTs- 
varam-udaiya-Nayanar. The donation was accepted by the 
servants of the temple. 

9 . 416 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuh- 
ga-Choladeva (III). Registers that the village of Ilattipadi which 
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had been purchased from Malaiyanudai-Sambai by the trustees, 
was made tax-free in favour of the same temple, for maintain- 
ing worship, festivals and repairs by the trustees of that temple. 
The document is attested by the officers Vanakovaraiyaii and 
Villavarayan. 

10 . 417 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kiilot- 
tuhga-ChOladeva (III).. Records sale of Ilattipadi to the trustees of 
the temple by Malaiyanudaiyan Sambaiyalyan, for 135 pon. 

11 . 418 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOtturiga-Choladeva (III) in 
his twenty-ninth yjsar, Kanyd, hi. di. 2, Wednesday, Hasta 
(corresponding to September 6, A.D. 1206). Records gift of 5,000 
lidhi for maintaining the sacred bath, twilight lamps, garlands, 
cloths and offerings to the three saints (emhcrumakkal) (i.e., Appar, 
Sundarar and Sambandar) set up in the temple of Tirukkamli- 
varam-udaiya-lSIayanar at Aragalur. [The date in reality refers to 
Tuesday, September 5 and not September 6. See Ep. Rep., 1914, 
p. 64.] 

13 . 419 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
maptapa. A record in the fifteenth year of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
(I,? 1251—64). Registers a gift of 1,000 kuli oi land, made rent- 
free in the thirteenth year of the king, for the maintenance of two 
Brahmanas who recited the Vedas in the temple, by the chief 
Sedirayan. Also at the command of the king, the mttdr inhabit- 
ing the districts included between the rivers Vembararu and 
Pennai were required to assign certain specified taxes to the 
temple for the health of the king. The ndttar, having, however, 
collected the kdnikkai-panam in the fifteenth year of the king, they 
were ordered to return the collections immediately to the temple. 

13 . 420 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Saluva king Tamaraya Imraadi-Narasa Ntyaka (son of Nara- 
singa) in S. 1427, Krbdhana, Makar a, su. di. 3, Sunday, Dhanishtha, 
Mahd-Sayhkrdnti day. Registers that Allalanatha Ilaiya-Nayaka 
and the inhabitants of Arrur-nadu and Mulaipparu-nadu, having 
met together, provided for supplying oil to burn perpetual lamps 
and twilight lamps in the temple fon the health of Eramafichi- 
Tulukkana Nayaka. [Mr. Swamikannu Pillai points out that in 
January ll, A.D. 1506, the intended date, the week day is correct, 
but not Krlttika or Dhanishtha. Nor was it Sahkranti of any kind.] 

14 , 421 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
his seventh year that the chiefs VanakOvaraiyan and Villa varai- 
yan granted annually ten of their bull-calves as wdshabhas to the 
temple and assigned the remainder for work in connexion with 
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temple repairs including that of the enclosure wall called Pon- 
parappina Perumal-tirumadiL 

15 . 422 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
Plava, Masi, tenth day, a pledge (adai^dlai) granted by Tyagana- 
Nayaka to the inhabitants of the districts (jiatfar) of Magadai- 
inandalam who had left the country owing to much oppression. 
Mentions svami Isvara-Nayaka. 

16 . 423 of 1913- — (Tamil.) On the same base. Built in at the 
beginning. Fixes the details of adanderram to be observed by the 
inhabitants of Magadai-niandalam. 

17 . 424 6>/I9I3. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the isth year and 319th day of Tribhuvanachakravartin KOnerin- 
melkondan. Registers the grant of the village Alambalam in 
Magadai-mandalam with all its income for instituting a service 
in the temple called Kodandaraman ^andi, after the king, for 
celebrating a festival on his birthday every year and for repairs. 
Attested by KalihgarSya. 

18 . 425 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhii- 
vanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva in his tenth year Mina, 
^u. di. 13, Thursday, Makha. Registers that the king granted % 
vHi of land at Ponparappi alias Rajanarayananallur as a devadana 
to the shrines of Kulasekhara Avudaiyar and Valyitta Marigaiyar 
which Kancliyadeva had founded in the same temple in the name 
of the king’s elder brother (annalpi). Attested by Adichchan 
Ganapati Alyan alias Kaduvetti of Kappalur in MuttQrrukQrram, 
a subdivision of Pandi- mandalam. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai points 
out that two dates are possible, viz., Thursday, February 26, A.D. 
1260 or Thursday, February 27, 1287. The latter would be the 
eleventh year (not the tenth) of that Jatavarman Sundara Pandya 
who ruled from 1276 to 1290 and the former would be in the ninth 
(but very near the tenth) year of his namesake who ruled from 
1251 to 1264. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai considers the latter to be 
more probable as the king has the title Samastajagadadhara. 

19 . 426 (?/l9i3. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadsva (I, ? 1251 — 64) in his ninth year, Adi. Records gift of 
3,000 hiU of wet land below the tank Kula^ekharan-Periyeri at 
Aragalur, to the shrine of Kula^ekhara-Avudaiyar mentioned above, 
for offerings. [The mention of a Kulasekhara as the elder brother 
of the king shows that he had a co-regent or predecessor in him. 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai postulates from astronomical details the 
accession of a Kulasekhara in 1237 (see Ind. Antg., Vol. 42) and 
this might be the person intended.] 

20 . 427 i?/i9i3.“-(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnaraya (A.D. 1509 — 30) in S. 1430, Sukla, 

. ^51 
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Mrna, su. di. 7, Thursday, Vi^akha. The king receives Saluva 
titles. Registers that Eramanchi Tulukkana-Nayaka built a car 
for the temple which had not been in existence subsequent to the 
rule of the Panrhm kings, instituted a festival called after Sivili- 
Nayaka and appointed a private individual providing him with 
maintenance, for carrying the god in processions tahgi)^ 

[The date is an irregular one.] 

21 . 428 <)/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall- An incomplete 
record of the Vijayanagara king KrishnadSva-Maharaya in S. 
1456, Yuyan, Mithuna, su. di. 5, Monday, Asvini. The king 
receives Saluva titles. Records that Akki-Timmaya Nayaka of 
Eramanchi and the temple authorities together, granted to a private 
individual, 250 kuU of land as uramai. [This is also an irregular 
date. See Ep, Rep., 1914, p. 68.] 

22 . 429 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year, Ma 4 i, nineteenth day of the Pandya king Jatavarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1251 — 64), 
“ who took every country.” Records gift of 2,000 hdi of wet land 
below the tank Kulasekharan Periyeri for a garden, by the king. 
Attested by Achchaii Ganapati Alyan alias Kaduvetti, native of 
KappalQr, alias Ulagalanda^Olanalliir in Mutthrru-khrram, a sub- 
division of Pandi-niandalam. 

23 . 430 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Viruppanna Udaiylr 
(Virtipaksha I), son of Vlra-Ariyana-Udaiyar (Harihara II), in S. 
1306, Raktakshi, Mesha, su. di. (Paurnami), Wednesday, Svati, 
(corresponding to Wednesday, April 6, A.D. 1384). Registers the 
sale of the right (kani) of worship by three priests of the temple of 
Tirukkamisvaramudaiya-Nayanar at Aragalur to a priest of the 
temple of Tiruvalahjiram Udaiya-Nayanar at Vaiahjiramin Panur- 
kurram, a subdivision of Malaclu alias Jananatha-Valanfidu, in 
Magadai-mandalam.

varas and temple accountants having assembled together, gave 
to a certain Ennudaiya Nayanar, son of AghOrasiva-MudaliySr, 
the work of supervising the different services in the temple and a 
house for his living. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that the week 
day and solar month are wrong, and Rakshasa, 6u. il, Rohini, fell 
on Thursday, 3rd January 1376. 

25 . 432 1913- — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva III (1276 — 90), in his thirteenth year, Mithuna, su. di. 
13, Friday, Anuradha, corresponding to. Friday, June 3, A,D. 1289. 
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Refers to a dispute between the oil-merchants 
and the settis in which the latter permitted the former to manage 
the business of the temple. The management continued to be in 
the hands of the oil-merchants for sometime. This having failed, 
the district people inattavar) granted the village of Talaivay for 
conducting permanently the festivals in the temple. [The inscrip- 
tion is of social interest, and shows how caste disputes in regard 
to the management of temples existed in those days.] 

26 . 433 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A damaged 
record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva-Maharaya (1530 — 42) 
in S. 1461, Vikarin, Kanya, su. di. 7, Friday, Mula (corresponding 
to Friday, September 19, A.D. 1539). Seems to record a grant of 
land, and the mathapatya to a private individual for doing the duties 
of the temple (koyil-uliyam). 

27 . 434 of 1 91 3. —(Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in the 
thirteenth year, Paiiguni, that the temples of Tirukkamlsuram- 
udaiya-Nayanar, Tayilunalla-^Olrsuram-udaiya-Nayanar and Pon- 
parappina-sOlisuram-udaiya-Nayanar were granted as kdni to a 
certain Seramanar. Also 200 hdi of wet land and 2,000 kuli of 
dry land were given to this same person in the villages of 
Kiirukkaipadi, Pakkanpadi, Ilattipadi and Vi^alQr. 

28 . 435 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa ; right of entrance. A record in the thirty-fifth year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulqttunga-Choladeva (HI). 
Registers a political compact between Seiigeni Ammaiyappan 
Alagiya^olan alias Edirilisolachchambuvarayan and the chiefs 
Ponparappina-Vanakovaraiyar, Kulottuiigasola VanakOvaraiyar, 
and brother-in-law ( maichchundndr ) KadavarEyar. The latter 
three chiefs bind themselves not to be enemies of the first and give 
no shelter to offenders against him, and he in turn vows to do 
the same. If he acted against this he would be “ the bearer of 
shoes and betel-bags both to his kinsmen and to his enemies ” and 
not the son of his father ! See No. 33 below. 

29 . 436 <?/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the wall behind the dvarapala 
image in the same mantapa ; right of entrance. A record of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (III) in (date is 
lost) Tula, ba. di. 4, Monday. Built in at the end. Records gift of 
2,000 kdsu for one lamp and of 49 cows for seven other lamps to be 
burnt in the temple of Tirukkamlsvaram-uclaiya-Nayanar and 
subordinate shrines. 

30 . 437 £»/ 1913.-- '(Tamil.) In the same place; left of entrance. 
A record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Rajarajadeva._ Built 
in at the beginning. Records gift of land for offerings by Achchi 
who has been mentioned in No. 8 above. 

31 . 438 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. Records in the tenth year an order 
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from the king to the managers of the temple, stating that the 
weavers settled by them :outside the northern gate of Aragalur 
were to be cultivators (hidimdkkal) of the devaddna lands belong- 
ing to the shrine of Kulasekhara-Aludaiyar_founded in this temple 
by the chief Kandiyadevar. Attested by Adittan Ganapati-Alyan 
alias Kadiivetti of Kappalur. 

32 . 439 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. A record of the Pandya king . . . alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sun dara -Pandya deva (I?) in his twelfth year, Mesha, 
ku. di. Purnai, Thursday, Svati. The right of worship for 3% days 
of a month in the temple which had been owned by a' certain lady 
was ordered to be sold evidently on account of the defalcation of 
temple jewels by her and her accomplices. The lady was arrested 
by the temple mahesvaras and officers who then met in a mantapa 
and decided that 250 panam {= 2 $,qoo sdliya kdhi) was to be paid 
by the other worshippers of the temple for distributing among 
themselves the privileges that were urider sale. [The inscription is 
of value in illustrating the method of temple management. In dis- 
cussing the date of the inscription Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that 
it might be taken to be either Thursday, April 6, A.D. 1262, in the 
eleventh (very near the twelfth) year of Jatavarman Sundara 
Pandya I (1251 — 1264), or Thursday, April 23, A.D. 1282 in the 
twelfth year of a king of the same name who, according to his 
own researches, ascended the throne in 1271. See Ind. Antq., Vol. 
42, June and Aug. 1913.] 

33 . 440 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
prakara ; right of entrance. A record in the thirteenth year (of an 
unknown king). Stones out of order. Refers to the terms of a 
political compact between the two chiefs Rajarajadevan Pon- 
parappinar alias Kulotturigasola-Vanakovaraiyar and KllyQr 
Malaiyaman of Tirukkovalur. They fix the boundaries of their 
dominions, bind themselves not to oppose each other, combine in 
serving the king and defend each other against external enemies. 
[See No. 28. The Government Epigraphist sees in these political 
compacts the decline of the Chola central government.] 

34 . 441 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Pvecords in the thirteenth year, Purattadi, gift of 3,000 /ew/z of wet land 
reclaimed from forest in the village of Deviyakiiruchchi in Arrur- 
nadu for worship and repairs in the shrines of Kulasekhara- 
Aludaiyar and Valyitta-M_angaiyar in the temple of Tirukkamrs- 
varam-udaiya-Nayanar at Aragalur. Attested by Kacluvetti, chief 
of Kappalur. 

35 . 442 of 1913, — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the eleventh year, Avani, gift of land, tax free, for the 
maintenance of the gardeners of a flower-garden belonging to the 
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temple of Tirukkamlsvaram-udaiya-Nayanar. Attested by the same 
person. 

36 . 443 <5/1913- — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Registers an order of the king to the managers of the temple 
stating that the service UlagamulududaiyaHandi founded in his 
name was to be maintained from the 8,500 hili of land granted at 
Alambalam in Naraiyur-kurram, a subdivision of Miladu alias 
Jananatha-valanadu. 

37 . 444 of 1913- — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the eleventh year, Adi, gift of four velis of wet land 
in Arrur for feeding ten persons in the temple. Attested by 
Kaduvetti. 

38 . 445 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the central 
shrine in the Karivaradaraja-Perumal temple in the same village. 
A record of the Saluva king Dharmaraya (i.e., Immadi Narasiriiha), 
son of Saluva Narasihgaraya in S. 1444, Dunnati, Simha, su. di. 10, 
Monday, Hasta. The third figure of the Saka year must be two. 
Records that a certain Ammana-Nayakka gave to the temple of 
Karivarada-Perumal at Aragalur, the fee called adimai-Msu col- 
lected from the Kaikkolas and a female servant (adiydl) providing 
for her maintenance in order that svami Narasa-Nayaka may be 
victorious in his digvijaya. See No. 43. [Shows that Tuluva Narasa 
was de facto king while Immadi Narasiriiha was ruling. The date is 
declared by Mr. Swamikannu Pillai to be irregular as Sukla 10 
and Hasta can join in Rishabha and not Sirhha.] 

39 . 446 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Registers in the fourth year, Pariguni, twelfth day, an order 
of Vanakovaraiyan that wet and dry lands in different villages 
were to be purchased as Viramagadapperuvilai, the former at 6 
kdhi per kiili and the latter one at 2 kdsii per kuli, and granted as 
tirimdmattukkdni to the temple of Kariya-Perumal at Aragalur. 

40 . 447 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records that 
the Srivimdna (i.e., central shrine) of this Kariya-Perumal temple 
called also Rajaraja-Vinnagar was built of stone by Punyavatiyar, 
wife of Rajaraja-Vanakovaraiyan. She was the daughter of 
Iranan Kovalarayan, 

41 . 448 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the east base of the same shrine. 
Records in the thirteenth year (of an unknown king), Purattadi, 
an eclipse (not specified), gift of 1,000 hili of wet land belov/ the 
tank at Poiiparappi, Rajanarayananallur for oblations and 
repairs to the shrine of Siriga (i.e,, Nrisiriiha) in the temple of 
Kariya-Perumal in order to secure happiness to_the king’s elder 
brother (amialvi) Sundara-Pandya. Attested by Adittan Ganapati- 
Alyan of Kappalur who was surnamed Vanadarayan. 

42 . 449 ofigi'^. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva Maharaya (1509 — 30) in S. I 44 l> 
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Praniathin, Mithuna, su. di. 13, Friday, Anuradha. Registers that 
three sfhdnikns of the temple of Perumal-Kariyavar went on a 
deputation to the king, to Vijayanagara and complained of the 
injustice done by the authorities ( rajagaram) stationed at Deviya- 
kuruchchi, a village belonging to the temple. The chief Am ar am 
Timmarasa introduced them to the king, got their grievance 
redressed, presented them each with a garland, a head dress, a 
horse and an umbrella, and granted 900 kiiU of wet land at 
Ponparappi and at Deviyakuruchchi, as sarvamanya gift. [The 
date has been verified to be Friday, June lO, A.D. 1519.] 

43 . 450 of l9l3.~{Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrine. A record of the Saluva king Tammayyaraya, son of Saluva- 
Narasiiigaraya (the founder of the Saluva dynasty) in S. 1424, 
RudhirSdgarin (wrong), Simha, su. di. lo, Friday, Svati. A certain 
Tammayya-Nayaka in the name of his master Kumarasvami- 
Aramana-Nayaka granted land at Sirred, a hamlet of Aragalur, 
to three worshippers in the temple of Perumal-Kariyavar who 
were in the enjoyment of the privilege called archanavihhava-kmi 
for the victory of Narasa Nayaka. The Government Epigraphist 
points out that this as well as No. 38 refer to the latter part of 
the year in which Narasa Nayaka died and was succeeded by his 
son Vira Narasimha. [The date is irregular.] 

44 . 451 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south base of mantapa in 
front of the same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Krishnadeva-Maharaya (1509— 30) in S. 1446, Tarana, Makara 
II, Revati, Friday, Samkramana-punyakala. The record gives 
a genealogy of the king from Tammayyaraya. Registers a grant 
of eight Emberuman-adiyar for service in the temple of ICariya- 
Peruraal and a provision of 1, 000 hdi of land for their mainten- 
ance, by a certain Mrityunjaya-Nayaka for the merit of his master 
Tirumalai-Nayaka. The date is declared by Mr. Swamikannu 
Pillai to be irregular as Sukla li and Revati can join in Vrischika 
not in Makara. 

45 . 452 of l 9 i 3 .-“(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva- 
Maharaya, “who levied tribute from all countries”, in S. 1454 
Nandana, Kumbha, su. di. 3, Monday, Uttara-Bhadrapada, ’ corre- 
sponding to Monday, January 27, A.D. 1533. (But Uttara Bhadra- 
pada is wrong for purva Bhadrapada.) The epigraph is to the 
eifcct that Kannan, a kaikkdla of Kuhaiyur, having instituted a 
car festival in the temple, the managers met together in the 
Sopana-mantapa and decided to grant him and his descendants a 
house, a loom, a piece of land and. some privileges in the temple' 

46 . 453 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the south wail of the Kamala- 
mahgai shrine in the same temple. A record in the eighteenth year 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
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Sundara-Pandyadeva (l, ? 1251—64). Records gift of I,000 kiili of 
land below thetank at Toliivar for worship and repairs in the 
temple of Vairavana-iivaram-udaiya-Nayanar at Aragalur. 

47 . 454 1913,— (Tamil.) On the south base of the Cholss- 

vara- temple in the same village. Records in the ninth year (of.?), 
Paiiguni, eighth day, gift of the village Kurukkaipadi for worship 
and repairs in the temple of Tayilumnalla-Cholesvaram-udaiya- 
Nayanar at Aragalur. Attested by Vanakovaraiyan and Vilup- 
padarayan and order communicated to ViladarSya, and the 
accountants ( puravariyar). 

48 . 455 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. Records in the seventh year (of an unknown king) gift of 
land at KlI-Magarur to the same temple. Attested and communi- 
cated as before.

49 . 403 1913. — (Tamil.) On the south base of t he Kaya- 
nirmale^vara temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Krishna- 
raya (1509 — 30) in ^.1435, Srimukha, Sittirai, thirteenth day, 3, 
Friday, Rohini, SaubhrigyayOga (which corresponded, according to 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai, to Friday, 8th April, A.D. 1513). Registers 
that the chief Akki-Timmayya-Nayaka who was ruling Maladu 
alias Jananatha-valanadu in Magadai-mandalam, gave the village 
called Villavarayanattam on the northern bank of the river Niva, 
in the district of ArrOr-kurram in Arrur-nadu, to a certain Srlrahga- 
raja-bhatta, son of Arunagiri-natha, a native of Iraivanaraiyur. 
The granted village received the surname Akki-Timmaya-Nayaka- 
chaturvedimaiigalam, after the donor. See No. 52 below. 

50 . 404 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the same 
temple. An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Virapra- 
tapa Krishnaraya-Maharaya in S. 1449, Virodhi (wrong), Simha, 
sii. di. IT, Sunday, Pushya. Seems to record the grant of a village 
for the merit of the king. The date corresponded to March 1st, 
A.D. 1528. 

51.4050/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in the 
thirt5''-second year the order of Vannenja-Perumal that the gift of 
200 kuli of wet land granted to the temple of Tirmeltali-udaiya- 
Nayanar at Arriir for maintaining lamps, was to be demarcated by 
tri-sula stones and the transaction engraved on stone. 

52 . 4060/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A damaged record in S. I 43 I> Sukla, Aipasi, twenty- 
second day. Seems to refer to the gift of Kallinattam near Arrur 
in Arrur-nadu, a subdivision of Magadai-mandalam, under the 
name Mayittay-agaram by a certain Tulukkana-Nayaka, to Parpa- 
nabha-Bhatta, son of Arunagirinatha of Iraivanaraiyur. The 
document was engraved on the kumudappadai in the temple of 
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Tirumenitteliviiclaiya-Tambiranar at Arrur. Arunagirinatha is 
referred to in No. 49 and ought not to be confounded with the great 
Tamil poet and devotee of that name who was the contemporary of 
Devaraya IL 

53 . 407 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up in the same temple. 
A record in the fourteenth year of Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of paddy to the temple of Tirumerrali-Nayakkar (or 
Alvar) at Malaiyamanaru, a hrahmadeya in Arrtir-kurram, which 
was a subdivision of Miladu, by three servants of that temple.

54 . Mr. Sewell gives a copper-plate inscription in the town, 
dated S. 1636 (A.D. 1714), recording a deed of sale in the reign of 
Dodda Krishna Udaiyar of Maisur.’^ {Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 201 and 
Salem Manual, p. 87.]

55. In front of the temple on the hill. Le Fanu in his Salem 
Manual, p. 80, gives a translation of this epigraph. See Supplement.

56 . 456 0/ 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Ekamra- 
nathasvamin temple. Records in the ninth year (of a king not 
given) gift of land at VTrasOlanallQr, to the temple Tiruvggambani- 
Udaiya-Nayanar at Tadavur. Attested by Tayilunalla-Perumal 
and Viluppadarayan and communicated to Viladaraya and the 
accountants ( puravariyar). 

57 . 457 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
tenth year of the Chola king Vijayarajendradeva (Kulottuhga III). 
Records gift of land for worship and repairs to the temples of 
Tiruvegambam-udaiya-Nayanar and Kunramerinda-Perumal. 

58 . of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Tirubhuvanachakravar- 
tin Kulottuhga-Chsladeva III, “ who was pleased to take Madurai 
(Madura) and the crowned head of the Pandya.” Registers that the 
temple of Tiruvegambam-udaiya-Nayanar at MelgarigapadiTz/w5 
Tadavur in Arrur-kurram a subdivision of Miladu alias Jana- 
nathavalanaclu, was built of stone, the cost being met from gold 
already in possession of the temple and from what was presented 

# now by the king and the youngest of the queens. 

59 . 459 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. Records in the seventeenth year (of .?), Vaikasi, gift of land 
which had been lying waste for many years as a devadana to the 
same temple for worship, repairs and festivals. Attested by 
Adittan Ganapati-Alvan alias Vanadarayan of Kappalur. 
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60 . 460 oj I 9 I 3 » (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the twentieth year and fifty-seventh day, Avani, gift of 500 kuli of 
land at Tadavur as kani to a certain Perukkalaparaiyan Pakkam- 
alagiyan by Magadesan Ularhgakatta Vanakovaraiyan. 

61 . 461 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall, A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Kulottuhga-Chsladeva (III). 
Records gift of land to the temple of Tiruvggarabam Udaiya- 
Nayanar at Tadavur in Mel-Gangapadi-nadu, a subdivision of 
Arrur-kQrram in Maladu alias Jananatha-valanEdu, for worship, 
repairs and festivals, by KuiOttungasola Vanaksvaraiyan. 

62 . 462 <?/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Vijayarajendra-Choladeva (i.e., 
Kulottunga-Chola III). Records gift of land to the same temple 
by the same chief. 

63.463(7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
seventh year gift of the village of PuttQr alias Mel-Gangapadi- 
nadu. Attested by Tayilunalla-Perumal and Viluppadarayan 
and communicated to Viladarayar and the accountants of the 
temple. 

64 . 464 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the stone through for the sacred 
tirtha in the same temple. Registers that this nirnialya Xxoxigh 
was the gift of a certain Vaniyan Kavan Ktittandan.

65 . 200 of 1910. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Ankalamma temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Immadi- 
Achyutadeva-Maharaya in S. 1452, Vikriti. Records gift of taxes 
{alu and adikahi) collected from the people and stalls in an old 
market revived at the place to the temple of Bhairavadeva by a 
certain Kamiyappa-Nayaka, son of Madde Bommaiyappa Nayaka, 
son of Bappa Nayaka. 

66. 201 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north and west bases of the 
Bhairava temple in the same village. A record of the Hoysala king 
Vlra-Narasiiiihadeva in Kaliyuga 4336,8.1157, and in his seven- 
teenth y'^ear (i.e., A.D. 1235). Records that Paramaya Sahani, the 
minister of the Mahapradhani Paramavi^vasi Madhava-Dannakkar, 
built and consecrated the temple of Paramesvaram Udaiyar at 
Mahendramahgalam and granted lands to ViclugSdar, the priest 
of that temple who was residing at Nandimaiigalam. [From the 
Dindagur plates Kielhorn fixes Vlra Narasiriiha’s accession on 
Thursday, the l6th April, A.D. 1220. See Ep. Ind., Vol. V, Appendix 
II, p. 14. The Government Epigraphist infers from the present 
epigraph that his accession — perhaps as a crown prince— should 
have been one or two years earlier. He further points out that 
Vira Narasiriiha was the first to interfere in the south; that he 
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rescued the Chola king from the Kadava king Kopperuniihgadeva 
(see S.A. 329) and that it was on his return perhaps from that 
campaign that these gifts were made by his general.] 

6Z. 202 0/ 1910.-— (Tarriil.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Hoysala king Ramanathadeva in S. 1182, 
and in his sixth year. Records gift of money fora lamp by a 
native of Mahgalamto the temple of Mayindl^uram-Udaiyar. [The 
inscription proves that Ramanatha came to the throne in 1255, appa- 
rently at the lifetime of his father. (See Ep. Ind., Vol. Ill, p. lo).] 

68. 203 <9/l9io.~(Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record. Records gift of land to the temple of ParaniS^uram 
Udaiytr at the eastern entrance into the village of Maylndira- 
maiigalam for the merit of Vira-Somesvaradeva and Somaya- 
Dannakkar. Mentions Singaya Dannakkar who was, perhaps, a 
son of Somaya. For SOmaya see next inscription and also those 
at Ratnagiri (103 of 1892) and Tirumalavadi (73 of 1895). A servant 
of Ssms^vara for a long time, he was honoured with the title 
Kimdragandarakova. 

69 . 204 £)/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same temple. A record of the Hoysala king 
S 0 me 4 varadeva (A.D. I233“54) in S. II71, Sadharaiia, and in his 
seventeenth year. Records gift of land below the tank of KulattQr 
to the temple of Mayindl^uramudaiya-Nayanar by Somaya- 
Dandanayaka for the health of the king. [The inscription shows 
that the first years of Vira Somesvara overlapped the last years of 
his father Vrra Narasimha II. Nj. 36 shows that he was at Kanna- 
nQr (taken by his father about 1224) in 1228. He helped his father 
against Kadavaraya and the Pandya in 1156, See Ep. Carna., 
V, Ak. 123. Later on, he was in cordial terms with Maravarman 
Sundara Pandya II (see Tirumayyam and Tinnevelly inscriptions). 
With Jatavarman Sundara Pandya I (1251—64), on the contrary, he 
was not friendly. See ^rirangam inscription in Ep. Ind„ Vol. Ill, 
p. 7 fe.] 

70 . 205 0/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On a slab lying in front of the 
Somesvara temple in the same village. A damaged record in the 
fifteenth year of the Hoysala king Somesvara deva. Records 
remission of certain taxes on temples in Tagadainadu and Pura- 
malai-nadu by the residents of the seventy-nine districts, for the 
health of the king and of Somaya-Dannakkar. See No. 68 above. 

71 . 206 0/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A much damaged record in the nineteenth year of the 
Chola king KulOttunga-Choladeva. 

72 . 207 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same base. A much 
damaged record in the twenty-fifth year of the Chela king 
Kulottunga-Choladeva. Seems to record gift of paddy by a 
native of Ariyambakkam to the temple of Mayindliairam Udaiyar. 
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73 . 208 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva III in S, 1163, 
and in his twenty-sixth year. Records gift of gold for a lamp to the 
temple of Mayindlsvaram-Udaiyar by a Vaniyan of Arumbakkam. 
[The inscription is interesting for its mentioning a Saka date for a 
Chola king.] 

Dharmapuri. 

Known in the ninth century as Tagadtir this place played a 
prominent part in early South Indian history. It was a famous 
city with rich temples, “pleasure-gardens of kings and high 
enclosure walls,” a centre of Jainism and Saivitism. The still 
attractive temple of Mallikarjuna, the Jain sculptures in the 
Ramakka tank and Adhamankottai (not far from it) and the 
archaic epigraphs show its importance in antiquity in the age of 
the Chera kings. Subsequent to the Chgra epoch and till about 
A.D. 931 it was the capital of the Nolambas. (See Nos. 82 and 83.) 

74 . 304 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the four faces of a pillar 
built into the floor of the mantapa in front of the Mallikarjuna 
temple. A record of king Mahendradhiraja-Nolamba in S. 815, 
Paridhavin. Records a grant to a Jaina basadi by a certain 
Nidhiyanna and Chandiyanna. The former received from the 
king the village of Mulappalli which he made over to Kanaka- 
sSna Siddhanta Bhatara, pupil of Vinayasena Siddhanta Bhatara of 
the Pogarlyagana with the Sendnvaya, Mulasahga, etc., for the 
repairs to the hasti. The witnesses of the transaction were the four 
Samayins, the Nddunagara-narasdsana officers, etc. See Ep. Ind., 
.Vol. X, pp. 54—70, 

75 . 305 a/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) At the bottom of the four faces 
of the same pillar. A record of the Pallava king Ayyappadeva, 
son of Mahendra-Nolamba. Records a grant of the village of 
Buduguru perhaps to the same basadi (for Nidhiyanna is mention- 
ed) by a certain Lokayya. [See Ep> Ind^, X, where Mr. Krishna 
Sastri gives an excellent history of the Nolamba-Pallavas. See 
also Fleet’s Dyn., Kan. Dts., p. 332 and Ep. Carna., Vol. IV, p. lO f.J 

76 . 3060/1901, — (Kanarese.) On a broken piece of another 
pillar in the same temple. A fragment of record of a Pallava 
king, the date of which is lost. Begins with the same passage as 
No. 74 above. 

77 . 307 of 1901.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kamakshi 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the tenth year of Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Gholadeva. Mentions 
two temples, viz., TiruvelalTsvara and Irayarayi^vara, 

78 . 308 0/ 1901.— (Tamil.) On the east Wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuva- 
nachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva. Records repairs made for 
the merit of Adiyaman (i.e., the king of Adigai). 
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79 . 309 of 1901. — (Kanarese verse.) On a slab set up on the 
tank bund in the same village. Mentions the preceptor Vidciera^i 
(Vidyarasi) of Tagaduru., 

80 . 347 of 1901. — (Tamil.) On a slab built into the floor of the 
mantapa in front of the Mallikarjuna temple. A much damaged 
record of Kulottuhga Choladgva. 

81 . 348 of igoi. — (Kanarese.) On four sides of a broken pillar 
lying in the Mariyamman temple in the fort. A record of the 
Pallava Mahendra Nolamba, dated in S. 800, Vilambin, apparently 
making grant to a Jaina temple. [It was this Mahendra who con- 
quered Mahabali Bana Raya about A-D. 890 and gave his name 
Mahendramahgalam to Adhamankottai.] 

81 -A, In a slab in the street of Virupakshipurani. A record 
making the grant of a village by a local chief in the reign of 
Sri Rang a of Vijayanagar in S. 1541 (A.D. 1619) the king having 
his capital at Penukond^. {Salem Manual, p. 223.] 

82 . 198 of 1910. — (Kanarese.) On a granite pillar lying in the 
quarter known as Virupakshipurani. A record of the Nolambha 
king Irula, son of Anniga, in S. 853, Virbdhi. The record gives a 
list of the Nolamba kings and their queens. The last face which 
usually records the grant is damaged. This is an important inscrip- 
tion giving the Nolamba-Pallava genealogy from Pallavadhiraja to 
Irula and showing that the Tagadur nadu was under the Nolambas 
even after the conquest of the neighbouring Bana territory by 
Parantaka 1 . 

83 . 199 of 1910. — (Kanarese.) On the fragment of a pillar 
lying in the house of I^varayya in the same village. A record of a 
Nolamba king, whose name and date are lost. Appears to have 
contained a genealogy of the Nolambas. Mentions, among the 
boundaries, the roads to Puramale-nadu and Piribellole. [The 
inscription gives the details of the actions of the individual kings 
of the line.] 

84 . Tagadur spurious Sanskrit and Kanarese plates of the W. 
Ganga king Harivarma Maharaia issued from Talavanapura. See 
Ep. Carna., Vol. Ill, p. 202, No. 122 and Kielhorn’s Southern List, 
p. 20, No. 109. The date of the grant (S. 188, Vibhava, dasami, 
Guruvara, Punarvasu) is irregular. 

Haniimantapuram. 

85 -- 86 . 16 and 17 of IQOO.— (Vatteluttu.) On a slab in a 
field. A record in the seventeenth year of “ Gahga-Pallava king 
Vijaya-isvaravarman. Record the death of two heroes in battle in 
the service of Kattirai. [Dr. Hultzsch believes the latter to be 
identical v/ith Kaclava or Pallava. He is not, however, the chief 
conquered by the Hoysala Narasimha Il but evidently isvaravarman 
himself. See Vol. VII, pp. 23-4.] 
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Indiir inedr Dharmapuri). 

87 . 13 of 1900.— (Kanarese.) On a slab in the Prasanna- 
Vehkatesa-Perumal temple. A much damaged record of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnaraya (1509— 30). 

Kadagattur. 

88. 193 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Choles- 
vara temple. An unfinished record of the Vu^y^nagara king 
Vlrapratapa Devaraya-Maharaya (1422—49) in S. 1352, Sadharana. 
Mentions Kaclaikkotttir alias Desi-Uyyakondasolapattanam in 
Tagada-Nadu, a subdivision of Gahga-naclu, which was a district 
of NigarilisOla-mandalam. 

89 . 194 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records gift 
of taxes on looms within the premises (tiriimadawildga 7 n) of Mudi- 
gonda-ChoMvaramudaiya-Nayanar temple, by the nagarattar of 
the village, for maintaining a lamp in the temple. 

90 . 195 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same temple. A record in S. 1398, Durmukhi, of the Vijayanagara 
king Mallikarjunaraya, son of Pratapadevaraya (II), “ who received 
tribute from all countries and from Ceylon and witnessed the 
elephant hunt.” Records gift of land in favour of the dancing 
women of the same temple. 

91 . 196 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Dgva- 
raya-Maharaya (II) in S, 1362, Durmati. Records gift of the taxes 
Nddutalavdrikkai (police rate ?), Settiydrmagamaiy collected on 
either side (uhhayamdi'ga) of the roads, the allay am any am duVid 
adikasu on each shop opened in the village of Varagur, a devaddna 
of the temple of Mucligonda-ChblTsvaramiidaiya-Nayanar, by the 
Telugu chief Malla-Rahutta, son of Vidamitta-Rahutta of Mula- 
vaychchavadi, while the Pradhani Madana-Dannayakkar of 
Mulvay was governing the country. [See inscription No. 14I of 
1903 at Piranmalai in Ramnad district. In S. 1356 Madanna gave, 
under the king’s orders, charge of the Tekal country to Saluva 
Goparaja, nephew of Deva Raya II.] 

Kdrimahgalam . 

91 -A. 5 of 1900.— (Kanarese.) On a rock in front of the Vlra- 
bhadrasvamin temple, A record of the Vijayanagara king Sada- 
sivadeva (1542 — 65) in S. 1478. Mentions the Mahamandalesvara 
Aliya-Ramaraja, 

Kolagattur (near Kadagattur), 

92 . 197 of 1910.- -(Telugu.) On a slab lying on the tank 
bund. A record in Dundubhi. Stipulates that the cultivators of 
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lands below the tanks in the Kadagattur country must give 
sarivaram, i.e., equal share of the produce to the owner and pay a 
specified fee for strengthening the tank bunds with stone and 
earth. This was done for the merit of the chief Kumara Jagadeva. 
This was evidently the chief of Channapattana in Bangalore 
district conquered by the rising Mysore chiefs about 1635. [See 
Mys. Gasr., II, p. 62.] 

Modiir. 

93 . 209 <7/ 1910. — (Tamil.) A damaged record in Sarvadharin. 
Refers to an officer “ who possessed the strength and powers of the 
Hoysala king Vishnuvardhana and to the remission of the 
marriage tax in Tagada-nadu. 

94 . 210 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On a boulder in front of the temple 
of Nelapperumal in the same village, A record in the third year, 
Angiras, of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Tribhuvanavlra-CholadSva. Records gift of the 
village of ModCir in Tagada-naclu, a district of Nigarilichola- 
mandalam (E. Ganga country), to the temple of Siiigapperumal 
which was attached to the temple of Durgaiyar in Padi-nridu, a 
district of Mel-mandala. [Mr. Krishna Sastri identifies Padinadu 
in Melmandala with Hadinadu in Mysore and Durgaiyar with the 
famous Chamundi of that place, a proof of which he sees in the 
existence of a field named Chamuncli Ammanandu. As regards the 
identity of the king he believes that he might be the same as the 
king of the Tiruvannamalai record whose accession Dr. Hultzsch 
attributes to A.D. 1341-2 and whose third year fell in Angiras. 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. VIII, p. 7 ff.] 


Pemiagaram, 

95 . 14 of 1900. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up near the 
dhvajastambha in the Narasimhasvamin temple at Halepuram near 
Pennagaram. A damaged record in Vijaya. 

96 . 15 tf/1900. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up atKuttappadi near 
Pennagaram. A much damaged record. 

97 . 46 £?/ 1898. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Brahmes- 
vara temple. Records the building , of the temple and its mantapa 
for the merit of the Pallava king Nandivarman. 

98 . 47 /7/1898. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Brahme^- 
vara temple. Records in the fourth year of the Pandya king Ravi- 
varman alias Vlra-Psndyadeva gift of money for six lamps. 

99 . 48 <)/i8g8. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
twenty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
raj ads va gift of gold for four lamps. 
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Biidimatlu. 

100 . 210 <?/ l9Il.“(Tamil.) On a slab setup in a field to the 
south of the village. Records in Krodhin the gift of one big 
kafidaga of land by Karmigamindan Vidukadan, chief of Eyi-nadu, 
to a certain Srlramabhatta of Pudamuttal in Virivi-nadu, for the 
merit of the lord of the east (Purvadhiraya). Sriramabhatta 
reminds us of the Vaishnava sage, the brother of Parasara Bhatta, 
the successor (according to the prabandhic school) of Ramanuja ; 
but the identity is impossible. 

Devar-hmdani, 

The ruined fortifications, temples and residences of this place 
show its antiquity. Mr. Richards, LC.S,, suggested it might be the 
capital of the Hoysalas in this region. The inscriptions, however, 
point out Mr. Krishna Sastri do not call it a Rajadhani but a 
village in Virivinadii in Nigarili^olamandalam (the Chola name to 
the district between Anantapurand Salem, i.e., Kolar and Barama- 
hal.) Mr. Sewell attributes the local hill fort to a “ Polegar.” 

101 . 20I<?/I9ll. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Kuntlsvara temple. Records 
in S. 1200, Bahudhanya, gift of the village of Kalakkimuttal alias 
KakkunayakkanallCir in Pudupparru, to the temple of Tiruvggam- 
bamudaiya-Nayanar, “ lord of the east.” Mentions a number of 
items under which the income from a village was generally 
calculated. 

102 . 202 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1190, Vibhava, gift of land below the tank Devasamudram in 
Ma^andi-nadu, to the temple of Kailasamudaiya-Nayanar in Dgva- 
samudram-Kundani, by a native of Marudur in Malai-nadu. 

103 . 203t>/l9il. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. An unfinished record of the Vijayanagara king Malli- 
karjuna-Maharaya, son of Praudhapratapa-Devaraya (II) in 
S. 1385, Svabhanu. Seems to record the gift of two villages in 
Virivi-nadu to the temple of Kailasamudaiya-Nayinar at Kundani, 
a village in the same nadu, by the Mahasamantadhipati Chikka- 
Vlrabhadra-Nayaka, son of Peria Timma Nayaka, son of Varada 
Nayaka, who was again the son of Sennaiya Nayaka of PUmali. 

104 . 204£!/I9II. — (Tamil.) On two detached slabs built into 
the gOpura of the Kundani- Amman temple in the same village, 
left side. A record of the Hoysala king Vira-VisvanathadSvarasa 
(son of Vira Ramanatha), “ the establisher of the Chbla kingdom,’’ 
in Kali, 439. Refers to a temple which was located at the 
southern entrance into Kundani in Virivi-nadu, a subdivision of 
Nigarili^Ola-mandalam. 
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105 . 205 <?/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On four other detached slabs in 
the same place. A record of the Hoysala king in S. 1219, Hevi- 
Iambi, and in his third year. Refers very probably to the temple 
mentioned in No. 104 and * calls it Udaiyar Somanathadevar at 
Kimdani in Virivi-nacUi, a subdivision of Nigarilisola-mandalam. 

106 . 2 Q 6 of 1911.— (Tamil.) Left of entrance into the Bhai- 
ravesvara temple on the hill near the same village, A much 
damaged record in S. 1252, Prajapati, Mentions Kimdani in 
Virivi-nadu. 

Dodda Beliir. 

107 . On a local aniciit. An inscription, dated S. 1595 (A.D. 
1673), recording its construction by Kumara Raya Dalavai in the 
reign of Chikkadeva Raja. Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 194. 

Hosiir. 

108 . C.P. No. 9 of Mr. SeiveU’s List. — Records a deed drawn up 
in S. 1683 (A.D. 1761), in the year Vrisha, by certain merchants of 
HosOr in the Salem district, promising to give to the priests a 
certain fixed proportion on every bale of cloths and thread bought 
in that town. 

109 . On a rock in the neighbourhood. Records that one 
Ke 4 ava Nayakan inscribed and dedicated the stone to Narayapa, 
the protector of the five classes of people in Aippi^i I of K. 4266, 
Pramadhi, in order that “ Sri Vallan Devar may attain the throne.’' 
[The cyclic year is wrong by six years. The reigning Ballala king 
was Vira Narasimha, and he was succeeded by Vlra Ballala in II88, 
i.e., 22 years after the date of this epigraph. Antiquities, I, App. C, 
p. XXXIII. 

Tali. 

110 . On the local tank bund. (Kanarese.) Records the con- 
struction of the tank in S. 1452 (A.D. 1530), during the reign of 
Achyuta Deva Raya by some merchants. 

111 . An epigraph of A.D. 1799, recording the fall of Srlrahga- 
pattanam (.Seringa patam). 

112 . An epigraph, dated A.D. l802. 

113 . In the temple of Gopala. Records that_ it was built by 
Krishna Raya Udaiyar of Maisur in S. 1640 (A.D. 1718). 

Tirtham. 

114 . 207 0/1911. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the central 
shrine in the Tlrthagiri^vara temple. Records in S. ii97j Vibha 
(mistake for Bhava) gift of gold for a lamp to the temple of Titta- 
Nayanar at Pusavur in Viravi-nadu. 
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115 . 208 0/1911. — (Tamil.) On the south, east and north wails 
of the mantapa in front of the same shrine. An unfinished record 
of the Vijayanagara king ^Immadi-Bukkana-Udaiyar (II, 1399"“ 
1406), son of Harriyanna-Udaiyar (Harihara II), in S. 1316, Bhava. 
Records gift of income from the parachcheri of Tltta-Pusavtir 
alias Tittam to*the temple of Sivanlsvaramudaiyar in that village 
wdiich was situated in Viruvinadu, a subdivision of Nigarilisola- 
manclalam. 

116 . 209 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
mantapa. A partly damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vira-Devaraya-Udaiyar (I), son of Hariyaraya (II), in S. 1339 and 
Kaliyuga 4518, Hevilambi, Records gift of tolls by merchants to 
the temple of Sivanl^varamudaiya-Nayanar at Tittaga Pusaviir 
alias Tittam in Virivu-nadu, a subdivision of Nigariii^ola-manda- 
1 am, by the maha-odda-viyapari Annamalai-setti for the health of 
Annadata-UdaiySr. 

Krishnagiri Taluk. 

Rdyakota. 

117 . I 0/ 1900.— (Tamil.) On the top of the DurvSsa hill at 
Rayakota. A damaged record. 

118 . 2 of 1900. — (Kanarese.) On a rock in the fort at the same 
village. A slightly damaged record in the fourth year of the Sana 
king Mahavali-Banarasa. 

119 . 3 ^?/i900. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the manfapa in 
front of the Lakshminarayana temple at the sarne village. A 
mutilated record in Plava.- Mentions Kulotturiga-Sola Tagadadi- 
rayar alias Mara^ihgadevan. [He evidently belonged to the 
family of Vidugadalagiyaperumal who is mentioned in 208 below 
who played a large part in the weak times of Kulottuiiga III.] 

120 . 40/1888. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the Lakshminarayana temple at the same village. A 
fragmentary record of the Hoysala king Vira-Ramanathadeva 
(1257 — 71) in his sixth year. Ramanatha was the brother of Vira 
Narasirhha III (1254 — 86) and was in charge of the southern parts 
of the Hoysala Empire. 

121 . A C.P. grant of Skandasishya. (Tamil and Sanskrit.) 
Records that a Skandasishya (who calls himself a Pallava and the 
descendant of an older Skandasishya, the son of A 4 vatthaman by a 
Naga woman) issued in his fourteenth year, at the request of Maha- 
bali Vanaraja, an order to the inhabitants of Padavurkottam and 
Mel-Adaiyarnadu by which he granted the village of Sarugur 
(near Udayendiram in Gudiyattam taluk, North Arcot district) to 
a Brahman. [Dr. Hultzsch is disposed to believe that Skanda was 
a prince of the so-called Ganga-Pallava ” age and line, two

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proofs of which he sees in the paleography of the epigraph and 
in the reference to Mahabali Vanaraya, a title bestowed on the 
Gahga Prithvipati 11 by Parantaka Chdla I (906—47). See £/>. Ind., 
Vol. V, pp. 49— 53.]

131 - A. 6 of 1900.— (Tamil) On a rock near the Lakshmlnara- 
siriiha temple. Records gift by a private individual to the temple 
of Sihgaperumal on the hill at Tindal. 

131 -B. 7 of 1900. — (Tamil) On another rock at the same 
place. Records in Sobhakrit gift to the Brahmanas of the village 
of Tindal alias Madhurantaka Vira-Nulamba-chaturvedimanga- 
lara by Madhurantakan Vira-Nulamban Rljanarayana Vayiravan 
Ponnambalakkuttan. 

Omalur Taluk. 

Tardmahgalam. 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives thirteen inscriptions in this 
place. Of these nine have been identified with those of the 
departmental list. The other four are not identifiable. Two of 
them are undated and record gifts or repairs by private parties. 
One records gift of land by the temple authorities to a Brahman for 
conducting the service ; and the fourth records a grant of land 
to temple by the inhabitants of a village in the sixteenth year of 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya. 

123 . 19 0/1900 {No. I of Mr. SewelVs Z-w^).— (Tamil) On the 
north wall of the mantapa in front of the Kaila 4 anatha temple. A 
record of Viravasantarayar in K. 4009 (mistake for S. 1490), expired, 
Vi bhava, third year. Records the grant of the village of Ilama- 
samiidram to the Kaila^a and Ilami^vara temples at Taramangalam. 

123 . 20 of 1900. — (Tamil) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A much damaged record in the fourteenth year of 
Ramanathadeva. Records gift of land. See No. 120 above. 

134 . 21 of 1900 {No. 3 of Mr. SewelVs (Tamil.) On the 

south wall of the mantapa in front of the Ilamisvara temple at the 
same village. A record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutaraya 
(1530—42) in Kaliyuga 4642, expired/ Plava. Records the building 
of 3 .mathaa.t Chidambaram by a native of Taramangalam and 
registers the grant of the proceeds of certain taxes for the main- 
tenance of the 7 natha. 

, 135 . 22 of 1900 {No. 7 of Mr. SewelVs Z/5^).— (Tamil) On the 
south wall of the mantapa in front of the ilamisvara temple at the 
same village. A record in the sixth year of Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Konerinmelkondan. Records gift of land. 
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136 . 23 of 1900. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the Ilamlsvara temple at the same village. A record in 
the. fourteenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alia& Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sunclara-Pandyadeva III (1276--90). Records 
gift of a tank to the Brahmanas of Lakshmana-chatiirvedimahgalam. 
Dr. Kielhorn discusses the date in Ep. Ind., VoL VI, p. 312, and 
concludes that it should be Monday, 15th May, A.D. 1290. 

137 . 24 of 1900 {No. 10 of Mr. Sewell’s List). — On the north 
wall of the same mantapa. A record in the thirteenth year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (III, 1276 — 90). Records gift of a tank to certain 
Brahmanas by the Mudalis of Taramarigalam, among whom is a 
person named Ilamandai. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, p. 310, where Dr. 
Kielhorn gives the most probable equivalent date to be Monday, 1st 
August, A.D. 1289. 

138 . 25 0/ 1900 {No. 11 of Mr. Sewell's List). — (Tamil) On the 
north wall of the same mantapa. A record in the sixth year of 
the Papdya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara-Pandyadeva III (1276 — 90). Registers a sale of land to the 
Brahmanas of Lakshmana-chaturvedimahgalam founded by Ilaiyaii 
Nalla Udaiyappan, one of the Mudalis of Taramahgalam, in the 
name of. his father. Dr. Kielhorn fixes the date on Monday, 2lst 
July, A.D. 1281. See Ep. Ind., Vol VI, p. 311. 

139 . 26 of 1900 {No. 12 of Mr. Sewell’s List). — (Tamil) On the 
north wall of the same mantapa. A record in the twentieth year 
of the Hoysala king Vira-Ramanathadeva (1257 — 7[). Records gift 
of land. 

130 . 27 <7/1900 ,(M£>. 5 of Mr. Sewell’s List). — ^(Tamil) On the 
east wall of the same mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Sadasivadeva in K. 4646, expired, Plavahga. Records gift of a 
village by one of the Mudalis of Taramangalam to a temple called 
RaraakQclal. 

131 . 28 0/1900. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same man- 
tapa, A record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutaraya in K. 4640, 
expired, Sarvarin. Records gift of a village by the same donor. 

133 . 29 c/ 1900 {No. 9 of Mr. Sewell’s Z./s/).— (Tamil) On the 
west wall of the central shrine in the saiiie temple. A record in the 
twentieth year of the Hoysala king Vira-Ramanathadeva (1257 — 71). 
Records gift of land by several Mudalis, among whom was a 
certain Ilanian.

(Mr. Sewell reads “ Kanaka Pandya Deva ”.) Records gift of a 
village by Kandiyadevar, lord of Vadapuvaniya-nadu. 
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134 . 31 of 1900. — (Tamil.) On the north wail of the same 
shrine. Mentions a certain Srlkanthadeva, who bore the binidas 
Gaiidachudamani and Vidyasamiidra, and records a gift of land 
made to his father as gurudakshina by the six Vellalas of Tani- 
mahgalam, of whom Nalla Udaiyappar was one.

135 . C.P. No. 195 of Mr. SewelVs Records in S. 1698 

(A.D. 1776), K. 4876, Manmatha, the grant of a garden to the Siva 
temple at Vanavasi in the “Vanjinadu ” of Maistir, by a private 
person, during the reign of Immadi Vira Raja Udaiyar at Maisur. 
[There is a village of the name of Vanavasi in Omalur taluk and 
the present epigraph may refer to it.]

136 . 655 of 1905.— (Tamil.) On a slab set up at the foot of the 
hill. A damaged record in the seventh year of Rajarajadeva. 

137 . 656 <?/ 1905. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On two faces of a 
broken slab in the same place. A fragmentary record. . The 
preserved portion contains a few Hoysala birudas. 

138 . 657 <9/1905. — (Tamil.) On the top of the hill in the same 
village. An incomplete record in the seventeenth year of the 
Papclya king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vira-Pandyadeva. Mentions Madaga-nadu alias Vellarai-nadu 
and the temple Tirukkunrlsvaramudaiyar. [The inscription is 
interesting for its reference to a Pandyan king with a Chola title. 
It is difficult to identify him, but it seems to me that he might be the 
Kongu-Pandya of the same name who ruled from A.D. 1265 to 
1281 at least. See Cb. 196 and Cb. 197.]

193 of Mr. SewelVs A/xf.— Records a private 
agreement by the Sudras of the place to pay a tax for the main- 
tenance of service in the Vishnu temple at RaMpuram in S. 1726 
(A.D. 1804), Kaliyuga 4905, Kalayukti. 

141 . C.P. No. 194 of Mr. SewelVs Records another similar 

agreement for tax for the support of worship in the same temple 
in S. 1746 (A.D. 1824), K. 4925, Tarana- 
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Salem. , 

In his Antiquities, Yol. IT, Mr. Sewell gives six copper-plate grants 
in this district. Of these Nos. 193, 194, 195 and 9 have been 
allocated to the villages proper. Nos. 8 and 196 are vague and 
have therefore been given here. They are said to be in the 
District Court and Tahsiidar’s office, Salem. 

142 . C.P. No. 8 of Mr. SeweWs List. — Records grant “ by a Raja 
of Maisur, part of whose name is ‘Krishna Raja,’ given in a 
year of the Kaliyuga, of which only the first three figures, 482, 
are visible, the last figure, the name of the cyclic year, and the 
Saka date all having been tampered with. The grantor was 
probably Dodda Krishna Raja, who reigned over Maisur from 
A.D. 1714 — 31. The grant, then, dates within the years A.D. 
1719— 1728,” 

143 . C.P. No. 196 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Kanareseand Telugu.) 
Records a private agreement' between villagers to maintain worship 
in a temple in S. 1709 (A.D. 1787), Kaliyuga 4889, Plavariga. 

144 . 42 of 1888. — Right of entrance into the garbhagriha of 
Sukavane^vara temple. Beginning lost. 

145 . 43 of 1888. — Left of entrance into garbhagrilia of the same 
temple. A record in the fifth year of Ko-Parakesarivarman. 

146 . 44 a/ 1888. — A record on a pillar in the Nrittamantapa. 

147 . 450/1888. — On a pillar in the Nrittamantapa. A record 
in the twenty-sixth year of Sundara-Pandyadeva. 

148 . 46 of 1888. — On the north wall. A record in the twenty- 
sixth year of Sundara-Pandyad€va. 

149 . 47 of 1888. — On a stone at the entrance of Svarnambika 
shrine. A record of Ko-Rajakesarivarman. 

150 . 480/1888. — On a stone at the entrance of Svarnambika 
shrine. A record in the sixth year of Ko-Parakesarivarman. 

151 . 490/1888. — Right of entrance of Svarnambika shrine.

A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa 
AchyutadSva-Maharaya (1530 — 42) in S. 1453, Vikriti, Aippa 4 i, 
twenty-fifth day, 4 u. di. 12, Punarvasu, Monday. Records gift of the 
village of Tagadappadipalaiyam alias Vadivuclaiyamahgaipuram 
to the temple' of Brahml^varam-udaiya-Tambirahar, by a certain 
Sama-Nayinar, agent of Krishnaraya-Nayaka. [The date is irre- 
gular; Monday, 25th Aippasi, was October 24, A.D. 1 530, but does 
not agree with the other data.] 

165. 466 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
temple; left of entrance. A record of the Vijajranagara king 
Virapratapa Krishnadeva Maharaya (1509—30) in S. I43_8, Isvara 
(wrong), Tai, twenty-ninth day, Ptirva-Phalgimi, 14, Ayushya- 
yoga, Monday (corresponding to Monday, 25th January 1518). The 
king receives, among others, the title Rdjdkkal-tamhiran. Registers 
the gift of the village Sahgamapura to the same temple. 

166 . 467 0/ 1913. — (Tamil.) . On thejame wall. An unfinished 
and damaged record in Sarvadharin, Adi, first day. Seems to 
record a gift of two villages for the enjoyment and repairs of the 
temple of Brahmi^vara and for the maintenance of a dancing 
master, etc., in the temple. 

167 . 468 <9/ 1913, — (Tamil.) On four slabs built into the floor 
of the same temple. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king 
Rajakesarivarman alias Chakravartin Kulottuiiga-Choladeva (I). 
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Registers the detailed provision made for offerings at the temple of 
BrahmisvaramUdaiyar atKllkarai . . . mahgalam in Nadalva- 
nadu, a district of Kohgu alias VlrasOla-mandalam, by Gaiigai- 
kondan Ammaiyappan alias Madhavaraja, for the health of the 
emperor (chakravartin).

A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records 
gift of gold for feeding Brahmanas. The village is called 
Tiruchchehgodu. 

174 . 6280/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records 
gift of gold for feeding Brahmanas. 

175 . 629 0/ 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the thirteenth year of the Choja king Rajakesarivarman. Records 
gift of gold for feeding twenty Brahmanas on the day oi ekada.H. 

176 . 630 0/1905. — (Tamil.) On a rock east of the steps known 
as Arubadampadi on the same hill. A record in the twenty-eighth 
year of the Ch 5 la king Parakesarivarman. Records gift of gpld 
for a lamp. 

177 . 63 T 0/ 1905.— “(Tamil.) On the same rock. A damaged 
record in the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman. Mentions Pugal,iyur. Records gift of gold for feeding 
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Bralimanas. [This is perhaps the place where the king Adiyan 
{Acligaiman) is reported to have met the Pand3i^aii Neduhjadayan. 
See Ep. Rep., 1906, p. 75, paragraph 36.] 

178. 632 0/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A damaged 
record in the thirty-seventh year of the Chola king Madiraikonda 
Parakesarivarman (Parantaka I). Records gift of a lamp. 

179 . 633 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. An incomplete 
record in the twentieth year of the Chdla king Madiraikonda 
Parakesarivarman (Parantaka I). Mentions Tiruppidaviir. A 
damaged record. 

180 . 6340/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A damaged 
record. Records gift of gold. Pilgrims’ scrawls have been freely 
engraved in modern characters over this inscription. 

181 . 635 0/ 1905.— -(Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the thirty-seventh year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. The 
last remark made with reference to the previous number holds 
good here too. 

182 . 636 0/ 1905.— (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the ninth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of gold for feeding BrShmanas by a native of IrOclu (Erode). 

183 . 6374/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A mutilated 
record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman, 
Close to it is a modern record, dated Kaliyuga 4991 (= A.D. 
1889-90). 

184 . 6384/ 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the twenty-eighth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of gold for feeding Brahmanas. 

185 . 6394/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the twenty-sixth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records 
gift of gold for feeding Brahmanas. 

186 . 6404/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Madiraikonda Para- 
kesarivarman (Parantaka I). Records gift of gold for a lamp by 
a native of Kilinallur in KilarTkQrram. The money was entrusted 
to the assembly of TiruchchehgOdu, while the people of the 
“ eighteen districts ” were to protect the grant. 

187 . 641 4/ 1905.— (Tamil.) On a boulder to the west of the 
same steps. A damaged record in the tenth year of the Pandya 
king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandya- 
deva (I, ? 1251—64). Seems to record a gift of land. Mentions the 
god Subrahmanya-Pillaiyar standing on the hill. 

188 . 642 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same boulder. A muti- 
lated record in the fourteenth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman alias Udaiyar Rajsndfa-Choladeya (I). Records gift of 
gold. 
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189 . 643 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the rock close to the Papanasa- 
tlrtha on the top of the same hill. A partially damaged record in 
the twenty-third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Udaiyar Rajendra-Choladeva (I). Seems to record a gift of land. 

190 . 644 0/ 1905.— (Tamil.) On the rock westof theGanapati- 
tlrtha on the same hill. A damaged record in the seventh year of 
the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Simdara-Pandyadeva (I. ? X251— 64). Seems to record a gift of land. 

191 . 645 £>/ 1905. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Ardhanarl^vara temple on the same hill. An 
incomplete record. Records a gift by Pemmarasa-Udaiyar, the 
agent of Narasiriiharaja-Udaiyar, to the temples of Ardhanarlsvara 
and Subrahmanya on the hill at Tiruchchehgodu in Kilkarai- 
Pundurai-nadii, a district of Kohgu alias Vlra 4 dl.a-mandalam. 

192.646(7/1905. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. Records in S. 1521, ^arvari, the 
building of the mantapa. [This is perhaps the inscription No. 3 of 
Mr. Sewell’s List which is dated S. 1522.] 

193 . 647 (?/ 1905.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
mantapa. Registers in S. 1549. Vibhava, the building operations 
of a native of Morur in Kll.karai-PQndurai-nadu. [This is perhaps 
the inscription No. 4 of Mr. Sewell’s List, which is dated I 55 I-] 

194 . 648 (7/1905 {No. I of Mr. SewelVs List). — (Tamil.) On the 
north wall of the mantapa in front of the Subrahmanya shrine in 
the same temple, A record in S. 1541, Siddharthin. Similar to 
the above. 

195 . 649(7/ 1905.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
S. 1588, Krlaka (wrong), of the Nayaka king Chokkanatha- 
Nayaka (1560—82). Records gift of land. The king was the 
son of Visvanatha-Nayaka Tirumala-Nayaka Muttuvirappa-Nayaka 
(1559 A.D.). See Ind. Antq., February-May 1917, where I have 
given a detailed account of his reign. 

196 . 650 of 1905 {No. 2 of Mr. SewelVs List).— {'Tamil.) On the 
north wall of the mantapa in front of the Subrahmanya shrine 
in the Ardhanarlsvara temple on the hill. A record in S- 1581 
Vilambi, of the Nayaka king Vi 4 vanatha-Tirumala-Nayaka, 
(1623—59). Records gift of the village of Kolaiigandai in Parittip- 
palli-nadu for the merit of Kumara-Muttu-Tirumala-Nayaka. For 
Kumara Muttu’s career see lad. Antq., T917, pp. 37-8. 

197 . 651 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the base of the same mantapa. 
An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Vrrapratapa 
Krishnadeva-Maharaya (1509— 30) in Kaliyuga-Saka 1444, Chitra- 
bhanu. Records the gift of the market tolls for celebrating certain 
festivals. Mentions Kunrattur-durgam in Kohgu alias Virasola- 
mandalam.

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198 . 652 of i905.“{Tamil.) Above the east wall of the Nritta 
mnntnpa in the Kaila^anathasvamin temple in the same village. 
Records in RudhirOdgarin the building of the manta pa. A Telugu 
version of this inscription in engraved close to it. 

199 . 653 0/1905. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Subrah- 
manya shrine in the same temple._ Records in Kalayukti the 
building of the shrine by a native of AncliyQr in Vadagarai-naclu. 

200 . 654 of 1905. — (Mentioned by Mr. Sewell also.) (Tamil, 
prose and verse-) On the ceiling of the gopura in the same temple. 
A record of the Nayaka king Visvanatha-Chokkalihga-Nayaka 
(1660 — 1682) in S. 1585, Sobhana. Records the building of the 
gopura and of the temple of Kasi-Visve 4 vara on the hill. See 
No. 195 above. 

201 . Above the goddess, on the ceiling of the garbhagriha. 
Undated. Records gift of lands to temple by the agent of Nara- 
simha Udaiyflr. Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 203. 

202 . A C.P, grant (“ in the possession of Sivarama Panditar ”)> 
dated in S. 1656 (A.D. 1734). Records grant of land to temple on 
the hill by Krishna Raja Udaiyar of Maistir. 3 id. 

2 02 - A, C.P. No. 10 of 1914-15. — (In the possession of one 
Muttusami Konar.) A record in Tamil of the Chola king Rajaraja 
I in his tenth year. Records that a certain Malavarayan alias Kolli- 
malavan Piridigandan Sundarasolan fixed the taxes and fines due 
from the merchants of Du^iyQr and evidently granted these in 
favour of the local Paramesvara temple, on the occasion when he 
constructed a stone well to appease the spirit of his father who 
died at liam. 

202 -B. C.P. No. 11 of 1915. — A recoi*d of the fifth year of 
Rajaraja 1 . The same individual (here also called OrriyQran) gave 
to the temple of Tirumulasthana Udaiyar at Dusiyur, some lands, 
a tank and the village of Ganapatinallur alias Amankucli, The 
temple transferred it to the drummers (uvachchars) who made the 
five great sounds in the temple.

203 . 155 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the central shrine of the ruined 
Amman temple. An incomplete record of Tammayadeva Maha- 
raya (i.e., Immadi Narasirhha), son of Narasirhhadeva-Maha- 
arasugal in Raudra (i.e., S. 1423). The king’s agent Narasana 
Nayaka (the founder of the Tuluva dynasty) and his agent Tippa- 
ra 4 a-Udaiyar are mentioned ; also Kundanichchimai.

204 . 213 {)/ 1910. — (Kanarese.) On a boulder near the 157th 
mile stone on the railway line. Records that this is the lihga- 
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nviidre (stone) in the garden land of the (Lihgayat) matha built 
by Paravata-mudeya for Karibasappadeva of Hiratta-matha. 

Kamhayanallur, 

205 . 8 of 1900. — (Tamil verse.) On the south wall of the 
central shrine of the Desinatheisvara temple. A record in the 
twenty-second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottuhga-Choladeva (HI .?). Mentions Vidukadalagiyaperumal 
(Vyamuktasravandjvala)t son of Rajaraja Adiga, the Lord of 
Tagadur. See Ep. hid,, Vol. VI, pp. 332-3. For the political 
activities of this chief in the weak times of Kulottuhga III see N.A. 
393-4, 422 and 414. 

206.9(9/1900. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
second year of the Hoysala king Vlra-Visvanathadeva. Records 
gift of the village of Kadambarpalli in Puramalainadu, a sub- 
division of Tagadai-nadu, by Madhurantaka Vlranulamban Raja- 
narEyana-Bhairavan for the merit of the king and for his own 
merit. 

207 . 10 c/ 1900. —(Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the second year of the Hoysala king 
Vlra-Vi^vanathadeva. Records gift to the temple of De 4 inayakar 
at Nagaiyanpalli alias Kalihgaraya-chaturvgdimarigalam by 
Uttama-Sola-Gahgadirayan. 

208 . 11 of 1900. — (Tamil.) On the west and south walls of the 
same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king Immadi-Bukka- 
raya (i.e., Bukka II, 1399—1406), son of HarihararEya (II), in 
Kshaya. Mentions Bukkana-UdaiyEr, i.e., Bukka I. 

209 . 12 of 1900. — (Tamil.) On a slab at the sluice of the tank 
in the same village. A record in the thirteenth year of the Chola 
king Vikrama-Choladeva (lll8 — 35). 

Mallapuram. 

210 . 18 of 1900. — (Tamil.) On a slab at the sluice of the 
tank. A mutilated record in the fourteenth year of the Chola king 
Rajarajadeva. Mentions Tagadur-nadu in Gahga-nadu, a sub- 
division of Nigarili-Solamandalam. 

Oddappatti. 

211 . 211 of 1910.' — (Vatteluttu.) On a slab set up near a well. 
A record in the twenty-seventh year of the Western Gahga king 
Sripurusaparumar (Srlpurushavarman). Records that Erumaiya 
NakkanSr, a servant of Teliniyyar, fell while the latter captured 
YeruvEyil. See note to No. 212. 

212 . 212 of 1910.— (Vatteluttu.) On another slab close to the 
same. A record in the seventh year of the Western Gahga king 
Sripurusar (Sripurusha). Records that a certain Eramai-EruvEdi 
and a certain Kunarundai-Vadugan fell, perhaps in connection 
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with a deer hunt (man^ettai), [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that 
the king referred to was the W- Gahga Srlpurusha Muttarasa 
(765 — 805 according to Fleet) and Teliniyar was a form of Elini or 
Yavanika, a title of the Adiyanians of Tagadur (i.e., Dharmapuri), 
who had a territory which bordered the Gahga territory and who 
were therefore engaged in frequent raids. He thinks that the 
capture of Yeruvayil (“somewhere near Oddapatti ”) by Teliniyar 
must have referred to one of these raids. For the epigraphical 
evidence to prove that the Adiyanians had the title of Elini see 
Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, p. 331, Erumai is evidently Erumainadu of 
Tamil literature and Erumarainadu of the Hoysala records (See 
Ep. Carna. X, Cu. 20). For the detailed history of the Adiyanians 
see Ep. Rep., 1911, pp. 58-9 and Ibid., 1906, p. 74. 

213. “In the possession of a resident of the village is an 
undated copper-plate grant recording a gift of lands to the 
Brahmans.” Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 202. 

Pathikkdnampatfi. 

214. 254 0/1909. — (Tamil.) On the rock near the ruined Siva 
temple. A record in the twenty-fifth year of the Chola king Raja- 
rajakesarivarman alias SrI-Rajarajadeva (I). Records gift of land 
to the temple of MahadSva at Nelvay by Nanni-gamundan, son of 
Erumaiya-nalgamimdan alias Vlrai^ola-gamundan of Ariyur in 
Puraiiialainadu, while Paiichavan-Brahmadhirayan was ruling 
Tagadur-nadu, which was granted to him for maintenance (jivitam) 
by the king. [Tagadar-naclu was included in Gahgavadi which 
was conquered by Rajaraja in or before the fourteenth year of 
his reign. The inscription shows that it was conferred as a jaghir 
to Brahmadhiraja, who was a perundaram of the king.

Vijayaraya-Udaiyar (1409 — 22), son of Vira-Devaraya-Maharaja

in front of the same shrine. A record m the eighth year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartm RajarajadOva (III ?). Records 
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gift of ornaments. Mentions a chief of Kiidal in Puramalai-nadu, 
who bore the title Mudigonda-Chola-Karkatamarayan. 

218 . 66l a/ 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirty-fourth year of the Chola king Tribhiivanachakra- 
vartin Kulottiihga-Choladeva. Records gift of cows and a lamp- 
stand for a lamp to the temple at Trttamalai by a native of 
Miniyiir in Tayal-nadu. 

219 . 662 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Western Gaiiga (?) king Mallideva-Maharaja. Records gift of 
the village of Alambadi in Adaiyur-nadu.

On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king 
l 5 gvaraya I in S. 1325, Subhanu.

A damaged 
record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Devaraya-Udaiyar ( 11 ) in 
Plavahga (i.e., S. 1350). Mentions the Mahapradhana-Lakkanna- 
Uciaiyar. • 

224 . 667 (3/1905. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the Silai- 
Nayadu mantapa in the same temple. A record in S. 1620, K. 4799 j 
B ahudhanya. Refers to the building of the central shrine and to 
the setting up of the image of KaM-Vi^vanatha in it. 

225 . 668 of 1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On a slab placed near the 
central shrine of the same temple. A damaged record. 

226 . 6690/1905. — (Tamil.) On the rock to the west of the 
same shrine. A record in the twenty-ninth year of the Chola 
king Parakesarivarman alias Udaiyar Rajendra-Choladeva (I). 
Mentions Karkaclai-Maharaya. 

227 . 670 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the twenty-ninth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Udaiyar Rajendra-Gholadeva ( 1 , 1011 — 43 ). Records gift of three 
villages by Uttama-Sola-Puramalainadalvan, w^ seems to have 
been the chief of Raiendra-Sola-Viriyur-nadu. The donor 
repaired the temple and constructed the mukha-mantapa. The 
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temple is called Tirttamalai-Udaiyar-Mahadevar in Piiramalai- 
nadu, a subdivision of TagadUr-nadu, which was a district of 
Nigarili-Sola-mandalam. 

228 . 671 £1/1905.— (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record of 
the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Udaiyar Rajendra-Chola- 
deva (lOil — 43), the date of which is lost. Records the building of 
the shrines of Kshetrapala and Chandesvara. Mummudi-Chola, 
son of Uttamachcholapuramalai Nadalvan, was the builder. 

229 . 6720/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of gold for a lamp. 

230 . 673 0/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of gold for a lamp. Mentions the queen of Mummudi-Chola-Kudal'- 
rilvar in this and in the above epigraph. 

231 . 674 c/ 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulOttuhga-Choladeva. Records gift of thirty-two cows for a lamp. 

232 . 675 £/ 1905, — (Tamil.) On the same rock- A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottuhga-Choladeva. Records gift of land for offerings. 

233.6760/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the tenth year of the Choja king Kulottuhga-Choladeva. Records 
the appointment of a pujdri at the temple of Tirttamalai in 
TagadQr-nattu-Puramalai-nadu, which was a district of Nigarili- 
Sola-mandalattu-Gahganadu. 

Supplementary Note. 

55 , The inscription purports to prove the origin of the local 
Malayali settlers and says: “These hills are assigned by Venuva- 
rayan, the ruler who owned a lakh of horses of each different 
colour, as a gift for the celebration of the car and other festivals in 
propitiation of Karia Perumal and other deities in the nads of 
Chinnakalvirayan and Periakalvirayan. The people of the seven 
nads are herein concerned, and are bound to give effect to the 
wishes of the donor."

3 . 612 0/19O2. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up near the southern 

prakara of the VriddhapurTsvara temple. A record of the Pandya 
king KonSrinmaikondan Tribhuyanachakravartin Vikrama-Pandya- 
d 5 va, in his seventeenth year, S. 1339, corresponding to Wednes- 
day, I2th January 1418. Provides for the repairs of the temple. 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. VIII, 281. The king came to the throne between

On the east wall of the mantapa in 
front of the same temple. A record in the seventeenth year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Vlra-Panclyadeva. Records gift of 
land. [Was he the king who ascended the throne in I253 ?] 

5 . 6140/1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourteenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. [See note 
to the above epigraph.] 

6. 615 of 1902. — (Tamil and Vatteluttu.) On the inner side 
of the north wall of the same mantapa. A record in the thirteenth 
year of the Pandya king Jata'Ihrman alias Sundara-Pandyadeva.

[It is impossible to say whether the king is Sundara 
Pandya I (1251 — 64) or Sundara Pandya II (1270—?) discovered

Consists of 108 sections, each 
containing the name and surname of the Saivacharya whose image 
is sculptured below.

9 . 30/1915. — (Tamil.) On a pillar of the mantapa in front of 
the central shrine of the Some^varasvamin temple in the same 
taluk. A damaged record in the fifth year of the Chola king Raja- 
rajakesarivarman (Rajaraja 1 ). Records gift of land for sacred 
bath, offerings and sri-hali to the Alvar of TirusOmIsvaram at 
TirukkudamCikku (i.e., Kumbhakonam), a devadana ofVadagarai- 
Pambura-nadu. 

10 . 16 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the walls of the central shrine in 
the Airavatesvara temple. Contains the names of Saiva devotees, 
with sculptures representing the principal events of their lives. A 
very interesting epigraph illustrative of the establishment of 
Saivite saint worship by the tenth century.

Pandyas or identical with Maravarman Vira Pandya Abhiraman 
Virainaran Seliyan Kaliyugaraman Tirunelvelipperumal who as- 
oended the throne between March and July 1443 and who was 
joint ruler with Arikesari, 1422 — 64? See Ins., S. Dts., p. 248, 
No. II8.]

Kdvalkudam. 

31 - 1 . 298 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the Kaijkudutta 
Vinayaka temple. A much damaged record. Mentions. the Maha- 
mandalesvara Achyutappa Nayakkar Aiyan (evidently the Tanjore 
Naik king who ruled from 1572 to 1614). 

Kumblidlidnam. 

The antiquity of KumbhakOnam is well recognized, its God 
Sarahgapani or ArSvamuda having been sung in the Prabandhas 
in the eighth century, but no epigraphical evidences are available 
to show its antiquity. It has twelve Saivite and four Vaishnavite 
shrines, besides a Brahma temple. The temples are comparatively 
modern (being the works of the Naik kings) in outer parts, but 
ancient, going back to the Chola period at least in inner parts. 
The Nagesvara shrine is fampus for the adoration of its deity by 
the sun and the Chakrapani shrine for the statue of a Tanjore king 
holding a lamp for the God. The Saiikardchdrya mafha is one of 
the most important historical institutions. 

33. 13 <9/1908. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the shrine of 
the goddess in the Nagesvara temple. A record in the eighth year 
of the Panel y a king Marahjadaiyan, Records gift of 138 cows for 
milk and lOO kdhi for two lamps by the king to the temple of 
Tirukkllkkottattu Bhatara at Tirukkudamukku. [The exact identity 
of Marahjadaiyan is not known. Tirukkudandai Kilkkottam is 
famous in Saivite tradition as the place where the sun worshipped 
Siva and got back the splendour which he had lost owing to 
Vi^vakarma’s curse.] 
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23 . 14 of iQOS.—CTamiQ On the north wall of the Surya- 
narayana shrine in the Na^e^vara temple. A record of the Chola 
king Rajakesarin Udaiyar Srl-Vijayarajendradeva (Rajadhiraja I), 
in his thirty-sixth year, Makha, Apara, Wednesday, Ayilyam. 
Records sale of land for 498 Jtalanju and lands made rent-free. 
[See Bp. Ind., Vol. X, p. I2I, where Mr. R. Sewell points out that 
the date corresponds to December 29, A.D. 1053.] 

24 . 15 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same shrine. 
An unfinished record in the eighth year of the Chola king Para- 
kesarivarman alias Srl-Rajendra-Choladeva (I). Seems to provide 
for offerings to the shrine of Chandrasekharadeva. 

25 . 223 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Nagesvara temple. A record in the sixth year of the 
Chola king . . . sarivarman. Built in at the beginning. 
Records gift of 96 sheep for a lamp to the temple of Tirukkllkottattu- 
Paramasvami at Tirukkudamukku in Vadagarai Pambur-nadu, 
by Ihgala-MadSvan Kodai Maran, a native of Iiigal-nadu. 

26 . 224 of 1911- — (Tamil.) Oh the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chdla king Parakesarivarman. Records 
sale of land to a certain Kadan Achchan for 25 kalanju which he 
had deposited in the same temple, for maintaining a perpetual 
lamp. [Mr. Krishna Sastri surmises that the king referred to 
might be Aditya Karikala II.] 

27 . 225 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman (Aditya II ?), 
“ who took the head of the Pandya.” Records sale of land by the 
assembly of TirukkudamQkku, a devadana in Vadagarai-Pfimbur- 
nadu, to the palace woman ( pendatfi) Periyan Tribhuvana-sundari 
(a resident) of Palaiya-velam at TanjavQr in Tanjavur-khrram, 
for 85 kalanju of gold which she had deposited, for feeding a 
Sivayogin in the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Paramasvami. The 
land given by Kadan Achchan (see the above epigraph) formed 
one of the boundaries of this land. 

28 . 226 of 19TI. — (Tamil.) On the same wall._ A record in the 
fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman (Aditya II ?) “ who 
took the head of the Pandya.” Records gift of ninety sheep for a 
lamp to the temple of Tirukkilkottattu-Paramesvara by Pendatti 
Devayan Pulalakkan alias AvaniMkharaani (a resident) of Kllai- 
velam (quarter) at Tanjavtir, called after Udaiyapirattiyar 
Kllanadigal, the mother of Anaimerrunjinar [i.e., Rajaditya who 
was killed by BhUtuga II while seated in his elephant and whose 
mother was Kokkilanacligal, the queen of Parantaka I. See Loyden 
Grant in Tam., and Sans, Ins., p. 204 ff. ; the Atakur inscription as 
interpreted by R. Narasimhachar in/.f?.. 4 . 5 ., April 1909; and Mys. 
Arch. Rep., 1911, p. 38.] 
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227 (Tamil.) On the same wall A record in the 

third year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records sale of 
land by the assembly of Tirukkudamukkil, toArayan Kalahgaraalai, 
a Vellala of Tafijavur, for feeding a Sivayogin in the temple of 
Tirukkilkottattu-Paramasvami. 

30 . 228 <?/ 1911. — (Tamil) On the same wall A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman (Gamlaraditya ?}, 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by Kumaran Tfidnvan, one 
of the Kaikkdlas of Vlrasolatterinja-Kaikkolar and a resident of 
TanjEvur. [Vira Chola was a surname of Parantakal and the 
Kaikkolars evidently got the title from him. For similar epithets 
see Tj. 1397 and 1398. 

31 . 229 of 1911. — (Tamil) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighth year of the Chola king Parakssarivarman. 
Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai 
calculates the date to be Thursday, the 30th January, A.D. 979, 
and so the king must have been Madhurantaka Uttama Chola who 
came to the throne in A.D. 969-70. 

32 . 230 of 1911. — (Taniil) On the same wail_ A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman (Aditya II.?) “who 
took the head of the Pandya.” Records sale of land by the assem- 
bly of SrT-kudandai to Koilmayilai alias Parantaka-MavendavelEn 
of Sirririgan in Ihganadu, for feeding twenty apurvms versed in the 
VSdas and five Sivayogins in the temple ( srikdil) of Tirukkllkottattu 
Perumal [Kudandai is the name of KumbhakOnam by which 
orthodox Vaishnavites even now call it.] See No. 35. 

33 . 231 1911.— (Tamil) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman, “ who took the 
head of the Pandya.” Records gift of land by the same person for 
feeding fifty Brahmanas. See Nos. 26, 27 and 28 above. 

34 . 232 of 1911.— (Tamil) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesari- 
varman (ParEntaka I). Built in at the end. An inscription to the 
left of this on the same wall has its beginning built in and records 
a gift of land for feeding a Sivayogin and maintaining a lamp in the 
temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Perumanadigal 

35 . 233 (Tamil) On the same wall. A record in the 

third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman, “ who took the head 
of the Pandya.” Records sale of land to Koyilmayilai alias Paran- 
taka Muvendavelan by the assembly of Tirukkudamukkil, which he 
presented as a hhattavritti to those who expounded Prabhakaram 
in the temple. [Mr. Krishna Sastri identifies the Chola king with 
Aditya KarikEla 11 , but it seems that Parantaka II is more probable. 
Prahhakara matha is one of the famous schools of Mlmamsa, founded 
by PrabhEkara, a contemporary of Kumarila in the eighth century.] 
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36 . 234 <?/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
eighth year of the ChOla king Parakesarivarman. Records gift of 
ninet’/-six sheep for a lamp. Mentions Srl-Uttamasola-Nambiratti-- 
yar. [Evidently refers to Madhurantaka Uttamacholadeva.] 

37 . 235 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the - west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the fortieth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varnian (i.e., Parantaka I, 906— 47) “ who took Madirai (Madura) 
and ilam (Ceylon).” Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

38 . 236 of i9il.--(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 

record in the fifth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. 
Quotes the third year of _ kesarivarman and seems to 

record a gift of seventy Ilakkasu, for offerings. [Ilakkasu = the 
coin of Ceylon.] 

39 . 237 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 

damaged record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman, the date of 
which is doubtful. Records gift of eighty kalanju of gold for 
feeding Brahmanas. 

40 . 238 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 

damaged record of the Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesarivar- 
man (906- -47)) the date of which is lost. Records gift of ninety-six 
sheep for a lamp to the temple of TirukkrlkOttattu-Mahadeva, by a 
certain Kari-Vilupparaiyan. 

41 . 239 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 

damaged record of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman, the date 

of which is lost. Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp. 

42 . 240 of l9II.“(Tamil.) On same wall. A much damaged 
record in the thirteenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of land by Vlranarayaniyar, daughter of . . . 
and queen ( nambirdttiyar) of Srl-UttamasOlar, for providing gar- 
lands of flowers to the temple of Tirukkilkottattu-Perumal. 
[According to Mr. Swamikannu Pillai the date corresponds to 
Friday, the 9th June A.D. 982 and so the king referred to is Madhu- 
rantaka Uttamachola, whose date of accession was A.D. 969-70.] 

43 . 241 £»/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records gift 
of gold for lamps by two private individuals. 

44 . 242 of 1911. “(Tamil.) On the west and south walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the second year of the Chola king Para- 
kesarivarman. Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by a 
Kaikkolan named Devan Rajadittan. 

45 . 243 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of sheep for lamps. 

46 . 244 0/ 19 1 1. —(Tamil.) On the same walls. A record in 
the fifth year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of ninety-seven sheep for a lamp by a certain Devan Nakkan. 
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47 . 245 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A much 
damaged record in the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman. Records sale of land by the assembly of Tiriikkudamukku 
for maintaining a lamp in the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Parama- 
svamin in the name of Kari Kblamban, a Kaikkolan. [According 
to Mr. Swamikannu Pillai the date corresponded to Thursday, the 
22nd April, A.D. 975, and so the king referred to is evidently 
Madhurantaka Uttamachola whose accession was in A.D. 969-70.] 

48 . 246<?/I9II. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same wails. 
A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman. Records gift of money for a lamp by Tanavadi Arahgan 
alias Panchavan, a native of Karuvur. in' Milalai-kilrram, to the 
temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Bhattaraka. 

49 . 247 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. An incomplete record in the fourth year of the Chola king 
Parakesarivarman. Records gift of land for feeding a Brahmana 
by a merchant of Nandipuram. 

50 . 248 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of 25 kalanju of gold for a lamp, by PQvan Kannan of Neclum- 
puraiyQr in Malai-nadu. 

51 . 249 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall, A record of the 
Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesarivarman (Parantaka I), the 
date of which is lost. Built in at the end and damaged. Records 
sale of land by the assembly of TirukkudamQkku for feeding two 
persons in the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Perumanadigal. Men- 
tions Ayirattali in Kilar-kQrram, a subdivision of Tehkarainadu. 

53 . 250 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirty-eighth year of the Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesarivar- 
man. Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp by a certain 
Mainjan Kavaiyan, a native of Aiyyaru in Tirunaraiyur-nadu. 

53 . 251 of 1911.^ — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift of 
ninety sheep for a lamp by Kadigavan Kalian, one of Udaiyar- 
Virasolatterinja-KaikMlar. See No. 30 above. 

54 . 252 0/ 1911.— -(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records gift 
of a lamp by Kalayan Manikkam, to the temple of Tirukkllkottattu- 
Perumanadigal. 

55 . 253 of 1911.-— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 

record in the fortieth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman 
(905—47), who took Madirai (Madura) and Ilam (Ceylon). Records 
gift of land for providing a lamp and burning incense (siddri) in 
the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Perumanadigal and for maintaining 
two lamps in the shrine of Suryadevan '

56 . 254 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Chola king Madiraikonda-Parakesarivarman (906—47), 
the date of which is lost. Records gift of 105 pieces of gold 
( tidnipon) by Villavan Pgraraiyan alias Siclupayam Pandan, a native 
of kavalur which was a devadana of Ayirattali in Kilar-kurram a 
subdivision of Tenkarainadu, for conducting festivals in the same 
temple. 

57 . 255 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the third year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman 
(Gandaraditya). Records sale of land in Arisalurby the assembly 
of Tirukkudamukku to the temple of Tirukkilkottattu-Parama- 
svami, for 500 kalanju of gold, in order to pay a part of 3,000 
kalanju levied upon them as an impost ( dandam) by Madiraikonda- 
UdaiySr (i.e., Parantaka I) in his thirty-eighth year. Mentions the 
army of the Pandya (Pandi-padai) and the temple of Jala^ayana. 
[In Ep. Rep., 1907, p. 73, Venkayya describes the three invasions of 
Parantaka I against the Pandya, in the last'Of which he conquered 
ilam also. Inscriptions show that this took place in his thirty- 
seventh year. The present inscription corroborates it. The 
Pandipadayar has been interpreted to be the army which conquered 
the Pandya country.] 

58.256 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record in the sixth year of the Chola king ParakSsari- 
varman alias Rajendra-Choladgva (I). Records gift of land for 
providing offerings to the image of Selvappiran in the Srlvimana 
(central shrine) of the temple of Tirukkllkottam-Udaiyar, by the 
assembly of Tirukkudamukku in Pambur-nadu, a subdivision of 
Uyyakkondar-valanadu. 

59 . 257 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the twenty-second year 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records 
gift of land by a Brahmana lady, for maintaining certain festivals 
in the shrine of Madandaipaga-Nayanar, situated in the temple of 
Tirukkllkottam-Udaiyar at Tirukkudamukkil in Pambur-naclu, a 
subdivision of Uyyakondar-valanadu. [This inscription is evi- 
dently the same as Ins., S. Dts., p. 195, No. lO. But the donors are 
given as Narayana Ambalattan and “ Pramanavooyavundan.”] 

60 . 2584/ 1911 *. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year (Chitra, Mina, first lunar fortnight) of the Chola 
king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva. Begins with a new historical introduction sir-manni-iru^ 
ndngu-disai, etc. Records gift of land for repairs and jewels to 


* The Mack. List, T»s., S. Dts., gives side by side with this another inscription 
(see No. 12 in p. ipS)- R is dated S. 1482 in the reign of Sadagiva Raya and grants 25 
pons for the offering of cakes to the deity on new-moon days. 
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the same shrine by a certain Kuttadum Tirughanasambandar 
Madandaipagan. A gift of land by Kuttaclum Tirughanasambandar 
Manikkavasagan, to the shrine of Kuttaclum Tirughanasamban- 
desvaram-Udaiyar built by himself in the temple of TirukkTl- 
kottam-Udaiyar, is recorded below the above, [Mr. Swamikannu 
Pillai calculates the year of the inscription to be 1235-36, and 
so the king should have been Rajaraja III (1216— 48). I have 
traced this inscription in the Alack. Lists to Ins., S. Dts., p. 195, 
No. II.] 

61 . 259 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
Mahamandalesvara Pattukkattari KOnerideva-Maharaja, “ lord of 
Kahchipura, the best of towns,” in S* 14x2, Sadharana. Registers 
that Tiinmanan (surnamed) Maclandaipaga-Kohgarayan, son of 
Sediraya-Manikkam, was granted food, house and land by the 
authorities managing the temple of Madandaipaga-Nayanar at 
TirukkudamCikku, a brahmadeya in Pamburattu-nadu, a subdivision 
of Uyyakkondarsola-valanadu, for the services rendered by him 
to the teniple. [Mr, Krishna Sastri believes that the king might 
be the same as he who is referred to in the Koyilolugu as the 
successor of Saluva Tirumal Raja in the Government of the 
Trichinopoly country, who was an anti-Vaishnavite. This in- 
scription is given in Ins., S. Dts., p. 194, No. 8, also.] 

63 . 260 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the thirty-fifth year of the Chsla king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Tribhuvanavlradeva (Kulottunga III) “ who being 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvhr and 
the crowned head of the Panclya, was pleased to perforrn the 
anointment of victors and heroes.” Records that a certain Alvar 
Tiruppurambiyam-Udaiyan alias Sembiyan Pallavaraiyan of VelQr 
had set up an image called Tiruppurambi3mm-Udaiyar in the 
eastern enclosure of the temple of Tirukkrlkottam-Udaiyar and 
presented 17,000 kahi for offerings and lamps to that image and 
for a makara-torana to Tirukkllkottam-Udaiyar. [This inscription 
is given in Ins., S, Dts., p. 194, No. 9.] 

63 -A. C.P. No. 4 of 1915- — A Telugu record of the Penugonda 
king Virapratapa Veiikatadeva Maharaja, dated S. 1630, Vikriti, 
Karttigai, su. di. 1 5, Monday, Rohini. Records grant of land by the 
Madura Naik king Vijaya Ranga Chokkanatha for the mainten- 
ance of worship, feeding of Brahmans, etc., in the Sankaracharya 
tnatha at Jambukesvaram. For a full account of Vijaya Ranga 
Chokkanatha see Ind. Antq., August and September 1917. 

63 -B. C.P. No. 5 of 1915.— Records an agreement in the reign 
of Srirangadeva Maharaya in S. 1663, Dundubhi, Tai 15, which the 
servants of Vijaya Raghunatha Raya Tondaiman with one Bhavani 
Venkatakrishnaiya of Conjeeveram regarding the fee (?) due to 
him from them. 
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62 -C. C.P. No. 6 of 1915,— A Telugu record in S. 1608, Pra- 
bhava, Vaisakha, ki. di. 15, Saturday, lunar eclipvSe. Registers 
that Mahadevendra Sarasvati, pupil of Chandrasekhara Sarasvati, 
of the Sahkaracharya-Sarada matha at Kanchi, gave to one Rama- 
Sastrilu of the Hoysana-Kannadi sect land in the village of 
Melpaka, an annuity of two vardhas in the matha, and certain 
collections in the Jaghir of Chingleput given to the inafha by 
Akkanna and Madanna of Golconda, [These were the celebrated 
ministers of Abdulla Kutb Shah and Abul Hassan of Golconcla. 
For a brief account of them as based on the Dutch journalist 
Havart see Ep. Rep., 1915^ p. Il 8 . Mahadevendra Sarasvati was 
apparently the Acharya who presided over the matha from 1 703 to 
1746 and in whose time the matha was removed from Conjeeveram 
first to UdaiySrpalaiyam and then, at the instance of Pratapa Singh 
of Tanjore and of his minister Dabhir Pant, to Kumbhakbnam.] 

62 -D. C.P. No. 7 of 1915. — A record of Krishnadgva Raya in 
S, 1450, Virodhin Vaisakha, Paurnami, in Sanskrit. ^ Registers the 
gift of the village of Udayarnbakkam in Chingleput Sima, KalattQr- 
kottam to Sada^iva Sarasvati, a disciple of Chandra-Sekhara 
Sarasvati. [In a list of SankarachSryas of the Kamakotipltha of 
Conjeeveram, later on removed to Kumbhakonam, published by 
the talented scholar T. S. Narayana Sastri, I find that the fifty-fifth 
Acharya was called ChandrachQdendra and that he presided over 
the 7natha from 1506 to 1512 and that the fifty-sixth was Sada- 
^ivgndra, who was in_ charge of the matha from 1512 to 1538. 
These are the two Acharyas apparently referred to in this 
epigraph.] 

62 -E.^ C.P. No. 8 of 1915. — Registers a grant by KrishnadSva 
Raya in S. 1444, Svabhanu, Margaslrsha, su. di. 12, of the village of 
Podavuru or Krishnarayapuram in Sengad KOrram, Nlrvalhr Nadu 
in Chandragiri Rajya to Chandrachuda Sarasvati of Conjeeveram, 
disciple of Mahadeva Sarasvati, See the above epigraph. 

Sunday apperiimdlkoyil. 

The following inscriptions are taken from Mack. MSS. {Ins., S. 
Dts., pp. 247-48, Nos. 115—17) 

62 -F. On the steps of the spire of Sundararajapperumal 
temple. Records that in S. I193, Viivavasu, Pratapa Rayadeva 
granted two ‘velis of land for the God. (The date is evidently 
incorrect.) 

62 -G. In the same place. Records that in S. 1299, Nala, 
Virtlpakshadevaraya gave twelve velis of land to the God. (Here 
also the date is evidently a mistake.) 

62 -H. In the same place. Records that Rajarajadeva gave 
4 mas and 3^^ kdms of land for a festival of the God in the 
twenty-first year of his reign. 
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Svdmimalai. 

The Subrahmanya shrine of this place, famous as the place 
where the God instructed His own father in religion and therefore 
a centre of pilgrimage and vows, has got two inscriptions of the 
sixteenth century. It has a choultry founded by a Principal Sadr 
Amiii who was cured of a disease by taking a vow in the temple ; 
it has, however, no epigraph in it. 

63 . 496 of 1907. -{Grantha and Tamil.) On the first gppura of 
the Subrahmanyasvami temple, right of entrance. A damaged 
record of the Vi jayanagara king Virapratapa Krishna deva Maha- 
raya in S. 1436* expired, Bhava. The trisula and a peacock are 
engraved on the top of the inscription. 

64 . 497 0/ 1907. — (Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. A 
record of the Nayaka king Sevappa Nayaka (1549 — 72) in S. 1495, 
expired . , . Refers to the son of Timmappa-Nayakkar of 
the chaturtha gotray who was a native of Nedungunram in Tonda- 
mandalam. 

Tandantdttam (near Kumbhakonam). 

65 . C,P. No. 7 of 1912. — (Sanskrit and Tamil.) An incom- 
plete record of Ko-Vijaya. Nandivikramavarman, the son of 
Hiranyavarman, making the gift of the village of Dayamukha- 
mangalam (named after the donor Dayamukha) to 308 Brahmans 
learned in the Vedas and Smritis, in the fifty-eighth year of 
his reign. The village granted was over the forest and uncul- 
tivated waste west of Tandantottam. The record ends with the 
obligations imposed on the tenants and the exemptions (pari- 
hdras) as well. [The identity of Nandi Vikramavarman is a 
question of controversy. 'The Government Epigraphist believes 
that it is the so-called Ganga Pallava king Nandivarman III. He 
further points out that amongst the achievements of Nandivar- 
man is mentioned his conquest of a Ganga king, and that this 
king might be Sivamara II attributed by Dr. Fleet to A.D. 805 — 
810. He cites in proof of this fact the Manne grant of Sivamaran 
II which says that “ his forehead was adorned by a fillet ” by the 
“two ornaments of the Rashtrakuta and Pallava lineages named 
Govindaraja (i.e., Govinda III) and Nandivarman.” But Prof. 
Dubrenil of Pondicherry is of opinion that the donor of the grant 
was not Nandivarman III, but Nandivarman II or Pallavamalla. 
He bases this on the ground of palaeography and on the fact that 
we are aware of only one Hiranayavarman, viz., the father of 
Nandivarman II. Nandivarman III, he further argues, must have 
ruled only for a period of twenty-four years. See his Pallavas, 1917, 
pp. 62-3, for details. It seems to me that the arguments of Prof. 
Diibreuil are unanswerable and ought to be accepted.] 
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Tiruchchirau 

66. 612 £?/ 1909.— (Tamil.) On a stone built into the tank in 
front of the Saranatha-Perumal temple. A mutilated record in the 
tenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift of 
sheep for a lamp to the temple at Serrur, a devaddna m Serriir- 
kurram, by a native of Kiramahgalam which belonged to Poyyil- 
kiirram. 

67 . 613 of 1909.— (Tamil.) On another stone in the same 
place. A fragmentary record of the Chsla king Rajendra-Chola I. 
Contains a portion of the historical introduction which begins with 
tirmnanni. 

68 . 6140/1909. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. Records in S. 1566, Tarana, gift of 
land to the temple of Saranathasvamin and to the shrine of 
Alvar, by a certain Govindadasa for the merit of king Vijaya- 
Raghava. [Was the donor the celebrated GOvinda Dlkshita> 
minister of Achyutappa Nayaka (1572 — 1614) ? j 

69 . 615 0/1909. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Sara-Param6^vara temple at 
Udaiyarkoyil, a hamlet of the same village. A record in the 
seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
dgva. Records gift of money for a lamp to the temple of Tiruch- 
chenneri-Udaiyar at Tiruchchirai- 

70 . 616 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of money for a lamp to the temple 
at Tiruchchirai alias Rajasundari-chaturvedimahgalam, by a native 
of Karivedu in Damar-kOttam of Jayarigonda-Cholamandalam. 

71 . 617 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the fifth year of the Chola king Vikrama- 
Chojadeva (1118 — 35). Built in, at the bottom. Records gift of 
land to the shrine of the goddess. 

72 . 618 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
ChDladeva (1118 — 35). Records gift of land to the temple of Tiruch- 
chenneri Udaiyar at Tiruchchirai by the assembly of Vlsalur, 

73 . 619 of 1909. — ^(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vihrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). Built in, at the bottom. Records 
gift of land by the same assembly. 

74 . 620 i?/l909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
forty-seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulOttunga-Choladeva (I,? 1070 — II18). Records sale of land to 
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the temple of Tiruchchenneri Udaiyar at Rajasundari-chaturvedi- 
mahgalam, a bralunadeya in Serrur-kurr am, which was a sub- 
division of Kulottuiiga-Cholavalanadu. Another inscription below 
this is dated in the ninth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikramal 
Choladeva and records also a sale of land. [The inscription is of 
fiscal interest. It says that, in accordance with the king’s Sriniukha, 
the lands of those who were in two years’ arrears of the royal 
dues during the forty-seventh year of the reign should be sold, and 
that the lands of certain Brahmana tenants who had been unable to 
pay the taxes and left the village were sold to the local temple. 
See inscriptions at Konerirajapuram, Tirumalam, KuvamandUkkal 
for similar examples.] 

T 5 . 621 of igog. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
Choladeva (1118 — 35). Records gift of land to the shrine of the 
goddess by a certain Ulaguyyavandan, who purchased it from the 
assembly of Rajasundari-chaturvedimahgalam, a braJmadeya in 
the same district. 

Tirtibiwanam. 

The Government Epigraphist surmises that the village was 
founded by Kulottuiiga Ghola III who had the title Tribhuvana- 
vlradgva. 

76 . I S 9 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the Ranga- 
nfitha-Perumal temple. A damaged record in the tenth year of the 
Pandya king JatSvarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama- 
Pandyadgva. Registers a contract between the residents of “ the 
city ” of Trubhuvanavlrapura and those of Kulamaiigala-nadu who 
owned the ur-Mval of that village. [The ur-kdval men take an oath 
not to be unjust or injure the people in any way and they receive, 
in return for their duty, a Mai (cloth) on each marriage among the 
Kallar-makkal. They were to demand no Mai on other marriages 
than the first.] 

77 . 160 ofigil. — (Tamil.) On the north and west bases of the 
same temple. A mutilated record in the tenth year of the Pandya 
king Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama-Pandyadeva. 
Refers to a contract similar to that registered in the above epigraph 
and mentions the chief Udaiyar Kulasekharadeva alias Kupakaraya 
in whose presence Senaipperumal alias Kulottungasola-varaiyan, 
agreed to the contract. [Is the king referred to the same as 
Jatavarman Parakrama who ascended the throne in 1334 ?]

A record of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanavira. [This is a duplicate copy of the above 
epigraph.] 

81 . 192 of 1907.— (Grantha.) On the same gOpura, left side. 
A record of the Chola king SrI-Kulsttuhga-Chola. [This is also a 
duplicate copy of No. 79.]

83 . 291 1908.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Central 

shrine in the VedapurT^vara temple. A record in the seventh year 
of king Perumal Sundara-Choladeva, ‘‘ who drove the Pandya 
into the forest.” Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
of SrTkudittittai-Udaiyar in Vadagarai-Vembarrur, by the king’s 
general (senapati) Pirantakan Siriyavglar alias Tirukkarrali-Pich- 
chan. Edited in Ep. hid., XII, pp. 120—6, by Mr. K. V. Siibrah- 
manya Ayyar, who points out that Sundara Chola was Parantaka II. 

83 . 292 £►/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman alias Rajendra- 
Choladeva (I0I2— 43). Refers to the remission of taxes on land 
belonging to the temple of Srlkudittittai Paramasvamin in Vom- 
barrbr alias Solamarttanda-chaturvedimahgalam, a brahmadeya in 
Manninadu, which was a subdivision of Rajendrasihga-valanadu, 
by the assembly of that village, after the receipt of sixty-five 
Msns. Out of the interest on this the assembly bound itself to pay 
all taxes. The taxes included, among others, the paddy for 
panchavciriyam and those on corn, gram, oil, ghee, etc. 

84 . 293 of 1908. — (Tamil) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Ch 5 la king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra- 
Choladeva (I). Refers to a shnilar transaction by the same 
assembly. Mentions Rajaraja-isvaramudaiyar. The chief terri- 
torial division is here called Vadagarai Rajendrasingavalanadu. 
Amongst the terms figuring in the epigraph may be mentioned 
Kadikai-madhyastha, Kdraiiattan, Vaikhanasa, Siva Bralimana, qIc. 

85 . 294 c/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 

shrine in the Vedapurlsvara temple. A record in the eighth year 
of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra-Choladeva (I), 
Registers still another transaction of the same kind. 50 kasus 
received for taxes on 1 % ma. ty^LhLD/reumjr ^mirs 

siremfl .) 

86. 295 of 1908,— (Tamil) On the west wall of the same 

shrine. A record in the twenty-second year of the Chola king 
Parakesarivarman. Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
of Srikudittittal-Perumal by a member of the assembly of Amani- 
narayana-chaturvedimangalam, a and a brahmadeya in 

Vadagarai (i.e., the northern bank). 
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87 . 296 1 908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 

second j^ear of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of land for a lamp to the temple of Timkkudittittai-Perumal in 
Amaninarayana-chaturvedimarigalam. 

88. 297 <9/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Rajakesarivarmari, the date of which is lost. 
Records gift of a silver pot to the temple of Srikudittittai Maha- 
deva at Vembarrur by Sembiyan-Mahadevi-ppirattiyar, who gave 
birth to Uttama-Choladeva. See next epigraph. 

89 . 298 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king Rajai'ajakesarivarman. Records 
gift of land for offerings and for the supply of 108 pots of bathing 
water to the temple of Mahadeva in Amaninarayana-chaturvedi- 
mahgalam by KilSnadigal, the daughter of Vilupparaiyar and the 
queen of Uttama-Choladeva (970 i* — 85), son of Gandaradittadeva. 

90 . 299 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. An unfinished record in the fourteenth year of the Chola 
king Rajakesarivarman. Records gift of money for two lamps by 
the wife and daughter of Siriyavelar. See No. 82 above. 

91.3000/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. 
Records gift of money for two lamps. 

93 . 301 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
twenty-eighth year of the Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman alias 
Rajarajadeva (I). Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by 
Vemban SlrudaiyEr Mlnavan-mahadgviyar, queen of Rajaraja- 
dsva. States that Amaninarayana-chatiirvedimangalam was situ- 
ated in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of Vadagarai-RajSndra-siriiha- 
Valanadu. 

93 . 302 of 1908, — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 

record of the Chola king Peruraal Sundara-Choladeva alias Pon 
. . . “ who drove the Pandya into the forest/’ the date of which 

is lost. Mentions Pirantakan Siriyavelar, the general referred to 
in No. 82 above. 

94 . 303 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 

Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra-Choladeva (I), the 
date of which is lost. Records the remission of taxes on a land 
belonging to the temple of Tirukkudittittai-Paramasvamin in 
Vembarrur Solamarttanda-chaturvedimangalam, by the 

assembly of that village. The taxes are Sittayya, Patichavara- 
uriduvari. VeUivedinai and other Silvaris. The amount received 
was 200 kdsus d,nd this was for the exemption of the tax on 4^ 
7 nas. 

Tirurnayanam. 

(Called in orthodox tradition Tirukkadavur Mayanam and 
famous as the place where Siva burnt Brahma, adorned himself 
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with his ashes and then revived him. Hence the name Brahma- 
purT^vara.) 

On the north wall of the mantapa in 
front of the central shrine in the Brahmapurl^vara temple. An un- 
finished record in the thirty-fourth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konerimaikondan.

A record in the 
twenty-second year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikondan.

Provision is here made for the maintenance of those 
who have to play on the vlna and recite the Vedts and the 
Srirudram. Mentions the villages of Tiruttondattogaimangalam 
and Sivapada 4 ekharamangalam, [The inscription is interesting 
for the mention of the inna and for the reference to the ^aivite 
saints. See Cg. 997 and 1006. 

97 . 550/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikondan. 
Records gift of land. The temple is cajled Tirumayanamudaiyar 
at TirukkadavQr, a hrahmadeya in AkkQr-nadu, a district of 
Jayangonda-Chola valanadu. Refers to the revenue survey in the 
si_xteenth year of the reign of Kulottunga I, who abolished tolls, 
[AkkQr is known in tradition as the place where Siruppuli Ntyanar 
became one with the deity.] 

98 . 56 of 1906.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the sixth year of the Chola king Tribhu^ 
vanachakravartin Vlrarajsndradeva (I or II ?). Records gift of land 
for a lamp. In continuation of this is an inscription of the eighth 
year of a Kulotturiga. 

99 . 570/1906, — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhu- 
vanaviradeva, ‘‘ who took Madurai, Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the 
crowned head of the Pandya and was pleased to perform the 
anointment of heroes and the anointment of victors” (i.e., Kulottmiga 
III). Records gift of land for cultivating water-lilies to be offered 
to the God Tiruniaiyanamudaiya-Perumal. 

100 . 58 (?/l906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Rajadhirajadeva (II, 1171—86), “ who was pleased 
to take Madurai and Ilam (Ceylon).” Records gift of land. Men- 
tions TirunIrruch-chOlamangalam (i.e., the village founded by 
Tirunirruchchola or Rajaraja I). ■ 

101 . 59 of 1906— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirty-fifth year of the Pandya king Konerimaikondan Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Perumal Kula^ekharadeva (I, 1268— 1308), “ who was 
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pleased to take every country.” Records gift of land for celebrating 
a festival called Kulasekharan-sandi and for repairs. 

103 . 60 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirty-third year of the Chflla king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tri- 
bhuvanavlradeva (Kulottuiiga HI, I178 — 1216), “ who took Madurai, 
Ilam (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned head of the Pandya and 
was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and the anoint- 
ment of victors.” Records gift of land to the temple of Udaiyar 
Tirumaiyanajnudaiya-Perumal in Ambanadutpadameviya Tiruk- 
kadavur in Akktir-nadu, a district of Jayangonda-Chola-valanadu. 

103 . 61 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the eighth year of the Chola king Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased 
to take Madurai.” Records gift of a lamp to the temple of Uclaiyar 
Tirumaiyanamudaiya-Perumal at Tirukkadavur in AkkQr-nadu, a 
district of Jayahgonda-ChOla-valanadu. 

104 . 62 <?/I9o6. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga- 
Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased to take Madura.” Records gift 
of land for a lamp by a native of KTlvehgainadu, a district of 
Rsjaraja-valanadu. 

105 . 63 £)/I9o 6- — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga- 
Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased to take Madura.” Records gift 
of land for a lamp. 

106 . 64 <9/ 1906. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the first prakara 
of the same temple. A damaged record in the seventeenth year of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva 
(III ,?), “ who took Madurai and was pleased to take the crowned head 
of the Pandya.” 

107 . 65 of i906.-^(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record in the thirteenth year of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (III), “who 
was pleased to take Madurai, Ilam (Ceylon) and the crowned head 
of the Panclya.” Stones out of order. Seems to record the appoint- 
ment of a gardener to look after the temple flower-garden.

On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Jfianaparamesvara temple. A record in the twenty- 
fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias UdaiySr Sri- 
Rajendra-Choladeva (I, 1012— 53). Built in on both sides. Men- 
tions Serrur-kurram. 

109 . 311 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Built in at the 
top. Refers to a gift of land to the temple of Brahmisvarattu 
Mahadeva.

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110 . 312 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in, the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records sale 
of land by the assembly of Nahlr, a brahtnadeya in Serrurkurram. 

111 . 313 0/ l9lO.-~(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the thirty-sixth year of the Chola king Tribhiivana- 
chakravartin-Kulotturiga-Choladeva’. Seems to record a gift of two 
lamps to the temple of Tirumayanamudaiya-Paramasvamin at 
Naliir. 

112 . 314 <?/ 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Srl-Rajendra-CholadOva (L

113 . 315 of 1910. — '(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record. Built in at the top. Seems to record a sale of land. 

On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A damaged record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king 
Parakesarivarman. Records sale of land to the temple of Tiru- 
mayanattu-Paramasvami by the assembly of Nalur. 

115 . 317 <9/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the third year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35). Records gift of money for a lamp 
to the temple of Tirumayanam-Udaiyar in NalCir alias Vanavan- 
madsvi-chaturvedimangalam in Sorrur-krirram, which was a district 
of Kulottunga-Chola-valanadu. 

116 . 318 (7/ 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Parakesarivarman, the date of which is lost. 
Records sale of land to the same temple by the assembly of Nalur. 

117 . 319 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the sixth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records sale 
of land to the temple of Tirukkarkatisvarattu-Peruman at NalQr 
by the assembly of that village. 

118 . 320^7/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventh year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records 
gift of land by the assembly of Palaiya Sembiyanmahadevi-chatur- 
vedimarigalam on the southern bank of the Cauvery. 

119 . 321 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the second year of the Chola king Rajakesari- 
varman. Records that the assembly of Nalur sold the right of 
collecting the tax called angddi-kkiili from stalls opened in the 
bazaar to the temple of Mulasthanattu-MahadOva of TirumaySnam. 
[The fees are specified to be one halt in kind in each measurable 
article of paddy, rice, etc., brought for sale from towns outside 
Nalur; one palam of articles sold by weight; one parru on each 
basket of betel leaves ; and two nuts on each basketful of areca-nuts.] 
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120 . 322 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias Sri- 
Rajarajadeya (I) in his twenty-fourth year, makara, Aparapaksha, 
Visakha, Friday. Seems to record a gift of land for offerings to 
the temple of Lakshmi-RagHayadeva of Tirunarayana-Vinnagar, 
by a merchant of Naltir, on the occasion when the assembly of 
that village met at the big hall called Rajarajan in front of the 
temple of Samaparl^varattu-Mahadeva. 

121 . 323 <?/ 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record in the^ forty-third year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sri-Kulottunga-Choladeva (I ?). Records sale of land 
by the assembly of NalQr to a resident of Vanavanmadevi-chatur- 
vedimarigalam in SerrOr-kurram, which was a subdivision of 
KulOttuhga-Chola-valanadu. 

122 . 324 £>/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record. Seems to record a gift of land to the temple of TirumayS- 
nattu-Paramasvami and mentions also the temple of SamaparSsva- 
rattu-Perumal. 

123 . 325 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the forty-third year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin SrI-Kulottuhga-Ch 5 ladeva (I ?). Seems to record a 
gift of land for a lamp. 

124 . 326 <?/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the ChSla king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivar- 
man alias SrI-Rajarajadeva (I). Records gift of land for a lamp to 
the shrine of Krishna-Vennaikkuttadi-amluginra-Alyar in Tiru- 
narayana-Vinnagar of Nalur, a brahmadeya in SsrrQr-kQrram, which 
was a district of Kshatriya-sikhamani-valanadu. On this occasion 
the ! assembly of Nalur met at the “ big hall ” called Ganda- 
radittan. 

125 . 327 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fourth year of the Chola king Madiraikonda-Para- 
kesarivarman (Parantaka I). Records gift of land to the temple of 
Samaparesvarattu-Perumanadigal at Nalur, by the assembly of 
Akkiramakotta-chaturvedimahgala, a brahmadeya in Tehkarai- 
Tirunaraiyar-nadu. 

126 . 328 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the sixteenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Built in at the end. Seems to record a gift of land by the assem- 
bly of Arurchcheri, a brahmadeya in Tirunaraiyur-nadu, to the 
temple of Tirumayanam in Nalur. 

127 . 329 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall. A much 
damaged record of the Chola king RajakSsarivarman, the date of 
which is doubtful. 
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128 . 330 of i9ro.“(TamiI.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records 
gift of twelve lla-kasu for twelve lamias, by a merchant of NalQr, 
named Naranan Ssladigal Tirunavukkaraiyan, to the temple 
of Tirumayanattu-Parame^vara. : ■ 

129 . 331 0/ 1910.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the seventh year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Virarajgndradeva, Records 
gift of two lamps by a lady from Sembiyankudavayil alias 
Alampalil to the temple of Tirumayanam-Udaiyar. [It is impos- 
sible to say whether the king was Vira Rajendra I or II. The 
former ruled from 1063 to 1070 and the latter (same as Kulottunga 
III) from 1178 to 1216.] 

130 . 332 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
RajarajadSva (III). Registers a decision of the assembly of Nalur 
alias Vanavanmadevi-chaturvedimangalam, which met at the foot 
of a tamarind tree. States “that the residents should not do any- 
thing against the interests of their village nor against the temple 
of Tirumayanam-udaiyar and similar institutions ; that if they did 
so, they must suffer as the gramadrohins do and that people who act 
against this decision should not be allowed the privilege of ‘touch- 
ing Siva,’ etc.” Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the gramadrohins 
were evidently the gramakantakas of the UttaramallQr inscriptions. 

Tirunagesvaram * ( Anakhidi). 

The village is now well known not only for its Naganltha- 
svami temple but its Uppiliyappan or Tiruvinnahar shrine referred 
to in the Prabandhas. 

131 . 2II of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 

shrine in the Naganathasvamin temple. A damaged record in the 
sixth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra- 
Chola (I). Provides for a gold jewel worked in gems and pearls, 
from the accumulated income of a land evidently presented by 
Adigal Achchan, one of the junior elephant mahauts ( Ilaiyakuhjira- 
mallar) in the army of Udaiyar-Srl-Rajendra-Choladeva commanded 
by Solamuvendavelar, to the temple of Tirunagesvaram Udaiyar 
at Tiruvinnagar-Tirunagesvaram in Tiraimtir-nadu, a subdivision 
of Uyyakkondar-valanadu. [Tiruvinnagar is named after the 
local God Vishnu or Uppiliyappa. The great Gopala Desika, 
the founder of the Munitraya cvXt of Sri Vaishnavism is said to 
be an of this God.] ■ 


* According to Saivite tradition this place is noted for the worship of Indra. The 
God’s name is Champakaranyssyara and the itriha Indratlrtha. 
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132 . 212 of 1911.-— (TamiL) ’ On the same wall. A record in 
the eighth year of the ChOla king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra- 
Chola (I). Records gift of forty-eight sheep for half a lamp to 
the same Mahadeva (Siva) temple by a palace-woman (pendatti) 
Tiran Sattividahgi for (the merit of) her daughter Araiyan Uttama- 
dani (a resident) of Udaiyar-Anaimermhjinar-velam alias 
Abhimanabhushana-tterinda-tiruvandikkappu-velam. Mentions 
Jananathapuram in Tiraimur-nadu. 

133 . 213 of l9ll.~(Tamil.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record in the fourteenth year of the Chola king Para- 
kesarivarman alias Rajendra-Chola (I). Built in. Registers jewels, 
gold and silver vessels, etc., owfied by the temple, with the permis- 
sion of the king which was obtained at the request of a temple 
servant named Kandan Kovalanadan. Tirunage 4 varamudaiya 
Mahadeva is stated to have been situated in TirukkudamQkku 
in Pambur nadu, a subdivision of Uyyakkondar valanadu. 

134 . 214 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the second year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman alias Udaiyar Srr-Rajendradeva (1050 — 63). Records that 
the assembly (mida-parudaiyar) of TirukkudamQkku received 100 
kdsu from Manikkan Mavali alias Vikkiramasihga-Pallavaraiyan, 
a native of Marudam in Vehkunra-kottam, a subdivision of Jayah- 
gonda-chola-mandalam. This money was utilized by them for 
repairing damages caused by the Kaveri floods to the irrigation 
channel. For this, interest at the rate one kalam of paddy on each 
kdhi was set apart for providing offerings in the temple of 
Tirunageivaram Udaiyar and for expounding the Sivadharma in 
the assembly hall called Tiruchchirrambalamudaiyan built in the 
temple by the abovementioned Vikkiramasiiiga-Pallavaraiyan. 

135 . 215 of 1911. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the south wall of 
the same shrine. An unfinished and damaged record in the ninth 
year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman (Gandaraditya). Seems 
to provide for offerings and mentions Arinjigaippirattiyar, a Bana 
queen and the daughter of prince Arikulakesari (son of Parantaka 
I). Mentions the Simhalas (i.e,, Ceylon). [The marriage of a Bana 
king with Parantaka’s granddaughter shows the later friendship 
of the Bana and the Chola houses.] 

136 . 216 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same v/all. A record of 
the Chola king Rajendra-Chola I. Built in at the right end. 
Mentions Pasupatadeva as the name of the image carried about in 
processions. 

137 . 2 iT of 1911.— (Tamil.) On' the same wall. A record in 
the thirty-second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Udaiyar SrI-Rajendra-Choladeva L Built in at the right end. It 
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records gift of land to the temple of Tirunagesvaramudaiya- 
Maiiadeva at TirukkudamQkku in Pambur-nadu, a subdivision of 
Uyyakkondar-valanadu, by Narakkan Krishnan Raman of Kera|an- 
taka-chaturvedimarigalam in Vennadu, another subdivision of 
the same valanadu. The twenty-fourth and thirty-first years of 
the king are quoted in the body of the inscription. Mentions also 
the coin Rajendrasdlan~kdM( issued by Rajendrachola 

I). It seems that the original area endowed was 9^4 mas, but 
according to “ the ma of the twenty-fourth year which contained 
128 kulis” it amounted to 7% mas. [Krishnan-Raman was the 
general of Rajaraja T and superintended the building of the 
enclosure of the Brihadlsvarasvami temple. See S.L VoL 11 ,

The amounts 
which he had thus to make good were also included in the present 
sale.

Tiruppiirambiyam. 

The ^iva temple here is well known in Saivite tradition. It is 
said to celebrate the grace of the Lord towards Sunda andUpasunda 
and the miraculous power of GnSnasambanda in reviving the lover 
of a Vaniga woman who had died of snake bite. Hence the name 
SakshT^vara of the deity. The temple is mentioned in the Devaram, 
It is also historically important as the scene of a battle between 
the Ganga PrithvTpati I and Varaguna Pandya, in which the former 
lost his life. See Uda^e}idram Plates of Prithvlpati 11 {S.I.L, Vol. II, 
p. 381).' It was in Apdattukurram in Rajendrasiriihavalanadu.

The place was so called because 
the Kaveri was prevented from submerging into the nether world 
by the self-sacrifice of Varaganda muni.

Records 
gift by Alvar SrI-Pirantakan Kundavai-Pirattiyar while she was in 
the palace (kdyil) at Palaiyaru. [Kundavai Pirattiyar was the 
king’s aunt, i.e., the elder sister of Rajaraja -I and the queen of 
Vallavaraiyar Vandya devar, who survived her brother into the 
reign of Rajendra Chola I. Pal.aiyaru is not improbably the place 
in Tirunaraiyiir Nadu referred to in No* 148 above.]

461 . 352 <?/ 1907.— (Tamil.) On the east wall of the first pra- 
kara of the same temple,^ right side. A record of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Srl-Kulottunga-Choladeva (III), “ who was 
pleased to take Madura and the crowned head of the Pandya,” the 
date of which is lost. Refers to Vembarrur alias Edirilisola-chatur- 
vedimangalam as the devadana of Rajarajisvaramudaiyar ; refers 
also to a revenue survey of the country. 

462.3530/1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
^H-Kulottunga-Choladeva (III), “who was pleased to take Madura 
and the crowned head of the Pandya.”

The English date of the epigraph is 
Thursday, 13th October A.D. 1222, See Ep. Ind., Vol. VII, p. 175. 

504. 397 of 1902.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incom- 
plete record in the nineteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin KulOttuhga-Choladeva (III), who took Madura and the 
crowned head of the Pandya. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VTI, p. 173, where 
Kielhorn discusses the date which is intrinsically wrong and which, 
he says, was evidently intended for Monday, the 2nd September, 
A.D. 1196. 

505. 398 0/ 1902.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva. Records gift of land. 

Mannar giidi. 

The epigraphs of this ancient place are interesting as they 
refer not only to the Cholas and Pandyas but also to the Hoysalas, 
Tradition also connects the place with the latter who, it is said, 
had a palace here, the present hamlet of Melavasal being called 
after its western gate. The Jayahkondanatha and Rajarajesvara 
shrines were founded by Rajadhiraja I (1018—53) and the Raja- 
gopala temple by KulQttuhga Chola 1 (rebuilt by Vijayara'ghava 
Naik of Tanjore), See Tanj. Gazr., Vol. T, p. 227. Mannargudi 
is also a jain centre. Its ancient name was Rajarajachaturvedi- 
mahgalam and it belonged to Suttamalli valanadu. 

506 . 85 1897.— (Grantha and Tamil.) In the front gopura 
of the Jayahkondanatha temple, left of entrance- A record in the 
third year of the Hoysala king Vira-Ramanathadeva. Records 
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gift of land. [Vlra RSmanatha was the younger brother of Nara- 
simha III (1254— 91) and son of Vlra Somesvara (1234—52) who 
was left in charge of the southern half of the Hoysala Empire.] 

507 . 86 0/1897.— (Gran tha and Tamil.) On the south wmll of 
the central shrine of the same temple. The name of the king is 
indistinct. Records gift of land. 

508 . 87 of 1897.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the eighth year of the Pandya king K6-Mara- 
varman Parakrama-Pandyadeva. (Unidentified.) Records gift 
of land. 

509.880/1897. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. Records description of boundaries. 

510 . 89 of 1897. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same man- 
tapa right of entrance. A record in the twelfth year. Provides 
for the payment of certain dues on arecanuts. 

511 . 90 0/ 1897.— (Tamil.) On the same wall, left of entrance. 
A record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king Ko-Jafavarman 
alias Sundara-Pandyadeva II (1276— 90). Provides for the payment 
of certain dues on pepper and cloths. See Ep. Lid., Vol. VI, p. 311, 
where Dr. Kielhorn discusses the date. He points out that the tithi 
is not quite right and arrives at the date Friday, I2th September 
1287. As Diwan Bahadur Swamikannu Pillai has discovered another 
king of this name who came to the throne in 1270, the present king 
should be termed the third oi his name and not the second.] 

513 . 91 of 1897.— (Tamil.) On the south wail of the central 
shrine of the AnnEmalainatha temple. An incomplete record in 
the twenty-second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Chojadeva III, corresponding to Sunday, 8th May, A.D, 
1267. Ep. Ind., Vol. VII, p. 177. The temple is said to have been 
in Sarigai Kottai, a hamlet west of Rajadhirajachaturvediman- 
galam. ■ 

513 . 92 6/ 1897.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
thirty-second year of a certain king a sale of land. 

514 . 93 fl/ 1897. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same wall. A 
record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman <2/^5 Rajendra-Chola 
(lOII — 43). Records gift of land. 

515 . 94 of 1897.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Records gift of land. 

516 . 95 6/1897. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the nineteenth year of 
the Pandya king Rajakesarivarman alias Vlra-Pandyadeva. Re- 
sembles Nos. 510 and 511. [The combination of a Chola title with 
Pandyan king is very anomalous- Was he the Kongii Pandya who 
ruled from 1265 to 1281 ? See Cb. 196 and 197. 
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517 . 960/ l897.--(Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine of the Kailasanathasvamin temple. A record in the twenty- 
second year of the Chela king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva. Records a private agreement. [Which is the Rajaraja 
referred to here ?] 

518 . 97 0/ 1897. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-sixth year of the Hoysala king Vira-Somesvaradeva 
(the father of Vira Ramanatha and Narasiriiha III, who conquered 
the Chola country about 1252 and founded Vikramapura there). 
Records gift of land to an image of the goddess, set up by Maha- 
pradhanin Kampaya-Dandanayaka.

A record in 
the thirty-fourth year of the Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulaiekharadeva (I ? I268~“i308). Records gift of 
land for forty lamps for the merit of Ulagudaiya-Perumal. The 
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country is said to have been in a state of confusion for a long 
time and the inhabitants to be suffering distress, evidently in 
consequence of the king’s making over a portion of his dominions 
to his younger brothers. The king resumed the lands and the 
people returned.

Records that 
a native of the Pandya country presented the simhasana in the 
bed-room of the God Kalakaladeva.

661 . 50 <7/1906.— (Tamil verse.) On the same gopura. Com- 
posed by Kalakala, king of Ceylon. 

A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Perumal-Sundara-Pan(;lya, the date of 
which is lost. 

663 . 52 <7/ 1906.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the SundarS^- 
vara shrine in the same temple. A record in the tenth year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift 
of land.

Registers a gift of land by the sabha of 
Tirumanaiijeri to the same temple. The date, according to Mr. 
Swamikannu Pillai, corresponds to 9th May, A.D. 1045, and “ shows 
that the reign began between May 9, A.D, 1018, and 3rd December 
1018, thus reducing Kielhorn’s limits by two months.”

On a slab set up in a grove in the 
same village. Records in Durmukha gift of land ( tnukkalvatta7n^ 
nattani and tidal) in Valavarayakuppam by the residents of that 
village including Tamba-Pillai. 

Nannilam Taluk. 

Kulikkarai. 

721 . 82 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kala- 
hastr^vara temple. A record in the twenty-eighth year of 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinraaikondan. Records gift of the 
brokerage fee (taragu) which remained in arrears from the fifth 
year of the king to the temple of Tirunangallsvaram-Udaiyar by 
the nagarattdr of Ottakkudi (evidently Kuljkkarai) alias Ediriii^Sla- 
puram in Arumolideva-valanadu- [Mr. Krishna Sastri identifies 
the king with Kulotturiga III on the ground that the inscription 
mentions I^varasiva who, we know from inscriptions at Tribhu- 
vanam, was the preceptor of that king.] 

722 . 83 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. This stone 
temple was built by Irigaikkudaiyar Karunakaradgvar alias Guru- 
kularayar. 

723 . 84£?/I9II. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra-Choladeva III 
(1245 — 67). Records gift of land for offerings by the nagarattar of 
the same village to the shrine of the goddess which was built by 
a certain SiraikkavQrudaiyan Tyagapperumal. 

Srivdnjiyam. 

Though mentioned in the Devdram, this place has no ancient 
epigraphs. This is due, most probably, to the vandalism of later 
repairers. See No. 73 i below. 

724 . 63 £>/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the VahjTsvara temple. A damaged record in the 
thirteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva. Built in on the right side, Seems, to record gift of 
lamps.

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725 . 64 £>/I9II.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the third year of the ChOla king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajadhirajadeva. Records gift of money for five lamps to the 
temple of Tiruvanjiyadeva of Tiruvanjiyam in PanaiyQr-nadu, a 
subdivision of Kiilottunga-chsla-valanadu. 

726 . 65 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the eleventh year of thd Chola king Rajakesarivarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhirajadeva (II). Contains only 
the historical introduction kadalsulnda, etc. 

727 . 660/1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. An unfinished record in the twenty- 
fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva. Built in at the beginning. It gives a list of lands owned by 
the temple and its subordinate shrines. 

728 . 67 0/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the base of the south verandah 
in the same temple. An unfinished record in the twenty-second 
year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vlra-Pandyadeva. Seems to record a sale of land. [The king was 
not improbably he who came to the throne in A.D. 1253 and who 
conquered Darn, Kongu and Solamandalam and had the anointment 
of victor at Perumbarrappuliyur.] 

729 . 680/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the tenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvanacha- 
kravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Built in at the end. Records 
sale of land to the temple by a native of Rajagambhlra-chatur- 
vgdi-mangalam which was a surname of Tiruvanjiyam. See 
No, 730. 

730 . 69 0/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the eleventh year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva, Built in at the end. Records 
another sale of land by a private individual who is stated to have 
acquired it as samskdra-dakshina. [It is not certain which of the 
three kings of this name is intended.] 

731 . 70 0/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Manga- 
lamba shrine in the same temple. An unfinished record in the 
eighteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva. Refer to the building of the shrine and the consecration 
of the goddess in the temple of Tiruvanjiyamudaiya-Nayanar. 
On this occasion a gift of land and a house appears also to have 
been made. 

732 . 71 t/ 191 1.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the twentieth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Rajarajadeva. Seems to register gifts of lands made to the 
temple in different years of the king’s reign. Mentions Perum- 
barrappuliyur and Tiruvellarai, ^ 
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TS 3 . 720/1911. — (Tamil.) On a pillar of the DakshinSmiirti 
shrine in the same temple. A damaged and mutilated record in 
the thirty-ninth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOttuhga-Choladeva (I ?). Records gift 
of land to the goddess Timppalliyarai-Nambirattiyar who was 
presented to the temple of Tiruvanjiyamudaiya-Mahldeva by a 
native of KOmahgudi. 

734 . 73 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A damaged record in the twenty- 
second year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra- 
Pandyadeva. Seems to record a sale of land to the temple. 

735 . 74 0/ 1911.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. A much damaged record in the twenty-third year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva. Records sale of land to the temple by a native of 
SirupanrOr in Vela-nadu. 

736 . 75 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall- A much 
damaged record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king Maravar- 
man Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I ?), Records 
sale of land at Sirupanrur by a native of Vada-Kannamaiigalam. 

737 . 76 £>/ 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eleventh year of the Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Records sale of land. See 
the above epigraph. 

738 . 77 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the second inner gOpura of the 
same temple ; left side. A record of the Nayaka (Tanjore) king 
Raghunatha-Nayakkar (1614 — ?) in Sarvari. Records gift of 
certain taxes to the dancing girls of TiruvEnjiyam for the merit 
of the king’s agent Madayya-NEyakka-Mallappa Nayakka. 

739 . 78 of 19TI. — (Tamil.) On the same gopura ; right side. 
A damaged record. Seems to refer to the same or a similar gift. 

740 . 7961/1911. — (Tamil.) On a slab setup in afield of the 
same village. Records in S, 1501, Isvara (wrong) that a certain 
PerumanEyinar PandEram of Achchurramahgalam, who was a 
pupil of AghSra^ivacharya of the Bhiksha-matha at Chidambaram, 
purchased one veli of land at KunduvEnjeri for his matha. See 
Cd. 72. 

Tiruchcheng^ttahgudi. 

This place is well known as the native place of Saint Siruttonda 
who was a contemporary of GnEnasambanda, who figures in the 
Periapurana, and who was present in the battle of Vatapi about 642. 
See S././., Vol. II, p. 172, for his idol set up at Tanjore. Saivite 
tradition connects it with God Ganapati’s victory over a demon, 
thereby giving rise to the name of the shrine Ganapatichchuram. 
It has been sung by GnEnasambanda and Appar. 
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f 41 . 51 fl/l9l3.“(Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Uttarapatisvara temple. An unfinished record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vira-Viruppanna-Udaiyar (ID, i.e., Virupaksha I, 
son of Vira-Ariyaraya (Harihara II) in S. 1306, Raktakshi. 
Seems to record a gift of land to the shrine of Ganapatlsuram 
Udaiya-Nayinar and Uttara-pati-Nayaka at Tiruchchengattaiigudi 
in Mariigal-nadu which was a subdivision of Geyamanikkavala- 
nadu by the chief Somaya-Dannayakkar. 

T 42 . 52 0/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the wall to the left of the 
d^airapala images in front of the same shrine. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vira-Bhupatiraya-Udaiyar (1409 — 22) in S. 
1332, Khara. Records gift of a lamp to the temple of UttarSpati- 
Nuyaka at Tiruchchen_gattangucU by a native of Palaijmr aims 
Malaikililnvalam in Urrukkatlu-kottam, a district of Tonclai- 
mandalam, 

743 . 53 (7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the manfapa 
in front of the same shrine. A damaged record in Vi^vavasu. 
Registers a gift of land and houses to certain merchants connected 
with the treasury of Uttarapati-Nayakar, on their having presented 
a throne to the temple. 

744 . 54 0/ 1913* — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa. A damaged record in Plavahga. Seems to provide for 
a festival in the same temple by the merchants of the Chola 
country. 

745 . 55 0/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Gana- 
patlsvara shrine in the same temple. A record in the thirty-second 
year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Udaiyar Srl-Rajs- 
dhirajadeva (I ?). Records sale of land as iraiii to the temple of 
Ganapatlsuram udaiya-Mahadeva at Tiruchchengattangudi by the 
assembly of the village Tirukkannapuram, a hrahmadeya in Maru- 
gal-nadu which was a subdivision of Kshatriya^ikhamani vala- 
nadu. The assembly is stated to have met together in the temple 
of Piramlsvaramudaiya-Mahadeva of their village. Slra|a was the 
son of Siruttoncla who was sacrificed to Siva when he came as a 
guest of Siruttoncla. The price of 2,450 kuUs or nilas has been 
given as I15 kdsus. 

746 . 56(7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman Rajarajadeva 
( 1 ). Records gift of land for two lamps to the shrine of Slrtladeva 
at Tiruchchehgattukkudi by a certain Vellalan Ulagan Sirri^an 
alias Tappilla Muvendavelan. 

747 . 57 of 1913,— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the nineteenth year of the Chola king Rajaraja-RajakOsarivar- 
man Rajarajadeva (I). Records gift of land for feeding the 
devotees attending the festival of Sittirai Tiruvadirai when the 
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God Slraladevar of Tiruchchengattukkudi in Maragal~nadu, a sub- 
division of Mummudisola-valanadu, was taken in procession to the 
mantapa of Siruttonda-Nambi in that temple. 

748 . 58 of l9l3.--{Tamil.) On the same wail. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhii- 
vanachakravartin Rfijendra-Choladeva (I). Records gift of land 
at ikkadu alias Perumur to the temple of Ganapatrsvaram-Udaiyar 
of Tiruchchehgattahgudi by a certain Tayan Tinichchirrambala- 
muclaiySn, for maintaining the same festival. 

749 . 59 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 

shrine, A record in the nineteenth year of the Chola king Raja- 
raja-RajakOsarivarman alias Rajarajadeva (I). Records gift of land 
(3 mds) for the festival ( linwUd) of Siruttonda-Nambi who was a 
devotee of Siraladeva of Tiruchchehgattahgudi, by two residents 
of Marugal. Refers to the “ Revenue Survey ” made in the seven- 
teenth year of Rajaraja ^ ^ssruisf). 

750 . 600/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Choia king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of land by purchase to the temple of Parame^vara at Tiruchcheh- 
gattahgudi by the assembly of Marugal in order to provide for two 
lamps in that temple. 

751 . 61 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chela king Rajadhiraja I. Fragment containing portions of the 
historical introduction beginning with tingaler tarn. 

752 . 62 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
eleventh year of the Chela king Parakesarivarman. Records sale 
of land for a lamp by the assembly of Marugal. 

7 5 3 . 63 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the mantapa in 
front of the same temple. A record of the Chela king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva (III) in his third year, Karkataka 
(wrong for Rishabha), su. di. Ii, Monday, Attam, corresponding to 
Monday, 7th May 1218. Built in at the right end. Records gift of 
land to the shrines of Uttarapati-Nayaka and Siruttondadeva in 
the temple of Uttarapatinayaka by two residents of Maruiigur 
alias Rajanarayanachaturvedimangalam. 

754 . 64 of igiS- — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the forty -fifth year of the Chela king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (III). Records gift 
of land for providing garlands of red lilies to the two shrines of 
Ganapatlsvaram-Udaiyar and UttarSpati-Nayaka by the residents 
of Tiruchchengattangudi, a village in Marugal-nadu, which was a 
subdivision of Geyamanikka-valanadu. 

755 . 65 i/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chela king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulettuiiga-Choladeva (III), “ who took Madurai (Madura) and was 
pleased to take the crowned head of the Pandya,” in his eleventh 
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year and 175th day, Vrischika, ba. di. 14, Friday, Anilam. Regis- 
ters that a document connected with the temple of Tiruviramanan- 
dlsvaram-Udaiyar at Tirukkannapuram, a hrahmadeya village of 
Marugal-niidu in Geyamanikka-valanadu, was engraved on the 
wails of the temple at Tiruchchehgattahgudi, as the former was 
evidently not constructed of stone. The record refers to the fifth 
and tenth years of Periyadevar KulOttunga-Choladeva in whose 
time the Tirukkannapuram temple came into existence. Mr. 
Swamikannu Pillai points out that eleventh is an error for twenty- 
second year ; that the date corresponds to Friday, 19th November 
1199, and that the 175th day shows that the reign began on 23rd 
May, A.D. 1178. 

756 . 66/)/ 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva 
(ni), “who took Madurai (Madura) and was pleased to take the 
crowned head of the Pandya ” in his eighteenth year and 330th 
day. Records gift of land by purchase for laying out a road to 
carry in procession Siralapillaiyar from themantapa of ^iruttonda- 
devar at Tiruchchengattangudi to the village of Tiru-Marugal. 
Refers to the land survey made in the sixteenth year of Kiilotturiga- 
Choladeva (I), “who abolished tolls.” 

757 . 67 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighteenth year and 330th day of the king of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (III), “ who took 
Madurai (Madura) and was pleased to take the crowned head of 
the Papdya.” Registers the remission of taxes in favour of the 
temple, for maintaining the worship of Siralapillaiyar. Refers 
also to the eleventh year of Kulottunga-Choladgva, "who abolished 
tolls.” 

758 . 68 //l9l3.--(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records that 
the grants registered in the above two inscriptions were caused 
to be made by Savannachakravartin of _Ve|ichcheri, by the 
lady devotee, AlliyangOdai-ammai and Andar Vilaiigudaiyar 
Siruttondar, 

759 . 69 cf/igis.— (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III), in his twenty-fourth year, Simha, ba. di. 13, 
Saturday, Pusara. Records gift of land by Arasurudaiyan Tiru- 
chchirrambalaraudaiyan alias Tiruchchirrambala-Pallavaraiyan for 
providing offerings in the mantapa called Tirumuttuvaneri to the 
God Uttarapati-Nayaka on the occasion when he was to give 
salvation to his devotee during the festival of SiUirai-Barani. 
[Bhairava was the form in which Siva came from the north and 
gave salvation to Siruttonda.] 

760 . 70 ^/ l 9 i 3 ~(Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin- 
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Kulolturiga-GhOladeva (III), “who was pleased to take Madurai 
(Madura),” in liis tenth 3^ear and 123rd day. Built in at the 
beginning. The king is called Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerin- 
maikondan. Seems to record the grant of landed property to a 
certain Rajendrasola-Achariyan, who was perhaps the temple 
architect. The Royal Secretary ( tirummidira-olai) was Rajendra- 
sihga-Muvendavelan. 

761 . 71 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An unfinished 
record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin, the date of 
which is lost. Seems to record a gift of land in the villages Tiru- 
vettaikattalai and Dinachintamani-chaturvedimahgalam for pro- 
viding offerings on every day of Bharani to the God Uttarapati. 

7 62 . 72 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the east, north and west walls 
of the Vatapi-Ganapati shrine in the same temple. A much 
damaged record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOt- 
tuiiga-Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased to take Madurai (Madura), 
ilam (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned head of the Pandya,” in 
his twenty-second year and 130th day. Seems to register a 
number of lands acquired for constructing the third prakara of the 
temple and a street round it. Reference is also frequently made 
to the reign of Kulottuhga-Chola I, “who was pleased to abolish 
tolls,” and to the temple of Vikrama-Cholr^vara. 

763 . 73 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. This wall is the gift of Vattavar^adaiyan Rajasuriyap- 
pallavaraiyan of Puduvur, 

764 . 74 c/1913. — (Tamil.) On the second gopura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. A record in Ananda of Pattukkattari 
Konerideva-Maharaja. Records gift of taxes to the temple of Utta- 
rapati-Nayaka at the request of Maluvachakravartin for main- 
taining certain festivals. 

766 . 75 of 1913— (Tamil.) In the same place. A much 
damaged record of the Vijayanagara king Viruppanna-Udaiyar 
(li), i.e., Virupaksha I, son of Vira-Ariyappa-Udaiyar (Harihara II), 
in S. 1306, Raktakshi, Kumbha, ba. di. lO, Sunday, MQla, correspond- 
ing to 5th February 1385. Seems to record a gift of land. 

766 . 76 c/ 1 91 3.— -(Tamil.) In the same place, left of entrance. 
A record in the seventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Parakrama-Pandyadeva. Records gift of two velis 
of land at Marungar for repairs in the temple of Uttarapati- 
Nayaka. Refers to the STralan-Siruttondan-madam in the temple 
of Ganapatl^uramudaiya-Nayanar. 

767 . 77 / 1913.— (Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. 
A damaged record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Rajadhirajanarapati Rajendra-Chola (III, 1245--67), “who cut off 
the heads of two Pandya kings.” Supplies a long list of the San- 
skrit birudas of the king. Seems to record a gift of land to the God 
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Uttarapati-Nayaka in the temple of Ganapatlsvarani-Uclaiyar for 
the purpose of the Bharani festival in the months of Sittirai and 
Arpcm. Among the achievements of the king are mentioned his 
capture of the stronghold of Vira-Rakshasa, which was called 
Uttara Lanka and which Mr. Krishna Sastri surmises to be a place 
near Rajahmundry in the Godavari delta; his victory over two 
Panciyas ; and his power over, the Karnata king Somesvara of the 
Hoysala dynasty. Vira-Rakshasa is said to be the sole hero of 
the Vadugas, and Rajendra’s campaign against him was perhaps 
due to a general war against Kopperunjihga who had territory as 
far as Drakshararaa and who had given a good deal of trouble to 
Rajaraja III. Rajendrachoja^s time was thus one of genuine 
attempt to revive the Chola greatness. For the relations between 
Rajendraand SOmesvara see 49 of 1913 at Sivayam (Trichinopoly 
district). 

768 . 78 a/ 1913.— (Tamil) In the same place, A damaged 
and unfinished record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Viruppanna- 
Udaiyar II, i.e., Virupaksha I, in S. 1322, Pramadi, Mesha, ba. di. 
12, Friday, Uttirattadi corresponding to Friday, 2nd May, 1399* 
Seems to provide for certain festivals in the temple of Uttarapati- 
Nayaka. 

769 . 79 of 1913. — (Tamil.) In the same place. A fragmentary 
record in S. 1394, Nandana, Simha, su. di., Monday, Attam. 
Seems to record a gift of land by purchase at PalQr in Vadagal 
Marugal-nadu which was a subdivision of Geyamanikka-valanadu, 
for offerings to the temple of Uttarapati-Nayaka by a native of 
Nandl^varam in Tondaimandalam. 

770 . 80 <7/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the mantapa 
in front of the Chulikamba shrine in the same temple. A record of 
the Chola king Rajadhirajadeva ( 11 ), “who was pleased to take 
Madurai (Madura) and Ilam (Ceylon),” in the thirteenth year, 
Simha, ba, di. 9, Wednesday, corresponding to 24th July II74. 
Some stones are missing. Seems to record the sale of four women 
as devaradiyar to the temple of Tiruvalangadudaiya-Nayanar for 
700 Mm. 

771 . 81 u/ 1913, — (Tamil) On the main gopura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. A damaged record in Prajapati. Seems 
to record the fees on looms, etc., fixed by an agent of Vlra-Nara- 
sirigaraya-Ayyan. 

772 . 82 of 1913.— (Tamil) On the same g<’^pura left of 
entrance. A record of the ChOla king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhirajadeva (II), the date of which is 
lost. Begins with the introduction kajial-sulnda, etc. Refers to a 
certain Kaduvangudaiyan Araiyan Atkonda-Nayakan who was 
perhaps the donor. 
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TirukkandUvarant ( Tirttkkondichchiiram). 

This is one of the Saivite centres of the South-Kaveri region, 
where Kamadhenu worshipped Siva. Hence the name Pasupatls- 
vara. It has been sung by Appar. 

773 . 8o<?/I9II. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the maniapa 
in front of the central shrine in the local Pasupatlsvara temple. 
Dated in S. 1439 (A.D. 1517), Isvara, in the reign of Krishna deva 
Raya. Records gift of taxes bestowed from Vejavaclai (Bezwada) 
in favour of the Tirukkondlivara temple on the king’s return from 
the victorious tour in the east. The inscription refers to the capture 
of the fortress of Udayagiri and of Tirumalai Rahuttarajm (its 
governor ?), the subjugation of Vinukonda, Nagarjunakonda, 
Konclavidu, Kondapaili, Rajamahendrapura, etc. 

Tirukkollambudur. 

This place is famous in Saivite tradition as the scene where 
GMnasambanda saved himself and his following from the freshes 
of the Kavgri. It is the theme of the padika Qsn-CL.QLaswQ^riiQs'ri^ 

efTihy^S^ir ... 

774 . I of 1899. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the Bilvaranygsvara temple. A record in the fourth 
year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin KonSrimenkondan (i.e., Kulottimga III). Records the gift of 
the village of Kulottuhga-s5la-Kalattur to a private individual. 

775 . 2 (7/1899. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirtieth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhu- 
vanavIradSva (Kulottuiiga III), “who took Madura, Ceylon, KaravQr 
and the crowned head of the Pandya.” Records gift of land for 
two lamps. 

Tiruntdlam, 

The place is one of great social interest as the Brahmans of the 
Prathamasakha sect generally known as midday Pariahs owe their 
existence to a religious sacrifice here. See Tanj. Gazr., Vol. I, pp. 
237-8, for details.

On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-second year of the Chola king 
Rajakesarivarman Chakravartin Sri-Kulotturiga-Gholadeva (I?).

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Records gift of the village Puravuvarivilagam which was a 
devadana of the temple to a certain Tiruchchirrambala-Nandarajan 
of Mattur at the request of Nulambarajan. 

778 . 950/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-second year of the Chola king 
Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I). Records gift of the village of Vadan- 
diir (?), a devadana of the temple to a certain Udayamartandan 
of Ambar, at the request of the same chief. 

779 . 96<?/igi0. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the forty-second year of the Chola king Kajakesarivarman alias 
TribhuvanachakravartinSrT-Kulotturiga-CholadSva ( 1 ). Records gift 
of the village of Eyinikudi, also a devadana of the temple, to a certain 
Serkalan Velan Tiruvaykkulamudaiyan at the request of the same 
chief, as previous Kaniyalas had neglected it so as not to yield 
even the Antaraya-kdsii. The tenants could neither clear their 
old arrears nor grow fresh crops on them without breaks.’’ 

780 . 97 <?/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the sixteenth year of the Chola king Parakgsarivarman

See Ep, Ind., Vol. XI, p. 243, where Mr. R, 
Sewell discusses the date (Ani, Tritlya, Monday, TiruvOna) and 
shows that the thirteenth year of the king should have been intend- 
ed and that the date then corresponded to Monday, 25th June 
1131. “ The date proves that the reign could not have begun before 
June I6th, A.D. II18.” 

781 . 98 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the twenty-seventh year 
of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kongrinmaikopdan. Refers to the 
revenue survey of the sixteenth year of Sungandavirtta-Kxd^ttutigdL'- 
Choladeva (I, 1070 — 1 1 18), and records a gift of land in Sembah- 
gudi, a village of Ambarnadu. 

782.99 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakSra of the same temple. Records that this prakara (tiru- 
mdligai) was built by Vikrama-Chola (i 118—35).

Mentions 
that in the fifteenth year of Rajendra-Choladeva (11, i.e., Kuiottuhga 
I\ the Goddess Uma-Paramesvari was set up, that a grant of land 
was made for its maintenance and, as it was neglected, it was 
renewed in the tenth year of Vikrama Chola by the assembly of 
Madhurantaka-chaturvedimangalam.

A record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Kulottuhga-Chola- 
deva (i.e., Kulottuhga II, II23 — 46, according to the Government 
Epigraphist). Records gift of land for offerings to the images of 
Atkonda-Nayakar and the goddess, both of which were presented 
to the temple at Tirumagalam by. the ancestors of Amudan 
Tiruchchirrambalamadaiyan alias Udayamarttanda-Movenda- 
veian, a native of SiruvelQr in 'Panaiyur-nadu which was a 
subdivision of Kshatriyasikhamani-valanadu. 

786 . 103 £>/ l9lO.--(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the forty-fourth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Chakravartin Srr-KulOttimga-Choladeva (I). Records gift of money 
for a lamp by Vlra-Vichchadara-Pallavaraiyan, a native of 
AnniyQr in Kurukkai-nadu, a subdivision of Virudarajabhayarh- 
kara-valanadu. 

787 . 104 0/ 1910,— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladgva (lll8 — 35). Records 
^ift of land to the shrine of the goddess by certain residents of 
SiruvSlQr in PanaiyQr-nadu, a subdivision of Kulottuhga-Chola- 
valanadu. 

788 . 105 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
prakara. A fragmentary record in the forty-fourth year of the 
Chola king Kulottuiiga-Choladeva (I ?). Provides for a lamp. 

789 . 1060/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. An incomplete record in the forty-third year (of ?). Re- 
cords gift of money for a lamp by a native of Kundavai-chaturvgdi- 
mangalara in MulaiyOr-nadu, a subdivision of Geyamanikka- 
valanadu. 

790 . 107(3/1910. — (Tamil) On the same wall A record in 
the fiftieth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sri-Kulottuhga-Choladeva. Seems to record a 
gift of land for offerings, to the temple of Ambar-Tirumagalam 
Udaiyar in Ambar-nadu, a subdivision of Bhupalakulavalli-vala- 
nadu, by certain residents of SiruvelQr. 

791 . 108(3/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Chakra- 
vartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35). Records gift of paddy for 
offerings to the image of Atkonda-Nayakar. 

792 . 109 (3/1910. — (Tamil) On the east wall of the same 

prakara. A record in the eleventh year of the Chola king Raja- 
kesarivarman . . . Kulottunga-Choladeva (II). Records 
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gift of land for a lamp by Devargandan alias Rajaraja PanaiyQr- 
nattii Mfl^-'endavelan, a native of ^iruvelQr, and others. See Ep. 
Lid., VoL XI, p. 244, where Mr. Sewell calculates the date (Saturday, 
Pushya, second solar day in Dhanus) to be November 27th, A.D. 
1143 - 

?’ 93 . no <7/1910. — (Tamih) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the second year of the Chsla king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribluivanachakravartin. Records gift of money for two lamps. 

794.1110/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
seventeenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin KOnerimenkondan. 
Records that certain lands close to the temple of Mudupagavar 
which were being enjoyed by a private individual, Rajaraja Palla- 
varayan, by mistake, was given back to the temple. [These lands 
were claimed by the trustees of the temple to be the free-holding 
of the God from early times. The case was placed before 
Vessalipparaiyar for inquiry. Pallavaraiyan stated that he had 
purchased the lands a.s RdjardJapperumlai in presence of Ys.nS.dhi- 
raja, Nularabadhiraja, KachchiyarSya and PalandTvaraya when 
these had assembed in the Knldttuhgasdlantiruvdsal in his palace 
at Perumbarrapuliyiir and produced documents to prove it. The 
trustees, on the other hand, produced evidences to show that the 
temple had purchased these lands in the fourth year of Rajaraja 
and was in possession till the thirteenth year of the king.

On another slab lying in the 
same place. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king Raja- 
kesarivarman. Records gift of a necklace of pearls and a crown 
set with gems to the temple of MahakSlattu-Mahadeva by Kari- 
puliy an alias Solamarayan of PaluvOr in Kunra-kurram, on the 
occasion of his celebrating the God’s abhisheka. [The Government 
Epigraphist believes that 'the real meaning of the inscription is 
that the temple which was known to the Devdram hymners was

place. A mutilated record in the eighth year of the Chola king 
Parakesarivarman. Records gift of land to the temple of Tiru- 
magalattu Mahadeva at Ambar in Ambar-nadu by a certain 
Vanarayan Arahgan Madevan. 

800 . IT7 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same stone. A mutilated 
record in the second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman, 
‘‘ who took the head of the Pandya.” Mentions Kari Puliyan alias 
Solamarayan of Paluvur in Kunra-kurram and the servants of the 
temple of Ambar-Srl-Mahakalam. [As this Kari figures in an 
inscription of a Rajakesarivarman, it is plain that the Parakesari- 
varman of this inscription was the successor of Rajakesarivarman. 
They might be Paraiitaka II and his predecessor.]

801 . 6zS,of 1902. — (Tamil.) On a pillar of the mantapa in 
front of the Santahayaki shrine in the Mihirarunesvara temple. A 
record in the ninth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman.

802 . 636 0/ 1902. — (Tamil.) On the same pillar. A damaged 
record in the second year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. 
Records gift of land. 

803 . 637 (9/1902. — (Tamil.) On another pillar of the same 
mantapa. A damaged record of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of land. 

804 . 638 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On a third pillar of the same 
mantapa. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king Raja- 
kesarivarman. Records gift of land for a lamp by a merchant. 

805 . 639 <9/ 1902. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the same temple. A record in the 
twenty-first year of the Pandya king MSravarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva (I .?

On the inner gopura of the same 
temple, left of entrance. A record in the tenth year of the Pandya 
king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin isrI-Vallabhadeva.

One of the South-Kaveri centres of Saivitism, it has been sung 
by Gnanasambanda. 

On the north wall of the 
central shrine in the Amalakesvara temple. A record in the 
twenty-first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadsva. Records gift of land. 

807 -B. 521 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
and incomplete record in the twentieth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Seems to record a gift of 
land. 

807 -C. 522 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A muti- 
lated and incomplete record in the twentieth year of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. 

807 -D. 523 0/ 1904.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadOva. The god is called the lord of Tirunellikka in Arvalak- 
kQrram, a subdivision of Rajendra-SoJa-valanadu. Mutilated, 

807 - 3 . 524 0/ 1904. — (Tamil.) On the north and east walls of 
the same shrine. A damaged and mutilated record of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva, the date of which is 
lost. 

807 -F. 525 <7/ 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A record 
in the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Virarajendradeva. Records gift of money for a lamp. 

807 -G. 526 0/ 1904.— -(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A much damaged record in the thirty-first year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. 

807 -H. 527 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A muti- 
lated record in the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of money for lamps. 

Tiruppdmhuram , 

This place which is one of the South-Kaveri centres of Saivitism 
is the theme of a padika by Tirugnanasambanda. 

808 . 85 of 1911.— -(Tamil.) On the south base of the central 
shrine in the Seshapurldvara temple. An incomplete and damag- 
ed record in the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Tribhiivana- 
chakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased to take 
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Madurai (i.e., Madura), i)ara (Ceylon), Karuvur and the crowned 
head of the Pandya.” Refers to an exchange of land. 

809 . 860/ 1911. — (Tamil.) Oh the same base. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulotturiga-Chsladeva (III, I186 — I2l6), “ who was pleased to take 
Madurai (i.e., Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), and the crowned head of the 
Pandya.” Records that a Vellalan of the village sold himself and 
his trvo daughters as slaves to the temple of Tinippamburam- 
Udaiyar, for a sum of lOO kasuSy “ as the time was very bad, as 
paddy was sold at three nalis per kdsu, '^ a.nd his children in conse- 
quence were dying of starvation. The inscription clearly shows 
that there must have been a famine of a serious character. 

810 . 87 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the west base of the same 
shrine. A record in the thirteenth year of the Chola king Rajaraja- 
dOva. Records gift of fourteen cows to the temple, by a certain 
Vtranavadl^uramudaiyan alias Ko^alarayar of Manakkudi. The 
donor provided also for the cows being kept in the cow-shed with- 
in the temple, for their fodder and for the cowherd boy that grazed 
them. 

811 . 88 of igil. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra 
ChOlade.va (unidentified). Records sale of land to the temple. 

812 . 89 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 

second year of the Pandya king jatavarman Tribhuvana- 

chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, ? 1251 — 64). Records gift of 
land. 

813 . 90 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An unfinished 
record in the twenty-second year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadgva. Records gift of land by a certain 
Paluvettaraiyar of Vanavappadi, for garlands and sacred bath, to 
the temple of Tiruppamburam-Udaiyar (at Tiruppamburam) in 
Uyyakkonclar-valanadu. Refers also to the shrine of the goddess 
Mamalaiyattiyar built in the same temple by a native of Perultir. 

814 . 91 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (III), “ who was 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the 
crowned head of the Pandya.” Records gift of land to the shrine 
of Rajaraja-Vinayaka-Pillaiyar set up on the bank of the river 
Arisilaru, by- a certain Mlnavan Muvendavelar. Pamburam alias 
KulOttungasolachaturvedimaiigalam is stated to have been situated 
in Pambura-nadu, a subdivision of Uyyakkondar-valanadu. 

815 . 92 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanavlradeva (Kulottmiga III), “ who being pleased to take 
Madurai (i.e,, Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the crowned 
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head of the Pandya was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes and victors. Records sale of land to the temple for the 
worship of Periyadevar and Nachchiyar, set up therein by a 
dancing girl. 

816 . 930/1911.“ (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvana- 
chakra vartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (not identified). Records sale 
of houses and lands belonging to a registered tenant who ran away 
without paying the taxes, by the friends who stood surety for him, 
to the temple. The inscription is of interest in the light it throws 
on one aspect of the village fisc. 

817 . 94 (9/ l9il.“(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fifth year of the ChQla king Tribhuvana chakra vartin 
Tribhuvanavlradgva (Kulottunga III), who having taken (Madura), 
Ilara (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned head of the Pandya, was 
pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and victons.” Refers 
to the images set up by the dancing girl mentioned in No. 815 and 
registers certain privileges granted to her by the temple priests. 

818 . 95 0/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Records that 
this stone temple Pugafabharanan was built by Palaravayar of 
Korraniangalam. [Was this Palaravaya the brother of Sskkilar, 
the author of the Periyapur^na ?] 

819 . 96 6/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanavira-Choladeva (1178 — 1216), “who having taken 
Madurai (i.e., Madura), il.am (Ceylon), Karuvur and the crowned 
head of the Pandya, was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes and victors.” Records gift of land free of certain taxes to 
the same temple at the request of a certain Arumoli-Brahma-* 
marayan. One of the taxes is mentioned to be Kaverikkarai-vini- 
3^0gam. 

820 . 97 0/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
the thirty-first year the settlement of dues until that jmar, on cer- 
tain lands situated at Pamburam alias Kulottunga-Chola-chatur- 
vedimaiigalam. 

821 . 98 ^/l9ll.“(Tamii.) On the mantapa in front of the 
same shrine. Records in S. 1644, and Kali. 4824, Sobhakrit, that 
Manukkopanditarayyan agent toSubedar (Supayadar) Ragopandi- 
tarayyan, built the vasanta-mantapa. [The Epigraphist points 
out that this officer should have been an officer of the Tanjore 
king Serfoji (I I7II“29).] 

822 . 99 I9Il'~“(Tamil.) On the base of the central shrine. 
A record in the twenty-fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin RajarEjadeva. Records gift of land for the upkeep 
of a mantapa built by a certain Damodaran alias Soliyadaraiya- 
velan in the second prakEra of the temple.

TiruvtlimUalai. 

The temple is a strong Saivite centre as it owes its name to the 
alleged offer of an eye by Vishnu in place of flower in the course 
of his worship of Siva, and as it is connected with the exploits of 
Gnanasambanda and Appar in the seventh century. 

833 . 382 1908. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the north wall of 
the central shrine in the Vilinathasvamin temple, A damaged 
record in the sixth year. Seems to record a gift of land for festi- 
vities in connexion with the two temples of Tivllimilalai-Udaiyar 
and the goddess Pidariyar. The latter of these was perhaps built 
in this year. 

834 . 383 of 1908. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same wall. 
A damaged record in the twenty-fourth year of the Ch6la king 
Rajakesarivarman alias Chakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I ?). 
Mentions TiruvTlimilalai which was a hrahmadeya in Vennadu, a 
subdivision of Uiaguyyakkondasola-valanadu. The donor was 
perhaps a native of Annavayil in Serrur-kQrram, a district of 
KulOttunga^Ola-valanSdu. 

835 . 3840/1908. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same wall. 
Built in at the beginning. Records in the thirty-sixth year (of an 
unknown king) gift of tiles covered with gold to the temple of 
TiruvIlimil.alai-udaiya-Mahadeva. One of the donors was Vijaya- 
rajSndradSvar-Anukkiyar Pallavan Pattalinangai. 

836 . 3850/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighth year of the ChOla king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (lll8 — 35). Seems to 
record a gift of land for a lamp, by purchase. 

. 386 0/ 1908.— -(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulotturiga-CholadS'va (III). Records gift of a lamp-stand and a 
lamp.- See .E/. Vol. XI, p, 125, where Professor Jacobi points 
out that the details of the date (Makara, Purva 14, Thursday, Punar- 
vasu) show that l6th January 1185 is intended, but that Thursday 
is mistake for Wednesday.] 

838 . 387 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Vikrama-Choladeva, Records 
gift of money for two lamps. Mentions AvQr-kurram, a district in 
Nittavinoda-valanadu. 

839 . 388 of 1908.^ — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the ChOla king Parakesarivarman 0/20:5 Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). Rec^ords gift of land 
for offerings at the request of a native of Avur in Avur-kurram. 

830 . 3890/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chsla king Vikrama-Choladeva, Records gift 
168 , 
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of land in Tattamarigalam for feeding Brahmanas, at the request of 
the same person. 

831 . 390 <?/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the forty-fifth year of the 
Chela king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulQttuhga ChOladeva (I ?). Built in at the end. Refers to the 
gathering of the assembly of Tiruvllimilalai to discuss the business 
of the village 

832 . 391a/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On "the same wall, A record in 
the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
dhi-rajadeva (I or II?). Records gift of a gold ornament. 

833. 392 0/1908. — ^(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the twerity-third year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra-ChbiadSva.

A record of the Chola king Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Rajendra-Choladeva in his twenty-fourth 
year (in words the date is given as twenty-first). Records sale of 
land by a native of Tiruvelundur-nadu in Jayaiigonda-sola-valanadu 
to a native of Nerkuppai in Tanjavur-kurram, a subdivision of 
Pandyakula^ani-valanadu.

843.4020/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Choladeva. Registers a list of lands owned by the 
TirunSvukkarasar-madam at Tiruvllimijalai. 

844 . 403 o/l9o8-~'(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirty-first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III?). Records gift of land and a house-site to a 
carpenter ( tachchacheri) for executing the repairs in the shrines of 
Ninraruliya Nayanar and Nerivarkulali Nachchiyar in the same 
temple. 

845 . 404 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulottuiiga-Choladeva (III), “ who took Madura and was 
pleased to take the crowned head of the Pandya,” the date of which 
is lost.

Records gift 
of land for offerings to the image of Tiruvadavurdevar Manikka- 
vasaka set up in the third prakara of the temple at Tiruvllimilalai.

Can it be the king who came to the 
throne in A.D. 1370?

It records the grant 
of the village of Anaimaiigalani in the PattanakQrru division of 
Kshatriya Sikhamani valanadu by Rajaraja I in the twenty-third 
year of his reign to the Chudamani padma vihara at Nagapattana, 
built by Srimara VijayOttuiigavarman, son of Chudamanivarman, 
king of Kataha (Burma), who was his feudatory. See Tamil and 
Sanskrit Ins., No. 30, pp. 204—24, where it is edited and translated. 
For reference to Buddhistic shrines at Negapatam, see the Sri

897 '. 103 £?/‘I9II. — (Tamil and Grantha.) On the same base, 
it gives the names of the Rishis, the tank and the trees which wor- 
shipped the God Palvennai-Nayanar at this sacred place. Figures 
of these devotees are depicted below the record. 

898 . 104 <3/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Mahamandalesvara Sadasivadeva-Maha- 
raya in S. 1482, Raudri.

A record in 
the twenty-fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarfijadeva (III ?). It gives a list of ail the tax-free lands enjoyed 
by a temple, the name of which is not clear on the stone. 

1024 . 49 of 1911.- (Tamil) On the same wall A record in 
the twenty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III?). Records gift of a/«<s!//zcz to the teacher called 
Tattanudaiyar Isanadeva, by a lady disciple of his, in accordance 
with the instructions of her dying husband. Later on, the epigraph 
registers the grant of an additional land to the same matha. Isana 
Siva was a teacher of the MudaliSrs of Maligai matliam at Tiruvi- 
dainariidiir and lie evidently settled at Nalur. See Tj. loio, 1012, 
etc., for similar mathas.

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which refers to the assemblyof Rajakesari-chaturvedimahgaiam in 
Nallur-nadu and to a gift of land for a lamp to the temple of Tiru~ 
nallur-Nayanar.

Arecordinthe 
fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva 
(III ?). Records sale of a house and eight coconut trees to the same 
temple which is stated to have been built by the Agambadiyar (i.e., 
the servants of the temple of Tirunallur-Nayanar). [Was the 
term Agambadiyar connected with the Agamiidaiyar caste ?] 

1034 . 590/1911 — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva. Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
of Tirunallur-Nayanar. 

1035 . 60 0/ 191 1.— (Tamil.) On the base of the north verandah 
in the same temple. A mutilated record in the fourth year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra-Choladeva. Records 
gift of lands situated in different villages to the same temple. 
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1036 . 61 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the fifth year of the Ch 5 la king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra- 
Choladeva. Built in at the bottom. Records gift of land. 

On the second gopura of the 
same temple ; right of entrance. A record in the twenty-sixth 
year of the Ch 5 la king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva.

On the west and south walls of 
the central shrine in the Krittivaseavara temple. A record in the 
twentieth year of the Hoysala king Vira-Ramanathadeva. Records 
gift of land for offerings to the temple at Sulamangalam which 
was a hrahmadeya in Kilay-kurram a subdivision of Nittavinoda- 
valanadu. [His capital was KannanQr. Mr. Richards, I.C.S., 
suggests that Devar kundani was perhaps his capital above the 
ghats. See No. 1018 above.] 

On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A damaged record in the ninth year 
of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandya- 
dSva. Records sale of land to the temple of Kari-uritta-Nayanar 
at SQlamangalam by three Brahmana brothers who were natives 
of Tirukkudandai (i.e., KumbhakOnam). 

On the south wail of the same 
mantapa. A record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama-PandyadSva 
(1334 — ?). Records that a certain Tirunavudaiyar of Danavi- 
nodanallur, a demddna village of the goddess in the temple of 
Tiruvalavayudaiyar in Tayandanarkudinadu, a subdivision of 
Pandimandalam, set up an image of Tirunavudaiya-Pillaiyar in 
the temple of Kariyuritta-Nayanar at Sulamangalam, a hrahmadeya 
in Kilar-kurrara of Nittavinoda-valanadu, and presented lands for 
offerings. 

An incom- 
plete record in the thirteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulottunga-CholadSva (III), “ who was pleased to

it made for the benefit of the temple of Kariyuritta-Nayanar. 

An incom- 
plete record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuiiga- 
Choladeva III, “who was pleased to take Madurai (Madura), ilam 
(Ceylon), Karuvtir and the crowned head of the Pandya.’* Records 
sale of maid-servants to the temple of Kari-uritta-Kandar at 
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Sillamarigaiam by two accountants of the temple of Timkkaronam- 
UdaiySr at Sslakulavallipattinam, a village in Pattina-kOrram, 
a subdivision of Geyamaiiikka-valanadu 

1042 -A. In the inner shrine of Perumbuhutu Isvara at Pasu- 
patikovil. Records that Kulottuhgadeva granted seventeen velis 
of land to the Goddess Praja Sundari, i;«., S. Dts., p. 258, No. 165. 

1042 -B. In the same place. A grant by the same king in his 
twenty-second year of 1,000 hili of land. Ibid,, No. l66* 

1042 -C. in the same place. Grant of land by K 5 -Parakesari- 
varman to Adi-Chande^vara, in his fifteenth year. Ibid., No. 167. 

1042 -D, In the same place. A gift of land (4 mas, I kdni 
and mtidi to the God by the same king in his thirteenth year. Ibid., 
No. 168.' 

1042 -E. In the same place. Records in the twenty-second 
year of Ko-Rajakesarivarman grant of two of wet land and 
one of dry land to the God. Ibid., No. 169. 

Tintkkaldvur (Tiriirukkarugdvur) 

This place is well known in Saivite tradition as the place 
where the moon and constellations worshipped the Lord and 
where the Lord fed Saint Sundaramiirti. It has been sung by 
Gnanasambanda.

A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Ch 5 la king Madiraikonda-Parakesaii- 
varman (905 — ^47), Provides for ghee by a native of Ulimdangucli. 

1049 . 41 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Parakesarivarman, the date of which is lost. Built 
in at the right end. Records gift of land for offerings and a 
lamp. 

1050 . 42 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the west wail of the same 
shrine. An incomplete record in the twenty-seventh year of the 
ChGla king Madiraikonda Parakesarivarman (A.D. 905 — ^47). It 
gives a list of the lands owned by the temples of Mahadeva, Kala- 
Pidari and Maha-Vishnu at Pala-Tirukkarugavur. 

1051 . 43 of 1910.— -(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighteenth year of the Chola king Madiraikonda-Parakesari- 
varman (A.D. 905 — 47). Records gift of land for offerings and a 
lamp. 

1053 . 44 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman. It gives a list of lands belonging to the temple ; one of the 
donors was Korrangudaiyan Arangan Kunjiramallan. The begin- 
ning of the historical introduction ( tingaler taru) of Rajadhiraja I 
is found below this inscription.

1067 . 433 of 1912. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Kshlravanesvara temple. A much damaged record in 
the tenth year of the Chola king Vikrama-ChGladeva (1118 — 35). 
Records gift of jewels to the temple of Mahadeva at Tiruppalait- 
turai. [The place figures in Appar’s psalms.] 

1068 . 434 of 1912. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-third year of the Chola king 
RajakSsarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kuldtturiga- 
Choladgva (I). Registers that the devadana village Tiruchchirram- 
balanallur of the temple of Mahadeva at TiruppSlaitturai in NallQr- 
nadu, a subdivision of Nittavinoda-valanadu, was granted, on 
account of the low finances of the temple, the remission of the 
antardyapdiiam and other taxes, at the request of Madhurantakap- 
paravainattu-MOvendavelSn. [The epigraph is interesting for the 
fact that it mentions the introductions of VTrarajgndra I and 
Kulottunga I thereby showing that AdhirajSiidra (who was the 
brother-in-law of the Chalukya Vikramaditya VI and the rival of 
Kulottunga I) was ignored.

Interrupted by the bases 
of a pillar. Seems to record in Vikrama a gift of land by an agent 
of Vira-Narasirigaraya-Nayaka (evidently the Saluva usurper). 

On the west verandah of the 
same prakara. A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (III).

Records gift of gold for jewels to 
the shrines of PeriyadSvar and Nachchiyar, concentrated in the 
temple by Periyadevanambi of Pennagadam wdio held proprietary 
right in the devadana villages of Tiruchchirrambala-nallCir and 
RajagambhIranallQr. 

1074 . 440 of 1912. — (Tamil.) On the east -wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A damaged and unfinished record of 
the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (II) in his twelfth year and 264th day. Begins with 
the introduction jayamddu?n nd manwiya, etc. Seems to record the. 
gift of land (kdval kddu) in the grove called Kunjiran alias Bhuva* 
namulududaiyal, under the new name RajagambhIranallQr for 
worship, etc., in the temple and for maintaining a flower garden. 
Reference is also made to the “ Revenue Survey " ( alavu) of the 
sixteenth year of Sungandavirttadeva (i.e., Kulottunga I) and to 
his fortieth year. 

1075 . 441 <7/l9l2.~(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottiiiiga-Choladgva (III), “ who was pleased to take Madurai 
(Madura) and the crowned head of the Psndya,” in his twelfth 
year and ninety-third day. Registers that the re-distribution 

and assignment of lands (piinjai and nattam) in the 
village of Kuladipanayakapura were, by the corporate consent of 
the Sdliya merchants, permanently engraved on the walls of the 
temple. The epigraph shows that there was periodical re-distri- 
bution of the village lands,

On the south wail of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Bilvanathesvara temple. 
A record in the twenty-second year of the Pallava king Nandi- 
varraaraja (If or III.?). Records gift of land for offerings and a 
lamp to the temple of Tiruvaigavudaiya-Mahadeva. States that 
this is only a copy of a stone inscription. 

1078 . 49 4/’I9I4. — (Tamil.) On the same Wall. An unfinished 
record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (II) in his fifth year. Mentions 
Moykudi in EmapperOrnadu, a subdivision of Rajaraja-valanadu 
and the temple of Tiruvaigavudaiyar in Innambar-nEdu, a sub- 
division of Vadagarai-Vikrama-Sola-valanadu. [Mr. Krishna 
Sastri notes that, while in other epigraphs the king receives the 
title of Rajakesarivarman, he receives in this the title of Parakesari- 
varman.] 

1079 . 50 4/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eleventh year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rsjarajadeva ( 11 ). Records gift of thirty 
kdsiis for a lamp by a dancing girl devaradiydl of the temple of 
Tiruvaigavudaiyar in Andattukurram, a subdivision of Vikrama- 
Sola-valanadu. 

1080 . 51 4/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fortieth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (III ?). States that 
Pundi-udaiyan Suriyan Pavalakkunranar alias Vannadudaiyar of 
Paravaichchurrupundi in Rajaraja-valanadu petitioned to the king 
in his thirty-second year and built of stone the central shrine and 
the mantapa of the temple of Tiruvaigavudaiya-Mahadeva in 
AndattukQrram, a subdivision of UlaguyyavandasOla-valanadu, 
after removing the old brick structure which was dilapidated. He 
also increased the temple devaddna by supplementing it with gift 
of lands in the village of Kalappakudi, in Viraikurram to meet 
the additional requirements of the temple. [The Government 
Epigraphist believes that the king was, in spite of the title Para- 
kesarivarman, Kulottunga (I).] 

1081 . 524/' 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva. Records gift of gold for three lamps to the shrine 
of Tirumaligaippiliaiyar, by a native of Palavalakkudi in Vilainfidu 
which was a subdivision of Jayangonda^Ola-valanadu. 

1083 . 534/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva (II) in his seventeenth year. Records 
gift of money for offerings to the image of NittavinOdakaiyana- 
Sundaradgva set up in the temple of TiruvaigavQr. 
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1083 . 540/ 1914.— '(Tamil,) On the south and west wails of the 
same mantapa. A record in the twentieth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kuldttuhga-Choladeva {Ill'i, “ who was 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura) and the crowned head of the 
Pandya.” Records gift of paddy by the temple servants to the 
sacred monastery (tiriikkiigai) of Tirumudiyalnadandan which was 
presided over by N|nandar-Udaiyar Pugalivendar. [Piigalivendar 
cannot be the poet Pugalendi who was the contemporary of 
Ottakkootta and Kulottuhga (II).] 

1084 . 55 <5/1914. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa. An unfinished record of the Chdla king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva in his seventh year. Mentions Tillai- 
nayakan Kanavadi Nambi alias Madhurantaka Vannadudaiyan of 
Paravaichchurru-pQndi in Rajaraja-valanadu. 

1085 . 56 <5/1914. — ^(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra 
Choladeva (III) in his fifth year, Mesha, kn di. 4th, Monday, 
Rohiiii. Records sale of land. Mentions Vamasivamudaliyar of 
the lineage of the Mudaliyars of Selva-TiruvarCir and the image 
of Villavanapperumal in this temple. The date, points out 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai, corresponded to Monday, 27th March 
A.D. 1251. He further “ shows that the reign began between 
28th March and 20th April 1246, which reduces Kielhorn’s limits 
by eight days.’’ See Ep, hid., Vol. IX, p. 222. 

1086 . 57 <?/ 1914.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanaviradeva (1178 — I2l6), “who having been pleased to , 
take Madurai (Madura), ilam (Ceylon), KaruvCir and the crowned 
head of the Pandya was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes 
and the anointment of victors,” in his thirty-third year, Mithuna, 
ba. di, 9, Monday, Revati, corresponding to June 6, A.D. 1211. 
Records sale of land and two houses for arrears of revenue due on 
a demdana land. The arrears were found out by Pillai-Munaiya" 
daraiyar who was in charge of the temple lands, by auditing the 
accounts from the twenty-fourth to the thirty-third year. 

1087 . 58^/1914- — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin TribhuvanaviradSva 
(1178—1216), “ who having been pleased to take Madurai (Madura), 
ilam (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned head of the Pandya, was 
pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and the anointment 
of victors ” in his thirty-third year, Mithuna, ba. di. 9, Monday, 
Revati. Built in at the bottom. Refers to the devadana village 
Tribhuvana-madevichaturvadimangalam. Registers a similar tran- 
saction as in the above epigraph. Date same as in the previous 
inscription. 
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1088.59^/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Yijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Devaraya Maharaya (II), in S. 
1351, Saumya, Vrischika, ba. di. lO, Monday, Hasta (Oct. 29, A.D. 
1429). Registers an agreement entered into by the assembly of 
ParSntaka-nadu, a subdivision of Innambar-nadu and the Valangai 
98 and the Idangai q8 sects regarding the payment of dues to the 
king ( rdjdgaram). [This epigraph is one of the most valuable 
documents for the construction of the financial history of the 
period. It is analysed in detail in Mad. Ep. Rep., 1915, pp. 
106 — 8, paragragh 44, and it is too long to be quoted here.] 

1089 . 60 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the east and north walls of the 
same mantapa. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanaviradeva, 
{1178 — 1216) “ who having been pleased to take . . . Karuviir 
and the crowned head of the Pandya, was pleased to perform 
the anointment of heroes and the anointment :of victors,” in his 
thirty-third year, Mithnna, ba. di. 9, Monday, Revati. Built in at 
the beginning. Registers a transaction similar to that of No. 1075 
above. The land was sold to the temple of Nittavinoda-Isvaram 
Udaiyar at TiruyaigavQr in Innambar-nadu, a subdivision of Vada- 
garai-Vikrama-S 5 la-valanadu. For date see 1086.

Karuiigddu. 

1090 . 10 a/ 1892. — (Tamil.) On a stone in front of the Mari- 
Amman temple. A record dated in Vyaya. 


Kdvilur. 

1091 . 181 of 1908, — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the MantrapurT^vara temple. An 
incomplete record in the twenty-fifth year of the Chbla king Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Chloadeva (III) “ who was pleased 
to take Madurai, Ilam (Ceylon) and the crowned head of the 
Pandya.” Records the gift of a servant to the temple of Usattana- 
mudaiya-Nayanar by a native of Selgalur in Idaikkanadu, a sub- 
division of Rajendra-sola-valanadu. 

1093 . 182 of igo8. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-sixth year (Kanya, Purva 8 or 5, Anuradha, Monday) 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin RajarajadOva. Records 
gift of land by order of Viluppadirajan, a native of Sirrarkadu 
in Pandyakulasani-valanadu. The land granted was in Sundara- 
solapuram. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 130. An irregular date. 

1093 . 183 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the twenty-fifth year of the Chola king . . . Kulottuiiga- 

Choladeva, who was pleased to take ...” Built in at the 
bottom and the end. Records gift of land to the temple of 
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Usattanamudaiya-Nayanar at Uiattanam alias Keralakula^ani- 
chaturvedimangalam, a brahmadeya in Purahgarambai-nadu, a 
subdivision of Rajendrasola-valanadu. 

1094 . 184 0/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the twenty-fourth year of the king 
Records gift of money for a lamp, by a native of Puduppattanam. 

1095 . 185 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajen- 
dra-Choladeva (III), Seems to record a gift of paddy to a temple 
servant by the tenants of the temple Ighds. [The king had the title 
of Manukula medutta Perumah] 

1096 . 186 0/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra- 
Choladeva. Records gift of land for offerings to the shrines of 
Pillaiyar Nayanar (i.e., Gnanasambanda) and Tirunavukkarasu- 
Nayanar. Refers to the revenue survey of the thirtieth year. 

1097 . 187 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Chojadeva. Records an arrangement entered into by the 
dancing girls of the temple to burn a lamp in the shrine of Bhuvana- 
pati-Nachchiyar built by Ponnambalakuttan alias irumudi^olap- 
pallavaraiyan. 

1098 . 188 0/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall, A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin RajSn- 
dra-Choladeva. Records gift of land for offerings to the image of 
Bhuvanadhipati-Nachchiyar by the residents of MunimudiiOla- 
puram in Purahgarambai-nadu, a subdivision of Rajendra-sola- 
valanadii. Refers to the revenue survey of the thirty-eighth year of 
Tribhuvanaviradeva (Kulottuhga III). This survey “ shows the 
still prosperous condition of the Chola Empire about the end of 
that king’s reign.” It is doubtful, however, whether Kulottuhga (I) 
or (III) is intended. See Ep. Rep.., 1909, p. 102, for details. See 
No. IIOI below. 

1099 . 189 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall, A record in 

the fifth year and the king’s name is lost. Records gift of money 
(3,000 kclsiis) and paddy for offerings to the shrine of Bhuvanadhi.. 
pati Nachchiyar built by Ponnambalakuttan alias irumudisOla 
Pallavariyan. 

1100 . 190 tf/1908, — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Gives a list 
of dPvadana lands belonging to the temple and their boundaries. 

1101 . 1 91 i>/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Gives a list 
of the rent-free lands (devadana) possessed by the temple, up to the 
thirty-eighth year and refers to the fiftieth year of Kulottuhga - 
Choladeva (I) “who was pleased to abolish tolls” and to the 
eighteenth year of Rajarajadgva. The revenue survey of the 
thirty-eighth year is also referred to. See 1098 above. 
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1102 . 192(9/1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. Records in the twenty-first year (of?) gift of land for 
offerings by order of a certain Kaliiigaraya. Mentions Kalyana- 
purahgondasolapuram, among the boundaries. [Kalyanapurari- 
gon da sola was Rajadhiraja (I), 1018—1052.] 

1103 . 1930/1908. — -(Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the MantrapiirTsvara temple. A 
record in the thirtieth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Rajarajadeva (III?). Records gift of land to the shrine of 
Siibrahmanya by the assembly of PeruYalvutanda-Peruraal-chatur”- 
vedimarigalam (i.e., the modern Peruvalandan) in Purangarambai- 
nadii, a subdivision of Rajendra-sola-valanadu. 

1104 . 194 0/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
Choiadeva (in8 — 35). Records gift of land. Mentions Sakkanam 
alias Keralakiilasani-chaturvedimangalam. Perhaps Sakkanam is 
a mistake for Sattanam (i.e., U^attanam). 

1105 . 195 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year (Makara, Piirva 7, Monday, Asvini) of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (III). Records gift of 
land by the assembly mentioned in No. II03, for offerings to the 
shrine of Tirukkamakkottamudaiya Periya-Nachchiyar, set up by 
prince Purosaikkudaiyar. The gift was made for the health of the 
king and for the victory of prince Iruiigolar, See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, 
128, where the details of date show the English equivalent to 
be Monday, 5th January, A.D. 1237, in the twenty-first and not 
twentieth year of the king. 

1106 . 1960/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III?). Records gift of land to the same shrine by 
the assembly of Suttavalli-chaturvedimangalam which was in 
charge of the village duties (grama-kdrya) for th.Q health of the king 
and for the victory of prince Iruiigolar. 

HOT, 197 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall A record in 
the tenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva (III ?). Assignment by the assembly of Usattanam of 
certain taxes collected on temple lands up to the tenth year for the 
repair of the temple. 

1108 . 198(9/1908, — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eleventh year (Rishabha, Purva 7, Sunday, Magha) of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (III). Records 
gift of land, for offerings to the shrine of SuryadSva in the temple 
of Usattanam-Udaiyar by the residents of Vikramabharanapuram 
in Umbar-nadu. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 128, where it is shown 
that II is a mistake for 2 I and that then the date corresponds to 
3rd May, A.D. 1237. 
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1109 . 199 <?/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 

the thirty-first year (Mesha, . , . 5, Anuradha, Monday) of the 

Chola king Triblinvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (III). Records 
gift of land to the same shrine by the residents of Paran- 
takapuram in Umbar-nadu. Jbid.y pp. 130-I. A very irregular 
date. 

1110 . 200 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinish- 
ed record. Records the boundaries of certain rent-free lands 
belonging to the temple. Mentions Periyadevar Vikrama-Chola- 
deva (1118—35). 

1111 . 201 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the water spout in 

the south wall of the same mantapa. Records gift of the spout by 
a certain Vlra^ingarayan. 

1112 . 202 0/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the south base of the verandah 
in the first prakara of the same temple. A record in the eleventh 
year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin RajSndra-ChoIa- 
deva (III ?). Records gift of land for worship and repair in the 
temple of U 4 attanamuclaiya-Nayanar by order of Paiyulan Peri- 
yan A]agiya-Peruraal alias Solagaiigan, evidently one of the king’s 
executive officers. 

1113 . 203 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Records in 
the twenty-second year (of ?) gift of land for the Tirukkaikkotfi- 
dduvdr of the temple, by order of ^okkanayan alias Rajagambhlra 
^Oliyavaraiyan. 

1114 . 204 £1/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An unfinish- 
ed record in the eleventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajendra-Choladeva. Records gift of duties (in 
kind) payable on each bullock load (podi) of paddy and rice, car- 
ried by the road called Jananathan-pddai, as directed by the prince 
(not named), to the temple of Usattanamudaiya-Nayanar by order 
of the villagers of Mummudisolapuram. 

1115 . 205 of 1908, — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the eleventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Choladeva (III?). Records gift of land by order of Peri- 
yan Alagiya-Perumal alias Solagaiigan. 

1116 . 206 £?/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Choladeva (III ?). Records gift of land by Adittadevan, 
a native of Vellur, in Paiyyurkottam, a district of Perun-Tondai- 
mandalam. 

111 7 . 207 £?/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Choladeva. Mentions the donor referred to in the above 
epigraph and his gift. It is here stated that Adichchadevan was 
a native of VelQr in Tondaimandalam. 
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1118. 208 i?/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the eleventh year (Kanya, Apara. 6, Monday, Rohini) of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra-Choladeva (III). Records 
sale of land. Refers to the survey in the thirty-eighth year of 
Periyadevar Tribhuvanavlradeva (KulOttimga III), See Ep. Ind.. 
Vol. XI, p, 131. The date corresponded to Monday, llth Septem- 
ber, A.D. 1256; but Kanya is said to be a mistake for Simha. 

1119. 209 «?/ 1908, — (Tamil.) On the west base of the same 
verandah. An unfinished record of the Chol a king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajendra-Choladeva (III ?), the date of which is lost. 
Records gift of land by order of Pallavaraiyan df/mRajagambhlra- 
sOla-Pallavaraiyan. 

IIIS^O. 210 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Choladeva (III ?). The writing on one of the stones in the 
middle of the inscription has been erased by chiselling. Records 
gift of land for offerings to the image of PaliavanmadevTsvara- 
mudaiya-Nayanar by order of Vanaraya alias Soliyavaraiyan. 

1121 . 2II 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Choiadeva (III?). Records gift of land for a matha called 
Vanardyan-madam by order of the same person. 

1122 . 212 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the 
verandah in the first prakara of the Mantrapurisvara temple. An 
unfinished record in the tenth year of the ChSla king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajendra-ChOjadeva.^ Records gift of land for 
offerings b}'' the assembly of Suttavalli-chaturvSdimangalam 
in Purangarambai-nadu, a subdivision of Rajgndraioja-valanadii. 

1123 . 2130/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the seventeenth year (Rishabha, Purva. 3, Sunday, Pushya) of the 
Ch 5 la king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra-Choiadeva (III). 
Records gift of land for offerings by the great assembly ( peruhguri- 
mahdsabhai) of U^attanam. See Ibid., where it is shown that the 
date corresponded to Sunday, the 2ist May, A.D. 1262 (but the 
tithi is 2, it is said, and not 3). 

1124. 2T4 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same base. An un- 
finished record in the fourteenth year (Simha, Purva. 3, Hasta, 
Wednesday) of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sunclara-Pandyadeva (III). See End., p. 136, where 
it is shown that the date corresponded to Wednesday, 9th August, 
A.D. 1290. 

1125 . 215 of 1 908.-- (Tamil.) On the east, north and west 
walls of the Chanclesvara shrine in the same temple. A record in 
the eighth year (Kumbha, Phrva. 3, Svati, Monday) of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (HI). Records gift of 
land for offerings to the image of Pallavanlsvaramiidaiya-Nayanar, 
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set up in the temple by Pichchan Pallavarayan alias Solyavaraiyaiij 
a native of Paiyyur in PaiyyQr-nadu. See Ep. hid., Vol. XI, p. 127, 
where the date (after some corrections) is equated to 20th February, 
A.D. 1223. 

1126 . 216 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the east wail of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A damaged record in the twenty- 
eighth year (Kumbha, Apara. 6, Svati, Monday) of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajgndra-ChOladeva (III). Records gift 
of land for offerings to the image of Tirujnanamperra Piliaiyar set 
up by a merchant of Mummudi^Olapuram. Refers to the revenue' 
survey in the thirty-eighth year of Periyadevar Tribhuvana- 
vlradeva (Kuiottuhga III). See Ibid., p. 132, where it is shown that 
the date is irregular and that “ its nearest approach ” is Monday, 
r4th February, A.D. 1267. 

1127 . 217 <?/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, II or III?). 
Records gift of land for offerings to an image of Ganapati called 
Nambi-Vinayaka-Pillaiyar by the great assembly ( perungtirimahd- 
sabkai) of U 4 attanam. 

1128 . 218 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 

record in the ninth year. Records gift of land to Paripurna- 
SivdcMrya who presided over the Kattadu-NayanSr-madam on the 
western side of the temple. The Saiva teacher belonged to the 
lineage of Tiruchchatti-murrattu-Mudaliyar. See Mad. 

Ep. Rep., 1909, p. 104. See Tj. loio, 1012, 1024, etc. 

1129 . 219 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record in the fourteenth year. Refers to the 
gift mentioned in the above inscription. 

1130 . 220 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the eleventh year gift of money for offerings, etc., to the image of 
Alagiya-Tiruchchirrambalamudaiya-Nayanar set up in the temple 
by isana (Siva)chariyar who belonged to the lineage of Saiva 
teachers mentioned in No. 1128 above. 

1131 . 221 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the second year of the Pandya king Sundara-Pandyadeva. 
Records gift of a grove and a mantapa by order of Rajanarayana- 
Vilupparaiyan. See No. I127 above where perhaps the same king 
is referred to. 

1132 . 222 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 

prakara. A much damaged record in the twenty-sixth year of 
the Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin . . . 

Pandyadeva. Seems to record a sale of land. 

1133 . 223 i?/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the inner gopura of the same 
temple. A damaged record in the seventeenth year (Tula, Ptirva, 
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14, A^vini, Friday) of the Chdla king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Choladeva (III). Records gift of land for the main- 
tenance of a flower garden. See Ep. Ind,, Vol. XI, p. 131, where the 
date is calculated to be Friday, 27th October, A.D. 1262. 

1134 . 224 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same gopura. A record 
in the eighteenth year. An unnamed Dandanayaka granted and 
confirmed the old scale of worship in the temple. 

1135 . 225 <?/I9o 8. — (Tamil.) On the outer gopura of the same 
temple. A damaged record in the fourth year of the Pandya king 
Perumal Sundara-Pandyadeva [who “ might be the same ” as 
Jatavarman Sundara Pandya 1 . See Ep, Rep.^ I 909 > P- 82.] 

1136 . 226 of 1908. —(Tamil.) On the same gopura. A much 

damaged record in the fourteenth year of the Pandya king Jata- 
varman Tribhuvanachakravartin . . . Pandyadgva. 

1137 . 227 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same gOpura. A much 
damaged record in the fourteenth year (of?). Mentions the order 
of Soliyavaraiyan. 

Pattukkoftai. 

1138 . In the ruined fort (nowin the Taluk office). A record 
ascribing the foundation of the fort to Vanaji Panditar Aiyar 
Avargal in honour of Shahji Maharaja in A.D. 1686-7. It says 
that Shahji “ conquered all the Pattukkottai country inhabited by 
the Kalians extending to the south as far as Pambanar.” [Local 
tradition, however, attributes the fort to one Pattu Malava Raya. 
It was garrisoned by the British in 1781 and captured by Haidar 
subsequently. See Tanj. Gazr,, Vol. I, p. 253.] 

Sdluva 7 idyakkan-pattana m . 

1139 . On the memorial tower built by Raja SarabhOji in 1814, 
usually called Manora by the people. Commemorates the down- 
fall of Napoleon and the success of British arms. [SarabhOji lived 
at this place and hence it came to be called Sarabhendrarajan- 
pattanam.] 

Shiyali Taluk. 

In his Antiquities Mx. Sewell says that there are copper plate 
grants in the hands of the residents or temples of KlrnaiigOr, 
Maruvattur, Tiruvalahgad and Vaidye^varankOvil, but no details 
of these are available. I have given below such of them as are 
definite and dated, 

Eriikkur, 

1140 . 299 c;/ 1911.— (Tamil.) On a detached stone built into 
the entrance of the Perumal temple. A fragmentary record in the 
third year of the Chola king RajadhirajadSva (I or II ?), 
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Kdveripattinam. 

This ancient seaport identified with the Kamara of the 
Periplus, the Chaharis emporium of Ptolemy and Chafitrapum of 
Hiouentsang, ceased to be of importance only about the fifteenth 
century, in consequence evidently of the silting up of the Kaveri. 
It is now a hamlet of fishermen and a place of pilgrimage. For its 
ancient trade, its splendour, its wealth under KarikalchOla, its 
people, etc., as given in Tamil Literature, see Tamils l8oo years 
ago. To the literary men the place is of interest as the birth- 
place of Pattinattuppillai and to the sociologist as the birth-place of 
the Nattukkottai Chetti community, 

1141 . 140 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On a slab excavated and now 
preserved in the Taluk office at Shiyali. A mutilated record. In 
modern characters. Mentions the street called after RayanSrayana 
and a tank. 

Kofidattur. 

1143 . A C.P. grant in the possession of a resident of the 
village, dated in S. 1529 (A.D. 1607). Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 272, 

Sdydvanam. 

This is near the ancient site of Kavgripattinam. See No. II51 
below which refers to Sayai in Pukar. It is also referred to in the 
Periapm-ana in connexion with the legend of lyarpagai Nayanar. 
See Tanj. Gazr., p. 258. For the description of the ancient grandeur 
of the place see KadialQr Udirankannanar’s Pattanappalai. 

1143 . 261 0/1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the prakara 
in the Sayavanesvara temple. A record in the eighth year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerim6nkondan (Rajaraja), 
Records that at the instance of a certain Pidaran-Nayakan some 
devadana lands belonging to the temple of Tiruchchayakad- 
Udaiyar at Kaverippumpattinam in Nclngtir-nadu, a subdivision of 
Rajadhiraja-valanadu, were restored by the king for a flower- 
garden. henceforward named Rajarajan-tirunandavanam. The 
royal secretary [tirumandira-dlai) 'Vias Panditasola-Mtivendavelan. 
Mentions some other officers of the king as signatories. 

1144 . 262 0/1911, -(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 

the thirty-fifth year of the ChOla king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanaviradeva (1178— I2l6), “who was pleased to take Madu- 
rai (Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the crowned head of the 
Paiid^a and to perform the anointment of heroes and victors,” 
Registers the distribution of paddy collected by the temple, for 
offerings and for repairs, -'under orders of Pi||ai AmbarudaiySr 
Kalingarayar. ' 
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1145 . 2630/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
raj adeva. Records gift of land for an additional lamp in the 
temple of Tiruchcha3mkad Udaiyar, having been previously 
provided for in the seventh year of Periyadevar by a certain 
Malaimelmarundu alias Vanavan Vilupparaiyan of Marudamah- 
galam in Tiruvindalur-nadu, a subdivision of Rajadhiraja- 
valanadu. 

1146 . 2640/1911. — '(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighteenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikondan. 
Registers that certain tenants in the devadana villages of the 
temple did not pay their dues till the seventeenth year of the king 
and that in the eighteenth year they were made to sell back their 
holdings to the temple in payment thereof, on the representation 
made by Vanakovaraiyan. The royal secretary was Rajanarayana 
Muvendavelan. 

1147 . 265 0/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the fifth year, of the Oiola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vlrarajendra-Choladeva (II, or Kulottuiiga III ?). Stones out of 
order. Mentions Kaverippumpattinam in Narigur-nadu, a sub- 
division of Rajadhirajavalanadu. 

1148 . 2660/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
prtkara. A damaged record in the thirty-fifth year of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin _Tribhuvanavlrad6va (178 — 1216) 
‘‘ who took Madurai (Madura), ijam (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the 
crowned head of the Pandya and was pleased to perform the 
anointment of heroes and victors.”

Seems to record a gift of land to 
the temple of ... at Kaverippumpattinam in Rajadhiraja- 
valanadu.

Records gift of land for offerings, festivals, 
repairs, etc., to the temple of Pallavanisuram at Kaverippattinam 
in Kaverippumpattina-maganam, a subdivision of Tiruchchayak- 
kattur-sTmai, by a certain Rayaravuttaminda and others. 

Shiyali* 

The historic importance of the place lies in its being the birth- 
place of the great Tirugnanasambanda and in consequence the 
scene of legends, festivals and commemorations of that saint.

Begins with the historical introduction tiru maruviya seiigol, 
etc. Records sale of about one md of land to temple by the 
assembly. [If this is correct the accession of the sovereign must 
have taken place between June 25th and July I2th, A.D. 985.] 

Records 
that the figure on the stone was one of Sattan Gunabhaftan alias 
Haracharanasekharan of Alattur who caused this stone temple to 
be built under orders of Udaiya-Pirattiyar, mother of Madhuran- 
takadeva alias Uttama-Chola (970 — 85).

(Mithuna, Apara., Sunday, Trayodasi, A^vati). Built in in the 
middle. Begins with the historical introduction whose first words 
are tiriimadar piivi enmim. The inscription “ discloses the name of 
a temple at Konerirajapuram called Madhiirantaki Isvara, evidently 
so called after Madhiirantaki ", daughter of Rajendradeva and 
queen of Kulottuhga Chola I.

The 
Epigraphist believes that all the Tanjore grants previous to the 
third year of RajSndrachola I are hers and as the present inscription 
of the king’s fifth year refers to one of her gifts in the third year, it 
has to be inferred that she died between the third and fifth years 
of Rajendrachola 1 .)

Refers to the assembly of Tirunallam, a brahmadeya in 
Vennadu a subdivision of BhQpala-kulavalli-valanadu and records 
a decision regarding the resumption of certain temple lands, the 
tenants of which had deserted the village in consequence of their 
inability to pay the taxes.

One record describes the 
building of a temple of Pidari by the Pandya king Perumbidugu' 
Muttaraiyan Suvaran Maran, the son of Ilarigovadiyarai^^an 
alias Maran Parame 4 varan and grandson of Perumbidugu Miittar- 
aiyan alias Kuvavan Maran; and further contains the names of the 
towns which he destroyed, his surnames and the poets who sang 
his praise, one of these was Velnaniban of Pachchil near Sriraii- 
gam. This king, his father and grandfather seem to be members 
of a different family from that of the Chinnamanur plates and their 
connexion is not known. Venkayya suggests that the king Mutta- 
raiyan who is mentioned in the verses 200 and 296 of the Tamil 
anthology Ndladiydr might be the king mentioned in these inscrip- 
tions.

1634 . 499 6/1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva (III). Records a sale of five men and five women and their 
relations ('■yargatMrj for 1,000 by a certain Ariyan Pichchan 
alias EdirilisOla-Garigainadalvan who was evidently the police 
officer of the district. He says that the five men were his slaves 
and “ had been made over to the temple as slaves by his master 
( mudaliydr 

1635 . 500 6?/ l904.--(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
raja-deva (HIP). Records gift of land for a lamp.

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1636 . 501 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record in the thirtieth year of the Chola king 
Tribluivanachakravartin RajarSjadeva (III ?). Refers to an invasion 
of Sihganna Danclanayaka and to the rebuilding of the temple of 
Kodikkulagar. See 49S of 1902 at Tiruvannamalai where a 
Simhana Dandanatha is referred in the fifth year of Rajendra 
Chola III (i.e., 1250-51), but it is doubtful whether the two are 
identical. 

1637 . 5020/1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the twenty-fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva (III), Records a sale of two women by 
the same man as is mentioned in No. 1634 above. 

1638 . 503 0/ 1904.— -(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Choladeva (III ?). Records gift of land. 

1639 . C.P. No. 40 of Mr. SewelVs List. — (Tamil.) Records a 
document in S. 1418 (A.D. 1496), KrOdhi, by which the temple 
authorities at the Vedaranya temple of the God Chandl^vara 
granted certain privileges to a priest.
